COMPETITIVE EXAMINATIONS FOR ADMISSION OF CANDIDATES TO 
THE NATIVE CIVIL SERVICE OF BENGAL. 

Minute by the LieutenanUGovernor of Benyal^ dated the 2o(h September lS75. 

Tiik Uusolutious (as iiotetl in tlic margin) by the Government of Bengal will have 

shewn iliat the exuimnalions instituted by my predecessor 
Rosoiution <latod the ^ (Sir Gcorgc Campbell) for admission to the N.»iivo Uiv’* 

Service on a prineiple the excc'llencc ot which is adniitterf^' 
have resulted in the passing of a large number of candidates. The number indeed is very 
satisfactory, as showing a widespread desire among the educated youths to quailly theinsclves 
for public employ; but it proves to be considciably m excess of the number of appointments 
to which they can be properly and conveniently appointed within any short time. Employ- * 
ruent has been found lor very many of the candidates, but 1 find from the latest returns 
that about 155 remain iinemployrd Although orders have been reiterated to the local 
authoritieslo reserve, as far as possible, some employment for these* ipialified persons, still it 
IS to be feared that some time must elapse before they arc all employed. It has consequently 
been notified that no more examinations will be held under the existing rules until further 
iiotiee. Nevcrthele.s.s, being anxious that there should be no int(;rruptioii of the general 
effeet of the principle introduced by my predecessor, 1 have considered whether (‘xpericncc 
has shewn that any practical improvements could ho mado in its worltiiig. It is natural 
to suppose that, as cireiimslaneeh de\eloj»e themselves, progress will be found praetiealrle 
in arlvancing the priiieiplo towanU its legitimate conclusion, the priiieijile being to 
encourage those who aspire to public employ to qualify themselves by the best and highest 
kinds of education 

2. In the first place, it is seoii that to pass all tliose candidates who come up to a givi*ii 
standard, withoni any restriction on the nuinbeis to be passed, will, in the present circum¬ 
stances ot the country, bring virtually on the hands of Governnient a larger number than can 
be conveniently provided for. It is quite true that tin; Govornraent has never piomisi^d that 
every one who passes shall be employed, or that absolutely all appointments shall he reserved 
for those who pass, or that nunc shall be appointed save these parsed candidates. On the 
contrary, the (rovernmeiit has expressly reserved to itself a discretion in these respects. 
And such discretion is, and must be, (‘xereiscd, inasmuch as there may be many good reasons, 
besides the winning ol a place at an examination, for appointing native geiitlenicii to the 
higher grades in the public service. Still it seems that passed candidates do for the most jiart 
actually entertain exjieetations that some employment will he found for/lhem. And it is better 

to preclude tin* possilnlity of expectations being formed which the Government never absolutely | 
bound itself to entiiely lullil, and perhaps may not be able to lulfil. 

3. It i.s tlierefore indisiiensable that in future examinations a fixed number of ])laees 
in the higher and injthe lowcu* class of appointments should be prescribed, for which will be 
passed those camlidates who come out first at the cxaminatiou. And fur those who are 
thus passed, employment will he f()uiid In otlier words, the system already begun for passing 
candidates fbr the Native Givil Service can be maintained only bv the rule of competition 
tor a fixed number ot places Those who tlius jiass will entertain expectations winch will • 
be fullilled. 

4< Further, it is understood that the existing rules have bad the cQect of according 
more weight than probulily was intended to the*' Entrance '' Examination of the University, 
and have irnlueed many candidates to regard the passing of that exanynation as being an 
end gamed, instead of being w hat it is intended to be—a means to a particular end, namelv, 
the taking ot a degree it la not to be supposed that a person who passc.s the r-ntraiiee 
staiidaid is highly or even well educated. For the future, tlieu, no candidate wnll be allowed 
to compete fur the higher class of uppuiiitments, that is uppoiutineiits of Ks. 100 am.^ | 
upwards, unless he be a graduate ; nor for the lower class ot appointments, that is appoiiit-*«k ’ 
ments of less than K^. 1(J0, unless he .shall have passed the Frst Arts Examination. The 
only exception allowed will he in favor of those who liave served Government for six years, 
if candidates for the lirst el.iss, and three yi ars, it candidates for the second elas.s. 

5 Althougli It is important to onen the hiiibcr grailcs of tue service to leraarkable 
merit in w iiatcvcr seetiou ol the jieoplc it may be lound, still it is very desirable also to 
obtain for these grades young men ol the he.st stamp and the highest tone. Ttie pivsenting 
ol an Uinvcrsity degree as a preliuiinary condition will lend to secuie both of the above 
objecis. 

fi. 1 propose, tlien, tli.it an examination should be heli next Februtiry, the same mouth 
as in previous years, and lu the same subjects, for lour place.s iii the first class of appoint¬ 
ments, and for sevtm places ui tin: second class oi appoiutuierits. .The places will be awarded 
to the candidate.s aecotdiug to prioii.y in tlie examination, provided that none bt* p.'is.sed for 
the higher sraiidaid unle.ss he obtains at iea.st. two-lliiids, or for the lowir standard unlc.ss he 
obtains at least half, of the total number of obtainable marks upon the whole examiin>.ion. 
Those who have alrcatly ptissed the previous examin.ition tor the Native (hvil Service in the 
first class will be adiuiircd to tnc compi tilion tor the first class without further ceitiiicate. 

But those previously passed for the second class only cannot compete for the Srst cl.iss unless 
they bhall have taken an University degiee, or have served Goverumeut for six years under the 
rules. ' 
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7. To the persons thus pnsacfl at the oompetitive examination, a general expectation 
will be afforded of employment within a reasonable time m the class of appointments for 
which each has passed, though no giiariiitce can be given of any particular appointment, or 
an appointment in a particular grade in that class, within a given time Eor instance, a 
person who wins a place in tlic higher class of appointments will bj appointed sooner or 
later to at least a sub-deputyship on Ks 100 a rnonih. But it docs not at all follow that 
he will bo appointed a Deputy Magistrate and Deputy Collector; he may or may not be so 
appointed; that will depend on the pleasure of (government. 

A S. Tfle subjcets for th(‘ (‘xarnination wdl remain the same as tlioso prescribed in 
Ocfober 1H73 (by the Government letter No. 299E.), ns they are found by experience to be 
both snitable and practical, giving due wi'igbt to botany, ehemistry, engineering, and siirvcv- 
ing—the very branches to wliieli onr high education ought to be more and more directed, 
including also those professional and ollieial subjects in which our native officers require 
training. The rules also vvliieli relate to ruling, walking, and gymnastics are entirely retain- 
,ed, they are proved to have been useful in attracting attention to the benefit of bodily 
exercise, as well as menial culture 

9. These orders will rcndi r lU'cessnrv some inodilieations in the existing rules, chiefly by 
way of omission of various clauses issued with the (Jovcrnmrni letter No. 299E. of the 10th 
October 1373 A rcvis“d edition of the rules has been accordingly prepared.

NATIVE CIVIL SEHVK^E EXAMINATIONS AND CIVIL SERVICE CL.\SSE.S. 

I UuloB to comr into force afti r tin* Hxaunnntion ol ] 

INI UODITTOIIY 

Now that there have been held four annual evaminatious for the Native Civil Service 
and that a fifth examination is to take plaee in February IS70, the Lieutciiaiit-Govcriior 
wishes to place the Native (b’vil Service* evaininatums on a permanent footing. 

2. All appointments in the Subordinate Executive Service, and all posts of Rs. 50 
monthly salary and upwards in the sub-divisional establishments, both ui Regulation and 
Noii-R(iguI.itioii Provinces, will oidiiiarily be reserved for jicrsons who are passed at the 
Native Civil Service examination under the conditions specified in the subsequent paragraph 
7 of these lules. Candidates for the gazetted appointments in the I'olicc and Opium Depart¬ 
ments will not be admitted to the examination save under a special certificate, wliich can 
only be granted uiuler the orders of the Lieutenant-Governor. Lists of candidates passed 
utuicr the 8ubsc(|iiciit paragraph 7 of these rules will be published in the fiazettv. 


ELIGIBILITY AND PRELIMINARIES TO THE EXAMINATION. 


All candidates eligible for appointments under rules 5 and 0 (below), who s,atisl\ 
the preliminary requirements, will be admitted to the Native 
Civil Service examination 


A(Jmi«isi!il<. to rt.iiiiiiiation 


1. The preliminary requirements which all candidates muat s.-itisfy ^,ire— 

{a) Certificate of Charaettr 

A certificate will he reipiired from every eaiididatc of his character, respectability, .lud 
general moral fitness, sucli certificate being signed by two gentlemen of Lis own nationality, 
resident in the district of which he is a native, or wdiere he usually resides, and also aigmsl 
by the .luflge or Magistrate of siieh district 3’hc eernfieatc of tin* two firstnamed is 
expected to he based upon personal knowledge, and the certificate of the Judge or Magistral* 
to rndicatc that tlie* gentlemen who have signed it are qualified by their position and 
eharacter to give such a cerLificatc, and that the Judge or Magistrate himself knows notimig 
to the prejudice oi the eandulaie. In the ease of the town of Calcutta, instead of the 
signature ot the Judge or Magistrati*, the certificate should bear that of any Judge of tjie 
High ('ourt, or the ( imimissunier of Folice, or the Commissioner of the Presidei* 
Division. 

(h) Certificate of Sound Ifeatth 

Each candidate will be ri'quircd to jiroduce a eeititieatc from a Gov(*rnraent medical 
officer, stating that the eaiididaU* is geticrally a man of sound health, that he has expressial 
Ins willingness to serve in any district of the Lower Provinces, and that he (the meilieal 
officer) believes him to be capable of di»iug so, so far as can he judged antecedently. 


(e) Certificate of ahility to Hide or JCatk, 

Every candidate for the liigher appointments xvill aLo be required to prove that he can 
rule, and for this purpose he may apply to the Magistrate of the district, who will either 
satisfy himself on the poiiij, or select some other person he thinks competent for that purpose 
The examiner must satisfy himself from his own persoml observation that the candidate can 
ride not less than 12 miles at a rapid pace, and is in this respect competent for all practical 
purposes of district work; and if such examiner lie not the Mjgistrato himself, the certificate 
must he countersigned by the Magistrate. 

All the candidates vvlio have not been locally examined, will be required to appear before 
some peisofi imC’alcutta who will bo .scK-eled for the purpose.

(flr) rersDiis who have served Government tor six years, 
and have Indd, for not less thdii tw'o years, a rcsponaihle permanent appointment, above 
that of copyist, with a salary not less than lis. 50 lu one of the civil departments of the Govern¬ 
ment service, and can proiluce a sufficient certifK-atc of ability, good conduct, aiK^fitncssior 
promotion from their official superiors. % 

(/>) Persons who have taken an University degree in Arts, Law, Medicine, or 
Engineering. 

(c) Persons who may bo specially declared eligible for all appointments by a certificate 
under the hand of a ^*ot■rcta^y to Government. 

G. The following persons will he eligible for the examination for the Native Civil 
Service in appointments of less than Us. 100 per mensem :—* 
(a) Persons wlio have served Government with credit 
and efficiency for not Ics^ than three years, \vhosc thorough 
facility in the use of flic vernacular is certified, and who pass a preliminary examination in 
English. * 

(/y) Persons who have passed the First Arts TOxamination 

(e) Persons who may have been specially declared eligible for a[)poiiitmcnt-? of the 
lower grade by a certificate under the hand of a Secretary to (lovernraent. 

7. The number of places wliieh will be offered for eomjietilion in appointments of the 
higher and lowTr class resjiectively will be annually notified in the Gazette three nioiiths before 
the date of the examination. Ajipointmonts in the higher class are those of Us. lOO and 
upwards, and in tlie lower class, those of less than Us. 100, The places in each of the two 
classes will he awarded to the candidates according to priority in the examination: provided 
that none be passed tor the higher class unless he obtiiins at least two* thirds, or for tlie 
lower class unless he obtains at least one hall, of the niimher of obtainable marks. Candidates 
must def lare whether they desire to compete for the higher or the lower class; and a candidate 
foi* a yilaee in the higher class will not be eligible at that examination t]pr a place in the Inwei 
class. To the jicrsons thus passed at the competitive examination a genc'ral expectation 
will be alforded of employment within a reasonable time in the class of appointments lor 
which each has passed, though no guarantee can ho given of any particular appointment, or 
an appointment in a particular giade in that class, within a given time. For instance, a 
person who wins a place in the higher class of appointments will bo appointed sooner or 
later to at least a suh-deputyship on Hs. 100 a month. But it does not at all follow that 
be will be appointed a Deputy Magistrate and Collector; he may or may not he so appointed ; 
that will depend on the pleasure of Government.

10. Every candidate, submitting his application for admissinn to t‘xaniination, 

j ^ must at tlic same time tender a fee for each subject in which 

lie has to be examined, computed according to the scale

21. All scholarships granted by the Bengal Government will be tenable at Civil 
Service classes just as at any affiliated college. Students in the Civil Service class will pay 
the usual monthly college fee, besides the fee of Rs. 10 for instruction in riding and

The following Act, passed by the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Hengal in Council, received the 
assent of His Honor on the 25th August 1^75, 
and having been assented to by His Excellency 
the Governor-General on the 23rd September 
1875, is hereby promulgated for general inform¬ 
ation :— 

Act No. V of 1875, 

An Act to provide for the Survey and Demarcation 
of Land, 

Whbreas it is expedient, with a view to the 
definition and identification 
VrwwnUe. lands, the bettor security 

of landed property, and the prevention of 
encroachments and disputes, to provide for the 
survey of lands and fur the establishment and 
maintenance of marks to distinguish boundaries : 
It is hereby enacted as follows :—

Preliminary. 

This Act may be .called " The Bengal 
Survey Act, 1875/^ and 
shall cpmo into force from 
the date on which it may be published with the 
assent of the Oovernor-Gcneral.

3. The Lieutenant-Governor may, whenever 

he shall think fit, order that

daries of estates, tenures, mouzahs, or fields be 
demarcated on the lands so to be surveyed: 

Provided that in any district, of which a survey 
may have been completed aud approved hy the 
Government, it shall not he lawful fur the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor to order a new survey of lands 
on the banks of rivers or on the sea-shore to be 
made for the purposes described in Act IX of 
1847 (an Act regarding the assessment of land 
gained from the sea or from rivers by alluvion 
or dereliction within the Provinces of Bengal, 
Behar, and Orissa), until ten years shall have 
expired from the completion and approval of 
any such previous survey. 

4. For th# purpose of carrying out any survey 

directed to be made under 

Lientonaiit-aovornor preceding section, 

in«y aprH'int SupHrintend- « * i, ? ' 

flot of Hurvtfy. or for any or all of the pur¬ 

poses of this Act, 

the Lieutenant-Governor may appoint a Super¬ 
intendent of Survey, who may exercise all or 
any of the powers of a Collector under this Act; 

and may appoint one or more Assistant Super¬ 
intendents and Deputy Collectors, who shall 
exercise all the powers of a Collector in respect 
to such matters under this Act as may he delegated 
to such Assistant Superintendents or Deputy 
Collectors respectively by the Collector or 
Siiperintendout of Survey, and not otherwise: 

Provided that, notwithstanding the appointment 
of a Sui>erinteodeut of Survey fur any tract of 
country, it shall be competent to the Board 
of Revenue to direct that the Collector shall

perform any duties under the Act within the said 
tract. 

5. Before entering on any lands for the 

Coii«ior to p«bii.h . purpose of b survey, the 
prociamAiinn befolNeuter- Collector shall cause to be 
inipoulnndB. published a proclamation 

addressed to the occupants of the lands which 
arc about to be surveyed, and of the con¬ 
terminous lauds, aud to all persons employed 
on, or connected with the management of, or 
otherwise interested in, such lauds, calling upon 
them to attend, cither personally or by agent, - 
before the Collector or any officer authorized 
by the Collcotor in that bidialf, at such places 
and at such times as shall be stated in such 
proclamation, during the demarcation aud sur¬ 
vey of the laud, for the purpose of point¬ 
ing out the boundaries and of rendering such 
aid as may be necessary in setting up or 
repairing such boundary marks as may be 
required, and of affording such assistance and 
information as may be needed for the purposes 
of this Act. 

Such proclamation shall be published by post¬ 
ing a copy thereof 

at the Court of the Judge aud at the office of 
the Collector of every district within which any 
portion of the lands about to be surveyed may 
be known to be situated ; 


at every sub divisional office, police station, 
moousitf s court, and sub-registrar's office within 
the jurisdiction ot which any portion of the 
land about to be surveyed may be known to 
be situated;

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RESOLUTION ON THE ANNUAL GENERAL REPORT OP THE 
RAJSHAHYE AND OOOOH BEHAR DIVISION FOR 
* THE YEAR 1874-76. 


GENERAL DEPARTMENT.—MISCELLANEOUS.—No 2981

Read— 

Tho Animal Administration Report of the Rajshahye and Coooh Behor Division for tlio 
year 1874-75. 

The Lieutenant-Governor lias to thank tho CoDimissioncr, Mr. Cockerell, 
for a valuable report on the adniiuiatration of this important division. 

2. Owing to tire prevalence of scarcity during tho earlier months of the 
yoar, the district officers were necessarily absent from head-quarters to a great 
extent. Tho Lieutenant-Governor is glad to acknowledge the good use they 
made of their time during their district tours. 

3. The weather was favourable, tho rainfall being copious and fairly distri¬ 
buted, and the temperature generally lower than in ordinary years. Tho 
crops were almost every where abundant, and far above the average. Moreover, 
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the distress which marked the season of 1873-74 had led to a nm(‘h more 
extensive cultivation of the spring and autumn food-crops than ordinarily 
occurs. The outturn of winter rice, wliich is the principal crop of the division, 
was exceedingly good. 

4. The Commissioner points out that the quantity of rain registered at the. 
head-quarter’s station constitutes no sound basis for generalising on tlie rain- 
fixll of the entire district; and that, if the collation of rainfall statistics is to 
bo of any real value for the purpose of estimating agricultural prospects, the 
registering stations in each district must bo greatly multiplied. Hut in point 
of fact there arc now rain gauges at all sub-divisions, as well as at h(^ad-quarte^s, 
and a comparison of the fall at the several stations affords a very fair estimates 
of the rainfall for the whole district; while it is doubtful whether, if additional 
stations were sanctioned, it would be possible at present to secure accuracy of 
registration elsewhere than at head-quarters, and at sub-divisionaPstations. 

5. The public health during the year was good, and the condition of tlie 
peojdc is reported to bo one of progressive amelioration. Notwithstanding 
the heavy reverses of the previous year, tllo bountiful harvests of 1874 
had the effect of “restoring the people, with the utmost rapidity, to complete 
independence.” 

0. The Lieutenant-Governor notices, as very satisfactory, that the present 
activity of trade and facility of transjiort have almost brouglit producing 
and non-producing districts on a lcv(‘l as regards the market value of food- 
grains. When prices w'cre at their worst in the Kajshahyo division, wliere 
the failure of the previous harvt'st had been general, food was but little dearer 
than in tlie eastern grain-prodiujing districts, wliere there had boon no sucli 
failure; and when a good autumn crop had been reaped, and a still belter winter 
produce assured, the rapid fall in priecjs was even more marked in the liajshahye 
division tlian in the eastern distrir.ts. (xoiKu-ally speaking, it is said that 
the rates of hired labour do not appear to have been materially affected by the 
scarcity. 

7. Mr. Cockerell furnishes an interesting account of the presemt condition 
of the manufactures of his divisipn. In Bogra and Maldah tlic silk lilatnrea are 
closed, and the operations are eonfmod to the rearing of cocoons, w'liieli aro 
taken to Moorshedabad and Rajsluihvo for disposal. In Moorsliedabaci and 
Rajshahye there are filatures, but tfio profits an^ small, and the industry 
has declined materially of late years. It is to be feared that the silk is sluiring 
the fate of the indigenous cloth manufactures, and giving wa^' before the 
competition of the article produced elsewhere. 4'his progressive decay of 
the silk industry must be regarded as a great local misfortano; for not (»nly 
did it in former times involve a coiiKsidcu-able outlay of c}ij)ital in theses 
four districts especially, but it gave cunployincnt of a profitable kind to 
agriculturalists and day labourers, including women and children. The indigo 
manufacture is not very prosperous. Tlicre is a newly established iron¬ 
smelting business at Narainpc»ro in the western division of Moorshedabad. 

8. Some valuable information is also furnished regarding trade and cfun- 
merco, which is princijiall v derived from the reports of the Collector of Moor.siic^- 
dabad, and of Mr. Nolan, the sub-divisional officer of Serajgunge. ‘ e 
ordinary operations of trade were, as regards its chic‘f staple, ricjo, somevvh.ir, 
disturbed by the scarcity ; but the winter harvest of 1871 was so abundant, th.ir, 
before the close of tlici year the export trade had begun to resumo its wonted 
activity. The wester* part of the Moorsliedabad distrmt is sown with amim 
rice, and is an exporting country. During 1874 the exports of rice by rail from 
the Rumjiore Ilaut sub-division were 2,88,372 muuiuls, of which nearly TiO per 
cent xvas corisigiuMl to Howrah. Largo quantities of rice also fSnd their way 
from the west of the district to Azimgungc, Jccagmige, Moorshedabad, Horliam- 
pore, and other parts of the oast of the district; and thero is a considerable 
export lo the floiiri.shing mart of Uhulian on the Ganges, in return for the oil¬ 
seeds and other produce of the cold-weather crops which aro brought to the west 
from that place. On the otlier hand, the eastern part of Moorshedabad, in which 
the cultivation of the less productive aous crop takes up only a portion of the 
area, imports largely, not only from llie west, but also from the districts of 
Maldah, iJinagepore, Rungpore, Pubna, Fureedjiore, and Dacca. 

9. The principal scat of trade and commerce in North-Kastern Bengal is at 
Serajgunge. The total exports from Serajgungo by steamer amount roughly to 
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9,00,000 maunds, against 16,70,000 niaunds in 1872-73, and 14,50,000 niauuds in 
1871-72. The figures for 1873-74 arc not available. This decline is almost 
exclusively in the article of jute, of which 12-Jf lakhs were exported in 1871-72, 
15 lakhs in 1872-73, and G lakhs in 1874-75. The decline is attributed to 
slackness in the general tratlo, diminution in the proportion sent by steamer, owing 
to the fact that time is an object of less importance than cheapness of transit in a 
falling market, and to the practice which is growing up of sending jute direct 
from the mofussil market to Calcutta. The export of jute by country boats from 
Sorajgunge is estimated at 10 lakhs of maunds in the past year. The opening 
of Goal undo as a railway terminus did not at first affect Scrajgungo seriously; 
but now many boats laden with jute pass by Serajgunge and go on straight 
• to Goalundo. It is believed that most of this fibre has, however, been bought 
in the interior by the agents of the Serajgunge traders. There is a great 
increase in the tobacco trade, wdiich seems likely to dovehtpo rapidly. In 1871-72 
Serajgunge exj)()rted by steamer 11,000 maunds; in 1872-73, 43,000 maunds; and 
in 1874-75, 80,969 maunds. As the country boat trade is but a third of that 
conducted by steamers, these figures fairly represent the actual progress made. 
One Kuropean linn, which had a largo business in this stai)le, has now established 
an agency in the Ilungporo district for the purpose of sliij)ping to Calcutta 
direct. In the seed trade there has been a great falling off,—20,000 maunds 
having been exported by steamers in 1874-75, against 34,000 in 1872-73, and 
1,16,000 in 1871-72. T'he imports by steamer are small in bulk, and consist 
))rincipally of piece-goods. Salt is imported almost entirely in comitiy boats, 
and is estimated at about 0 lakhs of niaunds during the year. 

10. The Li(‘utcnant-Governor is glad to see that in this division also tlie 

now subordinate executive establishments are spoken of as a valuable auxiliavv 
to the district officer. During the scarcity the existence of such an agency was 
found of great service. Alluding to the various measures coming under the head 
of administrativeclinnges, the Commissioner rejiorts favourably of the assimilation 
of the local limits of inoonsifeo jurisdictions to those of sub-divisions which has 
been effected in the Moorshedabad district, of the operation of the Uoad Cess Act, 
and of the introduction of the tclisildarce system into the Douars or in>ii- 
regulation portion of Julpigorce. • 

11. Attempts to obtain agricultural statistics are being made in the 
Darjeeling and Julpigorce districts, where there is an agiMicy of telisildarcc 
establishments. The registration of vital statistics in the selected areas shows 
an improving tendency, though it is far from perfect. Statistical information, 
in connection with laud tenures, is being acquired in the course of tho road cess 
operations, but tho inquiries are not yet complete in respect of any distri(^t, not 
even Rajsliahyc, wliero the cess is being levi(‘d. Arrangements hav(», since the 
close of tho year, been made for the registration of the frontier trade, as well 
as of tho internal trade of the division. 

12. Tho Commissioner remarks, in connection with the oxtraordiimrv 
fertility of the land in the Julpigoree Dooars, on tho fair prospects of the tc^i 
industry in that country. ‘‘ No soil,” writes Mr. Cockerell, ‘‘ that has yet been 
explored for such purpose has proved bettor adaj^ted for the growth of tlie 
plant. I'ortuuately, too, the Dhangur coolies scorn to thrive fairly well in the 
country; and if any considerable number of them can bo attracted to, and 
induced to labour at, tho new gardens, no condition seems wanting to tho periect 
success of the latter.” 

13. In some districts of the division there was a certain incroast* in the 
offences of dacoity and robbery, but the general returns of crime do not, 
although it was a year of scarcity, show a marked accession of offences 
involving violence against proiierty and persons. In the Julpigorce <lis- 
trict alone, when in May tho local market rates of rice were quoted at one 
rupee for five seers only, the mere rumour of grain dacoitios in tho neigh¬ 
bouring parts of Rupgporo created an unusual excitement. In two days 
no less than thirty grain dacoities were re])orted to have occurred. 

this emergency,” writes the Commissioner, “ Major ]\l^icy aetc^d with great 
])roiui)titude; ho warned the tioops at Buxa to be ready for action in tho 
restoration of public order, and himself marched with a strong force ol‘ 
police through the countries in which these outrages wore being committed, 
lie arrested many of tho offenders, and caused it to be generally known that 
the troops had been ordered out, and were on tlie march to put down vi';orously 
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any disturbance of tho peace on too ^reat a scalo for the police to cope with 
successfully. T'he effect of this action is said to have been instantaneous, and 
those acts of violence subsided rapidly, complete order being restored without 
the necessity for actually bringing the military power into operation.” This 
case is remarkable, as being the only instance of up-rising or disturbance occa¬ 
sioned by the scarcity and distress which was felt during the year 1874. 

14. The Lieulcnalit-Governor observes that complaints are made.ofthe 
dilatory procedure of the Moonsifs’ Courts, and that an opinion is expressed adverse 
to the transfer of jurisdiction in rent cases to the Civil Courts. It is satisfactory 
to note the extreme popularity and usefulness which is said to attach to the 
rural registration offices. 

15. Tlic Commissioner reports that, generally speaking, the relations 
between landlord and tenant are more satisfactory in tlie division. The ill-feeling 
has greatly abated, if it*has not ditd out, in llajshahye and Hogra, but no final 
adjustment of the more widely extended disputes in Pubna has yet been attained. 
Mr. Nolan, the sub-divisional officer of Sorajgunge, is of opinion that the 
Pubna disputes were nearer a conclusion at the commencement than at the close 
of tho year, and that a settlement is still very distant. In the mean time no 
breach of the peace has occurred, or is immediately threatened. 

16. The Government land revenue was fairly realized, and coercive 
measures were not called for. In excise there wa^i a general falling off in income, as 
was to bo expected. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to sec that in the Kaishahye 
division there was a diminution in tho consumption of ganja, as well as of 
country spirits. Unfortunately there is a tendency to increase in the consump¬ 
tion of cheap and adulterated brandies and imported wines. 

. 17. 'riic famine relief measures gave a great impetus to road-making in tho 
division. The Commissioner has not furnished any observations of his own 
regarding education, but has abstracted the parts of the district reports bearing 
on the subject. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see it stated that there is a 
disposition on the part of the zemindars to patronize education by supporting 
and contributing to tho support of schools in the Dinagepore district. Tho Go- 
viiriimont High School at Rampore Reauloah and the Government school at 
Sorajgunge are well reported of. it is said tliat education has made more 
])rogross in Pubna than in any other district of tho division. The district 
r.outains 220 primary schools, of which 55 were opened during the year. There 
lias boon steady progress made in Rungpore. The Lieutenant-Governor has 
recently expressed himself willing, with the assistance of the people of the 
district, to take measures for the conversion of the zillah school there into a high 
school. Education is still in a very backward state in the districts of tlie Gooch 
Rehar division. 

18. The Municipal and Town Committees are described as having worked 
successfully, but there is a difficulty found in convening Road Coss and Educa¬ 
tion Committees that arc of a really rejircscntative character. 

10. The leading zemindars of tho division did their duty most creditably in 
iilloviating the distress occasioned by the failure of the harvests, and tho Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor has already acknowledged the good services thus rendered. 

20. The Lieutenant-Governor’s thanks are due to Mr. E. W. Molonjr 
and to Sir William Herschel, Commissioners, respectively, of tho Kajshabye and 
of tho Coooh Beliar divisions during the year, for their effective and vigilant 
supervision.

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RESOLUTION REGARDING THE SUPPLY OP OFFICIAL 
INFORMATION TO NEWSPAPERS. 

GENERAL DEPARTMENT.—MI8CELLANEOUS.~No 2823.

Read— 

Papers regarding the supply of official information to newspapers. 

The perusal of these papers has shown the Lieutenant-Governor that the 
methods hitherto adopted for supplying official information to the newspapers, 
however well meant and considerately designed, have not as yet produced 
the desired result. Under these plans the information was necessarily 
communicated in fragments; much information of no value was included; 
sometimes the most important documents connected with a question 
were altogether omitted, and the value of the information was lessened in 
consequence of the delay attending its communication. His Honor now 
proposes to adopt a plan by which ho believes these inconveniences will be 
avoided, and Editors will be supplied with correspondence in a connected and 
complete form, and without a(ny further delay than is required by the exigen¬ 
cies of the public service. Sir Richard Temple desires to communicate to the 
public as much as possible consistently with the exclusion of everything of 
a secret or dubious description. 

2. It will become the duty of each Head Assistant in future to suggest 
what papers should be sent to the Editors of newspapers, and to state precisely 
what papers bethinks should be sent on each occasion. Head Assistants should 
use their judgment in determiningat what stage or stages of each correspondence 
their suggestions can be made so as to be of most service to the press and to the 
public. Before being acted on, the suggestions must in all cases receive the 
sanction of the Secretary, Junior Secretary, or Under-Secretary. The sanction 
obtained, it will become the duty of the drafter, in the case of printed papers, 
to put up the usual draft to the Editors. 

3. When the papers are printed, the sorter should take care to secure 
a sufficient number of spare copies to supply all the Editors of the papers w'ho 
are included in the authorized list, and despatch them at the same time as the 
papers are despatched to Government officers. 

4. At present the Editors of the following papers are on the authorized 
list:— 

Englishman. i Times of India. 

Indian Daily News. I Darjeeling Advertiser. 

Indian Mirror. Umrita Bazar Patrika. 

Friend of India. Howrah Herald. 

The Pioneer. The Hindoo Patriot.

The several Secretaries to the Government of Bengal can add to this list 
according to their discretion. 

5. The Lieutenant-Governor also desires that information contained in the 
papers which are not printed should be placed at the service of the press, when 
this can properly be done; and for this purpose ho has directed the preparation 
of an Editor’s room at the Secretariat, and the provision of a table on which 
these papers will be placed. This room will be in the Sudder Street Office.

the gentlemen named in the margin, was 
appointed on tho 13tli August 1875 to 
examine the existing educational text¬ 
books, and to draw up a list from which 
District Committees of Public Instruction 


should be at liberty to select such manuals as they considered best adapted for 
use in their several districts. The Committee have now submitted the list, and 
the Director of Public Instruction recommends its adoption. 


2. Tho Lieutenant-Governor desires to return his cordial thanks to tho 
President and Members of the Committee for the assistance they have given 
to Government in this matt(‘r, and for tho care and judgment they have shown 
in the preparation of the list. The list of selected works is appended to this 
Resolution, and it is Ilis Honor’s wish that these text-books should be used at 
the examination of 1876, it being loft to the District Scliool Committees to 
select in each subject such work or works as they consider it advisable 
to adopt. 

3. With regard to tho proposal of the Committee that the History of 
India should form one of the subjects of examination, the Lieutenant-Governor 
desires that it may be understood that the District Committees have a discretion 
to select (in tho subject of history and geography) any historical and any 
geographical work included in the list. 'J^ho text-books of tho History of 
India recommended by the Committee have been added to the list. 


4. Tho Lieutenant-Governor has taken note of the suggestion that the 
Bengali translation of Mr. Blandford’s Physical Geography should be included 
among the text-books, and has directed that this work should form one of the 
selected books in that subject. 

5. It is observed that the Committee have not been able to recommend 
any other original works by native autliors on tho subjects of chemistry and 
botany than those*which were mentioned in the Minute of tho 3rd May. The 
Lieutenant-Governor hopes that these useful branches of study will receive 
at the hands of our vernacular autliors tho attention which their importance 
demands, and that additional manuals of chemical and botanical science will 
be prepared. 

6. In conclusion, the Lieutenant-Governor desires to express a hope that 
the Central Committee will not consider tlicir functions as having terminated 
with the submission of the present report, but that they will continue to favor 
the Government with their rocommonditions for tho inclusion in the selected 
list of such new text-books as may appear to them to possess sufficient merit.

The mean barometer, as likewise the dry and wet bulb thermometer means, are derived from 
the twenty-four hourly observations made during the day. 

The dew-point is computed with the Greenwich constants. The figures in column 10 represent 
the humidity of the air, the complete saturation of which being taken ar. unity. The receiver of the 
lower raingaoge is feet, and that of the anemometer 70 feet 10 inches above the level of the 
ground. The velocity of wind, as inuicated by Robinson's anemometer, is re)|^ibtered from noon to noon.

COMPETlTm: EXAMINATTONS FOR ADMISSION! OP CANDIDATfiS It) 
THE NATIVE CIVIL SERVICE OP BENGAL. 

Mfinute by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, dated the 2oth Sept€mhtf 

Thb Besolutioiig (as uoted in the margin) by the Government of Bengal will havt 
shewn that the eanmiiiatioiis iiinitured by my predecessor 
Evolution 22. (Sir George Campbrll) for admission to the N«iivd Civil 

• ” ** Service on a principle the excclhmoe of which is admitted 

have resulted iti the passing of a large number of candidates. The number indeed ia very 
satisfactory, as showing a widespread desire among the eiliicatcd youths to qualify themselves 
for public employ ; but it proves to be consideiably in excess of tlie number of appointments 
I to which they can bi* properly and conveniently appointed within any short time. Employ¬ 
ment has been found for very many of the candidates, hut I find fiom the latest returns 
* that about 155 remain uncmployrd. Although orders have been reiterated to the local 
authorities to reserve, as far as possible, some employment fqr these qualified persons, still it 
is to be feared that some time must elapse before they arc aircmployul It has conseqnently 
been notified that no more examinations will be held undev the existing rules until further 
notice. Nevertiieless, being anxious that there should be no interruption of the general 
effect of the prineiplc introduecd by my predecessor, I have conridered whether experience 
has shewn that any prncth'al improvements could be made in its working. It is natural 
to suppose that, as circumstances develope themselves progress will be found practicable 
in advancing the principle towards its legitimate coiicliiaion, the principle being to 
encourage those who aspire to public employ to qualify themselves by the best and highest 
kinds of education. 

2. In the first place, it is seen that to pass all those candidates who come up to a given 
standard, withoui nnx restriction on the numbers to be passed, will, in the present circum¬ 
stances of the country, bring virtually on the hands of Government a larger number than can 
be conveniently provided for. It is quite true that the Government has never promised that 
every one who passes shall be ctnployed or that absolutely all appointments shall be reserved 
for those who pass, or tiiat none shall he appointed save these parsed candidates. On tha 
contrary, the Government has expressly reserved to itself a discretion in these respects. 
And such discn'tion is, and must he, exercised, inasmuch as there may be many good reasons^ 
besides the winning of a place at an examination, for appointing native gentlemen to the 
higher grades in tlie public service. Still it seems that passed candidates do for the most part 
actually entertain cxp<‘ctarions that some employment will he found for them And it is'better 
to preclude the pos'^ibility of expectations being formed which the Government never absolutely 
bound itself to entirely fulfil, and perhaps may not be able to fulfil. 

3. It is therefore indispensable that in future examinations a fixed niimbor of places 
in the higher and in the lower class of appointments should be prescribed, for which will bo 
passed those candidates who come out first at the examination. And for those who are 
thus passed, employment will be found. In other words, the system already begun for passing 
candidates for the Native Oivil Service can be maintained only bv the rule of competitiou 
for a fixed uuinbor of places. Those who thus past Will entertain expectations which will 
be fulfilled. 

4. Further, it is understood that the existing rules have had the ofTcct of according 
more weight than probably was intended to the'* Entrance ” Flxaminatioii of the University, 
and have induml many candidates to regard the pa.ssiug of that examination as being an 
end gained, instead of being what it ia intended tdihe—a means to a partieiilar end, namely, 
the taking of a degree. It is not to be supposed that a person who passes the Kntranoe 
standard is highly or even well educated. For the future, then, no candidate will be allowed 
to compete for the higher class of appointments, that is appointments of Ks. 100 and 
upwards, unless he he a ifraduato ; nor for the lower class of appointments, that is appoint^ 
roeiits of less than IN. 100, unless he shall have passed the Frst Arts Examination. Thw 
only exception allowed will be in favor of those who have served Government for six yean, 
if candidates for the first el .ss, and three years, if candidates for the second class. 

5. Althouiri' it important to open the higher grades of tlie service to remarkable 
merit in whatever section of the people it may be found, still it is very desirable also to 
obtain for these L'linlcs young men of the best stamp and the highest tone. Tlie presenting 
of an University degree as a preliminary condition will tend to secure both of the above 
objects. 

6. I propose, then, Ih .t an examination should be held next Pebniary, the same month 
as in previous years, and in the same subjects, for four phnocs in the first cla^^s of Appoint¬ 
ments, and for sev^ n I'lau N in t^ic second class of appointments. Tne places will l.e awarded 
to the candidates aecoidiqg to priority in tlie ex.amination, provided thar none be passed for 
the higher standard iiiih ss he obtains ut least two-thirds, or for the lower st.andard unless he 
obtains at least Imlf, of total number of obtainable marks upon the whole examirintion. 
Those who have already pas'ied the previous examination for the Natixe Civil Service in the 
first class will be adninied to tlic competition for the first class without further cm tifieate. 
But those previously passcMi for the second class only cannot compete for the first cl ss unless 
they shall nave taken an University degree, or have served Government fur six years under the 
1 uIhs. 
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7. To the persons thus passed at the competitive examinatioui a general expectation 
will be afforded of employment within a reasonable time in the class of appointments for 
which each has passed, thoiigh no guarantee can be given of any particular appointment, or 
an appointment in a particular grade in that class, within a given time For instance, a 
person who wins a place in the liigher class of appointments will be appointed sooner or 
later to at least a sub-deputyship on lis 100 a month. But it docs not at all follow that 
he will be appointed a Deputy Magi<4trate and Deputy Collector; he muy or may not be so 
appointed ; that will depend on the pleasure of (lovcrnmcnt. 

8. The sulijccts for the examination will remain the same as those prescribed in 
October 1873 (by the Government letter No. 299E.), as they are found by c.xpfriei»ee to be 
both suitable and practical, giving due weight to botany, chemistry, engineering and survey¬ 
ing—the vety branches to which ouiir high education ought to be more and more directed, 
including also those professional and atheial subjects in which our native otiioers require 
training. Tlie rules also winch relate to riding, walking, and gymnastics are entirely retain¬ 
ed a** they are proved to have been useful in attracting attention to the beuefic of bodily 
exercise, as well ns mental culture 

9. These orders will render necessary some modifications in the existing rules, chiefly by 
way of omission of various clauses issued with the (lovernment letter No. 299E. of the iOtb 
October 1873. A revised edition of the rules has been accordingly prepared.

NATIVE CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATIONS AND CIVIL SERVICE CLASSES. 

(RuIm to come into fune nfrer the examination of 1876.J 
I.VTBODUCrOllY. 

Now that there have been held four nnimal examinations for the Native Civil Service 
and that a fifth examination is to take place in February 1876, the Luniteuaut-Governor 
wishes to place the Native Civil Service cxaiinnations on a permanent footing. 

2. All appointments in the Subordinate Executive Set vice, and ail posts of Rs. 50 
monthly salary and* upwards in the sub-divisional establishments, both in itcgnlaiioii and 
Non’Regulation Provinces, will ordinarily be reserved for persons who are passed at the 
Native Civil Service examination under the conditions specified in the subsiquent paragraph 
7 of these lulcs. Candidates for the gazetted appointments in the I'olicc and Opium Depart¬ 
ments will not be admitted to the examination save under a special certificate, which can 
only be granted under the ordcis of the Lieutenant-Governor. Lists of candidates passed 
under the subsequent paragraph 7 of these rules will be published in the Gazette, 

ELIGIBILITY AND PRELIMINARIES TO THE EXAMINATION. 


3. All candidates eligible for appointments under rules 5 and 6 (below), who satisfy 

A<l.Wbi.t..>.m.n.ti.n. tlie preliminary requirement., will be admitted to the Native 

Civil Service examination. 

4. The preliminary requirements which all candidates must satisfy 


(a) Certificate of Character. 

A certificate will be required from every caudidatc of his character, respectability, and 
general moral fitness, such certificate being signed by two gentlemen of his own nationality, 
resident in the district of which he is a native, or where he usually resides, and also signed 
by the .ludge or Magistrate of such district. The certificate of the two firstnamed is 
expected to be based upon personal knowlftge, and the certificate of the Judge or Magistrate 
to indicate that the gentlemen who have signed it are qualified by their position and 
character to give such a certificate, and that the Judge or Magistrate himself knows nothing 
to the prejudice of the candidate. In the case of the town of Calcutta, instead of the 
signature of the Judge or M agist rut the certificate should bear that of any Judge of the 
High Court, or the Commissioner of Police, or the Commissioner of the Presidency 
Division. 

(A) Certificate of Sound Health, 

Each candidate will be required to produce a certificate from a Government medical 
officer, stating that theg!andid.ite is generally a man of sound health, that he has expressed 
his willingness to serve in any district of the Lower Provinces, and that he (the medicni 
officer) believes him to be capable of doing so, so far as can be judged antecedently. 

(c) Certificate of ability to Ride or Walk, 

Every candidate for the higher aiipointmcnts will also be required to prove that he can 
ride, and for this purpose he may apply to the Magistrate of the district, who will either 
satisfy himself on the point, or select some other person he thinks competent for that purpose. 
The examiner must satisfy himself from his own personal observation that the candidate can 
ride not less than 12 miles at a rapid pace, and is in tliis respect competent for all practical 
purposes of district work; and if such examiner be not the Magistrate himself, the certifl||ate 
must be countersisrned by the Magistrate. 

All the candidates who have not been locally examined, will be required to appear before 
some person in Calcutta who wUi bo selected for the purpose. 
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Every candidate for an appointment of leas than Ba. 100 will be required to prove 
either that he can ride as above, or that he can walk twelve miles within 8^ hours without 
difficulty or prostration, to be certiOed in the same maiiuer as the riding.

7. The number of places which will be offered for competition in appointments of the 
higher and lower class respectively will be annually notified in the Gazette three months before 
the date of the examination. Appointments in the higher class arc those of Rs. 100 and 
upwards, and in the lower class, tho.'.e of less than Rs. 100. The places in each of the two 
classes will be awtirdcd to the candidates according to priority in the examination: provided 
that none be passed lor the higher class unless he obtains at least two-thirds, or for the 
lower class unless he obtains at least one half, of the total number of obtainable marks u])on 
the whole examination. Candidates must declare whether they desire to compete for the’ 
higher or the lower class; and a candidate fir a place in the higher class will not be eligible 
at that examination for a place in the lower class. To the persons thus passed ut the 
competitive examination a gt'neral expectation will be afforded of employment within a 
reasonable time in the class of appointments for which each has passed, though no guarantee 
can be given of any particular appointment, or an appointment in a particular grade in that 
class, within a given time. Fur instance, a person who wins a place in the higher class of 
appointments will he appointed sooner or later to at least a sub-deputy ship on Ks. 100 a 
month. But it does not at all follow that he will be appointed a Deputy Magistrate and 
Collector; bo may or«may not be so appointed; that will depend on the pleasure of 
Government.

Thb following Act| passed by the Lieutenant- 
OoTepnor of Bengal in Council, received the 
assent of His Honor on the 26th August 1875, 
and having been assented to by His Excellency 
the Governor-General on the 23rd September 
1875 , is hereby promulgated for general inform¬ 
ation :—

Jn Act to provide for the Surrey and Demarcation 
of Land. 

Whebbas it is expedient, with a view to the 
definition and identification

maintenance of marks to distinguish boundaries :

intendents and Deputy Collectors, who shall 
exercise all the powers of a Collector iu respect 
to such mattf^rs under this Act as may be delegated 
to such Assistant Superintendents or Deputy 
Collectors respectively hy the Collector or 
Superintendent of Survey, and not otherwise ; 

Provided that, notwithstanding the appointment 
of a Supermteiidcnt of Survey for any tract of

by the Collector iu that behalf, at such places 
and at such times as shall be stated in such 
proclamation, during the demarcation and sur¬ 
vey of the land, for the purpose of point¬ 
ing out the boundaries and of rendering such,, 
aid as may be necessary in setting up or 
repairing such boundary marks as may be 
required, and of affording such assistance and 
information as may be needed for the purposes 
of this Act.

Statrment op Objects and Reasons. 

The object of this Bill is to make a number of 
small but important chauges in the law relating 
to Merchant Seamen, whioh cannot conveniently 
be postponed until that law is consolidated and 
amended. 

The Bill first provides for determining disputes 
whether or not a seaman is distressed** within 
the meaning of the sections of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1854, relating to distressed seamen, 
and imposes an Indian penalty on Masters of 
British ships who refuse to receive on hoard dis¬ 
tressed seamen in accordance with those sections. 

The Bill then provides against the discharge in 
India of European seamen without the previous 
sanction of an officer appointed by the Local 
Government, and removes a doubt which has been 
felt as to the corresponding provision (section 207) 
of the Merchant Shipping Act, ls5i, by expressly 
declaring that such officer has a discretion as to 
giving or withholding his sanction. 

Power is given to the Local Government to 
prohibit the owner or master of a ship from en¬ 
gaging Natives of India as seamen. This power 
is intended to be exercised in case it is found that 
the roaster is wantonly discharging European 
seamen for the mere purpose of replacing them 
by Natives. 

Provision is then made that where a European 
seaman deserts, the master or owner shall report 
the desertion to the Local Government. 

Sections 7 and 8 extend the provisions of sec¬ 
tion 8S of Act I of 1859, and contain certain rules 
as to European seamen imprisoned for breaches 
of discipline or other petty offences on the com¬ 
plaint of the Master. The previous sanction of 
the Local Government is rendered necessary to 
the engagement of Natives of India. The Local 
Government is also empowered to tender an impri¬ 
soned seamen to the Master; and, if the master 
refuse to receive him, the Master may bo required 
to deposit, not only the wages, &c., due to the 
seamen, but also such sum as may be sufficient 
to defray the cost of his passage home and of his 
lodging and subsistence till he starts. 

The Bill then contains a clause slightly increas¬ 
ing the space required by Act J of 1869, sec¬ 
tion 70, for European and for Native seamen. 

Lastly, a clause has been added to remove a 
doubt which baa been raised as to the meaning^ 
in section 54 of that Act, of the expression

2. It is interesting to observe the remarkable expansion which this branch 
of the public revenue has shown during the last fifteen years. In 1859-60 
the sales in Bengal were below 30 lakhs of rupees, in Assam they just exceeded 
1 lakh, in Punjab they were below 7 lakhs, in the North-Western Provinces they 
were below 13 j lakhs, in Oude thSy amounted to Rs. 1,40,260, and in British 
Burmah to Rs. 17,245. The total sales in 1859-60 were only Rs. 62,94,201-7-0. 
The increase has consequently been greatest in Oude and in British Burmah, 
but on the whole the receipts on account of stamps have more than trebled 
during the last fifteen years. 

3. On a comparison of the figures of the year under review with those 

of 1873-74, an increase is apparent in all the administrations except in the 
North-Western Provinces, the receipts from which exhibit a decrease of 
Rs. 1,65,466-16-8. The net increase of the year, as compared with the pre¬ 
vious year, amounted to Rs. 6,78,962-7-10. • 

4. The present report is the first in which the stamp receipts of Assam 
have been shown separately from tlmse of Bengal, and it is consequently 
diflS.cult to institute any proper comparison between the revenue of the year 
in the Lower Provinces and that of the three and four years immediately 
preceding. The following figures, however, will show that there has been a 
progressive increase for several successive years, and that the receipts of 1874-75 
in Bengal alone considerably exceeded those of Bengal and Assam combined 
in any previous year:—

6. It appears from these figures that there was an increase in the gross 
revenue under all denominations of stamps over the preceding year. Of the 
tf)tal increase, by far the largest proportion was contributed by court fees’ 
stamps ; non-judicial stamps of all descriptions showing an increase of only 
Rs. 59,834. 

7. The largest amount of stamp revenue is of course realized in Calcutta, 
but in the following seven districts the receipts exceeded three lakhs of

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Next to these come Backergunge, Tipperah and Midnapore, with revenues 
just below three lakhs, and then Chittagong and Nuddea, in which the receipts 
exceed two lakhs and a half. In the sales of non-judicial stamps there was an 
increase during the year in 22 districts and a decrease in 21: in court fees’ 
stamps there was an increase in 38 districts, while only 6 districts exhibited a 
decrease.

9. The causes of the fluctuations in the sales of tho different descriptions 
of stamps are discussed at some length in the report, but it would seem to be 
tlie opinion of the Member in charge that though district officers have paid 
some attentioi\ to tho subject, they have not enough trustwortliy information 
of the transactions which affect this branch of the revenue. The famine is 
very generally considered to have led to an increase in the stamp revenue 
both by obliging persons to incur loans, and by multiplying contracts and 
other business transactions. On the other hand, in several districts the famine 
is stated to have caused a decrease in the sale of stamps, owing to its unfavora¬ 
ble effect on the trade in tobacco and jute. Increased sales have resulted 
from the opening of new registration offices, from the establishment of branch 
post offices, and from the more general spread of education. A large decrease 
in tho sale of judicial stamps in Pubna is attributed to an improved state of 
feeling between zemindars and their ryots. 

10. Tho Lieutenant-Governor observes that while the explanations given 
by local officers apply for the most part to general rather than to court fees’ 
stamps, the revenue from stamps of the former class, though showing a large 
increase in some districts and a large decrease in others, was on the whole 
very nearly stationary, the total increase of the year being only Ks. 2-4 per 
cent over the sales of the preceding year. The slow growth in tho revenue 
from general stamps has been noticed in the reports for several successive 
years, and there seems reason to think that it is attributable to no other cause 
than systematic evasion of the law. An example is given in the report, in 
which a money-lender in the district of Tipperah was shown to have been in 
the habit of advancing money without drawing up any formal bond, but by 
entering the particulars of each loan on a separate sheet of his ledger, and 
taking the signatures of the borrower and of witnesses to each transaction. 
Each leaf of the book was thus virtually an unstamped bond, and when it 
was necessary to proceed against any borrower, a leaf was removed and filed 
in the civil court in support of the claim. Tho Commissioner thinks that such 
evasions of the law are very common among the banking and money-lending 
classes; hut it appears from the report that in six out of the nine divisions of 
the Lower Provinces there were no prosecutions during the year for breach 
of the stamp law^s, and in some instances in which prosecutions were instituted, 
and convictions obtained, the penalties imposed were little more than nominal. 
It appears to the Lieutenant-Governor that greater vigilance and greater 
strictness in enforcing the provisions of the law aro called for on the part of 
district officers. In the town of Calcutta an up-country man was convicted of 
trading in old hoondeo stamps, which he washed and polished, and sold at a 
reduced price to licensed vendors. By the agency of the Superintendent of 
Stamps, in concert with the police, the fraud was brought to light, and the 
offender wms sentenced by tho High Court to three years’ imprisonment. 
But the Lieutenant-Governor must repeat the opinion which he expressed 
in the resolution on last year’s repdrt, that in the case of general stamps, the 
real cause of the slow, growth of the revenuo is not the fraudulent use of 
stamps a second time, but the systematic use of unstamped documents in 
cases in which the law requires a stamp to be used. 

11. This is now the second time that the Lieutenant-Governor has bad to 
make this general remark, apparently without producing any appreciable effect. 
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It is superfluous to observe that he cannot be content with issuing general 
instructions year after year on such an important subject as the realization 
of the Government dues without securinir any adequate result. Something 
furtlier must now be done, or at least attempted. It is perhaps clear that the 
law is perhaps uenerally, certainly largely, evaded, and this to the serious 
injury of th(i revenue. * if the Government is not to submit to this loss, one of 
two things must he tried—namely, either making the execution of the law more 
vigilant and strict; or else applying to the legislature to vest the executive with 
more effective power to enforce the taking out of stamps in cases where the law 
directs that such stamps shall bo taken out. As at prc'^ent advised, the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor appreiiends that the law may prove sufficient if all the servants 
of Government of all departments who Imve to deal Avith this matter really 
co-operate to compel observance of the law. Further speeific instructions appear 
to be neces'^ary, and the preparation of these will be separately considered. 

12. With court fees* stamps, on the other hand, the method in which 
fraud is practised is by abstracting defaced stamps from the records and using 
them again in lieu of neW stamps. Some instances of this have occurred during 
the year; and though frauds of this kind can scarcely be perpetrated without the 
connivance of the minor officers of the court, yet when those officers are 
disposed to bo di^^honest, it is not easy to devise a safeguard against the evil. 
The rapid increase, however, in the sale of court fees’ stamps may be taken 
as a proof that malpractices of this kind are not common. 

13. The return to tlie system of selling court fees’ stamps by licensed 
vendors is noticed in the report as having been a source of great convenience 
to the public. The rate of discount generally allowed on these stamps is per 
cent; but in five districts of Bengal a rate of 2 per cent is allowed to vendors who 
are located at places more than five miles distant from a sudder or sub-divisional 
treasury; and in the island of Sundeep. belonging to the district of Noakholly, 
the Government of India have sanctioned 2^ per cent as a special case. 

14. The charges of the department, as compared witli those of the pre¬ 
vious year, decreased from Ks. 2,24.871 to Rs. 2,12,629, and the refunds were 
only Rs. 40,699 against Hs. 81,182 in 1873-74. On the other hand, the cost 
of the process service establishment rose from Rs. 6,90,662 to Rs. 6,92,703. 
The total deductions to bo made from the gross receipts were Rs, 9,46,931, 
against Hs. 8,96,715 in the preceding year ; hut pwing to the large increase in 
tiie gross re ceipts, the net revenue exhibits a considerable improvement, being 
Rs. 79,05,699, against Us. 73,39,991 in 1873-74 and Ks. 70,60,358 in 1872-73. 

16. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe from the report that 
Commissioners and district officers are stated to be giving increased attention 
to their duties in connection witli the administration of the stamp revenue. 
Messrs. F. R. Cockerell, Commissioner of Rajshaiiye, and F. B. Peacock, 
Officiating Commissioner of Dacca, are specially commended for the excellence 
of their stamp reports. The Superintendent of Stamps, jMr. Roberts, and the 
Calcutta Collector, Mr. J. Mackenzie, are also noticed with anproval. The 
thanks of Gov(*rnmcnt are due to the Member in charge, Mr. Money, for his 
efficient supervision of the department, and to the present officiating member, 
Mr. Dampier, for the care and completeness with which the present report 
has been prepared.

The receiver of the 
lower raingauge is li feet, and that of the anemometer 70 feet 10 inches above the level of the 
ground. The velocity of wind, as indicated by Xtobinson's anemometer, is registered from noon to noon.

[Third Publication.] 

Thk follo\iiiig Act, passed by the Lirutniant- 
Governor of Hcngiil in Council, received the 
assent of IIis Honor on the 25th Anpist 1875, 
and having bciMi assented to by His Jixccllency 
the Governor-General on the 2.3rd September 
1875, is hereby promulgated for general inform¬ 
ation :— 

Act No. V op 1875. 

An Act to pv^i'idv for the Survey and Demarcation 
of Land, 

Whereas it is expedient, with a view to the 
i-hwinbie. definition and identification 

ol lands, the better security 
of landed projierty, and tho prevention of 
encroachments and disputes, to provide for the 
survey of lands and for the establishment and 
maintenance of marks to distinguish boundaries ; 
It is hereby enacted as follows :—

1. Since 1 took charge of this district on the ’^Oth April 1874, works to alfortl 
relief to the poor during the famine were only carried out on the local niinictalled roads 
All the works that were provided in the annual repair estimate for 1873-71, and most

2. NoTorigiual local works have been undertaken durug the year. 


3. The repair works that have boon executed are merely lopairs to nld roaiis, wliich 
chiefly embraced earthwork in repairing gaps and bermes, and spreading and consolidating 
potty repairs metal. 

4. The works to alTord relief to tho poor wore chiclly in raising low portions of tht' old 
roads. In obtaining earth for raising and repairing these roads, care was takou not to injure 
adjacent zemindary lands. 


5. Tho total works exocutetl under each sub-hood, inclusive of repair and famine wgrks, 
the returns show as follows, viz.—

0. The total expenditure during the year on annual repair and relief works, , 
amounts to Us. 2,01,011-11-1, os per details .shown in the statement jihove referred to, 
paragraph 1. 

7. Tho district is ilivided into four sub-divisions, vi/.— 

First, or head-quarters sub-division, erabraoes head tpiarters orfi(‘cs. Durdha Bridge, and 
31 miles of the Patna and Gya provincial metalled road. Mr .1 Koddie, Assistant Engi¬ 
neer, Ist Grade, is in charge of I his road; and now tho Govemmont have decided that a 
tramway is not to be laid down on this line of road The metalling is being restored to 
order as far as funds are available 

The Durdha Bridge has been satisfactorily e.omnh'tcd under the special charge of tlie 
above-named Assistant Engineer, and the 74 miles of tno Patna branch road, which was made 
over to this district during the iHinstruction of the bridge, should again revert to the Gya 
District. 


8. * Second, or provinmal sub-division, embraces all opium buildings at Uoolzarbagh and 
Bankipore, and also all civil buildings at Patna. 

0. Third or western local sub-division. This sub-division is in the clnirge of Haboo 
Sreo Nath Roy, Overseer, 1st Grade, late Superintendent of District Roads. Thismcludos all 
tho local roads west of tho Patna and Gya lioad. 


10. Tlie 4th, or eastern local sub-division, is in charge fif llahoo Gopal Cliuudcr 
Bonorjeo, Overseer, 1st Grade. This includes all the roads east of Patna and Gya Koad. 

11. The roods from Bankipore to Dinanore, and Dinaporc Cantonment to Ihulway 
Station, were under the cliarge of Haboo Sreo Nath Roy. Tlie recent ilood liaving consi¬ 
derably damaged these road^, they wore for the time being placed under tbc special charge 
of a Sub-Eligiueer, and promptly restored to order, as I consider that Haboo Sreo Natli Uov, 
under tho circumstances, had sufficient to do in looking after the local ruad'<. 

Much yet remains to bo done to render tho eai-ihwork tlmuvn up during the famine 
period available for smooth and uselul traffic, and, in my opinion, flic uwnoi-s nr occupiers of 
bad through which these roads pass, or which tliese roads allbet, should be a.'jkcd to assist tho 
Qofarnmeni in bringing them into a fair siale for traffic.

(^oi’Y of Ext‘cutivo Engineer’s report, No. ii674, of .‘ird instant, with eiuloBures, together 
with (he annniil statement of receipts and expenditure, forwarded to tho Commissioner of 
I’atmi, with reference to his Circular No. 231.1., of the 20tli November last. There having 
been no staious distress in tliis district, and what there was owing to the higli price of food 
not having been confined to any special tract in it, it was considered advisable, instead of 
starting relief works at certain spots, and so collect lai-ge numbers of workpeople together, 
some of them noceH.sarily at long distances from their homos, to improve tho local fund 
roads generally throughoui (he district by rjiising them whenever found practicable without 
iidcrhuing Avitli the natural drainage of the country above high water-mark, and so convert 
them from mere fair-w’oalher tracts to roads open for traffic all the year round. In carrying 
out these relief moMsnrcs, tho old lines followed by the roads were, with one exception (the 
Hucktearpore ami liehar mads), adapted so that no new lands had to be taken up; and in tho 
one e\ccj)tion, the inalicks through whose laud tho line taken passed have expressed their 
willingness to give it five of cost, on the condition of tho old line being given them in 
(‘xcliaiigc. .In the caiTying out of these works, which were only intended to last till tho set¬ 
ting in of tho rains, when it was expended that those engaged on them would bo able to find 
ph*nty ot employment in tho fields, earo was taken to render each portion of tho works com- 
l»lote in themselves so that when stopped they would i»rove to be an assistance rather than 
a liiiidiu-auco to traflic; but unfortunately no sooner had tho works been olosod, and further 
labour on them roiidored impossible by earth being unprocurable owing to the side cuts being 
filled with water, tlnui heavy floods sot in in many places, cutting clean gaps of many yards* 
width tlirough the new earthwork, and damaging it more or less generally throughout the 
district. The repairing (lie damage done by these floods will constitute the oliief works on the 
local fund roads this cold weather, but as it will be a work of levelling earth already 
thrown up more than of throwing up now earth, I hope our funds will bo found sufficient.

To—Tho Commissioner of tho l^atpa Division. 

In aocordanco with tho instructions contained in your letter No. 6J. of tho 8th instant, 
I havo now the honor to forw'iird a further rej)ort on the working of the Local Funds, as 
prepared by tho Executive Engineer, and to submit as follows. 

2. I regret that I cannot speak favorably of tlio working of the Committee. Its 
m(‘mbcrs have met certainly when called upon by me to do so, but, with the exception of 
gi^ ing th(iir consent to any proposals that 1 miglit have to make, they havo been of very 
liti io as^istance to mo; nor, indeed, wl)ilo our funds arc ns small as they now aro, do I see of 
what much usothe Committee could be. Our ehtimates havo (o be prepared with the greatest 
cjiie to ninko both ends meet, and tho work so estimated for is carried out by the Executive 
Enghicor, who prepares the estimate?, and his subordinates; so that, with tho exception of 
transfVn’ing sometinios a few rupees from this to that road, as necessity or somo unforeseen 
accident arises, the Committee havo not much to do*with tho disposal of the funds. 

3. Tho information asked for with regard to tho Bucklearporo and Bohar, and Baroon 
and Bilita roads, is furnished by tho Executive Engineer in the accompanying report, and 
1 need, therefore, only add that having Intoly been over the greater portion of the former 
road, I am of opinion that having raised it in tho way wo have will bo a great 
boon to tho residents of that part of tho district; but, again, wo are hamporod from want 
r»f funds, and cannot hope to make tho road what I should liko to see it, i.c., passable 
for wheel-traffio at all seasons of the year, for many years to come, <loing a littlo 
by little each year. The original B.'irooii and Bihta road, as prepared, I beUove, from 
imperial funds, remains much iu sf liu qiio^ and is not now much used for traffic, tho 
local funds liaving other roads runuing much iu the samo direction which draw tho traffic 
to them on account of their being bridged, which tho old road is not. 

4. Tho timo of ray Sub-Divisional Officers was so fully occupied during tlio time of 
distress, and when our road works wero in cousequonce in fidl swing, and sending their own 
grain to the interior golas, and in receiving and despatching grain in addition to their 
t)r<linary duties, that I could not impose any extra work on them in tho wajr of conducting 
1h(3 repairs of roads, and I regrot to say that I havo fow (if any) zemindars in this distriot to 
whom I would care to entrust the work. 

5. With the exception of some 100 beeghas of land taken up for slightly altering tho 
courso of the Buoktearporo and Behar road, no lands wore taken up by us during tho past 

ear; and those J 00 boeghas, of which the value has boon estimated at nearly Hs. 4,000, the 
zemindars havo agreed to givo free of cost, on the condition tliat^the old Hue token by tho 
loiid be given them in exchange. 

6. No such dairiago was caused by the floods to the roads in this district as to call for 
fiTcg special romarks beyond What 1 have already reported, i.c., that though portions of tho 
reads hove been cut away, I hope that the funds at our disposal this year will bo suffioiont to 
put ibem to light, as wo shall not require mucli now earthwork, but will bo chiefly employed 
ui dressing and levelling earth already collected.

To —The Magistrate of Patna, Bankipore. 

In continuation of my No. 3670 of 3rd ultimo, and with reference to your No. 14L, of 
11th instant, forwarding copy of CommiH.‘«ioner of Patna’s No. 6J. of 8th idem, I have the 
honor to state that the action taken during the late famine, in regard to the improvement of 
the Buokteorpore and Kanoebngh rr)ad through Behar, was that such portions of the road 
which were not or least exposed to flood, and whore labourers were abundant, have been raised 
and embanked ih)m 3 to 6 foot above its existing level. Altogether about 18^ miles, 
namely, 11^ miles between Bucktenrporo and Behar, and 7^ miles between Bohar and Silao, 
have been embanked to an average height of 5 feet, as follows:— 

Miles 7 to mile 9 f=81 mile. 

Do. lOi to „ 17 =7i „ 

Do. 8J to „ 25 =7i „ 

Total ... 18i , 

2. The embankment being made 20 feet wide, witli a slope of 2 to 1 on each side, 

3. No damages had been done to this new embankment by the late floods, although it 
had suffered some iujuries from the unusually heavy and long continued rains of the lost year. 

4. I know of no zemindars or hindholdors who had rendered any special assistance in 
the way of giving land or looking al'ter annual repairs, jiUhoiigh it must be admitted that 
no zemindars or proprietors of laud had raised any great ohjoctious to digging the earth 
which has been applied for raising the road. 

5. With reference to Barooii and Bihta road, T beg to state this road was not damaged • 
by tho late floods, as gaps wore loft varying from 1,000 to 1,200 feet; this afforded water¬ 
way, but it is desirable they should bo eventually curtailed and bridged. Famine relief w orks 
were not extende<l to this road, but only periodical repauw wore carried out to tho extent of 
the amount provided in the local budget of cess year 1873-74 for that road. 

6. A sum of Rs. 800 is provided in tho current yotir for this road, and, it is reported 
by the Overseer, tho amount w ill put tho road in good repair.

To—The Commissioner of tho Patna Division, 

I HAVE the honor to submit the accounts-current of receipts and expenditure, also the 
local improvement report of the District of Gya for the cess year 1873-74. 

2. Owing to the distress which showed itself at the commencement of tho year, the toll- 
bars and ferry-tolls were abolished on Ist Decemhor 1874 under orders from Government. 
The receipts from these sources w'ere theref'>ro very inconsiderable, the total being Rs. 4,705. 
But this was more than covered by a grant-in-aid of Rs. 20,000 for distric't roads, and sub¬ 
sequently by a further special grant of Rs. 75,000 for relief works. The total receii)ts for tho 

? ear amounted to Rs. 1,12,091, as shown in the annual st demeut already submitted to you 
'he total expenditure for the year amounted to Rs. 42,926, leaving a balance in hand of 
Executive Engineer aud Sub-Divisional Officers for current works of Rs. 7,^80-l4-6, and of 
Rs. 61,284-9 in the treasury. 

3. This total of Rs. 69,165 is therefore available for expenditure during tho cess year 
1874-75. ^ 

4 Observation on works rfc?7<?.—Before proceed¬ 
ing to remark in detail on each work as ontereJ in 
Part II of tho expenditure statement herewith sub¬ 
mitted, 1 desire to place on record the fact that of tht* 
12 famine roads marginally noted, consisting of 126 
miles in length, a distance of 107 miles has been 
thoroughly completed, bridging oxce])tecl, and tliat the 
remaining 19 miles are aiider constructhui. Tho vorv 
heavy rice and rubboo crop this year Las cau.«ied some 
difficulty in obtaining labourers for tho present, ns all 
classes are more proiitubly engaged in agricultural pur¬ 
suits. 

5. Of tho old existing roads, 125 miles unmetalled 
and two miles metalled have boon repaired during the year. Tliese have beer, mainly done 
by the Executive Engineer, from whom, however, I have not received a single completion 
report after personal inspection of the work. 

6. 1 will now revert to the different works os entered in Port II of the annexed state¬ 
ment.

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7. Tamar and Jhokori Bridges, —The expenditure on this work has been for collecting 
a few materials, Burvoys, &o. The Executive Engineer has not submitted yet any plan or 
estimate for those bridges, though required to do so two years since. 

8. Bridges on jehanahad and Urwal road, —Similarly no estimates have been submitted, 
and no expenditure incurred. Estimates were called for in January 1874. 

9. Noicada and Puhri Banran road, —With the exception of 4 mile, this road is oom- 
plotod, but requires repairs. The expenditure is slightly higher than was anticipated, in 
consequence of a portion being reserved os a famine work. 

10. Ibiffigunge and Myebegha road, —This road has been completed, and is in good 
order. The excess expenditure over estimate is attributable to the cause stated in foregoing 
paragraph. 

11. Obra and Daoodnugger road. —This also has been completed. Owing to the low 
country through wliioh it passes, some further expenditure in repairs will bo necessary. 

12. Ttcarce Bridge, —The Executive Engineer has had charge of this. The bridge is 
just os it was in January 1874. 

13. Futtehpore road bridges, —Two bridges have, after much delay, been completed by 
the Executive Engineer. 

14. Bela and Khidur Serai road, —This new road has been completed, and is in thoroughly 
good order. 

16. Hoolusgunge roffrf.—The some remarks apply. 

16. Pnroya This is progressing under the Executive Engineer. I have ceased 

to expect dispatch from this Officer. 

17. Mohorajgunge road. —Completed by the Sub-Divisional Officer of Aurangabad, who 
has taken much interest in, and personally superintended, this work. 

, 18. Myapore road. —TTiis road has boon completed. It was undertaken at the request 

of the Chota Nagpore authorities to connect their road, md Chuttra, with Sherghotty. 

19. Imamgunge road. —The most important portion, 6 miles, of this has been completed. 
There is no iirsent necessity for undertaking the n mainder, as a road already exists. It will 
be taken up, if feasible. 

20. Wartshgunge road. —This road has been completed. It requires ordinary repairs, 
which will bo done during the working season. 

21. Qohindpore road —Four miles of this remain to bo completed. It is now in oonrse 
of oonstruotion. More labourers are expected in ten days* time, when the rice will be threshed 
out. 

22. Deo road.—This road has been completed under the auspices of the Deputy Magis¬ 
trate of Aurangabad; the Deo Moharajah having contributed handsomely towards its 
oonstruotion. 

23. Belthoo cuwscfffly.—This is in fair order. 

24. Canal trorZs.—This expenditure was necessitated in consequence of the Dehrce 
Executive Engine^-r ohjediiiff to pass water up the Patna Canal at a time when water was 
much wanted. To obviate this, with Ihe Commissioner’s sanction I had a broad, shallow 
water-course cut parallel with the Bihta Baroon road, which was fed from the canal, and by 
which some 20,000 beeghas of land were imgatod and orops raised. 

25. Tliere is notliiug under “ Bopoirs of original works** that calls for remark. 

26. The proposals for the current year*8 expenditure have already been sahmitted to 
you in my budget-estimate for 1874-75, and received your sanction.

With reference to your No. 20J. of 28th instant, and in continuation of my No. 98 of 
19th idem, I have the honor to report on the points noted by you. At the same time I beg 
leave to state that I do not find that reports on those i)oints are specially required under 
Bengal Govemment llesolution of 7th ultimo, received with your 25r>J. of the 1 fith idem. 

2. The District Committee has met on two days during the past year, viz., 13th and 14th 
of August 1874, to audit accounts and consider the budget for the ensuing year. As a matter 
of fact, the native members take little or no interest in the matter, and we have only one 
non-official European gentleman in the district. 

3. The waterfall this year lias been extraordinary, 56 inches having been registered 
against the average fall of 33 inches. 

4. Breaches were made in several of the district roads, which have since been repaired. 
No serious damage or lengths of road were carried away, but merely large cuttiRgs, which 
should have boon filled up by the Executive Engineer as soon as the rains closed, and which 
caused a good deal of moouveuionce.

Out of this sum, Rs. 1,16,596-3-1 was expended by tho District Engineer, and 
Rs. 48,082-5 by the Sub-Divisional Officers, by non-official landholdors, and by the District 
Road Overseer and Sub-Overseers employe’d by the District Road Committee. The usual super¬ 
ficial repairs of the district roads, &c., were carried out in a satisfactory manner. The detailed 
account of the income and expenditure of the District Rood Fund money will bo submitted 
during this week: it is under preparation.

In continuation of this Office No. 4 of tho 29th ultimo, and with referonoo to 2nd 
paragraph of your letter. No. 28J. of the 2Gth ultimo, I have the honor to report on certain 
points not given in this Office local improvement report submitted with memorandum 
No. 348 of the 4th ultimo, as follows. 

2. The attendance of the members of the District Road Committee was regular and 
fair, and the (.'ommittee sat four times during the last cess year 1873-74. 

3. Efficient assistance was received from tlie Sub-Divisional Officers and certain Euro¬ 
pean resident landholders in repairing most of the roads and some of the bridges, &n., in the 
district, and the work was on the whole executed to the satisfaction of the Committee. 

4. I'he Sasseram and Arrah, Koilwar and Rolitos, Doorgawtee and Kurumnassa, and 
Koilwar and Burarah rood^ were considerably damaged by the floods, and tho repairs to them 
wore executed by tho Sub-Divisional Officers,* Public Works Dfepartmeiit, and Sub-OverselTC 
of this Office. 

5. The road from the Arrah Railway Station to the Ganges was much damaged by the 
heavy traffic of carts conveying Government grain to Chupra, &o. Rs. 7,875 has been 
sanctioned for repairing this road; it is now under repair; and an application has been sub¬ 
mitted for a further sum oi Rs. 2,231-3-5, in order to complete the repairs of this road in a 
proper mai^ner. 
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6. For the new road opened this year from Sarenja on the Ohowsa and Sasseram rofid 
to Saraja on the Doomraon and Biokram^nge road, the land was given up by the owners 
free of oost; the chief owner being the Maharajah of Doomraon, who, in addition, gave a sum 
of Es. 9,000 to help towards the oonstruotion of that portion of the road which lies between 
Itaii and Sureya. 

7. For the new road leading from Rickramgungo to Susna, nono of the land was given 
free of oost. This road, when completed, which at present, owing to a want of funds, the 
Committee are unable to do, will prove one of the most important roads in the district, opening 
out, as it will do, a part of the (Bstriot which hitherto has been inaccessible to cart traftio. 

8. A third new road from Gurhani to Bihta, an equally useful one, also remains 
incomplete. A small quantity of land for this road was given free of oost by the owners. 

9. A fourth rood from Poorunda on the Ohowsa and Mohuneah road to Jehanabad 
vid Khiree was opene(k out. This road follows the lino of all old “ Nawabeo” road, wliich had 
fallen into disuse. The necessary land therefore required for it was taken up free of cost. 1 
lately travelled along nearly the entire length of this lino of road. More money is required 
to complete and dress the earthwork on it, and put it into a fit state for general traffic. At 
present the District Committee have no funds available for this purpose. 

10. The first and second roads were very carefully surveyed and aligned by tho District 
Engineer, Mr. Macnamora, and Lieutenant Fuller, r.k., who was working under him during 
the time of scarcity and relief. 

11. Additional expenditure was incurred on tho rest of the work caused by the high prices 
which ruled last year. This was unavoidable, for the district road works afforded relief to the 
agricultural and unskilled labourer, and evou to the maimed and halt; all skilled labourers, as 
far as was possible, being sent to the canals. 

12. Tho normal rates in this district, including oost of petty establishment, varies from 
Es. 1-8 to Es. 2 per 100 cubic feet, whereas last year the actual expenditure varied from 
Rs. M2 to Es. 3-8.

2. Tho total receipts from tolls, , amounted during the year to Rs. 33,124-12-5, 
which, with tho unexpended balance of Rs. 28,999-7-3 remaining in hand at the close of 
1872-73. and tho grjint-in-aid obtained from provincial fund of Rs. 8,00,000, made up a total 
sum t)f Rs. 8,62,124-3-8 as actually available for district and relief-works during the cess 
year 1873-74. 

3. Ag dnst this there was an expenditure of Rs. 17,92,872-4-7, of which Rs. 960-8-6 
were spent in otfico establishment^ Rs. 5,40,510-1-8 in ori^nal works, Rs. 11,89,044-11-1 
in repairs, Ks. 4,079-10-6 in tools, Ks. 58,110-15-8 in relief establishment under Captain 
May, and lls 166-5 2 refunded, ^iug balance of one per cent, road cess collection, Ac., 
as per Ai'coimtant-Ucnorars letter No. 12252T, dated the 10th January 1874; and 
Rs. 2,32,297-1 1-2 were advanced to different parties for works, the accounts of which have 
not yot been adjusted. 

4. The amount in excess drawn from treasury up to 30th September 1874 was therefore 
Rs 7,2G 863-11-6, which, with tho value of Government grain, Rs. 4,36,182-3-7, expended on 
relief works, made up the total amount of excess expenditure to Rs. 11,63,045-15-1. To cover 
this excess, an application for a grant-in-aid has already been made in this Office No. 189L., 
of tho 13tii August 1874. 

5. Out of tho regular budget-estimate sanctioned for 1873-74, tho total amount 
expended on district works was Rs. 40,242-13-10, of which Rs. 17,920-9-1 were spent* in 
original works, Rs. 20,022-4-9 in repairs, and Rs. 300 in tools, as per details given in the 
enclosed list; the rest were spent on relief works. For further details, I beg to refer to the 
accompanying copy of the Executive Engineer’s report, No. 11 dated tho 15th ultimo, in 
tho remarks of which I fully concur. 

5. All these extensive works were executed solely under the supervision of the District 
Engineer, Captain May. That with a comparatively small number of Public Works subor¬ 
dinates, by the aid of a locally engaged staff, Captain May was enabled to organize and 
carry out those works in such a manner as to provide work for all wlio sought it, and to 
prevent at any time a rush or crisis arising throughout the many anxious months of the past 
year, is a fact which entitles him to tho greatest credit; and I cannot speak too highly of 
tho Gxcollenoe of his work, or of the energy, zeal, and administrative capacity evinced by him 
in tho performance of his onerous duties throughout the year. In short, it is largely duo to his 
valuable servii’cs that tho famiuo in Sarun has been successfully met. 

G. In oomdusioii 1 bog strongly to back Gaptain May’s reoommondation for the form¬ 
ation of tho Bussunt pore Suh-Divisionand the permanent retention of the Relief Superinten¬ 
dent, Baboo Koyliis Chundor Mookerjeo, in charge of it. The Executive Engineer speaks 
very higlily of his qualilications, and, as a reward for his services during the late famine^ 
the Baboo may witli advantage bo allowed to be brought on the strength of tlie Puhlie Works 
Department as a Supervisor.

No. 50 of 23rd July 1873,1 have tlie honor to submit the annual report mi the progress of 
works in the Sarun District and the expenditure incurred on them during tbo ecss year ending 
September 1871, together with what is ])roposod to bo done dining the following year. 

2. I'ho constitution of the district underwent several chnngc.s during fho year under 
review in ronsoquciice of the demand for relief works, which wi're ojieucd at the latl(*r end 
of November 1873, or only a month and half after the commoneeinoiit of the c(‘ss year. 

3. Owing to a scarcity of rain, and consequently a failim* of the I’ice crops tliroughoiit 
tlio district, distress was apprehended, and immediate steps were taken l)\ me to propot-o a 
relief map of the district, showing the relief works it was proposed to carry out in it These 
works were w(3ll scattered all over the district with a view to giving work uliorcvcr relief 
might bo required; and having matured my plans early, I expi'rit'nccd i\n ditlicull y in provid¬ 
ing employment in any part of the district to any number that sought it, and work after 
work was started as necessity demanded, and thus a rush or a crisis was pro vented an) whore 
from beginning to end- 

4. The district as reported last year was divided into two siib-divisions, (hiiprah and 
Sowan, with only an Overseer and Sub-Overseer attsiched to each. With Ihisiuudi'quateestah- 
lislnnent 1 had to commence my works. In Deceralier an Assislniit Ihigiiieer .'lud au 
Overseer were sent to me. To the latter I made over the we.sioni half of tin* <'huprah Sub- 
Division as a temporary measure. From December till Aj»riJ my est.;ibli,slimciij wasbujiplc- 
montod by two more Assistant Engineers ami throe Overseers, lii April the dihlriel was 
divided into four sub-divisions with the following estahliKshmeiit attached to ca«h •— 

East Chuprah Sub-Owiston, —Baboo Ramkisscii Mookei jee, Assistant Engineer, in charge, 
with two departmental Overseers and a temporary establishment of one Assistant Supiuin- 
tendcnti 12 Sub-Assistants, and 35 moonshoos. t 

West Chuprah ^SV/z-D/V/Aio//.—Baboo Jogendro Nath Mookerjeo, Assistant Engineer, in 
charge, with one departmental Overseer, fi\e European Supeiiiitcndeuis, and a temporary 
establishment of one As.sibtant iSuporiutondcnt, It) Sub-Assistant Superiiiterd-mts, and 171 
Moonshees. 

Sewan tSuh-hirnaou, —Mr. J. deLonnox, Assistant Engineer, m charge, with two Ovor- 
Ecers, one Sub-Ovci*seer, and a temporary cbtabliBhmeut of six Sub-Assistaul iSuporintendonts 
and 117 Moonshees. 

Busmntpore Sub-Division. —Mr. St. Josopli, Superintendent of Relief Works, i.i charge, 
with one Overseer and one Suh-Oversecr and a temporary ostablishuient of one Sub-A-ssistant 
Superintendent and 85 Moonshees. Besides the above a native Surviiyor was employed for 
•levelUug and surveying ''exclusively. There were also European (hrcle Oiiicers mtli 
Eiu'opean Assistants in ailfurent parts of the district. 

»*>. In consequence of the great distance between Sewan and Iload-qiiarti rfc, a sojiaratc 
cash chest was opened for the Sewan Sub-Division at the sub-treasury at Sewan. 

G. It is perhaps n(*edless for me to cuter into details relating to the rclud* works which 
have already been montionod in the narratives, and >vill therefore a< • uoo procoi'd to give the 
progress of works and expendituro against the district budget up to September 1873. 

7. The amount sanctioned for original works ami repairs in the district budget ior th^ 
year 1873-71 wab Rs. 32,055 and Rs. 22,G45 rospoctivoly, iu addition to Rs. 12,101 f(^ 
original works and Rs, 2,052 for repairs from unexiiendcd halauce of dcqiosits jilaced to the 
credit of Public Works Department in 1872-73, aggregating Rs. 11,211) for original works 
mi Hr. 25,297 for repairs. 
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8. As almost all tlio district works wore carried out by relief labor and classed as 
relief works, I have for original works given cnMlit for the value of work actually done 
within the estiiuatod rato and provision, and for repairs the full estimated amount sanctioned, 
which amounts have been deducted from the total expoudituro on relief works as properly 
chargeable to i-listrict lload Fund. 

It will bo observ(}d that Us. 17,1120 only has been ex])oiided on original work out of 
Us. 44,210 sand joned; this is owiifg to my having been unablo to iindortaKo the whole of 
the original works, as inon^ huitable works had to be provided for the relief labourers.

VTII.— iNsrECTioN Bungalows and Grain Sheds. 

Inspection bungalows and min shops were also constructed for temporary aocommodation 
of subordinates and bunniahs while relief works were in operation. 

The largest number on the relief works was in the month of June; the moan daily 
number for the fortnight ending 13th Juno was 210,220 ; and the average daily number for 
the whole period that relief works were in operation was 00,257. 

In the Hutwah Sub-Division the following relief works were undertaken under 
Mr, Uodgkinsoii:— 

One-hundred and sixteen miles of road wore well raised and renewed and 46 repaired, at a 
cost of Us. 42,665; 28 miles of road were also put into order at the expense of the Raj, at a 
oost of Rs 9,330. Several tanks of various dimensions, mostly small, were also excavated, at 
a cost of Rs. 1,17,098, 

Detailed information regarding the outlay on relief work has been given in the 
monthly alloeatioii return submitted up to the 30th September. The following is the 
account of the expenditure incurred on tliem up to 30th September:—

A groat deal of work was accomplished in the district up to tlie 30th September lost, 
and the relief works that have been executed will bo a lasting benefit to the district. 

The budget-estimate foil the oess year 1874-75 shows in detail what is proposed to be 
done this year. 

In conclusion I bog again to bring to notice the necessity for strengthening the 
establishment for the district. I cannot work the district satisfaciurily im two sub-divisions 
with two Overseers and two Sub-Overseers ,and strongly urge that a third sub-division be formed, 
namely, the Bussunt^ore Sub-Division, and that another Overseer and Sub-Oversoor be allowed 
for it from Ist April next. Work has increased in the district, and there is great need for an 
increase in the establishment also. Up to the Ist April, I have arranged for the supervision 
of works in the Bussuntpore Sub-Divisionfwhich is and will be in Mr. St Joseph’s oharge up 
to 3 Ist March, aud he will be paid from the funds realized from the sale of grain and made 
available for works in this district. If the Sub-Overseer could be sent at once, 1 would be glad. 

I have a competent man in employ now on survey work, Baboo Koylas Chunder 
Mookerjee, who has been engaged on such work throughout the relief operation, and might, 
with the sanction of Government, be placed in oharge of the Bussuutporo Sub-Division on 
Ist April. He is qualified as a Supervisor. 

Besides what is pfbposod to be done in the district budget for 1874-75, several 
bridges, many ot* large spans, will be undertaken this yeoar, the cost of which will be n^et 
from the money realized from the sale of excess grain which has been made available for 
work in this district.

Eepebrino to your letter No. 11J of the 12th ultimo, I beg to report that owing to 
heavy pressure of work in ooxmeotion with the late famine, 1 have had no opportunity to 
convene any meetings of the District Hoad Committee, oil works durinjg tho past year having 
been conducted by special agencies, in which the European members of tho Committee joined 
largely, assisting the District Engineer Captain J. May, and acting in concert with him and 

vntrsalr 
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2. All the works executed were of an ordinary nature, and no roeoial difficulties were 
encountered in their construction. There was also no damage done by the floods to any 
of them. 

3. There were 204 beeghas of land taken up for new works in the district, such as 
roads, tanks, and embankment, of which about 17 beeghas have been given as yet by 
zemindars free of cost. 

4. As to the addirional cost of works caused by the high prices, and the extent to 
which the sorvicos of tlio Sub-Divisional Officers and resident landholders have been availed 
ot in looking after the annual repoirB, &c., I beg to quote the following remarks from Captain 
May’s letter No. 51 of tlio 20th ultimo 

“ The total expenditure up to 30th of September was Rs. 10.11,808, of which amount 
Es. 13,48,000 has boon charged to famine and Its. 4,68,440 to Puhlie Works Department; 
the diifercnce. Us 95,308, remained to be allocated. 

“The services of Sub-Divisional Officers were not required to look after the repairs to 
roads, and it is })rcsumed that they must have been otherwise fully engaged. Planter gentle¬ 
men assisted in looking after the repairs to roads to the extent of 272 miles.”

Wrni reforenco to paragraph 3 of the Government Cironlar No. 50, dated 23rd July 
1873, 1 have the honor to submit my report on the admiiustration of District Uoad Fund 
for the cess year ending 30th Sei)tember 1874, which should have accompanied the annual 
account re-suhmitted to you on the 19th January 1875 with this Office No. 72. 

2. The report will show, 1 < what has been done on the works provided for in the 
regular budget-estimate for the year; 2nd, the extra works carried oiit for relief purposes 
from the different allotments which have been made debitahle to the District Hoad Fund. 

I.— -Original Works. 

1. The large timber bridge with masonry abutments at Motihareo, for whicli Rs. 4,300 
were provided, has been (;omi)lotod at a cost under that estimated for. 

2. The similar bridge over the Dhonouti River on the Hajoporo road, two miles from 
Motihareo. The abutments have been completed; the piles liave been drawn, and the uprights 
and trusses put up. The allotment of Rs. 2,000 has considerably boon exceeded. 

3. Timber-topped bridge on masonry abutments, 50 foot span on Itwa Ghflt and 
Dhaka road, was estimated for Rs. 2 500; and another of 30 feet span for Rs. 1,500 Nothing 
has been done; work slopped for survey. 

4. Bridges and culverts on Moliliareo andTurkoliaroad; allotment Rs. 700 Work was 
finally stopped early in fcsoptombor, as the existing waterway was found sufficient. 


II.- Repairs to Masonry. 


1. The 22 bridges and culverts, including four large bridges on the road from Motiftroe 
to Segowli, have been put in thorough repair. The allotment tor tho repair was Us. 4,050. 

2. Tho 22 bridges ntid culverts on tho road from Itwa Gh&t to Dhaka have also been 
put in thorough repair, and tho allotment therefore (Rs, 2,346) has boon expondod. 

3. Twenty-one bridges and euWerts on the road from Bettia to Lowria have been 
similarly repaired, and tho allotment of Rs. 1,916 has been expended thereon. 

4. With Iho exception of the largo bridge at Raj ghM, all tho 2S bridges and cnlvorts on 
tho Rogowli to Bettia road have beon repaired. Tho Rajghat bridge has. howover, been 
made safe nn<l passable; and tho whole allutmout, Rs. 1,711, has been oxptnidod. 

5. Rs. 1,500 waft allotted for tho bridges on the road from Bettia to Bagaha. a distance 
of 36 miles All of these badges have been made safe and pnssalile, although not 
thorougldy repaired. 


6. Rs. 1,000 was similarly provided for the bridges on the road from Segowli to 
Behas. Two hihlges have been ioui.d inadequate for tho waterway, and one, which was 


partially destroyed, has hc'-n demolished, and a causeway of 300 feet in longtli substituted. 
A second bridge lias been broken down, and a 50-feet causeway substituted. The other 
bridges have lioon put in fair repair. 

7. MoznfJWporp Tho existing bridges and culverts have been thoroughly rcDair- 
ed. The allotment of Rs. 1,000 has bL‘(3n far exceeded. ^ ^ 


8. Rajpore fo Sutferghdt read.-—Tlio allotment for repairs to masonry was Rs. 560 • the 

culverts have all been made passable. ^ ' 

9. Burhurwa road ,—The aUotmout for repair to masonry was Rs. 2,000; only sonie 
temporary bridges have beon made. 

10. The bridges and oulveris on the Segowli and Gobindgungo road, including 
with largo spans, have been thoroughly repaired. The allotment was Rs. 1,000. 
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Repairs to Earthwork akd Embankment. 

1. Eoad from Motiharec to SegowHj a distance <?/* 14 miles —The allotment was Rs, 350; 
this has been far exceeded. The road has been heightened and widened in parts, and well 
dressed and turfed os a relief work, and is in the very oest repair. 

2. Road from liwa Qhdt to Dhaka, a distance of 14 miles, —The allotment for this road 
was Bs. 2,520, and the whole of it has been put in thorough repair. 

3. Road from Bettia to Lotcria^ IG miks^ has \^n well raised at its northern end, and 
put in thorough repair as a relief work. 

4. Road from Segowli to BetUa, mihs. —The allotment of Hs. 1,280 has been far 
exceeded, and the road raised in parts and put in thorough repair as a relief work. 

5. Road from Bettia to Hagaha, a distance of 36 miles, —Its. 2,8vS0 was allotted for 
this road, and has been expended, but only in those places where labor was required, the 
proximity of the Gunduk embankment making it undesirable to open work on the western 
portion of the road. 

6. Road from Segowli to ^las^ G miles, and from Bdtas to Ruksoul, J.3 mtles .— 
This is really one road, 19 mills in length, being the high roaii to Katnmndo. In conse¬ 
quence of very heavy eariliwork done upon it tlnoughout its entire length, the original allot¬ 
ment of Rs. 510 only has been far excjeeded. Iii some places tlie embankment has been raised 
to one of 10 feet with a 20 feet crest. The road lias been made a valuable and enduring 
embanked road throughout its entire length altogether by relief labor 

7. Mozufferpore road from Motiharee to mile, a distance of 2H mites. —This, too, 

has been put in thorough repair as a relief work; the appropriation having been far exceeded. 

8. Rajpore to Sutlurghdt road has been repaired as a relief work. 

9. Burhurwah road, 8 miksy has been put in good repair. 

10. Segowli to Gobindgunge road, 22 miles, —The allotment was Rs. 660. This road has 

been put in thorough repair as a relief work. • 

11. Itwa Ghat to Kullianpore, ll* miles, —The appropriation was R8.*700. The road has 
been thoroughly repaired as a relief work# 

12. Motiharee to Rajpore, 21 miles, —Of this, the first eight miles are in Mozufferpore 
road. 

The appropriation was Us. 630, which hastboeu exceeded. The road has boon thoroughly 
repaired as a relief work. 

13. Dhaka to Ghorasahan, 12 miles, —Rs 360 was allotted for this road. It has been 
raised and widened as a relief work, 

14. Kessartah to Gobindguriffe, 18 miks, —Rs. 540 was allotted, but h/ia been spent else¬ 
where. The road is in fair order; some potty repairs only having been <loue. 

15. Lallsuraiah to Soogoan, 8 mites. —Rs. 160 was allotted. 

A now road lias been made along this line, and part of this road is incorporated Nolliing 
has beSij done to the original road. 

16. Beeprah to Secruha, 10 //n/cs.—Rs. 200 was allotted for tliis road. It has been put 

in repair as a relief work. * 

17. Semrah to Bnkhuriah, 1 1 nnlrs. —Rs. 360 was allotted. Tliis is sliown separately in 
the budget, but is in fact the eastern portion of road No. 7 (the Mozufferpore road), the 
remarks under which apply to this. 

18. Motiharee to* Toorkowtiah, 8 miles —The allotment was Rs. 240. This has been 
expended in surface work, and the road is in fair repair. 

19. Meharpore to Ghorasahan, 10 mites —Rs. 267 was allotted. Notliing has been 
done, the money having boon diverted to other roads. 

This road is an unimportant one. 

The above shows all Ihe roads which wore provided for in the last binlgot. I'lie follow¬ 
ing roads wore taken up during the y(vir as relief works. They have boon divided into 
two blocks, riz„ 1st, tlio Sudder suh-division, 2nd, the Bettia, and in oiic-h block is shown 
(A) existing roads which have been ropain3d, (B) entirely new roads. 

Block I.—8fc'i)DKR Sub-Division. 

1. Motiharee to Kut ken iron, 20 miles. —This is the second main road to Nepal, a wide ond 
high embankment road. 1 ho whole of it has been pul in thorough repairs at a heavy e(»st. 
The work was first taken up by the Civil Offioors ; then by the Special Executive Engineer 
on his airival With the exeejition of throe, all the bridges and culverts ou this road have been 
put into good order by the latter.* 

2. Barah to Seeraha, 8 miles. —This is one of the district roads. The earthwork and 
surface was thoroughly repaired as a relief work. 

The road is now in exooUent order, ail the culverts having been repaired by the Special 
Executive Engineer. 

.3. Seeraha to Dhaka y\k Puraiwah, 12 miles, —The embankment has been raised in 
places, and some 12 small culverts have boon constructed. The road is all but finished. 
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4. Seeraha to Tattunah^ 12 mtleB. —This is one of the famine roads of 1866-68. A little 
earthwork has been done upon it as a relief work, and the culverts put in good repair. Part 
of the road crosses a heavy spill, and the bridges thereon have been carried away. 

5. Seeraha to Jamooak^ 17 miV^.—Tho whole of this road has been put in first-rate 
order, and the road raised tliroughout as a relief work ; all the culverts having been repaired. 

6. Seeraha to Motiharecy 13 —Heavy earthwork has been done upon the first three 

miles, and all bridges put in ^ood repair. Along 8 miles of this road the sides have been 
planted with trees, which are m a good state. 

7. Dhaka to Pudownkairy 5 This road, too, was raised throughout, straightened 

in places, and put in excellent order as a relief work Some temporary bridges and culverts 
wore made, but were much injured by the July floods. 

8. Dhaka to Belwaghdty 7 miles. —This road has been raised and improved os a relief 
work by the Special Engineer’s establishment. 

9. Kutkenwan to Adapore, 8 miles. —This was an old ^untry road of the most vicious 
alignment, which was taken up as an emergent relief wOTk and put in thorough repair; the 
work having been done throughout by the Civil Officers. 

10. Adapore to Ruxoul. —This is a continuation of thi‘ last, botli fonning the Nepal 
Frontier road. Repairs were begun under the Special Executive Engineer, but stopped 
as soon as the demand for labor in the locality ceased. 

About two miles of this road were thoroughly repaired. It is unbridged, and the 
alignment as bad as cun be conceived. 

11. Toorkowliah to Sungrampore, l^milen. —The e.'irthwork and bridges of this road were 
repaired throughout as a relief work by the Civil Officer. 

The road has generally been repaired by the indigo factories along it. It is much used. 

12. Gokindgunye to Burhurwahy 8 miles. —The road has been raised in places, and repaired 
throughout by reliei labor. 

’J'ho bridges, ten in number, have been conlJ)leted throughout, excepting those on the 
first quarter miles, which have still to be bridged 

13. Branch road to Segoich Cautonmentsy miles. —'Ihis road has been put in thorough 

repair by the Special Kxecutive Engineer, is the communication between the Canton¬ 

ments, the Bottia and Motiharee high roads. Surface repairs only were required. 

14. Motiharee station roady altogether 10 wiMs.—This includes all the roads within the 
station and those in the jurisdiction of tbo Town Committee. All of these roads have been 
repaired at a very heavy cost as relief works, chiefly under the superintendence of the members 
ot the Relief Committee. 

These roads were not made over to the Special Executive Engineer till July. 

If5. Motiharee to Dhakay 17 miles .—Surface repairs have been executed throughout by 
relief labor, and the bridges repaired, and two new culverts built. * 

The road is now in excellent order. 

16. Dhaka to north-cast houndarijy 6 miles. —The earthwork has been put in repair by 
purely relief labor at u cost of nearly lls. 4,1/00. 

17. Dhaka to PiUahety 7 mile's —The road has been raised and straightened through 
three-fourths of its length, but it is not fit for traffic 

18. Putahee to Mehsi, 14 miles only. —Six miles of this road fronl Putahoo to Mudhoo- 
bun have been repaired by pure relief labor. 

19. Dhaka to Ohorasahan —This road with all its bridges has been put in thorough 
repair, and is now in exeellont or*lcr. 

I. B.—New Ro4Ds. 

1. Dhaka and Mehurpore and Dhaka and Puriva Juneiion, J mile —This is a short cut 
in the road from Motiharee to Putahee md Dhaka, availing the Dhaka bazar. It was 
started to meet heavy pressure for relief works. 

2. Ohorasahan to Ekdareey 11 wnVes.—Three-fourths of this road have boon finishe<l, but 
are unbridged. The road is at present a mere embankment, and is probably far too cw^stly to 
be oompleted. 

3. Lnkhoicrah to Nnrkultay ^ miles. —This road was begun by the Civil Officers as it was 

the only means of communication with Nurkutia, which was a grain dejiflt. It was after¬ 
wards taken up by the Special Executive JCnginoor, but his been cnmjdetod for five miles 
only. It was much damaged by the July floods. The Superintending Engineer does ttftt 
recommend its maintenance. * 

4. NurkuUa to Adapore.^ 10 miles. —This road, too, was begun by the Civil Officers as a 
r^'lief work. Two miles have been completed only (unhridgod). fl’he portion which has been 
made oonnects the two important villages of Nurkutia and GumWia, and will be very 
useful \ the work has been well done. 
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5. Ramgurwa to Adapore, 14 mifoa.—This is a high omhanked road, unbridgod, and has 
been completed to all but the lost mile. It was begun by the Collector as a relief work, and 
oonstnicted throughout by unprofessional agency. It has never been taken over by the 
Special Engineer. 

6. Soogown to Toorhwliah, 6 milps,—ThiB is a new road, which shortens an old and 
devious but much-used route by two miles. The road has been so constructed as to tako in 
the three most important bridges in the old line. It was made by the Civil Officer as a relief 
work, and has now been taken over by the Executive Engineer, who is completing the bridging. 

7. Chuprah Behaa to Bettia, 18 miles. —This, with road No. 5, was one of the first relief 
works started by the Colloftor. This road runs perfectly straight to Bettia, and shortens 
the existing high roads between Motiharee and Bettia by six miles. Its alignment is good, 
and it is now a fine road, though mode throughout under unprofessional agency. It has now 
been made over to the Special Executive Engineer, who has nearly completed the bridges 
upon it. 

8. Mudhoo Chuprah to Tcelharay f mile ,—One culvert in it has been finished, and the road 
itself is half finished. 

9. Motiharee station road^ J mik .—This is an embanked road connecting the now dSk 
and circuit bungalow with the old roads. A culvert of three spans on the junction has been 
finished. 

10. MtMooa to Latheraiahy 12 miles, —One-half of this road has been finished. It is 
unbridged, and is impassable. It was started as an emergent relief work by the Civil Officer. 

11. Chaiiaghdt to Pukrec, 2 miles ,—This is a mere embankment made by reUof labor. 

12. Poornahia to Tclnhrah. 7 miles ,—Half of this road has been completed by relief 
labor; it was along the frontier, and is quite unbridgod. All these new roads have been 
constructed on the same plan, that is, an embankment raised according to the exigencies of 
tho looal inundation, as roughly ascertained, and remaining as straight as the line can 
be aligned, with a crest of from 12 to 16 feet, slopes of 1 foot in 2 feet, and cart tracks 
below each slope from 8 to 10 feet wide. 

II. —Bettia Block. 

I.A.—Existino Road Repairs. 

1. Bettia to Oobindgtinge, 30 miks ,—The road has hitherto been left for want of 
funds. It has now been put in thorough repair aa a relief work by tho Civil Officer, and 
afterwards by the Special Engineer. A largo bridge on this road has been re-constructod at 
a cost of Rs. 2,000, half of which has boon borne by the Rajah of Bettia. 

2. Bettia io Lohuria^ 8 mtlvs ,—Petty repairs have been given to tho earthwork. This 
road is bridged throughout. 

3. Heiiia to Chainpnfea, 10 mi/es,—For six miles this was an old road, and tho rest a 
cart track. The whole has be< u made a good road as a relief work, but is still unbridged. 


2.B.— New Roads. 

1. Rajgh&t to Pursa, 18 A now relief road, begun and carried out by tho Civil 

Officer. Half of it has been completed. 

2. Bettia to Tengraighat, 12 Tho same remarks apply. Two-thirds of this 

road have been completed. 

3. Bettia to Prepraghtit^ 12 miles. —This was an old track, which has been lovollod and 
repaired by the Civil Offitvir as a relief work. It was finished in February 

Pursa to Lameaha, 10 This is a new road, stoi tod as a relief work. Six miles of 

it have been finished and bridged. 

4. Bagaha to Tribanee, 25 miles,—A, relief road with an embankment averaging 
2 feet in height; unfinished and unbridgod. 

5. Humatar io Tnbanee^ 14 miles. —A relief road of tho same description, with mu 
embankment of an average height of 1 foot. 

6. Lowriah to Ramnngger, 15 wuVe^.—This is an extension of the road from Bettia to 
Lowriah, and has beonfonstructed on the same plan as a relief work, and has been comj>leted, 

7. Shikarpore to Ramnugger^ 10 miles, —This is another relief road of the same des¬ 
cription as the last, except tho bridging. The road has boon finished. 

8. Sohuria to Bhoirrahy 8 miles, —This was an old oouiitry road. It has been made 
a high embanked and wide road, and, except the bridging, has been completed. 

Besides tho above, nearly 200 tanks liave been either dug, re-dug, or improved under 
both the Officers of the Public Works Department and the Civil Officers. All have without 
exception been completed, but tho drassing of the spoil banka, which has only been done 
in a few oases. 

During the current year it is proposed to carry out the works as per accompanying list.

From— C. A. Samuells, Esq., Officiating Magistrate of Chumparun. 

To—The Commissioner of the Patna Division. 

In reply to your No. 17J, dated 26th January 1875, and in continuation of my local 
improvement report submitted on the 27th ultimo, I have the honor to report— 

1. That in consequence of famine operations the Road Coramittoo was almo.st entirely 
superseded. Work was commenced in November 1873 wherever the demand appeared to be 
greatest. This necessitated from the outset an almost complete abandonment for tlio time 
of the schemes laid down by the Committee for the ensuing year, and estimates in every 
instance were much exceeded. All the roads, however, which appeared in the Committee's 
c^stimates, were sooner or later taken up and fully repaired, as will appear from tlio report 
already submitted. 

2. With regard to especially difficult roads, the suras placed at our disposal have 
enabled us to place all these roads on a much more secure footing than ■would have been 
possible with our ordinary funds. The Bahar rojid ami the Dhaka andltwah road have both 
been worked with a view to avoiding the annual damage to whi(;h they wore yearly expoeofi 
On other roads the line has been raiseil above water influeiices wherever needful, and roads 
hitherto useless in the rains made permanently useful. 

3. The amomit of damage done by Hoods, owing to the above precautions, has been 
small, and will bo easily repaired. The damage generally arose from defective watering, 
which could not be provided for during the famine. These errors have been since rectified, 
and future damage, it is hoped, avoided. 

4. The liboi’ality of zemindars generally, and the Betlia Rajah in particular, in providing 
land for roads free of cost, has boon most conspicuous. No oom]>onsatiou has been claimed 
for any of tlie land taken for relief roads, but permission to work wherever work was required 
was most generously accorded. Had this not been the case, we should in many cases havo 
been quite unable to provide work in uniiiy parts of the district; and the expense' and delay 
to us in taking up land in the usual way would have iuterfered sadly with our st'homes of 
relief. 

5. The additional cost of work, owing to high priees, co\d<l, of course, not 1)0 avoidiMl. 
We have, however, secured very good value for our money, ail things oon-iJored; and the 
famine will mark an epoch in the road communications of tliis district, wliich would have 
been far distant if we had been left to our own meagro fuml.s. Old roads have been put in 
thorough repair, new roads coii8tructe<l, and the oountr}^ traffif^ has been opened out in a way 
hitherto uukiiown. 

3'hat wo have averted famine, and at tlio same time cause<l faniim* lab^jr to ho ])rodu(- 
tivft of good results, will fully atone for the extra cost of the work done. 

6. The services of the Cominitteo members and Europeaii residents goiierally have 
bcHii cheerfully rendered throughout the district. Without tlie assistance thus afforded, in 
most instances gratuitously, Ciovernmont must have been compelled to incur a larg<' 
expondituro in an establishment, whose services, if not lcs» efficient, would certainly havo 
been more extravagant. 

The works have in such instances been supervised by men wlio bad most interest, not 
only in completing the work itself, but iu providing tlioir tcnantwS with en]])loynient. Mueu 
self-devotion has been exhibited, and the thanks of the (committee and (fovernraent are due 
ior the aid so cheerfully and oppoitimely rendered.

WiTir rrfpreiice lo (lovt'rnmeiit order No 51 of tho 8th August 1871, I have now the 
honor to submit tho local improvement report of this division for tho year 1873-74. 

2. Tlio annual account of the road funds of tho several districts, together with tho 
reports of tho District Committees in original, are hereto annexed. 

3 The delay in <ho submission of this report has boon owing to some of tho district 
accounts having been received in an incorrect form. They had accordingly to be returned 
for explanation, which was not submitted till very lately. Tho reports of the Committees 
wcr(} also very meagre in tho first instain:o, and the supplementary reports I had called for 
wore not to hand in a tolenibly complete shape till the I2th instant. Even now I am not in 
possopsion of tho report and accounts from Tirhoot; but as my report has been considerably 
delayed, 1 send this up without any longer waiting for them. 

4. Tho financial results of tho year, as gathered from the accounts, were as follows:_

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7. Tho enormoufl increaso under this head was due principally to the high prices that 
ruled during tho past year, and the necessity which thenco arose in tho districts for supply¬ 
ing work to tho poor for relief purposes. In this view many old roads not provided for in 
tho regular budgets wore taken uj) for repairs. This plan was principally followed in Patna, 
w'hero tho cost of original works for giving relief was uiL 

8. But the oTpenfliture both on new works and repairs would have boon greater had 
it not been for tho liberality disjdayod by tho zemindars, of whom the Maharajahs of 
Durbhunga, lliitwa, Hottiali, and Doomraon were conspicuous. The planters, too, rendered 
much assistance in the sliape of supervisioTi. 

0. The working of tho District Road Committees was not, I am sorry to say, very 
satisfactory. In Patna and Gya their sittings were seldom hold, and tho members did not, 
except in some unimportant matters, display much interest in tho district works. 
Mr. Palmer considers his ("ommittoo of littlo value, while Mr. Mangles speaks of them as 
follows:— 

“ I regret that I cannot speak favorably of the working of tho Committee. Its members 
havo mot certainly when ealled upon by me to do so; but, with tho exception of giving their 
consent to any proposals that I might have to make, they have been of very littlo assistance 
to mo; nor, indeed, while our funds are as small as they now aro, do I see of what mucli use 
tho Cojnmittoe could bo. Our estimates liavo to be jirepared with tho greatest care to make 
both ends moot, and the work so ost iniatod for is carried out by tho Executive Engineer, who 
prepares llio estimates, and bis suburdinates ; so that, with the exception of transferring 
Bomelimos a few rupees irom this to that road, as necessity or some unforeseen accident arises, 
the Committee have not much to do with the disposal of Ihe funds.” 

10. In f'humparnri the Road Committee was almost entirely snporsodod on account of tho 
famine. Tlio only Otlicor who speaks favorably of his committee is Mr. Alexander, of Sha- 
liabad, who says that tho attondanro of the members was regular and fair, and the Committee 
sat four times dining tho last (!ess year. 

11 I now proceed to notice tho principal works carried out in each district during tho 
past cess year:— 

Vdtna —I'ho only now work executed in this district was a small road from Debar to 
Ekaiigcr. Tho cost was Rs. (12. Tho annual repairs to old rrmds, as provided for in tho 
budget, lifid been carried out before tho rains sot in; but unfortunately they woro much 
damaged by tho heavy floods of last year. 

Of/n —In this district 12 now roads, about 128 miles in length, were undertaken for 
relief purposes. Of fliose, 107 miles havo been completed of tho old roads, 125 miles of 
uiimelal led ronds, and 2 miles of metalled roads havo been put in repair. Mr. Palmer’s 
management of tho funds was by far the most judicious and economical, and owing to bis strict 
and vigilant supervision, tho works imdurtaken have, for tho most part, been satisfactorily 
exe(3nted. 

Shahahad .—Of tlio now roads constructed in this district tho most important woro— 

1. Sarinja to Saraya road. 

2. Bickrunigungo to Susna. 

3. Gurliario to Jlilita. 

4. Poorunda to Jehanabad via Khirco. 

None of tliese roads havo been completed for want of funds, though land required for 
the Isi, 3rd, aud 4th roads were given free of cost by thq zemindai'S. 

12. The repairs consisted in raising and improving the existing roads, as provided for 
in tho budget of the .>e!ir. Much of these were damaged by floods. 

Tnhont —Tho report from fhis diotrict has not yet been received, though several reminders 
havo been sent to the Magisliate. 

Sunn} —Tho cost of original works dobitablo to Road Fund was Rs. 17,020, and of repairs 
Ds 22,022. Tile following original works and repairs were executed: —

(()) New road from Majhowa to Dulipclmck forry. 

(7) New road from Jhowa to Bhiiidihary. 

(8) Metalling 7th mile of C huju-ah and tSiiUorghat road. % 

(0) Metalling Gth mile of Chupruh and ISonepore road. 

(JU) Four culverts ou Cheyiiporo and Russoolporo road, and on the road from Chuprah 
to Uoothni. 
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liBPAlRS. 

(1) Repairs to 11J miles df motallod roads. 

(2) Repairs to 882 miles of unmetalled roads, including bridges and culverts. 
(3' Repairs to five inspection bungalows 

(4) Repairs to one serai. 


13. These ore district works, besides which there were numerous relief works, of which 
the principal were the following:— 

(1) Two new roads—one from Bussuntpore toSewan, 22 miles long; and the other from 

Sissao to Fukree, 15 miles in length. 

(2) Twenty-one temporary bridges. 

(3) Ghoorma and Bunsowee drams. 

(4) Irrigation channels at Mookdoomgunge, Dumri, and Tolpa, at the Mookdoomgunge 

onannol. A masonry sluice was also constructed. 

(5) Eighty-seven now tanks, 400x300, neatly turfed and dressed, and 29 tanks 

deepened and improved. 

The total expenditure on relief works up to 30th September 1874 was Rs. 18,71,565. 

Chumparun, —Of the original works carried out in this di^triot, the most important were 
the following:— 

0) A large timber bridge at Motihareo. 

[2] Another bridge over the Dhanouti Rivers on the Hajiporo road 

(3) Four metall^ roads and ) 9 kutchu roods were embanked and repaired through 

a greater portion of their length. 

For relief purposes, 12 new roads in the Sudder and 8 in the Bettia Sub-Division were 
constructed, besides repairing 22 existing roads in tlie whole district. 

14. There were also about 200 tanks dug, re-dug, and improved. 

15. The offoefs of these works undertaken and carried out at so heavy a cost is thus 
described by the Magistrate;—“ We have, however, secured very good value for our money, 
all things considered; and the famine will murk an epoch in the road communications of this 
district, which would have been for distant if we had l)een left to our own meagre funds. 
All roads nave been put in thorough repair, new roads constructed, and the country traffic has 
been opened out in a way hitherto unknown. That we have averted famine, ana at the 
same time caused famine labor to be productive of good results, will fully atone for the 
extra cost of the work done.”

17. There is no doubt, as said by the Collector of ('humpanm, that the year under 
review was an important era for the road communications in this division. Had it not 
been for the high pressure of the famine, the districts would have taken long to reach the 
stage of internal improvement at wliioh the late visitation has left them For some years 
to come the repairs of the existing roads will be all that the Road Committees will have to 
provide for.

XI. —Political Assistants will ordinarily receive no more than Rs. 400 per mensem until 
they shall have passed the above examination. 

XII —Examinations under (B) may be conducted by the Committees assembled under 
Rule V, if one of the members has already passed the High Proficiency examination in the 
language in witich the examination is to he held ; hut no oflicer will be entitled to receive 
any pecuniary reward for passing the ** High Proficiency'^ standard at such examinations. 
Rewards are granted only for examinations passed at a Presidency town under the rules 
prescribed for the Ci\il and Military services. 

XIII.—Officers failing to pass the examination under (B) within the prescribed period 
will forfeit their appointments, notwithstanding that they may have passed the examination 
under (A). 

The Head of the Administration will furnish the Foreign Department on the Ist of 
April and 1st of October with a statement of all officers liable to examinations (A) and (B)

The Acts of Council which now regulate the carriage of Native passengers are XXV of 
1869, XII of 1870, and XII of 1872. The Act of 1869 is confined to the Bay of Bengal 
and to certain specified voyages within that Bay, but it extends to every species of vessel 
however small may be the number of passengers. 

The Act of 1870 was framed to apply to voyages between India and ports either in the 
Red Sea or the Persian Gulf, but this part of that Act is confined to vessels which carry 
more than thirty Native passengers. This Act also contains a chapter relating to steam- 
vessels carrying any number of passengers on **coasting voyages'' from or to any port or 
place within British India, and it subjects them to provisions less elaborate and less restrictive 
than those which apply to the voyages to the Red Sea or Persian Gulf. But it does not 
define the term coasting voyage," which is a term by no means free from ambiguity. 

The Act of 1872 effected a very important alteration in the Act of 1870 by making the 
rules laid down for voyages to the Red Sea or Persian Gulf apply to all vessels whether 
sailers or steamers which carry more than thirty passengers, and which fall within the scope, 
of our legislation. 


Thus it will be seen that before the Act of 1872, the law was in a very complicated 
and anomalous state. Very different rules were laid down for voyages bearing practically 
the same character : for iustaiu'c, a voyage from Madras to Singapore would fall under one 
set of rules, and a voyage from Bombay to Bushire under another. There were no provisions 
applying to voyages from one Britisli Indian port to another, except those fbr the specified 
voyages in the Bay of Bengal, and those which were laid down for ** coasting steamers" 
whatever that expression might mean. The Act of 1872 very much simplified the law, but 
it did so by subjecting to one set of rules voyages of the most diverse character; so that, for 
instance, a voyage by steam from Bombay to Surat would be subjected to the same rules as 
one by sails from Madras to Jeddah. It was the hardship occasioued to first class steamers 
by this change of the law that led to the iutroductiou of the Bill. And as we have been 
informed, the law being unsuitable to the circumstances was disregarded iu many respects. 
The Bill as introduced kept to the existing classification of voyages and vessels, and sought 
to remove the existing hardships by giving larger powers to Local Governments to make 
exemptions and to adjust rules. It glso put voyages iu the Bay of Bengal and those to the 
westward on the same footing, and thus aimed at a material simplification of the arrange¬ 
ments made by the Acts of 1859 and 1870. Rut it was urged upou us that auy system 
depending for its working upon exemptions by the executive had an element of groat uncer¬ 
tainty and weakness in it; and that the Local Governments were not in a position to make 
rules, many of which, in order to work at all, must work iu more than one province. At the 
same time, it was suggested that we might make a more simple and practical classification of 
voyages than was cliected by the Acts of 1859 and 1870; and that by dividing them into 
voyages of greater or less length, and providing a more stringent set of rules for the former 
and a less stringent set fur the Latter, wo might preserve an effectual control over the traffic 
while not enacting a law too rigid for practical working. Wo were also informed that the 
existing law was defective in requiring the passengers to be proportioned to the tonnage of the 
vessel, being a principle of measurement unsuitable to the build of the vessels in question, 
and that the principle of nKasurement by superficial and cubic feet of space would be more 
suitable. 


For these suggestions wc were indebted to Mr. Kittledge, a gentleman residing at 
Bombay and of much experience iu the passonger-ship business. They appeared good to us, 
but we thought it would be imprudent to adopt them without first consulting local authorities. 
On that account we did not at once make any report to the Ccfuncil, but we caused a pro¬ 
visional draft to be framed on the basis of Mr. Kittredge's two suggestions, and sent to the 
Maritime Governments for opinions. The result has been that we have received answers 
which show a general acceptance of the proposed alteration in the law, and which do not, in 
our opinion, show any valid objection to it. 

We have therefore divided voyages into two classes: long voyages and short voyages • 
long voyages being those on which the ship will under ordinary circumstances be as much as 
five days out of port. W e have required more stringent conditions of ships proceeding on 
long voyages. And we have abandoned measurement by tounage, for measurement by space 
alone. 

The Bill, as now framed, is divided into six Chapters; I. Preliminary; II. Rules for all 
voyages; III. Rules for short voyages; IV. Rules for long voyages; V, Penalties; VI. 
Miscellaneous. 

Chapter I.— Preliminary. 

In lieu of giving a definition of Native passenger ship," we have made the Bill express¬ 
ly apply to vessels carrying more thau thirty passengers being Natives of Asia or Africa ; but 
we have excluded from the operation of the proposed Act sailing-vessels not carrying as 
passengers more thau thirty such Natives, steamers not carrying as passengers more than 
sigty such Natives; and sailing-vessels and steamers not intended to carry passengers to or 
from any port in British India. 

Wc liave omitted the definition of “ Local Government," and have defined passenger " 
as mcAuing a perron above the age of twelve years or two persons between the ages of one year 
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and twelve years. We have also defined the etpressions '' voyage,” ” long voyage,” ** short 
voyage” and Chief Officer of Customs.” ^ 

Chapter 11,-^Rules for all voyages. 

We have hero provided that no ship shall discharge passengers at any port in British 
India other than a port appointed by Government. We thipk that notice of the time 
of sailing should be given not less than 24 hours before time, and we have provided that 
it may be given by the Owner or Agent as well as by the Master. 

We think that no passenger ship should commence her voyage unless the Master has 
two certificates—one (designated as A) stating that the ship is seaworthy and properly equip¬ 
ped, &c., and the number of passengers that she is capable of carrying: the other (designated 
as B) stating the voyage that she is intended to make, that she has a proper crew, sufficient 
provisions, &c. Certificate A may be dispensed with, if the Master holds a certificate granted 
by the Boaj^d of Trade or by any British Colonial Government, or a certificate granted under 
the authority of a British Indian Government and not more than 6 months before the day of 
sailing. And we think that where tlie officer empowered to grant certificates under the 
proposed Act directs unreasonably a survey to be made of a vessel holding cither of such 
certificates, the Local Government should pay the expense of the survey. 

We have provided that the grant of certificates shall be in the discretion of the officer 
empowered to grant them. 


Chapter III.— Rules as to short voyages. 

We have here laid down rules as to the space to be provided for between-decks 
passengers and upper-deck passengers, (a) in seasons of fair weather, (b) in seasons of foul 
weather. And we have declared that in seasons of foul weather no ship shall carry upper- 
deck passengers unless she provides for them a deck-house or other permanent protection. 
This chapter also provides for obtaining supplementary certificate in case the vessel ships 
additional passengers at intermediate ports and for reporting deaths which occur on 
the voyage. 


Chapter IV.— Rules for long voyages. 

Here we have first given rules as to the space to be provided for passengers (a) in 
sailing-vessels, {b) in steamers. W'e then declare that the certificate shall not be granted 
when the cargo is likely to prejudice the health or safety of the passengers. We have also 
provided for reporting any deaths which occur on the voyage. The remainder of this 
chapter (as to the statement, as to the number and sexes of the original and additional 
passengers, as to the bond to be given when the ship dears for a port in the Red Sea, and as 
to touching at Aden and obtaining a clean bill of health) repeat with mere verbal changes 
the provisions of Act XII of 1870. 


Chapter V.— Penalties. 

Nothing in this chapter requires special mention except section thirty-eight, which is 
founded on section eleven of Act XXV of 1859, and imposes a penalty on the Master of 
any ship bringing passengers from any place in Ceylon or in the Straits or to the east 
thereof to British India, in excess of the proportion authorized by tho proposed Act or 
allowed by the license granted in inspect of the ship at her port of departure. 

Chapter VI.— Miscellaneotts. 

We think that the power to make subsidiary rules should be exercised solely by the 
Governor-General in Council and not by the Local Governments with his previous sanctions 
We also think that the Governor-General in Council should have the power to declare what 
shall be deemed J;o be, for the purposes of the proposed Act, a long voyage,” a short 
voyage,^' “ seasons pf fair weather,” and ** seasons of foul Weather.” 

Lastly, we have empowered the Governor-General in Council to direct, in the case of any 
ship or class of ships, and for all or any voyages, the space to be contained for the passengers, 
and we have declared that such direction shall override the general provisions of the Act 
relating to such ship or class of ships. 

We think that the Bill has undergone such alterations that it should be republished ; 
that the opinions of the Local Governments concerned should be invited; and that meanwhile 
the further consideration of the Bill should be postponed.

Whereas it is expedient to consolidate and 
iTeambio. amend the law relating to 

Native Passenger Ships; It

CHAPTER I. 

Preliminary.

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NOTE ON THE RAINFALL IN SEPTEMBER 1876. 


{Confinuctl J)'om the Gazette of the 15M of Scptemhfr,) 

Tho rain which foil in September was below the averaj^o quantity, excej»i at a few 
stations tliroughoiit Bengal, Ihiliar, and Chutia Nagpore. In Oris-sa tho Soptembor rainfall 
was unusually heavy up to about tlio 18th of the month. 

In Chufia Nagpore, in Western Ihmgal (excepting tho llooghly and Ilowrah districits, 
whore tho rainfall has been scanty), and in tlio country Ijdng roundtho llajmehallJills, com- 
prisod in tho districts of Moorshedabad, Maldali, and the Sonthal roi’gunnahs, tho deficiouey 
has boon ineonsiderablo. In i)art8 of the 21-Ferguimnhs, in Nuddoa, Jossoro, and in tho 
Eastern districts (excepting parts of Backorgunge and Chittagong), it has boon somewhat 
greater. But throughout tho Northern districts of Bengal, comprisod in tho Ra jsliah} o divi¬ 
sion, and throughout the greater portion of ] Jehar, the Sei)tcmber rainfall was oxce.ssively scanty. 

Tlio country over which tho dclicieney of rainfall lias betui greatest, not only in Septem¬ 
ber but in the earlier months of tho monsoon, Juno and July, lies north of tho Ganges,' 
oxtemling from Chumparun on tho west to Assam on tho east. And, contrary to tlio usual 
law of distribution of rainfall in this district, tbo df fcf.t has boon generally greater at places 
near tho Himalayan rango than at places further f.outh. Thus at Gooch Bohar only 5*111 
inches of rain was registered in Septembor last against an avc'rago of 10*77 inches for tlio 
month, at Bo<lali 0*G1 (average 3*38); at Kishengiingo 3*38 (average 12*15); at Arrarcah 
1*80 inches (average 13*81) ; at Soopool 3-J7 iiielies (average 10*761 ; at Madhubani 3*21 
(average 12*24); and at Seetamarheo 2*47 inolies against nn average of 10*01 inclios. At 
tho last mentioned place, and also at Dinagei)oro, tho total rainfall registered up to the 30th 
of September was not loss than 40 per eent. below tho averages of past years. 

In the Bubjoiiiod table tho rainfall in Soptomber 1875, and tbo total rainfall of tho year 
from tlie Ist of January to tbo 30ili September, aro compared with the normal rainfall for 
the same periods. Tho moan of all returns received from each district is taken as tho average 
rainfall of the district.

Besides the de¬ 
tailed alterations* 
which are set 
forth in the latter 
part of this Re¬ 
port, we have to 
call especial at¬ 
tention to the 
considerable al¬ 
terations oil the 
principle of the 
existing law and 
of the Bill as it 
was introduced 
into (Council. 
One of these aU 
tcrationa o o u* 
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cerns the classification of ships or rather of voyages, and the other the measurement of space 
for passengers. 

The Acts of Council which now regulate the carriage of Native passengers are XXV of 
1869, XTI of JSrO, and XII of 1874. The Act of 1869 is confined to the Hay of Bengal 
and to certain specified voyages within that Bay, but it extends to every species of vessel 
however small may be the number of passengers. 

The Act of 1870 was framed to apply to voyages between India and ports either in the 
Red Sea or the Persian (iiilf, but this part of that Act is confined to vessels which carry 
more than thirty Native passengers. This Act also contains a chapter relating to steam- 
vessels carrying any number of passengers on coasting voyages” from or to any port or 
place within British India, and it subjects them to provisions less elaborate and less restrictive 
than those which apply to the voyages to the Red 8ea or Persian Oulf. But it does not 
define the term ‘‘coasting voyage,” wMoh is a term by no means free from ambiguity. 

The Act of 1872 effected a very important alteration in the Act of 1870 by making the 
rules laid down for voyages to the Red Sea or Persian Oulf apply to all vessels whether 
sailers or steamers which carry more than thirty passengers, and which fall within the scope, 
of our legislation. 

Thus it will be seen that before the Act of 1872, the law was in a very complicated 
and anomalous state. Very different rules were laid down for voyages bearing practically 
the same character : for instance, a voyage from Madras to Singapore would fall under one 
set of rules, and a voyage from Bombay to Busbire under another. There were no provisions 
applying to voyages from one British Indian port to another, except those for the specified 
voyages in the Bay of Bengal, and those which were laid down for “ coasting steamers” 
whatever that expression might mean. The Act of 1872 very much simplified the law, but 
it did so by subjecting to one set of rules voyages of tluj most diverse character; so that, for 
instance, a voyage by steam from Bombay to Surat would be subjeeted to the same rules as 
one by sails from Madras to Jeddah. It was the hardship occasioned to first class steamers 
by this rliange of the law that led to the introduction of the Bill. And as we have been 
informed, the law Ixung iiusuitable to the circiiinstanccs was disregarded in many respects. 
The Bill as iiitroducod kept to the existing classification of voyages and vessels, and sought 
to remove the existing hardships by giving larger powers to * Local Governments to make 
exemptions and to adjust rules. It also put voyages in the Bay of Bengal and those to the 
westward on the same footing, and thus aimed at a material simplification of the arrange¬ 
ments made by the Acts of 1859 and 1870. Hut it was urged upon us that any system 
depending for its working upon exemptions by the executive bad an element of great iiiicer- 
iiiinty and weakness in it; and that the Local (iovernraonts were not in a position to make 
rules, many of which, in order to work at all, must work in more than one province. At the 
same time, it was suggested that we might make a more simple and practical classification of 
voyages than was effected by the Acts of 1859 and 1870; and that by dividing them into 
voyages of greater or less length, and providing a more stringent set of rulw for the former 
and a less stringent set for the latter, we might preserve an effectual control over the traflSc 
^ while not enacting a law too rigid for practical working. We were also informed that the 
existing law was defective in requiring the passengers to be proportioned to the tonnage of the 
vessel, being a principle of measurement unsuitable to the build of the vessels in (luestion 
and that the principle of measurement by superficial and cubic feet of space would he more 
suitable. 

For these suggestions we were indebted to Mr. Kittredgc, a gentleman residing at 
Bombay and of much experience in the passenger-ship business. They appeared good to us 
but wc thought it Would be imprudent to adopt them without first consulting local authorities! 
On lhat account wc did not at once make any report to the Council, but we caused a pro. 
visional draft to be framed on the basis of Mr. Kittrodge's two suggestions, and sent to the 
Maritime Ciovernments for opinions. The result has been that we have received answers 
which show a general acceptance of the proposed alteration in the law, and which do not in 
our opinion, show any valid objection to it. ' 

We luive therefore divided voyages into two classes: long voyages and short voyages • 
long voyages being those on which the ship will under ordinary circumstances be as mudi as 
five days out of port. We have required more stringent conditions of ships proceeding ou 
long voyages. And we have abandoned measurement by tonnage, for measurement by space 
alone. ' ^ 

The Bill, as now framed, is divided into six Chapters: I. Preliminary; II. Rules for all 
voyages; III. Rules for short voyages; IV. Rules for long voyages; V. Penalties- VI 
Miscellaneous. * 

Chapter 1.— Pretimimry. 

In lieu of giving a definition ofNative passenger ship,” wc have made the Bill express¬ 
ly apply to vessels carrying more than thirty passengers being Natives of Asia or Africa; but 
we have cxcliidod from the operation of the proposed Act sailing-vessels not carrying as 
passpQgers more than thirty such Natives, steamers not carrying as passengers more than 
sixty such Natives; and sailing-vessels and steamers not intended to carry passciieers to 
freiU any port iu British India. ® 

We have omitted the definition of “ Local Government,” and have defined ” passenger 
as meamog a person above the age of twelve years or two persons between the ages of one year 
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aad twelve years. Wc have also deftaod the expmsions voyagfe/' long voyage/' ** ahtift 
voyage'' and ** Chief Officer of Customs." 

Chaptee II ^Rules for aU voyages. 

Wc have here provided that no ship shall discharge passengers at any port in British 
India other than a port appointed by Government. We think that notice of the time 
of sailing should be given upt less than 24 hours before time, and wc have provided that 
it may be given by the Owner or Agent as well as by the Master. 

We think that no passenger ship should commence her voyage unless the Master has 
two certificates—one (designated as A) stating that the ship is seaworthy and properly equip¬ 
ped, &c., and the number of passengers that she is capable of cariying; the other (desigiiatra 
as B) stating the voyage that she is intended to make^ that she has a proper orew, sufficient 
provisions, &c. Certificate A may be dispensed with, if the Master holds a certificate granted 
by the Board of Trade or by any British Colonial Government, or a certificate granted under 
the authority of a British Indian Government and not more than 6 months before the day of 
sailing. And wc think that where the officer empowered to grant certificates under the 
proposed Act directs unreasonably a survey to be made of a vessel holding cither of such 
certificates, the Local Government should pay the expense of the survey. 

We have provided that the grant of certificates shall be in the discretion of the officer 
empowered to grant them. 


Chapter III.— Ku/m as to short voyages. 

Wc have here laid down rules as to the space to bo provided for betwecn-decks 
passengers and upper-deck passengers, (a) in seasons of fair weather, (A) in seasons of foul 
weather. And we have declared that in seasons of foul weather no ship shall carry upper- 
deck passengers iiuless she provides for them a deck-house or other permanent protection. 
This chapter also provides for obtaining supplementary certificate in case the vessel ships 
additional passengers at intermediate ports and for reporting deaths which occur on 
the voyage. 


' Chapter IV .—Buies far lottg voyages, 

* Here we have first given rules as to the .space to be provided for passetigers (c) iu 
sailing-vessels, (A) in steamers. Wo then declare that the certificate shall not be granted 
wheu the cargo is likely to prejudice the health or safety of the passengers. \Ve have also 
provided for reporting any deaths which occur on the voyage. The remainder of this 
chapter (as to the statement, as to the number and 8C.xcb of the original and additional 
passengers, as to the bond to be given when the ship clears for a port in the lied Sea, and as 
to touching at Aden and obtaining a clean bill of health) repeat with mere verbal changes 
the provisions of Act XII of 1870. 


Chapter V.— Penalties. 

Nothing in this chapter requires sficcial mention except section thirty-eight, which is 
founded on section eleven of Act XXV of 1859, and imposes a penalty on the Master of 
any ship bringing passengers from any place in Ceylon or in the Straits or to the east 
thereof to British India, in excess of the proportion authorized by the proposed Act or 
allowed by the license granted in respect of the ship at her port of departure. 

Chapter VL— Miscellaneous. 

I 

Wc think that the power to make subsidiary rules should lie exercised solely by the 
Goveruor-General iu Council and not by the Local Governments with his previous sanctions 
W€ also think that the Governor-General in Council should have the power to declare what 
shall be deemed to be, for the purposes of the proposed Act, a “ Jong voyage," a ** short 
voyage," ** seasons of fair weather," and ** seasons of foul weather." 

Lastly, we have empowered the Governor-General in Council to direct, in the case ol any 
ship or class of ships, and for all or any voyages, the space to be contained for the passettgers, 
and we have declared that such direction shall override the general provisions of the Act 
relating to such ship or class of ships. 

We think that the Bill has undergone such alterations that it should be republished ; 
that the opinions of the Local Governments concerned should be invited; and that meanwhile 
the further consideration of the Bill should be postponed.

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The following orders, issued by the Oovcrnraent of India in the Department of Revenue, 
Agriculture, and Commerce, are republished for general information 

No 9 . 782-792 Simla, the 25th October 1875. 

Read the following correspondence relative to the resumption of the Surveys of Indian seas 
and coasts:— 

Despatch from the Secretary of State, No. 7 (Geographical), dated the 30th March 1871, forwarding, 
for tlie early consideration of the Government of Indja, a collection of papers describing the 
establislinicnts formerly maintained for th#* survey of Indian hcus and the excellent work done by 
them,—]M)intini: out the disadvantages winrh liad resulted from the total suppression in 1861 of 
tiiose establishments, and urging the expediency of providing some sutfieient substitute for ^em. 

Dos])ateh Inmi the Secrelary of State, No. 17, dated the lllh rfuly 1873, drawing attention to the 
despatch of 30th March 1871, No 7, and forwarding a copy of the observations made by Admiral 
Kifliards, Trydrogrn])her to the Admiralty, iiointing out the great importance of pfocing the 
Mariue Surveys iii India under the supeniitondonce of one responsible head. 

Despatch to the Hocretary ot State, No 26, tlaied the 30th June 1873, enquiring in reply to the despatch 
of 30tli March 1871, No. 7, w'liether there was any prospect of practical effect being nven to the 
arrangement understood to have been niade in 1801 with the Admiralty, whereby all future mari¬ 
time surveys in India ere to be undertaken by the Hoynl Navy and at Imperial expense, and 
stating that if, iiotwithstaiuling that arrangement, the cxeeution of such maritimo surveys was in 
future to devolve'on the Indian Government, that Govi'minout would take such action in the 
matter as flrianeial eoiisidorations would admit, and suggesting that Commander A. D. Taylor, late 
Indian Navy, should be temporarily deputed to India to assist in detoruiiiiing W'hat marine 
surveys were most ]iressiiig1y required and how any such surveys could be most readily and 
eeononiienily executed. 

Despatch from the 8eeretaryof State, No 27 (Geographical), dated the 30th October 1873, sanctioning 
the proposals of tlie (jovernmeiit of India and the deputation of Commander Taylor. 

Despatch to the Seen-tury of Stale, No 17, dated the Isl May 1874, roeommi'nding the establishment 
of a Department for the systematic execution of Marino Surveys under the supenntendentship of 
Commander A I) Taylor, and submitting a detailed review by that otiieer of all Admiralty 
charts of British India and of all existing materials for eluirts both in India and in England, witn 
a seheme for the correction and eomplelion of these charts, the utilisation of all old materials, and 
the further prosecution of marine surveys. 

Despateh from the Secretary of State, No. 12 (Geographical), daU'd the IGth July 1871, sanctioning 
the proposals of the Government of India. 

Read also— 

Despatch fr(»m the Secretary of State, No 18 (Geographical), dated the 16th April 1876, forwarding 
extraet from a letter from the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, respoeting the Royal Navy 
Ollieers lent to the (Joverument of India, and notifying tho appointment of Mr K. C. Carrington 
ns Chief Civil A.ssistniit to the Superiiitoiideiit 

A supplementary mc'inoramitim from the Sujierinteudent of Marino Surveys dat^od tho 7th April 1875 
on the vessels and estiiblisliinents required for the Mannn Survey Dopartineut.

Obsfuvations —Commander Taylor arrived in Iliilia oil tlic 22nd December 1873, and 
prepared— 

IaL—A careful and complete review of all existing charts or materials for charts (in 
India or in England) of the coast line from the Pukchau river at the Southern 
extremity of Tenasserim to Soimiiaiii Bay on the western limit of the Sindh 
coast as also of the islands in the Bay of Bengal, the Laccadives, and the 
Maldives. 

2nd .—A scheme to supplement and perfect existing charts both by working up materials 
not yet utilised and by fresh surveys, arranging each project in the order of 
its importance, and fully detailing for each the method in and agency by 
which it was to be carried out, the time it would probably occupy, and its 
probable cost. 

2. The whole subject having been fully considered, it was found that in many places 
the charts of the coasts were more or less deffotive, and that even where really good charts 
'existed, they had become partially obsolete, owing to the alisence of any authority whose duty 
It was to ascertain and record from time to time the changes effected by nature or by man. 

3. The Government ol India reported to Her Majesty » Secretary of State for India 
the results of the consideration which had Ixvn given to the subject, and accepted the 
responsibility of completing and maintaining the charts of the whole coast line of British 
India from the Pakchaii Estuary to Sonii.iaiii Bay, of the Andamans and Nicobars, the 
Mcrgui ^^rchipclago, and the Laccadives,—leaving all surveys beyond those limits that 
might be required to be undertaken by the vessels and surveyors of Her Majesty's Navy at 
the expense of the Imperial Government. It was pointed* out that to perform the work 
satisfactorily a special agency was required— 

1st .—To undertake accurate surveys of localities not yet sufficiently surveyed. 

2ud .—To turn to good account the results of those surveys and of other existing surveys 
the materials of which had not yet been fully utilised, 

3rd —To maintain the accuracy of Indian charts by recording and bringing to notice 
all changes, in the first instance, of buoys, lights, and the like, and secondly, 
of the natural configuration of the sca-bourd consequent on natural causes. 

>. As to the special agency, the following proposals were made : — 

'1 bat with the view of executing gradually all the more pressing mariue surveys and 
sumys, a small survey flotilla should be organised, efficiently manned, and provided with 
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competent surveyors at a total annual cost, inclusive of the salary of a Superintendent of 
Marine Surveys and of all other charges, not exceeding two lakhs of rupees. 

That to supervise the work of this flotilla both in surveying at sea and during part of 
the year plotting ashore, to superintend the reproduction by photozincography of the sur. 
veyors^ charts, to maintain a correct record of buoys, lights, and the like, and to transmit to 
the Hydrographic Office of the Admiralty the earliest information of changes in the position 
of these, and for the general control of all the work of the Survey, the appointment of a 
Superintendent of Marine Surveys should be created,—Commander Taylor being nominated 
for the office. 


RESOLUTION. 

5. The Secretary of State for India in Council having, in his despatch of the 16th 
July 1874, No. 12 (Geographical), sanctioned the formation of a Marino Survey Depart¬ 
ment m accordance with the proposals of the Government of India (subsequently modified 
by a continuati )n of that despatch bearing date the 15th April 1875, No. 18], the Governor 
General in Council has been pleased to direct the issue of the following instructions for the 
conduct of the duties to be undertaken by the Department. 

6. The Department will be under the charge of the Superintendent of Marine Surveys; 
Commander A. D. Taylor, late Indian Navy, and all officers serving in the Department, are 
under his orders.

Officers of the Survey branch, other than these, will, 
when employed on shore attending office, draw (if not in receipt of house-rent or shore 
allowance,) a conveyance allowance of Hs 30 per mensem.

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8. The duties to be undertaken by the Department are those detailed below 

Ut,’-‘Survey 8. 

(«).—Systematic surveys of the coast of India will be carried on with suitable vessels, 
efllcicntly equipped aud manned. 

(A).—The Superintendent will act in concert with the Survey or-General of India, and 
arrange that the marine surveys shall be connected with the shore surveys,— 
being closed in on points already fixed by the Great Trigonometrical Survey. 

(r).—A ])rograinme and estimate of the proposed yearly operations of the Department 
will be submitted to the Government of India for approval not later than the 
Ist July of each year. The approved programme will not be modified in any 
way without the previous sanction of the Government of India. 

(^).—The oiiginal surveys of ports, liarbours, and river entrances, when received in the 
ofiicc of tlie Supenntendent, will, after approval by him, be photoziucographed 
and issued as required for local navigation and engineering purposes 

(/.),— PVom these surveys, and others of the coast which will be executed on a smaller 
scale, chill ts of the coast will be compiled on a medium scale which will subserve 
the requirements of general navigation. 

(/),—Copies of all original surveys will be forwarded by the Superintendent to the 
Ilydrographcr to the Admiralty for publication on such scales aud in such 
manner as the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty may determine. All 
corrections of surveys and other information connected with them, such as 
notices c)f all ch.mges in the pl.'ieca of buoys, lights, and other marks or beacons, 
will be transmitted at once to the Ilydrographcr by the Superintendent. 

The Superintendent is authorised to communicate with the Ilydrographcr direct 
upon all technical questions relating to the survey, and in such matters should 
work in concert with him, in order to obtain t)ie advantage of his advice aud 
experience. Copies of all direct eomraunirations addressed to the Hydrographer 
under this authority should be simultunrously submitted by the Superintendent 
for the information of the Government of India. 

(A).—A catalogue and record will be kept of all charts in the possession of the Depart¬ 
ment, and copies of each edition of the catalogue should be furnished to the 
Marine authorities in each Government aud Administration. 

(?).—The Department will be responsible for maintaining a sufficient stock of the 
various charts published by authority of the Admiralty, aud for supplying them 
to the dillerent Local Governments, public officers, or other persons in such 
manner as may hereafter be arranged. 

2wrf,— Miscellaneous. 

1). Local Goiernnieiits and Administrations and the several Masters Attendant will, as 
already directed in the letter from this Diqiartment dated llih August 1875, Nos. 215-—220, 
promptly communieate all information regarding wrecks, lights, navigation, buoys, beacons, 
shoals or other matters ailecting the safe navigation of the seas to the Superintendent of the 
Marine Survey Department. 

10. The Superintendent will comjnle an annual chart of wrecks, and compile and 
issue sailing direeiions for the Indian coasts. He will also prepare an annual list of lights 
on those coasts, correctly describing them aud their situation. 

11. It will he his duty to communicate with the Government of India in regard to 
the lighting and marking of the sea approaches to all great Indian ports and rivers. He 
will also suggest improvements which he may think desirable in harbour conservancy bv 
means of buoys, beacons, and lights. 

12. He will also report, as occasion may arise, on improvements required in the 
navigation of rivers throughout India which may come to his notice, either in the prosecu¬ 
tion of the aur\eys or through local authorities. 

13. The Superintendent will he responsible for the prompt and punctual supply to 
Local Governments and Adiiiinistrutioiis of the latest corrected charts containing all 
hydrographical information. 

I'l. The Superintendent of Marino under the Government of Bombay and the Master 
Attendant, Bengal, will furnish to the Marine Survey Department extracts from log-books 
of ilie vessels of the Bengal and Bombay Mai me bearing upon any discoveries, dangers, or 
errors in the charts of the Indian seas. 

15 The Adsiiiral commanding the Indian station will be requested to be good endbgh 
tofuinishthc Dt partmeiit with any extracts bearing upon the same subject from the 
remark hooks of the officers eomniaiuimg or navigating any of Her Majesty's ships in 
Iiuliau waters 

10. Lociil Governments and Administrations and officers will correspond direct with 
the Miperintendent ot the Marine Survey Department on all technical questions relating to 
his duties as above described. Vt hen they desire to receive the opinion of the Department 
iqion any other mutters, their cumniunicutioiis should pass through the Government of 
India.

space for passengers 

The Acts ol Council >^hieh now regulate tin’ carriage of Native passengers are XXV of 
]«50, XU of 1870, and XII of 1S72. The Act of IHoO is coiifined to the Bay of Bengal 
and to certain specified voyages within tliat Bay, but it extends to every species of vessel 
however s^all may be the number of passengers. 

The Act of 1870 was framed to apply to voyages between India and ports either in the 
Bed Sea or the Persian Culf, but tins part of that Act is confined to vessels which carry 
more than thirty Native passengers. This Act also contains a chapter relating to steam- 
vessels carrying any nnmher of passengers on ' coasting voyages'' from or to any port or 
place within British India, and it subjects them to provisions less elaborate and less restrictive 
than those wbich apply to tlic voyages to the Red Sea or Persian Gulf. But it does not 
define the term “ roasting voyage," which is a term by no means free from ambiguity. 

The Act of 1872 cflectcd a very important alteration in the Act of 1870 by making the 
rules laid down for voyages to the Red Sea or Persian Gulf apply to all vessels whether 
sailers or steamers which carry more than thirty passengers, and which fall within the scope, 
of onr legislation. 

Thus it will he seen that before the Act of 1872, the law was in a very complicated 
and anomalous state. Very different rules were laid down for voyages bearing practically 
the same character : for instance, a voyage from Madras to Singapore would fall under one 
set of rules, and a voyage from Bombay to Bushirc under another. There were no provisions 
applying to voyages from one British Indian port to another, except those for the specified 
voyages in the Bay of Bengal, and those which were laid down for coasting steamers" 
whatcjvcr ihiit expression might mean. The Aet of 1S72 very much simplified the law, but 
it did so by subjecting to one set of rules voyages of the most diverse character; so that, for 
instance, a voyage by steam from Bombay to Surat would he subjected to the same rules as 
one by sails from Madras to Jeddah. It was the hardship occasioned tq first class steamers 
by this ehangc of the law that led to the introduction of the Bill. And as we have been 
infornu'd, tlic law being unsuitable to the eirciimstanccs was disregarded iu many respects. 
The Bill as introduced kept to the existing classification of voyages and vessels, and sought 
to remove the existing hardships by giving larger powers to Local Governments to make 
exemptions and to adjust rules. It also put voyages in the Bay of Bengal and those to the 
westward on the same footing, and thus aimed at a material simplification of the arrange¬ 
ments made by the Acts of 1851) and 1870. But it was urged upon us that any'system 
depending for its wtirkiiig upon exemptions by the executive had an element of groat uncer¬ 
tainly and weakness in it; and that the Local Governments were not in a position to make 
rules, many of whic^ in order to work at all, must work in more than one province. At the 
samcj time, it was suggested that we might make a more simple and practical classification of 
voyages than was effected by the Acts of 1859 and 1870; and that by dividing them into 
voyages of greater or less length, and providing a more stringent set of rules for the former 
anil a less stniigciit set for the latter, we might preserve an effectual control over the traffic 
while not enaetiiig a law too rigid for practical working. We were also informed that the 
existing law w as defective in requiring the passengers to be proportioned to the tonnage of the 
vessel, being a principle of measurement uusuitahlo to the build of the vessels in question, 
and that the principle of measurement by superficial and cubic feet of space would be more 
suitable. 

For these suggestions we were indebted to Mr. Kittredge, a gentleman residing at 
Bombay and of much experience in the passenger-ship business. They appeared good to us 
hut we thought it would be imprudent to adopt them without first consulting local authorities! 
On that account we did not at once make any report to the Council, but we caused a pro¬ 
visional draft to be framed on the basis of Mr. Kittredge's two suggestions, and sent to the 
^Maritime Governments for opinions. The result has been that we liavc received answers 
which sliow a general acceptance of the pro}‘Oscd alteration iu the law, and which do not, iu 
our o])iniou, show any valid objection to it. 

We have therefore divided voyages into two classes: bmg voyages and short voyages : 
long vi.yages being those on which the ship will rivler ordinary circumstances be as mucli as 
five days out of port. We have rcouired more stringent conditions of ships proccediog on 
long voyages. And we have abandoned racasuremeut by tonnage, for measurement by space 
alone. 

The Bill, as now framed, is divided into six Chapters; 1. Preliminary; II. Rules for all 
voyages; 111. Rules lor short voyages; IV. Rules for loug voyages; V. Penalties; VI. 
Miscellaneous. * 

CiiAFTER I,— Preliminary. 

In heu of giving a definition of “ Native passenger ship," we have made the Bill Express¬ 
ly apply ir vr-wscls carrying more than thirty passengers being Natives of Asia or Africa; but 
wf' havi rxf'liuled from the o|H'ratioii of the proposed Act sailing-vessels not carrying as 
passo'Igors more than thirty such Natives, steamers not carrying as passengers more than 
si'ty 'lU' • Natives; and sailing-vessels and steamers not intended to carry passengers to or 
frou» p?rt ih British India. 

have omitted the definition of Local Government," and have defined ** passenger 
us me A‘ling '1 person above the age of twelve years or two persons between the ages of one year 
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and twelve years. We have also defined the expressions voyage,long voyage,^' “ short 
voyage^' and Chief Officer of Customs.^^ 

Chapter II.— for alf voyages. 

We have hero provided that no ship shall discharge passengers at any port in British 
India other than a port appointed by Government. We think that notice of the time 
of sailing should be given not less than 21 hours before time, and we have provided that 
it may be given by the Owner or Agent as well as by the Master. 

We think that no passenger ship should commence her voyage unless the Master has 
two certificates—one (designated as A) stating that the ship is seaworthy and properly equip- 
j)cd, &c., and the number of passengers that she is capable of carrying: the other (designate 
as By stating the voyage that she is intended to make, that she has a proper crew, sufficient 
provisions, &c. Certificate A may be dispensed with, if t!ic Master holds a certificate granted 
by the Board of Trade or by any British Colonial Government, or a certificate granted under 
the authority of a British Indian Government and not more than G months before the day of 
sailing. And wo think that where the officer empowered to grant* certificates under the 
proposed Act directs unreasonably a survey to be made of a vessel holding either of such 
certificates, the Local Government should pay the expense ol the survey. 

We have provided that the grant of certificates shall be in the discretion of the officer 
empowered to grant them. 


Chapter lll.^Hules as to short voyages. 

We have here laid down rules as to the space to be provided for bctwecn-decks 
passengers and upper-deck passengers, (a) in seasons of fair weather, (/y) in seasons of foul 
weather. And we have declared that in seasons of foul weather no ship shall carry upper- 
deck passengers unless she provides for them a deck-house or other permanent protection. 
This chapter also provides for obtaining supplementary certificate in case the vessel ships 
additional passengers at intermediate ports and for reporting deaths which occur on 
the voyage. 


Chapter IV .—Rules for tong voyages. 

Here wc have first given rules as to the space to be provided for passengers (a) in 
sailing-vessels, (/>) in steamers. W'e then declare that the certificate shall not be granted 
when the cargo is likely to prejudice the health or safety of the passengers. We have also 
provided for reporting any deaths which occur ou the voyage. The remainder of this 
chapter (as to the statement, as to the number and sexes of the orunnal and additional 
passengers, as to the bond to be given when the shi]) clears for a port in tne Red Sea, and as 
to touching at Aden and obtaining a clean bill of health) repeat with mere verbal changes 
the provisions of Act XII of 1870. 


Chapter Penalties. 

Nothing in this chapter requires special mention except section thirty-eight, which is 
founded on section eleven of Act XXV of 1859, and imposes a penalty on the Master of 
any ship bringing passengers from any place in Ceylon or in the Straits or to the east 
thereof to British India, in excess of the proportion authorized by the proposed Act or 
allowed by the license granted in respect of the ship at her port of departure. 

Chapter VI.— Miscellaneous. 

Wc think that the power to make subsidiary rules should be exercised solely by the 
Governor-General in Council au^ not by the Local Governments with his previous sanctions 
We also think that the Governor-General in Council should have the power to deolare what 
shall be deemed to be, for the purposes of the proposed Act, u long voyage,^' a ** short ^ 
voyage," “ seasons of fair weather," and seasons of foul weather,” 

Lastly, we have empowered the Governor-General in Council to direct, in the case of any 
ship or class of ships, and for all or any voyages, the space to be contained for the passengers, 
and we have declared that such direction shall override the general provisions of the Actk 
relating to such ship or class of ships. 

We think that the Bill has undergone such altcratious that it should be republished ; 
that the opinions of the Local Governments concerned should be invited; and that meanwhile 
the farther consideration of the Bill should be postponed.

A Bill to amend the law relaling to Merchant 
Seamen. 

Whereas it is exjirdient to amend the law 
relating to Merchant Sca- 
Proamido. manner hereinafter 

appearing; It is hereby enacted as follows:— 
l^reliminartf. 

1. This Act may be called “The Indian Mer- 
SborttitK-. chant Scanicn^s Act, 1875.*'

Statement op Objects and Reasons. 

The object of this Hill is to make a number of 
small but important changes in the law n latiiig 
to Merchant Seamen, which cannot conveniently 
be postponed until that law is consolidated and 
amended. 

The Bill first provides for determining disputes 
whether or not u seaman is " distressed” within 
the meaning of the scotions of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1854, relating to distressed seamen, 
and imposes an Indian penalty on Masters of 
British ships who refuse to receive on board dis¬ 
tressed seamen in accordance with Ibost; sections. 


The Bill then provides against the di.soh:irge in 
India of European scarneu without the previous 
sanction of an officer appointed by the Local 
Government, and removes a doubt which has been 
felt as to the corresponding provision (section 297) 
of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1S54, by expressly 
declaring that such officer has a discretion as to 
giving or withholding his sanction. 

Power is given to the Local Government to 
prohibit the owner or master of a ship from en¬ 
gaging Natives of India as seamen. This power 
is intended to be exercised in case it is found that 
the master is wantonly discharging European 
seamen for the mere purpose of rcplaciug them 
by Natives. 

Provision is then made that where a European 
scamuii deserts, the master or owner shall report 
the desertion to the Local Government. 

Sections 7 and S extend the provisions of sec¬ 
tion 88 of Act I of 185'J, and contain certain rules 
as to European seamen imprisoned for breaches 
of discipline or other petty otFcnceh on the com¬ 
plaint of the Master. TUc previous sanction of 
the Local Government is rendered necessary to 
the engagement of Natives of India. The Local 
Government is also empowered to tender an impri¬ 
soned seamen to the Master ; and, if the master 
refuse to receive him, the Master may be required 
to deposit, not only the wages, &c., duo to the 
seamen, but also such sum as may be sufficient 
to defray the cost of his passage home and of his 
lodging and subsistence till he starts. 

The Bill then contains a clause slightly increas¬ 
ing the space required by Act I of 1S59, sec¬ 
tion 70, for European and for Native seamen. 

Lastly, a clause has been added to remove a 
doubt which has been raised as to tbo meaning, 
in section 54 of that Act, of the expression 
" established par value.”

Siriue. As this was not Mr. Sparling’s first offence of the kind. Captain Baker recom¬ 
mended that he should be dismissed. It appeared, however, that Mr. Sparling’s defence bad 
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not been taken, and the Officiating Master-Attendant was accordingly requested to take his 
answer in writing to the charge brought against him. 

2. Mr. Sparling in his explanation admits having been intoxicated, but sajs that it was 
after the ship had come to anchor for the night, and that he was fit for duty again the next 
morning. It seems, however, from the Pilot’.s report that Mr. Sparling was intoxicated on 
two consecutive evenings. 

3. In a subsequent letter Mr. Sparling requests permission to resign bia appointment 
as a Licensed Leadsman, as he wishes to take other service; but tiudcr the circumstances of 
the case, the Lieutenant-dovernor cannot accept his resignation.

38 & 39 Victoria, Chapter 88. 

An Act to make provision for giving further powers to the Board of Trade for stopping 

unseaworlhy Ships. 

[13Tn August 1875.] 

Be it enacted by the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the .same, as follows : 

1. The Board of Trade may forthwith and from time to time by .special order appoint 
Appointment and pow.-w of officerg a Sufficient number of fit and proper persons, from their 
haying authority to detmu unucawortby own Staff or otherwise, to bc officers having authority to 
•**‘P"* detain unseaworthy ships, and may from time to time revoke 

any such appointment. 

If any officer so appointed has reason to believe upon inspection or otherwise that any 
British ship is, by reason of the defective condition of her hull, equipments, or machinery, 
or by reason of overloading or improper loading, unfit to proceed to sea without serious 
danger to human life, he may order that the ship be detained for the purp().se of being 
surveyed. 

Any such order shall have the same effect as if it were an order of the Hoard of Trade 

under section twelve of tlic Merchant Shipping Act, 1873. 

For the purpose of ascertaining whether a British ship is fit to proceed to sea, any officer 
BO appointed may go on board the ship and inspect the same, or any part thereof, or any of 
the machinery, boats, equipments, or other articles on board thereof, not umm ess.M ily 
detaining or delaying her from proceeding on her voyage; and any person wlio wilfully 
impedes him in the execution of his duty shall bo liable to the same penalties, and may bc 
dealt with in the same manner, as if the officer were an inspector appointed by the Board of 
Trade under the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854. 

When any officer so appointed orders a ship lo bc detained, he shall forthwith report his 
proceedings to the Board of Trade. 

An officer so appointed shall receive such remuneration for his services under this 
Act as the Treasury from time to time direct, and such remuneration shall be paid out of 
moneys to be provided by Parliamcut. 
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2. Whenever a complaint is made to the Board of Trade or to any officer so appointed 

by one-fourth of the seamen belonging to any British ship, 
cre^w'** dctainea on complaint of rcasoii of tlie defective condition of her 

hull, equipments, or machinery, or by reason of overloading 
or improper loading, unfit to proceed to sea without serious danger to human life, it shall 
be the duty of the Board or officer, as the case may be, if the complaint is made within 
time sufficient for that purpose before the sailing of the ship, without requiring any security 
for the payment of costs and expenses, to take proper steps for ascertaining whether the 
ship ought to be detained for the purpose of being surveyed under the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1873. 

3. From and after the first day of October one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 

, . five, no cargo of which more than one-third consists of any 

Cargo o gram, c. grain, com, ricc, paddy, pulse, seeds, nuts, or nut 

kernels, shall be carried on board any British ship, unless sueli grain, corn, riee, paddy, 
j)ulse, seeds, nuts, or nut kernels be contained in bags, sacks, or iiarrels, or secured from 
shiftiug by boards, bulkheads, or otherwise This section sliull not apply to any grain 
shipped previous to the first October one thousand eight hundred and seveuty-five. 

The master of any British ship who shall knowingly allow any cargo or part of a cargo 
to be shipped therein for carriage contrary to the provisions of this section shall for every 
such offence incur a penalty not exceeding two hundred pounds. 

4. Section eleven of The Merchant Shipping Act, 
r^naUi««o«iaiDgan««wo.ti.y,i.'i., jgjy, repealed, and in lien tliereof it shall be 

enacted:— 


(1.) Every person who sends a ship to sea in such unseawortliy state that the life 
of any ])ersou would he likely to he Iherchy endangered, and the managing 
owner of any British sliip so sent to sea from any port in the United King¬ 
dom, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, unless he prove that he used all 
rea‘!onahle means to ensure her being sent to sea in a seaworthy state, or 
prove that her going to sea in such unseawortliy state was, under the 
circunistaiioes, reasonable and justifiable; and, for the purpose of giving 
such proof, such person may give evidence in the same manner as any other 
witness ; 

(2 ) Every person who attempts or is party to any attempt to send to sea any ship 
in such unseawortliy state that the life of any person would be likely to be 
thereby endangered, sball be guilty of a misdemeanor, unless be give such 
proof as aforesaid; and, for the purpose of giving such proof, such person 
may give evidence as aforesaid : 

(3 ) Every master of a British ship who knowingly takes the same to sea in such 
unseawortliy state that the life of any person would be likely to he thereby 
endangered, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, unless he prove that her going 
to sea in sue»i unsraworthy state was, under the circiimstaiiccs, reasonable 
and justifiable; and, for the purpose of giving such proof, such person may 
give cvideucc as aforesaid : 

(4.) The owucr of every British ship shall from time to time register at the custom 
house of the port ill the United Kingdom at wliioh such ship is registered 
the iiaiiic of the managing owner of snrh ship, and if there be no managing 
owner, then (4 the pci son to whom the management of the ship is entrusted 
by and on behalf of tlic owner; aiul in case the owner fail or neglect to 
register the name of siieb managing owner or manager as aforesaid, he shall 
be liable, or if there be more owners than one, each owner shall be liable, 
ill proportion to his interest in the sliip, to a penalty not cxeccding in the 
whole five luuidred pounds cai li time that the said ship leaves any port in 
the United Kingdom, after the first day of November one thousand 
eight hundred and seveuty-five, without the name being duly registered 
as aforesaid: 

(5.) The term ** managing owner’' in siib-seetiou one sball include every person so 
registered as managing owner or us luiving the mauagemout of the ship for 
and on behalf of the owner; 

(0 ) No proscrutiou uiiiler this section shall be instituted except by or with the 
consent of tlie Board of Trade: 

(7.) No misdemeanor under this section shall be punishable upon summary 
conviction. 


Provided that the repeal riiartcd by this section shall not affect any punishment intfurred 
or to be incurred in respect of any oftence against the enactment hereby repealed, o^ any, 
legal proceeding in respeet of any sueli punislimcnt, and any such legal proceeding may hJell 
carried on as if this Act had not passed. 

5. Every British ship registered on or after the first day of November one thousand 
M«w,gofd,cklin«.. aud seventy.Eve sliall, before registry, and 

every Briindi ship registered before that day, shally on or before 
that day, he permanently and conspicuously marked with lines of not less than twelve 
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inches in length and one inch in breadth, painted longtitudinally on each side amidships, or 
as near thereto as is practicable, and indicating the position of each deck which is above 
water. 

The upper edge of each of these lines shall be level with the upper side of the deck 
plank next the waterway at the place of marking. ^ 

The lines shall l)c white or yellow on a dark ground, or black on a light ground. 

Provided that— 


(1 ) This section shall not apply to ships employed in the coasting trade or in 
fishing, nor to pleasure yachts ; and 

(2.) If a registered British ship is not within a TSritish port of registry at any 
time before the first day of Noveraher one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-five, she shall be marked as by this Bceiion required within one 
month after her next return to a British port of registry subsequent to that 
date.

C. With rrspret to the marking of a load-line on British 
ships, the following provisions shall have effect:— 

From and after the first day of November one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-five the owner of every Britisii ship shall, before entering his ship 
outwards from any port in tho United Kingdotu upon any voyage for which 
he is required so to enter her, or if that is not practicable, as soon after as 
may bo, mark upon each *)f her sides amulshqis, or as near thereto as is 
practicable, in white or yellow on a dark grtiund, or in black on a 
light ground, a circular disc, twelve inches in diameter, with a horizontal 
line eighteen inches in length, drawn through its centre ; 


(2.) The centre of this disc shall indicate the maximum load-line iu salt water to 
which the owner intends to load the ship for that voyage ; 

(3 ) lie shall also, upon so entering her, insert in the form of entry delivered to 
the Collector or other principal oflicer of Customs, a statement in writing 
of the distance in feet and inches between the centre of this disc and the 
upper edge of each of the lines indicating the position of the ship's decks 
whieh is above that centre: 


(i-.) If default is made in delivering this statement in the case of any ship, any 
oflicer of customs may refuse to enter the sliip outwards: 

(5.) The master of the ship shall enter a copy of tliis statement in the agreement 
with the crew before it ijs signed by any mernber of the crew, and no super¬ 
intendent of any mercantile marine oflice shall proceed with the engagement 
of the crew until this entry is made : 

{(J.) The master of the sliip shall also cuter a copy of this statement iu the official 
log-book: 


(7.) When a ship has been marked as by this section required, she shall be kept 
so markcil until her next return to a purt of discliarge in the United 
Kingdom. 


7. Any owner or master of a British ship who neglcets to cause his ship to be marked 

as by this Act required, or to keep her so marked, and any

or Slitters any person under Ins coni ml to conceal, remove, 

alter, deface, or obliterate any of the said marks, except in ihe cMuit of the p n ticulars thereby 
denoted being lawfully altered, or except for tlic purpose of cseaping capture by aii enemy, 
shall for each offence incur a penalty not exceeding ono hundred pouiuU. 

If any of the marks requited by this Act is in any respect inaeciiratc', so as to be likely 
to mislead, the owner of the ship shall incur a penalty not c.xcceding one liiindicd pounds.

contrary, an obligation on the part of the owner of the ship to tho UKc^ter, seaman or 
apprentice, that the owner of the ship, his agents and servants, shall use all reasonable 
efforts to insure the seaworthiness of tlic ship for ihe voyage at tho commcucemcnt thereof, 
and to keep her in a seaworthy condition dining the voyage. 

Provided that nothing iu this section shall moke the owner of a ship liable for the death 
of or any injury to a master, seaman, or apprentice belonging to any ship when caused by 
the wrongful act, neglect, or default of a seaman or apprentice belonging to the same ship, 
in any case when he would not otherwise be so liable. 
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10. This Act may be cited as the Merchant Shippinf^ Act^ 1875, and shall be constructed 
as one vith the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, and the Acts 
amending the same, and the said Acts and this Act may be 
cited collectively ns the Merchant Shipping Acts, 1854 to 1875.

The following Bill as settled by the Select 
ronimittee is published for general informa¬ 
tion 

A JVillio provide for Jrrujation in the f^rottnera 
subject to the LieuteuauUGoceruor of linujnt. 

Whereas it is necessary to make provision 
for the construction, main ton ance, and regulation 
of canals, for the supply of water therefrom, and 
for the levy of water-rates for water so supplied, in 
the provinces subject to the Lieutenant-Govenior 
of Bengal: It is hereby enacted:— 

PAKT 1. 

Phehminary. 

1. This Act may be culled ** The Bengal 
Irrigation Act, 187 ” 

It shall commence and take effect in those 
districts in the provinces 
Local extent. BubjCCt tO thc LieUtCliailt- 

Governorof Bengal, to which tlic said Licutonant- 
Governor shall extend it by an older published in 
the Calcutta Gazette; and thereupon this Act shall 
romraeuce and take effect in the districts named 
in such order, on thc day whi< h shall be in such 
order provided lor the comineuccmeiit thereof.

[Third PublioatioD ] 

The following Bill was introduned into the 
Council of the Governor General of Inditwfor 
the purpose of making Laws and Rcgnlatioua 
on the 29th September 1875, and was referred 
to a Select Committee with instiuctions to make 
their report thereon in three months. 

No. 11 of 1875. 

A Bill to amend the law relating to Merchant 
Seamen. 

'Whereas it is expedient to amend the law 
relating to Merchant Sea- j 
*' men in manner hereinafter 

appearing; It is hereby enacted as follows:— 
Preliminary. 

1. This Act may be called The Indian Mer- 
Bhort titlo. chant Seamen’s Act, 1S75.’^ 

It extends to the whole of 
British India; 

And it fchall come into 
force at once.

No owner or Master of n ship shall dis¬

British India without the previous sanction in 
writing of such officer us the Loeul Government 
appoints in this behalf, and such sanction shall be 
given or witlihrld at the discretion of the officer 
so appointed. 

Any Master wilfully disobeying the prohibition 
contained in this section shall he liable to im- 
pri.sonmcnt for a term whudi may extend to three 
months, or to fine not exceeding one thousand 
rupees, or to both.

The ohjeet of this Hill is to ma^c a number of 
small but important changes iu the law relating 
to Merchant Seann-n, which cannot conveniently 
be postponed until that law is consolidated and 
amended. 

The Bill first provides for determining disputes 
whether or not a seaman is distressed” w'ithin 
the meaning of the scotions of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1851, relating to distressed seamen, 
and imposes an Indian penalty on Masters of 
Lritish ships who refuse to receive on board dis- 
tiessed seamen in accordance with those sections. 

Tho Bill then provides against the discharge in . 
India of European seamen without the previous 
sanction of an officer appointed by the Local 
Gotenimcut, ami removes a doubt which has been 
felt as to the corresponding provision (section 207) 
of the Mercliant Shipping Act, lS.jJ., by expressly 
drclariug that sut-li officer ha.s a discretion as to 
giving or withholding his sanction. 

Power is given to llic Local Government to 
prohibit the owner or master of a ship from en¬ 
gaging Natives of India as seamen. This power 
IS intended to be exerrised in case it is found that 
tlio master is wantonly discharging European 
seamen for the mere purpose of rephicing them 
by Natives. 

Provision is then made that where a European 
seaman deserts, tho master or owner shall report 
the desertion to the Local Government. 

8oetLoiis 7 and 8 extend the provisions of sec¬ 
tion 88 of Act I of 1851), and contain certain rules 
as to European seamen imprisoned for breaches 
of disci))line or other peity offences on the com¬ 
plaint of the Master. The prcviou.s s.inction of 
the Local (jovoriimont is rendered necessary to 
the engagement of Natives of India. The Local 
Government is also empowered to tender an impri¬ 
soned seamen to the Master; and, if the m«astcr 
rciUHo to receive bun, tho Master may be required 
to dc[) jsit, not only the wages, &c, due to the 
seamen, but also such sura as may be sufficieut 
to detray the cost of his passage home and of hij 
lodging and subsistence till he starts. 

The Bill then contains a clause slightly increas¬ 
ing the space required by Act I of 1859, sec¬ 
tion 70, for European and for Native seamen. 

Lastly, a clause has been added to remove ft 
doubt which has been rixised us to the meaning, 
in section 51 of that Act, of the expression 
established par value.”

RESOLUTION ON THE REPORT OP THE INSPECTOR-GENERAL OF 
POLICE, BENGAL, FOR THE YEAR 1874. 


POLICE. 

Cakutia, the 18M October 1875. 

Read— 

Letter No. 8752, dated 21th September 1875, from tho Inspector-General of Police, 
with tho accompanying copy of his report on the Police of tho Lower Provinoes 
for tho year 1874. 

Read again— 

Tho report for tho previous year, with tho Government Resolution thereon. 

The acknowledgments of Government arc duo to th(5 OlTiciiiting Inspector- 
General of Police for the greater punctuality with which his report on tho 
working of tho police during the past year has boon suliniitti'd, «s well as for 
tho attention ho has paid to the instructions recently issued witli tlio view of 
ensuring condensation in its preparation. Having assumed fi/lico after the 
close of the year under review, Mr. Hankoy has not had the nil vantage of 
writing from personal experience and observation of tho current of events a.s 
they transpired; but ho deserves credit for the extent to which lie lias, during 
tho past months of tho current year, made himself acquainted witli the working 
of his department, and identified himself with its administration. 

2. In appointing a selected Civil Servant to tho post of Inspector- 
General of Police, it was tho object of the Lieutenant-Governor to secure 
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for the department the advantages which were to be expected from the 
suporintendeiico of an oflicer of varied experience, who for many years had 
filled the posts of District Ofiiccr and Commissioner. The Lieutenant-Governor 
has every confidence, from the manner in which Mr. liankcy has entered upon 
the administration of his department, that nothing will be wanting on his part 
to initiate such improvements as may be called for from time to time in the 
police administration of tlie province. 

3. Dui'ing the late scarcity, the effects of which wore severely felt in tho 
earlier months of tho pa.*>t year, a h('avy strain was placed on tho Police 
Dc'partinent, and Sir Richard Temple acknowledges with pleasure the admirable 
manner in which officers and men alike respf)nded to the calls which were 
niad(j nf)on their emn'gics. In tho guarding of treasure, in the escort of grain, 
in the ])rcs(‘rvation of order among great liodies of f>eoplc massed together for 
tho purpose's of re^lief work, mucli good service of an unobtrusive^ character 
was faithfully rendered, and that too witlie)ut necessitating any very large 
aeldition to the ])olicc force'. 

4. Kxe'lueliiig A*ssaiii, the total sanctioned numbe^r of inferior officers and 
men was 10,203; whiles ine*lusive e)f Assam, the^ number of supcrieir officers 
was So, or 10 less than in previous yeiar. 'fhe distribution of the rank and 
file of tho force ac(*e)rding to the nature e)f its employment was as fedlows:—

The decri'ase obsi'rvalile uneler cae*.h of tlie'so heads, when compared with 
the figure's of the previe>us year, is attributable eliie'fly to the Repara¬ 
tion of the elisiriets of Assam from the Bengal Administration ; but the 
Inspoctor-()le*ne'i*ul t'xplains lliai, irrospi^edivc of this, there has been an actual 
decrease eif 223 iiift'rior eifiieers and ine'ii, due' chiedly to tho substitution of 
warders for jail guarels, wliie li is still being e'lirrie'd out. Tho municipal police, 
exclusive of (Jah'utta iind llie Suburbs, incluellng all grades, numbered 6,480 
men, or 17 Iciss than in 1873. 

5. The total expesielilure on account of the regular pejliec force during 
the past ye«ir was Us. 37,r)r),t)(>0, as against Its. 13,01),206 during the previous 
year, resulting in a sa^ing of ujiwards of three lakhs on tho sanctioned estimate. 
Financially tliis ri'suU is satisfai^tory, as siu‘wing (what tho Lieutenant-Governor 
knows indeed to be the fad) that there has been considerable c(ionomy 
exorcised in tlu' administration of the dejiartmeiit. The cost of tho municipal 
police, exclusive of Cahaitta and llu; ^suburbs, was Ks. 5,22,912. In the 
constitution of the latti'r Ions', no change calling for remark was effected 
during llio past year; the slight ultmations in tho force sanetiojied for several 
towns resulted on tlie whole in a small saving, amounting to Rs. 2,455, as 
c()m])ared with the expt'nditun' of the previous year. 

0. Tlic rural ])oliee are said to have coiitimicd in the same unsatisfactory 
condition as heretofore in resjx'ct to irn'gularity in the jiayment of the duos 
and allowances to tlu' mi'ii, and con^^eqiu'nt injury to their efficiency. Since 
the close of the year, however, slops have been" taken to extend to a large 
number of districts the provisions of AeJ VI (R.D.) of 1870, by means of 
which the Lh'utenant-Governor is conthhmt tliat the evils eoinplaiued of 
resulting ehh'lly from the non-payment of ilu^ chowkeedars for their services, 
can with a vigorous administialion be n'lnoved. As so much dejiends on tho 
cliowkei'dars in the matb'r of r< j)orting and di'tccting eririie, the Lieutenant- 
Governor is glad to observt' that a gri'ater nmnixT of rewards have been given 
to those mi'll during the past yi'ar than has hithi'rto boon tho case. Practically 
the point is this; if these mi'ii are nuiiutainod in arospeetablcstatus, they afford 
such a degree of aid in ilu' n'])ression of eririic as cannot otherwise be obtained* 
if they are not, they are a])t themselves to bi'comc the loaders in crime, for tho ' 
commission of which they have peculiar facilities. 

7. In consequemre of the* increase of the grain traffic, the strength of the tti 
railway police was temporarily iiicreast'd during tho year. In several districts 
alsi.) extra patrol guards were em»)loycd on the chief routes loading through the 
distressed districts. Tho result of these measures was satisfactorv. 
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8. The question of maintaining road patrols on the chief lines of com¬ 
munication in ordinary times is ono involved in some difficulty. The expensive 
establishments maintained on the Grand Trunk Road are said to have answered 
their purpose. Tlio groat bulk of the traffic has now, however, been diverttnl 
by the railway, and the same incentives to crime do not exist as foriiK'rly. 
It is in the wilder parts of llazareebagh, Lohardugga, and in the jungly dis¬ 
tricts of Western Bengal, that proti*(*tion for travellers is now ehieHy required. 
In these parts the J^ieutenant-GoviTnor is glad to observe that practical 
measures have been adopted during the year for road patrol by the (\stablish- 
mont of posts at convenient distances along the lines of traffic, at which local 
watchmen, digwars or ghatwals, have bet'u stationed. Even tliis measure may 
not, however, bo an unmixed good if a sufficient subsistence is not assured to 
these men, who may, as exp(Ti(‘ncc shows, when pn'ssed with want, join the 
depredators whose movements th(*y are s(*t to watch. 

9. It is satisfactory to notice that tluj number of officers and imm of the 
force dismissed or otherwise puiiislu'd during tin year was somewliat less than 
in the previous ono. The discipline of the force, howewer, in scvt'ral districts, 
among which Jessoro, llowrali, and Moorshedabad an* most conspicuous, was 
fur from satisfactory, if an iiderencc is to bo drawn from tbe large number of 
men whom it was found necessary to dismiss. IHu* continued infr(*quency of 
complaints of torture and oppression is a mattiT for congratulation, as well as 
the fact that in the cases where charges were made on good grounds convic¬ 
tions were obtained. The fact, liowiwer, that there should be any torture at 
all, even in the slightest degn'c, is most grievous. ITu; Lieiitonant-Govenior 
earnestly hopes that all police officers will do their utmost to (*xiirpate utterly 
such an evil from the department. Promotion was given to 300, and money 
rewards to 380 men of all ranks for good conduct. A pro])er syst^Mvi has now 
been laid down for tlic grant of good-conduct stripes, and the number of 
TiHui so distinguished in the force amounts to 3,086. The drill and external 
dis(upHne of the polic(* reservi's at the head-(|uarters of the di.stT icts, and espettially 
on the several froiitiiu’s, have b(*eu found by the Lieutonant-Govonior to be 
fairly good. 

10. The si'rvico of ])roc(‘.ss in erliniiial cases has hitlierto fonned no small 
portion of the work of tlie police. JHu^jli relief, it was hopi'd, would be alforded 
to them by tbe iiitro(Iii(‘lioii of the n(‘w rules, uiuh*r which separate establish¬ 
ments were to he entertained for tin* ]>urpos{3 s(‘rving process in non- 
cognizablo case.s. 'I'his e\[H'ctatioii, tin* Li(*utcnant-( lovernor observes, lias not 
been disap])oiuted. 4310 nunib(‘r of suininoitscs s(‘rv(*d by the police in 1874 was 
only 181,18*3, against 3.>l,o0l in the previous year. Larg(*astbis decrease 
is, it do(3S not, howevcT, repri'sent to the full the r(‘lief A\liich ought to have been 
afforded by the now rules, as full effect was not giv('n to tluaii during the year 
in certain districts. It is again necessary to call the attention of the Inspector- 
General to the (‘iiormoLis nuinlier of “other (U'ders''ylii<'b are said to have 
boon served by the police, anioiiuling to I31(>,777. In 43rhoot and cortuiii 
other districts, as obs('rved in regard to the report for 1873, tlie famino may 
have given occasion to tin* issue of a large innnber of th(*se orders; but in 
the 24-lVrgunnalis, in wliicli no less than 28,813 such oich'rs issued during 
the past year, nosuffiei(‘nt (jxplanatlon is ail’or(I(‘d of the exci'ssivc burden which 
was thus thrown on tin*, police. 

11. The number of distri(‘ts in which tbe work of inspection is said to have 
been insufficit'ntly atlend(*d to by the District Suporinteiidcnts was very small, 
while in most cas<*s an explanation of tin* omis-sion is forthcoming. It is credit¬ 
able to Colonel Puglie and his d(‘pn<ies that tli(‘y sliould have visited no less 
than 29 of the districts in tlu'se jirovinees during the year under i c'view. Sir 
Richard Temple noiita‘s with satisfaction the large number of Dislriei and 
Assistant Superiiiteiidi‘nts who liav<j been singled out for special mini ion in tho 
61st paragraph of tho r( ])ort; inasmuch as a study of the annals of tlie depart¬ 
ment brings out in striking r<‘lief tho good consecjuences which iinin(*<liately 
pervade the police in any tract of country when tho District SuixTintondent 
exerts himself in a speci{dly str(‘nuous manner. 43ic gi)od n'sults known to 
have been attained in some di^ti icts by tho intlucnco of the J)istri(jt Suporin- 
tendent, such districts as J\Iidnnpore, Hhagiilporc, Tirhoot, Purn(*uh, Tipperah 
and others, and the ba<l results in Hurun, 81ialiabad, Uccrbhoom, Moorshedabad, 
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and others, lend force to the presumption that whenever the result in any given 
district is continuously bad, tliere must be some deficiency traceable to the 
District Superintendent himself. The Lieutenant-Glovemor begs the attention 
of all police oificjors to this consideration. The same remark applies with the 
same cogency to tlie Magistrates, who must be regarded as equally responsible 
for failure, or as equally sharing the credit. 

12. Crime ,— In the past year a very considerable increase is observable 
in cognizable crinu?. In part this is owing to some change made in the classifi- 
catif)n of certain offen(;es by the amended Code of Criminal Pro(‘.edure. Making 
every allowance for this, however, the fact remains that there was a substantial 
increase of offenc(\s during the year. 'Fho total numbcjr of offences reported 
wiis 120,122, against 114,828 in the previous year, and 108,404 in 1872. 
Deducting false <;asos, the balance of cases accepted as true was 99,191 in 1874, 
88,000 in 1870, and 82,988 in 1872. The proporiion in which these offences 
were distributed under the several recognised Heads of crime is shown in the 
following tabic:—

13. From the above, it appears that the increase has been chiefly confined 
to offences falling under Classes III, IV, and V. The addition of ‘‘hurt^’ to 
the number of offences under Class IV more than accounts for tho increase 
under that head. Uruh^r the other two classes, con.sidcrable as the increase is, it is 
much less than miglit have been antieipated from the exceptional circumstances 
of tho year. With tho exception of th(5 Cooch Beliar and Dacca Divisions, in 
which there was some docnmso, crime has increased in all the other divisions 
of the provinces under tho Government pf Bengal, and notably in Burdwan, 
Rajshahye, Patna, and Bhagulpore. Tlio scanuty, Mr. Ilankoy thinks, was 
directly the causes of mueli of that class of crime which is usually the result 
of want. His rmnarks on tho causes to which the increase in crime may bo 

S >ncTaliy ascribed arg interesting. Chief among these Mr. llankey mentions 
e increase of population and of manufactures, and tho enhancement of prices 
consequent on the progress of civilisation. 

14. With respect to cases struck off as false, the Licutonant-Govemor 
observes that tho gonenil p(*r(;cntago of such cases has fallen off from 23*4 in 
1872 and 23*3 in 1873 to 21*3 during tho past year, and that, as in former years, 
tho largest percentage occurred in tin; Dac<*a Division, where out of 15,780 
cases reported 6,460 were expunged as false. In Backergunge alone more than 
onc-hali the cases rcpoi-ttnl wore declared to be false. As a rule, however, 
even in tho same districts the fluctuations in tho number of such cases fn)m year 
to year is so marked as to leave but lilth' doubt that the varying results must 
be in a great measunj attributable to iliibn’eiKios of procedure on the part of 
succeeding distric^t officers. Notwitbstaiuliiig, however, these fluctuations, tho 
proportion of false cases has geiun ally been the smallest in tho Urtloo-speaking 
districts. Mr. Ilankoy’s remarks on Ibis subject, as well os those regarding the 
failure on the part of Magi-tratos to take propi^r notice of the offence of bringing 
false charges, have tho Lientcuant-Govmior’s concurrence. The attention of 
Magistrates is again requested to tho desirability of visiting with punishment 
every complainant who may bci proved to have brought a false and malicious 
complaint. But it is hardly credible that all tho cases rejected as false were 
wholly without foundation. Mere exaggeration is doubtless accountable for 
the rejection of many complaints. This exaggeration, when unconscious ur 
unintentional, may properly go unnoticed; but Ilis Honor, in referring to the 
remarks recorded by him on this subject lost year, must again insist upon 
proper action being taken when wilfully false charges are brought with a view 
to m pexTordon of justice. 
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‘16. Of the 126,123 cases reported, 14,334, or 11*3 per cent., were not 
inquired into by the police. But though this general result is very similar to that 
of previous years, the percentages of 1873 an(J 1873 being 11-5 and 11*6 
respectively, the table furnished by the Inspector-General snows that much 
diversity of practice prevails in this particular also in the procedure of dilTcrent 
District Magistrates, the percentages varjdng from *4 in the Backorgungo and 
Mymensingh districts to 5.3-5 in the Sarun district. In reviewing the report for 
1873, the Lieutenant-Governor pressed upon the attention of the Commissioner 
pf Patna the course of procedure followed in Sarun, where for that year only 
38*9 per cent, of the cases reported were inquired into. During the past year 
matters have not much improved, as 46-5 only of the cases reported were 
inquired into. The Lieutenant-Governor observes, however, that tlio Commis¬ 
sioner is reported to have taken measures to jmt a stop to this al)use,^ and it 
is hoped that the effect of these measures may be apparent in tho returns of the 
current year. 

16. Deducting cases thus passed over and cases expunged as false, but 
adding cases which f)ccurred in tho previous year, but wliich wore not brought 
under inquiry until after its close, a number of 8(5,'^>66 cases rcnmiiied, against 
73,141 ill 1873. The results of‘ilie proceedings of the police as regards tlio 
accused in these cases were as follows:—

The Lieutenant-Governor concurs with tho Inspector-General in consider¬ 
ing that tlieso results are creditable, ti\c percentage of cases in which convictions 
obtained having been 30’8 per cent., against 38 per cent, in 1873. I he number 
of persons actually put on trial is said to have amounted to 93,524, of wdiom 
61*7 per cent, were finally convicted, against 50*9 in 1873. 

17. In the 99th j)aragraph of his report, Mr. llankej gives a table showing 

the percentage, of acquittals to jiersons brought to trial in each district in the 
Lower Provinces, Judged by this standard, the working of the police was 
^unsatisfactory in Beerbhoom, Niiddea, and Moovshedabad, in w'hich districts 
the percentages were 40, 47, and 48 respectively. On tlie other band, the 
percentages were very good in Howrali, Darjeeling, and Dinugopore, where they 
amounted to 18, 19, and 23 only. Speaking ol the largo number of cases whien 
break down before the court of sessions, Mr. Ilankoy Ifeays: The failure 

complained of is, I believe, to bo largely, if not mainly, attributable to the 
character and peculiarities of tlio people themselves. In point of fact, the 
evidence on which tlie lower court commits is not tho same evidence upon which 
the higher court acquits. The length of time (hat fnujuently ('lapses between 
the day on which the witness first appears before the Magistrate and that on 
wbich ne appears before tho Judge too often proves fatal to tho value of his 
evidence.” These remarks apply, though in a less degree, to tho failure of eases 
before the Magistrate which nave seemed good to tho police. While at the 
sessions, in many districts, from 60 to 70 per cent, of the jiersons committed 
escape, before tho Magistrate the proportion is not unfrcquently from 40 to 50 
per cent. I'his is one of tliose matters in which the pointing out of tlie defect 
IS while tho finding of a remedy is difficult. 

18. The ^lue of the property stolen during the year amounted to 
. Rs: 9,63,020, as against Es. 11,09,028 in 1873; the amount recovered was 
«B8. 3,08,693*, or 32 per cent., as compared with 25*1 per cent, only during the 
previous year. 

19. Taking erimo according to its sub-division into classes, it is observed 
that the number of true cases under Class 1, ‘‘ Offences against tho State,” has 
fallen frougi 2,929 in 1873 to 2,606 during the past year; and convictions were 
obtained in 1,342 cases, as compared with 1,565. Rioting, tho chief offence 
ranked under Class I, which has largely decreased since 1871, has shown 
a further decrease of 298 cases as compared with 1871, and was of much less 
frequent occurrence in the Rajshahye (tivision during the past than in the 
previous year, when the rent disputes were at their heiglit.^ It continued, 
nowever, to be very frequent in the districts of the Dacca division, where it is 
not seldom attended by bloodshed. The Lieutonant-Govemor believes that the 
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local courts are alive to the necessity of dealing severely with every casO of 
rioting where it is proved satisfactorily that deadly weapons have been used; 
and ho trusts tliat the severe spntonces which have of late been imposed in some 
cases will have an off(?ct in repressing this crime. ^ The Lieutenant-Governor 
greatly regrets to find that in Eastern Bengal riotihg is attributed to disputes 
between zemindars and ryots. Steps have been taken to compose these 
disputes, with a certain dii^ee of success so far; but it is hoped that there 
may soon be such modifications of the law as may enable the collectorate 
authorities to o]jviat(^ the causes of the disputes. The Lieutenant-Governor is» 
sorry to find that tlie same cause, namely, ill feeling between the zemindars 
and ryots, is reported as bringing about a large proportion of the numerous 
cases "of wrongful eonfiiKJinent. 'J^lic attention of the Government^ is being 

i )articidarly directed to the removal or alleviation of the causes of such iB 
(?cling wherev'or it may ^xist. In the Presidency Division, especially in the 
Jossorc district, a considerable number of breaches of the peace have occurred, 
but generally tlie cases have been of a much loss serious character than in the 
iiciglibouring districts of Backcrgiingc and Fui'eedjxjre. In the Presidency, 
Dacca, and Ohittiigoug Divisions, this crime appears to have been successfully 
dealt with, the pt>r(ieutages of conviction being largo in all the districts; but 
the general porcc^ritage of convictions has fallen off from 41 in 1873 to 37’5, 
tho results being most unfavorable in the districts of the Burdwan division. 
On the whole, the Tiicutonant-Governor dooms it just to all concomed to declare 
that tho decrease in ret^ent years of agrarian lawlessness, of the employment of 
luttials or clubmen, and of other violent nn^thods, constitutes one of the most 
satisfactory signs in thci present condifion of Bengal. Doubtless many causes 
have contributed to this good result, ^u<*h as the better adjustment of the 
relations between hindlord and tenant, and the gradual jraising of the status of 
tho peasantry. And police administration can claim only a limited share in 
tho credit. 


20. The decrease shown of 487 cases falling under Class II, that is, of serious 
offences against the person, is a satisfactory feature in the returns; tho more so 
seeing that convictions wore obtained in an increased proportion of cases. The 
percentage of persons convicted to those arrested has also risen from 43 to 45.. 
Of 302 true cases of murder, 125 were detected, against 139 detected out of 
389 cases in the previous year. The result of tho investigations held in Moor- 
shedabad, Midnapom Tipperah, and Rungporc, was far from satisfactory. In 
F'ureodporo and Itajllialiye the proportion of convictions obtained was good, 
and in the 24-Perguniuih8 and Sarun very good. Mr. Hankey remarks on the 
great prevalence of tlio crime of murder in tho Sonthal Pergunnahs, tho number 
of cases there exceeding those wliich occur in the whole of the other districts 
of the division put together. With 12 true cases in 1874, convictions were 
obtained in four only. Considering tho small extent to which the police are 
used in this district, they can hardly be held rcsiwnsible for this result. The •* 
inference would apparently indicate the desirability of employing tho« regular 
police agency more largely in that part of tho country. 

21. As regards other offences falling under Class II, the only pointy worthy 
of remark are the serious nature of several cases of rape which occurred, the 
increase in.the number *of infants exposed, especially in tho Patna Division 
(a result ascribed to the scarcity), an increase in the number of cases of 
attemT)tcd suicide, and a decrease in cases of grievous hurt, administering 
stupefying drugs, and of kidnapping or abduction. 

22. Under Class III, which includes serious offences aminst person and, 
property, there has been a largo increase of cases, the number tor the past year 
oeing 2,010, as against 1,202 in 1873. The chief heads of crime showing an 
increase are dacoity and serious mischief. The number of dacoitios reported 
during the year amounted to 465, against 350 in 1873 and 34bin the previous year. 
The districts which showed tlie most remarkable increase, taking the average 
of the five preceding years, were Bcorbhoom, Moorshedabad^ and Julpigoree.. 

In the Burdwan Division the number of dacoitios increased from 72 m 187JS • 
to 116 during the past year, and the results generally were very unsatis- 
f(^tory. In 50 cases only were convictions obtained, and of 624 persons 
brought to trial only 197 were convicted. The results were most unfavorable in 
ttie Baerbboom, Bankoora, and Burdwan districts. In* the district first niuned

17 cases only were detected out of a total of 58, and only 60 persons were 
convicted, while no less than 176 were acquitted. Want is said to have 
been the primary cause of' the large number of dacoities in this and tlie 
other districts of the division, and the majority of cases are shown to have be<m 
committed during the months of April, May, and Juno, when the scarcity was 
at its height. It is satisfactory to learn, however, that since the deputation of 
a special additional police force to the Beerbhoom district, there has been 
a cessation of dacoity; but tlie marked prevalence of the crime in the division is 
greatly eondemnatory of the police, and calls for the careful attention of the 
Commissioner and the District Officers. In Midnapore the Inspector-General 
expresses himself as highly satisfied with the steps taken to put down dacoity. 
The Lieutenant-Governor observes that convictions were obtained in no loss 
than 15 out of 17 cases reported and accepted as true. Still, the number of 
prisoners acquitted was very largo, having amounted to 120, against 64 convicted, 
and these figures would seem to show tliat some unnecessary arrests must have 
been made by the police. 

In the Presidency Division there wore 15 df^coities, as against nine in 1873. 

^ Convictions were obtained in ciglit cases, and of 74 persona brought to trial, 43 
' were convicted. No convictions were obtained in the three cases which 
occurred in Jessore. In the 24-Pcrgunnahs and in Nuddea the results were 
favorable. 

In the Rajshahye Division dacoities increased from 113 to 135. In 38 cases 
only were convictions obtained, and of 652 persons brought <o trial, 285 only 
were convicto<l. The results are most unsatisfa(*.tory in the Moorshedabad an(l 
Dinagcporc districts. The prevalence of the crime in the former district was 
noticed in the report for 1873, and special measures wore adopted to check its 

E rowth. With this view six experimental outposts were established; but the 
ieutenant-Governor observes that it is as yet impossible to judge of the effects, 
as these outposts were not established until July and August, and when upwards 
of 40 cases had occurred. In Rungporo and Pubna there was a decrease of 
thirteen and six cases respectively. 

In the Dacca Division dacoities have decreased from 17 to 12, but in two - 
eases only were convictions obtained. The Commissioner, however, concludes 
that but little blame attaches to the police, as, with two exceptions, the dacoities 
were committed on the rivers, and such cases are most 4ifficult to detect. 
Though something may no doubt bo said for this conclusion, the Lieutenant- 
Governor cannot accept it. Better arrangements must bq made for patrolling 
the rivers in boats; the habits of the boatmen, fishermen, and other classes who 
live much on the rivers must be observed, and the bad characters, or the suHjiected 
members of gangs, among thorn must bo brought to account. 

In the Bhagulpore Division dacoities have increased from 20 to 38. In eight 
cases only were convictions obtained, and of 225 persons brought to trial, 36 
only were convicted. Of the total number of cases, 30 occurred in the Purnoali 
district alone, and of 202 persons brought to trial only 34 were convicted. 
The explanation given for those results is not satisfactory. Special measures 
have been taken to repress the prevalence of the crime in this district, 
but these did not come into oporation till the latter half of the year. So far, 
however, as can yet bo judged, they have been attended with success. 

In the Patna Division cases of dacoity have fallen from 45 to 38. The 
results are more favorable than in the Bhagulpore and Rajshahye Diyision.s, 

* the number of cases in which convictions were obtained being 16, and of 240 
l^rsons brought to trial 102 were convicted; but the Lieutenant-Governor 
concurs with the Commissioner in considering that the results arc far from 
satisfactory. 

In the Chota Nagpore Division dacoities increased from 34 to 45, and 
these occurred chiefly in the Hazareebagh and Manbhoom districts. In six 
cases only were convictions obtained, and of 124 persons brought to trial 20 
only wore convicted. The results are unsatisfactory, and espemally so in 
llanbhoom. Of 15 true cases in this district only one was detected, and of 
.48 persons brought to trial only two were convicted. Credit is due to the 
Lohe^ugga police for the clever capture made by them of a gan^ of dacoits 
who had committed no less than five dacoities in the Palamow sub-mvisiou. 
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In the Orissa and Chittagong Divisions only one and four dacoities 
respectively wore rr*ported. 

Tlio large nuinbcr of these heinous offences, and the general inability of 
the police to d(‘al successfully witli this crime, as above noticed, are matters 
which dcnuind tlu' sorir)ns coiisidc^ration of the Iiispecior-General. The increase 
of diicoity cases from 8of) in 1873 to 465 in 1874 is quite the most serious 
circumstalico in this annual rijport. Doubtless much of this crime is of a 
coinpanitiv(4v mild charachu’; some of the increase, too, is due to the famine 
in some districts, or to the scai'iaty in others. So far, and so far only, is the 
Lioutenant-doNrernor willing to accept the palliation offered for so unsatisfactory 
a result. On the other liand, lu^ must warn all police officers that he believes the 
greater part of tliis (Tirm' to be preveiitibh?, and that, wlierover it roars its head, 
there must bo sonu* fault on tlu^ ])art of the Magistrate and the District Superin¬ 
tendent. 44ie continiKMl prevalence of suc.h a crime Avill not bo tolerated 
in any district, us it will ho taken to indicate a want of the first qualities which 
ought to distinguish tlie charactiT of a ])oli(;e officer. Tlie real dacoities are 
committed by profcissional crinuuals who are known, or whose cxisteiK^o is cer¬ 
tainly asceitaiiuible, and who lielong to gangs which are traoeiiblo on enquiry. 
These men will sooner or later he found and cauglit if the Magistrate and tne 
District Superintendcuit address themselves to the task with a resolve not to be 
baffled. 

23. In the present report the crime of robbery Ijas afforded' little matter 
for comment. The figures closely follow .those of the previous year, the 
number of true eases having been 255, against 253; the number of cases 
detected SO, against 75 ; the uumher of persons punished 170, against 146. The 
amount of ])ropcrtj’’ pluiidonMl was lls. 10,250, ugfiinst Rs. 8,331. 

24. 3Mie transfer of simple hurt from the list of iioii-cognisahle to that 
of cognisable offences has had the effect of nun’o flian doubling the number of 
crimes whieh in 1873 a])poare(l under Class IV, Minor offences against the 
person.” If those are deducted, a decrease is shown of 756 cases as compared 
with 1873. Of the total number a very largo proportion consists of cases 

. of wrongful restraint and confineimuit, ami, as in ilio preceding year, these 
have chiefly occurred in the Dacca and Rajshahyo Division^. The* very largo 
proportion of charges under tliese heails whicJi were struck off as false is 
osjiecially noticeable in the neiglihoiiriiig districts of Purneah, "^Dinagepore, 
and Rungpore, ami in Rackerginigo and Mymensingli. 

25. Ill considering Class V, comprising minor offences against property, 
it is coiiveniont to include serial Nos. 35 and 36 of Class III, that is, the graver 
forms of house-trespass ami housc'-hreaking. Counting those, but excluding 
false eases, tlic total numhtir of offences was 69,948 in tlie past year, against 
59,269 in 1873 and 53,996 in 1872. Tlie number of cases detected increased 
from 11,514 in the year last mcntioneil to 12,630 in 1873, and 17,508 in 
1874. The Lioutenant-Govcrnor agrees with Mr. Ilankey in considering that 
the results of the working of the pf>lic(' in these cases were more satisfactory 
than in tlie previous two years. The gi'oat increase observable under this 
head is cliiofly attributable to cases of theft and lurking house-trespass. In 
cases of house-trespass and house-hn'aking tlie results 5f police inquiry were, as 
usual, very unsuccessful. In cases of ordinary theft the police have generally 
succeedofl in obtaining convictions in a larger proportion of cases than during 
the previous year. Tlie increase of such cases is specially marked in those 
divisions and districts in which w%ant prevailed, and has been ascribed to this 
cause. 4\iking both the ahovenamed crimes together, the number of cases 
reported in tho Patna Division was 20,321, against 16,304 in 1873, and in 
the Bhagulpore Division 8,082, against 6,413. At the same time tlie “ cases 
convicted” in those divisions, respectively, amounted to 3,616 and 1,674, 
against 1,008 and 994 in the previous year. In a year of scarcity, these results 
wore to have boon expected. 

26. Cattle-theft Ls a crime whieh appears to have increased lai^goly during 
the past year, and the Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion that this result cannot 
fairly l>e attributed to better reporting. There is, ho fears, a real increase, 
due in some degree to criminal organization. The exigencies of the 
grovfilig demand for hides do doubtless afford some temptation, and cattle are 
som^tinios systematically poisoned for the sake of their nides. In the Patnar 
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Division the increase amounted to 229 cases; in the Bha^julporo Division to 
164. In the Rajshahye Division, where a steady in(*.rcaso is also observable, 
the result is attributed to an increase in the hide trade. These eircumstaiujos 
cause much mischief and scandal, and the Lieutenant-Qovemor believes that if 
tlio attention of District Superintendents shall be strenously directed to^ Ibo 
subject, some means of prevention will be found. Ho will hold these oflicers 
responsible either to effect sucdi prevention, or to shovr that they have done 
all that was possible in this direction without entire success. 

27. Much of the crime falling under Class VI, “ Other offences not 
specified,” concerns the revenue law's. A very marked increase is observable 
in the cases under the salt laws, the number of offences having been 1,075 in the 
past, compared with 807 in the previous year. There was^an increase, almost 
m a similar ratio, in tlie number of persons convicted. The case reported from 
Howrah, where an attempt was made to smuggle 1,000 mauiuls of salt, 
exemplifies the serious frauds to which the revenue is subject. Under the (»xcise 
and opium laws a decrease in crime is observable, and the convictions are 
reported to have been satisfactory. 

28. In successive years the importance of controlling the movements of 
bad characters in the several districts where crime w'as most frequent has been ‘ 
pointed out. The Lieu ten ant-Gfovornor has, moreover, expressed himself a» 
anxious that charges of Iftid character should, wdicn possildc', bo tried 
on the spot, that is, in the neighbourhood of tho defendant’s dwidling. Ho is 
glad to observe that this procedure is receiving a trial, and that its results 
are favorably reported on. Increased attention is in most districts being given 
to the movements of bad characters, andw'itli the best effects, notably in Midna- 
pore, Purneah, and Riingporo. Tho Lieutenant-Governor hopes that Magistrates 
will note the remark of tho Inspector-General, that it is not sufficient to increase 
the number of the names on the register, but that tho most important thing is, 
after registration, to watch the proceedings of those who liavo been brought on 
tho register. The Lieutenant-Governor believes that in tho present circum¬ 
stances of tho country there is no single thing so conducive to good police 
administration as tho watching of bad characters. In most places there are 
bad characters who are well knowm to the neighbourhood, and doubtless these 
are the persons who commit much of the crime whi(jh figures in' tho returns. 

In some places they are well looked after, and crime decreases in a tolerably 
exact proportion. In many places, however, they arc inefficiently looked after, 
and enme proportionally flourishes. The Lieutenant-Governor w^ould W'arn all 
District Superintendents that they will be expected to show fully the measures 
adopted for tho surveillance of baa characters. 

29. Tho Lieutenant-Governor observes with regiTt tho large increase which 
is reported to have occurred in offences affecting tho safety of travellers by rail. 
This is specially marked in cases of theft of spikes and huicing. I^tagistratfis have 
already been warned against dealing with such offences leniently. The diffi¬ 
culty, however, is to detect the offenders, and there is much reason to fear that 
the impunity they have hitherto enjoyed will not favor a decri*aso in crime. 
Out of 69 cases of theft of tho materials abovementioned, in 22 cases only 
wore convictions obtained. Sir Richard Temple is doubtful how far any effoctivo 
system of patrol could be organized, but if tlie Assistant Inspector-General has 
any specific proposals to make on the subject they should bo separately 
suWitted. 

30. Tlio total number of non-cognisablo cases instituted during the year, 
whether by complaint or by the action of tho ]\Iagistratcs, was 92,225, 
,a.gainst 104,742 in 1873. Process was issued in 70,881 cases, compared with 
85,673 in the previous year. The number of cases in which tho police w^re 
employed to investigate was 6,007, against 6,228 in 1873. Of the 75,529 defend¬ 
ants who appeared in court, 8,426 were dischtu’gcd, 23,848 wore acquitted, and 
41,931 were convicted. 

31. Against tho decrease in crime indicated by these figures must be 
^ placed tho increase in cognisable cases, caused by the transfer to that head of 

the offences of simple hurt and mischief. Omitting these, the ratio of convic¬ 
tions to acquittals considerably improved during tho past year. This, tho 
Inspector-General thinks, shows that the magistracy have exercised a' better • 
discretion in the use of their powers, and have been more careful in the matter 
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of issuing process. Notwithstanding the decrease in the number of offences, 
there was a slight increase in tluj number of cases in which the police 'W'ere 
employed to make inquiry. Tliis is hardly satisfactory. The Lieutenant- 
Governor observes, however, thatst(q»s have been taken by some Commissioners 
to ensure thooxerci.se of more discretion in this matter in future. The attention 
of the Magistrate of Midiiaporc should particularly be directed to the mattei*. 

As rc'gards professional criminals, the present report adds little to 
what wo already know. Allusi()ri is made to the irreclaimable habits of the 
Mnghya domes. It is under contemplation by the Lioutenant-Govenior to take 
special measures with a view to reclaim this tribe, if possible, to habits^of honest 
industry. Similar steps will also be adopted for tlie control of the Bedyas, 
a tribe who are n'ported to have been driven out of Jossore into Nuddea by 
the strict survcillau(;e which their predatory habits liave rendered necessary. 

33. In concluding his report, Mr. Hankey condenses the remarks of the 
local oflic.crs on the general cliaractcr of the police in the several districts. 
These are generally favorable. In a few districts, as in Pumoah, Shahabad, and 
Moor.shcdabad, their shortcoming.s have been conspicuous, but in most districts 
there is no doubt that the tone of tlio force is improving. In Gya the polico 

’ have not hitherto borne a good reputation fpr detective ability. 

34. The Licutenant-Govornor observes what jis stated by Mr. Hankey in 
his 229th paragraph in regard to the numerical Insufficiency of the polico to 
discharge tlicir duties efficiently. In cases where good cause can be shown 
for strengthening the force, the question will bo considered on separate 
representations, so far as financial considerations may permit. It must be 
remembered, however, that much may bo done to increase the efficiency of 
the existing force by judicious distribution, as well as by revising the allotments 
made to the several districts as occasion may require, and also by sparing the 
police any miscellaneous duty which can reasonably be avoided. 

35. Tho thanks of Government are due to Mr. Hankey for the full and 
interesting report submitted by him. Tho Liciitcuant-Govcmor wishes that 
ho could give unqualified commendation to the efforts of tho polico during 
1874; but this is impossible in tho face of the increa.so of dacoity and of 
cattle theft, the ch^fiMjtivc surveillance of bad characters in many places, and 
the proved mismanagcjuciit in several di.stricts. Though tho names of those 
officers who have bc(^n in fault arc well remembered by tho Lieutenant- 
Governor, ho will refrain from mentioning them. lie deems it but right, 
however, to declare hi.s high satisfaction ifvdth Mr. Macaiday, Major Gordon, 
Captain Skinner, and Colonel Knyvett, among tho long list of officers who 
have done well. 

30. Tho Lioutonant-Govonior has boon at some pains to loam the general 
estimation in which the pedico i.s held by the natives of these provinces. He is 
disappointed at finding that this estimation is not so favorable as might have 
been expected in many quarters. In many sections of public opinion, tho police 
is more complained of than perhaps any other institution in tho country. 
Wliilo making every allowance for difficulties in this respect, the Lieutenant- 
Governor would urge all Magistrates and all superior police officers to strive to 
render tho force coinparativ(4y pure and popular, and free from malpractices. If 
they will patiently and j udiciously enquire among the people into the general 
character borne by the force, and attend to oveiy instance wlicro such character 
is reasonably impeached, very much good may be effected. Tho •Liouteuant- 
Govemor is w(dl aware that one main difficulty with which our officers have to 
contend is the inferiority of the pay and sjintus of the sub-inspectors of various 
grades as compared with the important work they have to do. The most 
conspicuous need in the present police, indeed, is tho raising^ of the status of 
tho Idwcr grades of tho native officers. Tlio remedy here is mfficult for finan¬ 
cial reasons, among other, but the Lieutenant-Governor will try to, compaaei it, 
if possible. On the other hand, the Lieutenant-Governor will not condeimn the ^ 
jiotico force inconsiderately, as he well knows that there is no doparimont in^ 
which it is more difficult to give satisfaction. And on tho whole, Sir Richard 
Temple deems it just to tho Polico Department, and also to Colonel Pughe and 
- other oflicers who have ably supervis^ it, to record the following qualified 
remarks in its favor. 
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37* It was understood from the first that tlie regular organization of the 
police, as prescribed by Act V of 1861, ought to bo allowed a trial extending over 
at least a certain number of years, lliis organization has now had a twelve 
years’ trial, and wo ought to be able to say whether it has failed or 
succeeded. So far as the Lieutenant-Governor can learn, in Bengal it has 
certainly not failed. It has succeeded to some extent; but that elttent has not 
been so great as might reasonably have been expected. ^ It has effected some 
considerable improvement, though by no means all the improvement which 
its framers probably anticipated. It has ensured the undivided attention of a 
trained body of officers in a department where their activity is peculiarly 
needed. It has c^ffectually made the police quite separate from the magis¬ 
terial and the district establishments, thus precluding that combination of one 
set of employ<5s with the other—those wheels Avithin wlieels of misconduct 
which, ill former days, used to baffle iiivcstigafions, and in this respect it 
has introduced a marked change for the bottom. It has greatly raised the 
character and status of the suj)orior native ollicers of the force, and has 
to that extent checked malpractices and corruption. Though it has not 

S revented such evil things in the lower branches of the for<?o, and has not 
one so much for the character and status of tlio petty officers and the 
constables, still even there it has effected some good, and has, at all events, 
substituted discipline for indiscipline. It has had a largo and creditable share 
in the improved detection and repression of crime, which has been obtained of 
late years in Bengal. But it has failed to eradicate altogether some of those 
grievous faults, such as fabrication of evidence, occasional maltreatment of 
arrested persons, prisoners, and the getting up of false cases on a largo scale. 
Though it has not won the entire confidence of the natives, and though its 
shortcomings arc complained of by them, still they generally scorn to regard it 
as a step in the right direction, and would regard any retrogression from its 
principles as a real misfortune.

The Report for the previous year, with the orders of Government passed thereon. 

During the greater part of the past year Mr. Bignold retained charge of 
the Registration Department. In January last, however, Mr. Beverley resumed 
his appointment as Inspector-General, and continued to hold it till after the 
close of the year. The present report has been prepared by Mr. P. Hurley, 
who, throughout the year, hold the office of Inspector of Registration Offices, 
but, after its close, succeeded teinporariljr to Mr. Beverley’s appointment. The 
report has evidently been carefully drawn up, and gives much interesting 
information regarding the working of the department. 

2. In reviewing the report for 1873-74, the Lieutenant-Governor remarked 
on the great development of the operations of the department, owing to the 
extension of rural offices, and on the great increase in the number of registra¬ 
tions effected in consequence. He is pleased to observe from the present report 
that in these matters the results of the post year bear very favorable comparison 
with its predecessor. Forty-eight rural offices wore opened in the interiori 
bringing the whole number up to I2G, and since the close of the year 
23 additional offices have been added to the list. An unprecedented increase 
has at the same time taken place in the number of registrations effected. These 
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amounted to 423,873, against 324,352 in the previous year. Contrasting the 
results with those obtained four years previously, the great increase in the 
operations of the department is still more marked, and that notably in the 
tracts for whieli rural offices have now been established, as shown by the 
following figures

3. The Lieiitenant-Govornor considers that these results are extremely 
gratifying, and that they aft’ord every inducement to extend tlio system of 
establishing rural offices in the interior. It is clear that the people even in the 
rural areas are fully alive to tlie benefits of registration, and that, as additional 
rural offices liavc been opened out in each district, there has been a corre* 
spending increase in tlio nunibor of documents registered. The Lieutenant- 
Governor will bo glad to receive any well-considered applicationvS for the 
opening of more registration offices in the interior of tho districts. The extent 
to which advantage is takem of tho facilities for registration afforded in tho 
several provinces under this Government is shown in tho following table: —

These figures indicate that while much has been done in Ucngal to moot 
the convenience of tho people and to extend tlio usefulness of tlie department, 
much yet remains to bo done in tho other provinces, and notably in Orissa, 
where a considerable decline is observable in tho number of registrations 
effected. The Cornmisjiioncr of Orissa and the In specter-General will be 
requested to rcjiort separately on tho causes of this decline, inasmuch as, in the 
absence of exjilanation, tho presumption must bo adverse to tho character of 
the department for oniciency in tliat particular province. 

4. Estahlishmenh .—Tho number of offices of all kinds under tho control 
of tho Inspector-General of Registration at the close of the year was 246, as 
against 221 at the end of 1873-74, thus—

The figures for 1873-74, it is to be okserved, include 16 offices in districts 
now transferred to tlio Cldef Commis^ionerslnp of Assam, which are excluded 
from tho figures for tlie past year. The true increase in the number of offices 
in tho Lower Provinces during the }’oar would therefore seem to bo 41. The 
extent to which the iiuinbcv of rural offices has been increased has already 
formed the subject of remark ; tlicy nOw form more than one-half of tho whole 
number of offices. At sub-di visions these offices are gradually supplanting the 
regular offices; and in one instance, at Julpigorce, tho experiment has been 
tried of opening a rural office at the district head-quarters. 

5. In contrasting as above tho number of registrations effected in tlie past 
compared with tho previous year, all the districts transferred to Assam, except 
Begigtrationi effoctr.! in 1874-75 ...

With a few exceptions, of wliich Cuttack, Sylliot, and Chumparun are the 
only important ones, the gi’oat increase observable from the above figtfros is 
shared in by all districts; but the 24-Pergumialis, with an increase of 6,003 
documents, Chittagong, with an increase of 10,909, aiidJessoro, with an increase 
of 26,700 docum(Mits, arc by far the most cons])icuous as contributing to the 
general result. As pointed out by the Officiating Insjxictor-Goncral, Jessoro has 
indeed far outstript all other districts in the progressive development of regis¬ 
tration. The deeds registered tliero last year amounted to 50,573, against 
23,864 in the previous year. This result is in a groat measure accounted for 
by the fact that in the past year no loss than ten rural offices were opened in 
the district, while in 1873-74 there was but one such office. In a loss degree, 
the Officiating Inspector-General concurs with the District Registrar in assigning 
the high price of food-grains in parts of the district as the cause of tho increase 
of transactions. 

7. From tho table given above, it is to bo observed that as regards tho 
classes of documents registered, the increase in the transactions of tho year 
was greatest under tho heads of perpetual and other leases, the registration of 
which is compulsory, of sales for small amounts, and of mortgages and obliga¬ 
tions for tho payment of money. 

8. As regards perpetual leases, it is observed that the system of sub¬ 
infeudation, which of late years has been particularly noticeable in tlio littoral 
districts, though still confined to Eastern Bengal, lias received a great cxloasion 
during the year. From special enquiries made by tho Officiating Inspect^n - 
General, it appears that in Jessoro, Ciiittagong, Backergungo, and Noakhally 
actual cultivators seldom obtain tho leases in question, which are generally 
granted to middlemen with the object not uiifrcqucnlly of obtaining an 
enhancement of rent indirectly through them. The Licutenant-Oovernor must 
observe that the growth of this practice in Central Bengal would bo a matter 
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for regret. The attention of the Divisional Commissioners will bo separately 
drawn to the subject. As rcganls leases other than perpetual ones, the regis¬ 
tration of which is com])ul.sory, little variation is observable in the figures for 
Behar for tlie past two years, ('Xeo{)t as regards Mongliyr and Bhagulporo, 
where a consicloralde increasti is ol)scrval)le, and Chuniparun, where on the 
contrary tliero has been a dctirease. In Bengal there was a decrease in the 
districts of Midnaporo, Pubna, Backergungo, and Chittagong, but this was 
more tlian met by an increase in Jessore, Kajshahyc, Dacca, Mymensingh, and 
Tip])orali. 

9. Ill view of tlie late scandty it was to have been expected that there 
would bo a large increase in the number of sales, mortgages, and obligations 
for small amounts, as the poorer classes cliiofly would be atfocted by the high 
price of grain. This the returns show to liavo happened. Sales for large 
amounts during the past year but little exceeded on the whole the number in 
the jn-evious year, while in certain districts, and notably in several of those 
whore the scrircify was most felt, there was a considerable diminution in the 
number of such transactions As regards mortgages of largo amounts, the 
increase on the whole amounts to some 5,000 deeds. In the distressed districts, 
however, results did not vary materially from those of the previous year, the 
chief districts where the increase occurred being Burdwan, Midnaporo, Nuddea, 
and Moorsliodabad. As regards s.des for small amounts, there was an increase 
of over 1,000 documents in each of the districts of 1 bird wan, Midnaporo, and 
tlie 24-Pcrguiirialis, while the rest of the increase of 12,000 docuinonts observ¬ 
able on the whole was pretty generally distributed throughout the remaining 
distrhits. 

10. As regards mortgages for small amounts, tho ineniase on the whole 
was a little over 8,000 documents. Tho chief districts in which this increase 
occurred were Burdwan, Beerblioom, Midnaporo, the 24-Porgunnahs, and 
Chittagong In the Behar districts there was no material variation from tho 
results of tlie ])rcvioiis yiiar. As r(*gards obligations for tho n^payment of 
money, however, there was an increase of over 100 per cent, in Bliagulporo, and 
of some 80 per cent in Tirlmot. On tlie whole tliij increase in tho number of 
documents of tho kind registered was nearly 28.000. TIk', greater part of this 
iiicroaso occurred in the dislrhit of Jessore, t\w. number of such registrations 
there having risen from 0,0(58 in 187^-74 to 22,19S in the p.ast year. Tho 
other di'.tricts, whero a large increase is observable, are the 2 t-Porguiiu ihs and 
Nuddea. 

11. The tolal amount represented by the bonds registered in tlie past 
year was Ils. 1,22,8‘2,49<S, against Rs. 1,02,74,018 in the previous year. In 
some of ilio district returns great variations are observable, chielly in the value 
of bonds for largo anionnts. Thus in Moorshedabad there is a decrease of 
some four lakhs and in Patna of some live lakhs in the value of bonds for more 
than Ks. 5,000. On the oilier hand, there is an increase of over 15 lakhs as 
regards bonds of the same class registered in Oliuinparun. No explanation of 
these variations has be(‘n given. I’his explanation will bo separately called 
for. It must be understood by tho local officers that annual reports are prepared 
not only for the record of faints, but also for tlie ascertainment of tho causes, so 
that tho Government may sec whether any measure of improvement is 
called for. 

12. Tho total rt'c.eipis of tlie Registration Department during the year 
are stated to have been Rs. 5,52,825, against which is to bo placed a gross expendi¬ 
ture (incliuliiig printing f'harges, stationery, &c ) of Rs. 4,12,460, leaving a 
surplus of Rs. 1,89,875. From tho returns it docs not appear whether building 
charges ineurred in tlio Public Works Department have been debited against 
tho receipts or not. Jn future the amount of such charges should always bo 
stated. 

18. In reviewing tho report for 1878-74, the Lieutenant* Govern or pressed 
upon the attention of tlie Inspector-General tlie necessity for a strict supervision 
of tho many rural offices Avliich had been establiTshed. It is now reported that 
the total number of inspections Indd throughout the year was 802, a number 
tar in excess of those for previous years, but still in Mr. Hurley’s opinion 
inadequate for the control pf all offices. Now that a second Inspector of 
liegistxatiou has been placed at the disposal of tho Inspector-General, tho 
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Lieutenant-Governor trusts that no difficulty will bo experienced in cfFectiially 
carrying out the work of supervision. 

14. The Lieutenaut-Govonior is aware of the necessity which exists for 
improving the buildings occupied by the Registration D(*partniont in many 
districts. Ilithcrto financial difficulties have stood in the way of doing much 
which was desirable. As funds, however, are now available, the Lieutenant- 
Governor trusts to bo able to provide during the ensuing year for the execution 
of the works which are of the most pressing necessity. 

15. The (piestioii of the lengtii of time taken to complete registration in 
the several offices is one which should have the Inspcctor-GcneraPs close atten¬ 
tion, and should forma matter for investigation hy inspecting officers. Tho 
Liouteiiant-Govenior does not think that it would be possible to lay down any 
hard-and-fast rule on the subject, but ho thinks that where habitual delay in 
completing documents is observable in any office, strict explanations should bo 
demanded. 

16. Tho Lieutenant-Governor observes that no mention is made in tho 
report of the progn^ss of the experiment, to which lie att.ichcs miudi importance, 
of employing printed forms for the registration of agricultural le isos and bonds 
of small amount. In the next annual report ho will expect to find careful and 
detailed mention of this suhji^ct. Under tho instructions issued, this experiment 
is to ho tried in a few selected offices where the levy of fees at reduced rates has 
boon authori/wod in the case of those using tlio printed forms. The arrangorneiiis 
made probably came into effect too late in tho year to admit of any opinion 
being formed as to tho success of tho scheme. Tho Lioutenant-Oovcriior, 
trusts, however, that in the current year (3very attention will bo given to it, 
and that tho next report will contain full information as to tho results 
obtained. 

17. The points in which tho present registration law is reported hy 
district officers to be defective are not such, in the opinion of the Lieuton.'iiit- 
Govornor, as to require any immediate action. Tliey will ho noted for con¬ 
sideration in case tlio question of amending the law should he taken up. 

18. The Lieutenant-Governor notic.cs with j)lcasuro tlie favorable testi¬ 
mony homo to the conduct of certain officers mentioned in tlio 61st paragraph 
of tho report, and he is glad again to have to record his satisfaction with 
tho manner in which the department has been administered throughout tho 
year by the several officers who have had charge of it. Tho Lieutenant- 
Governor’s thanks are due to Mr. Hurley fur his careful report.

RESOLUTION ON THE PROGRESS REPORT OP FOREST ADMINISTRA¬ 
TION IN BENGAL FOR THE YEAR 1874-76. 


FINANCIAL DEPAUTMENT.—FOUESTS 
Calcutta, the lOth November 1875. 

Read— 

The Progress Report of Forest Administration in Bengal for the year 1874-75. 

The Report shows that considerable progress was made during the year in 
the selection and formation of Government forests. At tho beginning of the 
year, owing to the separation of Assam from, Beng.'d, the Bengal Forest 
Department had been reduced to two divisions, Cooch Behar and Chittagong, 
and in the latter of these no forest reserves had been formed. TIus eutiro 
reserved area amounted to only 120 square miles in tho Cooch Bchar division, 
of which 106 square miles were situated in Darjeeling, and 14 in Julj)igor(3c. 

2. The cessation of the famine enabled the Lieutenant-Governor to 
devote more attention to the development of tho Forest Department than he 
had previously been able to give to the subject, and his efforts for its improve- 
raent were effectively seconded by tho Conservator and tho subordinate officers 
of the department. The result has been that at the close of tho year there 
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were five forest dWisions, Darjoeling, Julpigoree, Palamow, the Sunderbuns, and 
Chittagong; and two more arc in course of formatioDi viz Sarunda and the 
Sonthal Pergunnalis. Additions, amounting to 1,347 square miles, were made 
during the year to the reserved area, bringing up the total to 1,467 square miles. 
Of these additions, 115 square miles were in Julpigoree, 885 square miles in 
the Sundorbuns, and 317 squan.* miles in Chittagong. Besides these, 151 square 
miles of forests in Pahnnovv have been selected as reserves, but were not 
gazetted as such during the year. 

3. No addition was made during the year to the area of the Darjeeling 
division, the reserved forests remaining as before at 75 square miles in the 
hill tract, and 81 square miles in the Tcrai. During the year the 8ukna 
forests, covering an area of 6,902 acres, have been examined and valued. There 
wore still about 15,000 acres unexplored, and these will be examined during 
the present year. The selection of reserves in the Dumsong sub-district of this 
division was also commenced during the year, and 40 square miles are ready 
to be gazetted. 

4. In the Julpigoree division two further reserves have been formed, one 
of five square miles, adjoining the Muragbat sAl forest, and the other of 110 
square miles, forming the Buxa plain reserve. The total area of reserves in 
this division now amounts to 82,511 acres, or 120 square miles. The addition 
to the Muragliat sAl forest consists chiefly of savannah land, which was 
included principally with the object of protecting the forest against fires by 
establishing a river boundary on three sides of it. The Muragbat forest now 
contains 171,590 sfil trees, principally seedlings and saplings It is not intended 
that any cuttings of growing trees shall be made for several years to come, 
and in the meantime the forest will be protected against fire, grazing, and 
cultivation. 

5. The Buxa plain reserve comprises a tract of almost level country, about 
lOmile^s in breadth by 10 J in length. It iiichidt's 71 squar<? miles of sAl forest, 
six square miles of khari and sissoo, 28 square miles of savannah, and two of cul¬ 
tivated land. The sAl forest is stated by the Conservator to he among the very 
best in Bengal, the trees being of a fine sliape, and attaining large dimensions. 
Five blocks have been formed for working purposes, and an outline of tlie work- 
ing plan for the next eight years is appended to the Deport. It is anticipated 
that the forest will yield at once an annual surplus of Hs. 20,000, which will be 
greatly increased hereafter. 

6. It has been already stated tliat in tlie Palamow division the forests, 
though sch eted and examined, were not gazetted as reserves during the year. 
A detailed description and a working plan will appear in next year’s Report. 
The valuation surveys show that the proportion of trees lit for cutting is small, 
and that the forests will require rest. 

7. The formation of a forest reserve in the Sunderbuns was one of the 
most important operations of the year. The area selected is in the Jessoro 
district, and contains 885 square miles. The most valuable tree in this tract is 
the soondreo (Ileritiera littura^isj^ wliich is largely used both for boat building 
and for many purposes of domestic architecture. Although the tree is of rapid 
growth, the best descriptions have for many years been cut down in so reckless 
a manner tliat the western parts of the Sunderbuns have already been 
exhausted to a large extent, and complaints arc made that soondreo logs of 
good quality are becoming scarce in the market. In the reserved tract It is 
intended that no soondice trees of loss girth than three cubits shall bo 
permitted to be cut, and ir is hoped that by ibis means a perennial supply of 
this valuable timber will be secured. Trees of three cubits girth and upwards 
will be allowed to be cut ,on payment of half an anna per maund for tho 
timber, and firewood and other forest produce will bo charged for at half tho 
above rate. 

8. Since tho close of the year it has been found necessary, for tho better 
protection of the soondreo forest, to reserve a further area, extending to the 
line of the sca-coast. This additional tract, however, will bo kept as a firewood 
reserve, in wliicli timber of all kinds may be cut for fuel on payment of the 
above rate of three pics per maund. It is the wish of the Lieutenant- 
Governor that in this area every facility should bo afforded to the publio 
consistent with tho maintenance of future reproduction. 
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0. The reserved area in the Sunderbuns will, it is expected, yield a 
considerable revenue; but the obj^^ct of Government in formin? the reserve 
has not been so much the realization of profit as the preservation, for the 
public benefit, of a valuable property which was being recklessly destroyed, and 
which ministered to needs which could not well be supplied from any otlier 
quarter. The tract has for the present been placed under the charge of an 
Assistant Conservator with an establishment of lls. 430 per montii, and four 
pay-stations have been sanctioned for the collection of moneys due for forest 
produce. 

10. In the Chittagong division, which previously contained only op(‘n 
forests, two reserves were gazetted during the year, the Myanoe timber reserve 
of 339 square miles, and the Kurnafoolee plantation reserve of 8 square miles. 
The most valuable trees in the Myaneo forest are the gnrjun and the jarul, but 
both of these kinds have suffered much from indiscriminate cutting, and are 
now comparatively scarce. The Kurnafoolee reserve will be planted with 
teak, jarul, and toon. 

11. The Assistant Conservator of Forests in Chittagong has hitherto been 
under the orders of the Commissioner, who v»as ex-officio Conservator of 
Forests in the Regulation Districts and llill Tracts. The formation of reserved 
areas has rendered it necessary to bring the forests under moro systematic 
management, and the forest officers will in future ho under the orders of the 
Conservator of Forests, Bengal. Rut besides the reserved areas, in which no 
jooming or cultivation will ho allowed, and which will be entirely under the 
management of the Forest Do[)artmcnt, there will be a class of “ district forests,** 
managed by the Deputy Commissioner of the llill Tracts, and from these 
forests the people will be permitted to supply themselves with forest produce 
for their domestic requirements. A proposal is also under consideration to 
introduce an Act to remove some difficulties in the collection of tolls on forest 
produce on the Chittagong rivers. 

12. On the whole, it may be said that in the Chittagong Division a cora- 
meneoment of forest conservancy, which promises well for the future, has been 
made during the year. The practice of jooming is one wiiich it is necessary to 
discourage, but which cannot be at once prohibited; and the people of the 
Hill Tracts, who have long been accustomed to a free use of forest produce, 
would feci it a hardship to be deprived of their former privileges. It has been 
the object of the Government to frame regulations uhich shall prevent the 
wasteful destruction of valu«ablo timber, while avoiding all unnecessary interfer¬ 
ence with prescriptive rights; and it is believed that this result will be attained 
by the rules whicli have been sanctioned. 

•13. The yield of the forests is noticed at length in the 5th section of the 
Report. The accounts have been cleared by writing off from the books the 
timber not actually lying in the sale dep6ts. In the Darjeeling division 12,704 
sleepers were cut and collected for the Northern Bengal State Railway: and 
a sum of lls. 18,752 was realized for timber (principally sAl) removed from 
the forests by private parties. In the Julpigoree division 1,598 pieces of 
timber were brought to the dop6t, and about half of these were disposed of, 
partly by auction, and partly by private sale. Rs. 6,973 were realized in this 
division for timber removed by private parties. The stock in hand in both 
divisions at the close of the year amounted to 10,698 pieces. 

14. In the present condition of the department, it is a matter of 
secondary importance that the operations should be carried on at a profit; but 
it is nevertheless satisfactory to find that the revenue of the past year 
considerably exceeded the expenditure. The budget estimate provided for a 
surplus of lls. 13,948; but the actual receipts'exceeded the estimate by 
Rs. 64,114, while the expenditure was Rs. 9,108 below the estimate. The 
total value of the year’s transactions was Rs. 1,91,083, and the operations 
were conducted at a cost of Rs, 1,09,349, thus showing a cash surplus of 
Rs. 88,334, to which is to be added the difference (Rs. 10,113) between the 
value of the stock in hand at the commencement and at the close of the year, 
making the net profit of the year Rs. 02,647. This surplus was obtained 
entirely in the Darjeeling and Chittagong divisions; in Palamow and the 
Sunderbuns no revenue has aH yet been collected; and in Julpigoree there 
was a.small deficit during the^year, though a surplus is expected next year.

DENT OP EMIGRATION ON THE TRANSPORT OP EMIGRANTS 
TO THE LABOR DISTRICTS OP ASSAM, CACHAR. AND 
SYLHET, FOR THE YEAR 1874-75. 


EMIGRATION. 


LarjcdwQf the 10/4 October 1875. 

Read— 

Tlie Annufd Report of the SiiporiiitcndoTit of Emigration on tho transport of emigrants 
to tho Labor Distiiols of Assam, Oacliar, and Sylhet, for the year 1874-75. 

Read again— 

Tho’Report of Iho provioua year, together witli tho Government Resolution thereon, 
and tlio oidoiB of tho Right Hoii^hlo the Secretary of State in coniicofion therewith. 

ThiK most remarkable feature in tho report of tho Superintendent of Emi¬ 
gration for tho year l(S7o-74 was tho groat increase in llie number of emi¬ 
grants dospatebed to tho districts. Tliis was in part ascribed to the 
pressure induced by tho famine in those districts from wliich tlio laborers are 
recruited, and to advantage being taken of the opportunity toj)usli on recruiting 
with greater energy. As the clleets of the scarcity disappeared in the course of 
tho year under review, the flow of emigration up 2 )cars somcwliat to have abated. 
This result is attributed by Dr. Grant not to any decrease in the demand 
for laborers in the tea districts, for recruiting operations have been continuously 
and vigorously carried on, but to an increasing difliculty in finding persons 
willing to emigrate. Tho rates of wages and general terms of service offered 
to intending emigrants were })reeiscly tho same as tlioso of 1873-74. Con¬ 
sidering the large indents which are noAV yearly made for laborers by the 
several British and foreign colonies, and by British Burma, the recruiters for the 
tea districts liavo considerable competition to encounter, and terras will 
probably liav(} to be raised so as to ensure the necessary suj)ply. 

2. To meet the increasing difliculty in the recruitment of labor, an in¬ 
crease in tho number of agents erajdoyed would be expected, iind this the 
report shows has taken ]daco. 'Tho number of contractors licensed throughout 
the year was ten, as c()in])ared with seven in the previous year: while the number 
of recruiting licenses gi anted was no less than 472, as compared witli 284 in the 
previous year. Notwithstanding this largo increase in tlio number of recruiters 
eniployecf, it is satisfactory to observe that it was found necessary to cancel but 
four licenses, against tlirce cancelled in 1873-74. 

3. Tho number of laborers admitted into the recruiting depots in 
Calcutta during the year was 14,030, against 15,000 in 1873-74. Of these, 
13,360 are said io have been passed as fit for labor, or as fit to accompany 
their friends; while 414 wore finally rejected, and 176 were retained for medical 
care and troatinent, Tho total number of deaths in dep6ts was 75, of wliich 
18 were due to cholera. The percentage of mortality was thus 0*53, against 0*41 
in the previous year. 

4. While tlio information given regarding these depots is a little fuller 
than that, contaiiu'd in the previous report, it is as yet insufficient to enable 
Government to arrive at a distinct conclusion as to tho benefit derived from the. 
rule enforcing a visit to Calcutta as regards contractors’ coolies and coolies 
recruited by garden-sirdars in largo batches. Similarly, the information given 
regarding the working of tlio depdts at Goalundo is insufficient. Tho 
Lieutenant-Governor observes that it is stated that of tho coolies recruited by 
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garden-sirdars who proceeded to Assam, 4,193 passed through dopftts. All these 
cannot, according to the figures given, have passed tliroiigh the Calcutta dep6ts. 
It is to be inferred, therefore, that some of tliem belonged to small batches who 
visited voluntarily the Goaluiido dop6ts only. IIow many coolies of each class 
passed through these dop6ts, and what the average period of their det(3ntion at 
Goalundo was, is nowhere stated. Tlio ratio of deaths to arrivals at Cnalundo 
is stated to have been 0*97 in 1874-75, against 0*61 in the previous year. The 
reason assigned for this increase is the fact that an increased number of sirdarco 
emigrants was passed through the contractors’ depots, and that towards the closo 
of tlio year a rule was passed enforcing medical observation in the case of such 
emigrants; the result being the detection of a high rate of mortality. 

6. The fluctuations to which the transport of labor to the tea districts has 
been subject during the past three years is shown in the following table :—

These figures, wliilo they sliovv a consideraliici decline in ( 3 migration in the past 
compared with the previous year, still indicate tliat in the course of tlirec years 
a very substantial advance has been made and maintained. It is in the emigra¬ 
tion of laborers to Assam only that any large decrea.so has occurred. As 
regards Sylliet and Cachar, the figures for the past two ycais are nearly tho 
same, and indicate, as compared with the results for 1872-73, a substantial 
increase in emigration to these districts of over OG p(T cent. 

6. In 1873-74, the large preponderance observable on the whole on a com¬ 
parison with previous years in the number of cooli(‘.s recruited by contractors, 
as compared with those recruited by garden-sirdars, was reversed, and the 
proportion became as 100 of tho former to 119 of tho latter. In tho past year 
this proportion has hardly been maintained, the falling off in tho number 
of sirdareo coolies despatched having been considerably greater than that of 
the contractors’ coolies. Tiie exact figures are given in the following table :—

7. An examination of tho figures in dc'tail for tho several districts discloses 
the fact that it is to tho emigration to Sylliet and (>achar solely that tlio prepon¬ 
derance of sirdaree emigrants noted above is dm*. Of tho emigrants who 
went to Assam, 6,442 were contractors’ coolies, wliile 4,825 only weie recruited 
by garden-sirdars. This result accoids with the experience of previous 
years. 

8. The proportion in which tho despatclics of coolies to tho tea districts 
during tho past two years were composed of “ emigrants” and of their ‘‘depen¬ 
dents,” including children and infants, was as follows:—

From the above it will bo observed that while in 1873-74 from 38 to 39 
dependents were despatched with every liundred emigrants, in the past year 
the proportion rose to 41 per cent, among emigrants going to Assam, ana to 
45 per cent, among those going to Cachar and Sylhci. Taking infants alone, 
the number despatched in tho past year amounted only to 1,938, against 3,280 
in the previous year,—the result being a decline in tho proportion borne by 
them to emigrants as regards contractors’ coolies from 19*2 per cent* to 11*7 
per cent., and as regards sirdarco coolies, from 16 per cent, to 13*8 per cent. 
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While the proportion of infants sent to Assam was in 1873-74 slightly higher 
than that sent to Cachar and SyUiet, tiie figures bein^^ 18*2 per cent, and 
16-0 per cent, respectively, in 1874-75 it was slightly h)wer, being only 12 
against 13 per cent. As regards the proportion borne by males to females, 
the dcspiitehes to the tea districts continue to bo very satisfactory, 82 women 
to every 100 men having been sent to Assam in the past year, and 84 women 
to every 100 mcm having similarly been sent to Cachar and Sylhet. 

9. Of the 6,442 contractors’ coolies who were sent to Assam during the 
year, the whole were embarked at Goalundo on steamers: and of tlie 4,825 
sirdfiree coolies who went to tlio same districts, 4,592 are said to have been 
similarly embarked. No information is obtainable as to the route taken by 233 
sirdiiree coolio.s who travelled independently under the provisions of the law 
which allows small batches to do so. 

10. Of the 11,084 coolies despatched to Assam by steamer, 221 died 
on tlie journey from cholera, and 142 from other diseases, and the mortality 
from all causes was 2*12 per cent, among contractors’ coolies, and 4*68 per cent, 
among sirdarce coolies. 'I'lie figures for tho previous year were 2*29 among 
the former class of coolies, and 8-57 among the latter class. The general 
average for the two years was 3 per cent, of deaths in 1873-74, and 3*29 in 
1874-75. As there was little increase, or rather among sirdaree coolies a slight 
decrease, in the mortality from cholera, it is to oilier causes that the increased 
death-rate of the past year must bo attributed. As to what these causes are 
we have yet no sufficiimt informatii)n. That overciowding on board tho 
vessels is not at fault may be inferred from the fact that in the past year, when 
tho death-rate was higli, tho average number conveyed on each trip was 269, 
while in the previous year, when it was lower, the average number conveyed 
was 342. 

11. Dr. Grant appears to think tliat were the maximum number of coolies 
allowed to travel together to bo reduced from 500, at whicli it is at present 
fixed, to 300, or oven to 150, some diminution in the death-rate might be 
eflccted. An examination of the returns, however, shows that it is not always 
among tho largest batclu'S that the greatest mortality occurs. Tho Mirziipore 
in April 1874 took u]) 511 souls, and though cliolera occurred, as is usual in 
that month, the death-rate was only 1‘76; while on tho previous steamer, the 
Benett'es^ which in the same month conveyed only 355 souls, tho mortality was 
3*28 per cent. Similarly, in February last there was a mortality of 7*54 per 
cent, on board tho Itajmchd^ convoying only 305 coolies; while in tho following 
steamer, the Progress^ which had 548 on board, the doatli-rato was only 1*47. 

12. Similarly, an examination of tho returns will show that the death-rate 
is not dependent on the Icngtli of the passage made. Tho average duration 
of each trip in the past year was 21 days, the maximum 29, and tho mini- . 
mum 12. True, the greatest mortality recorded occurred during the trips 
made in May 1874 by tlu* Kajmehal and the Punjab, which lasted 25 and 28 
days respcetivcly; but in Fcdiruary last a mortality far above the average 
occurred on board the former sfoamer and on the Madras, though the runs 
made by them lasted only 18 and 16 days respectively. 

13. Admitting all this, however, tho Lieutenant-Governor is not witliout 
hope that by preventing undue delay in tlie passage up the Hrahmaputra some 
good may bo effected, and tho Embarkation Agent at Goalundo has been 
accordingly instructed to refuse the licenses to those steamers which prove to 
bo unable to make tho voyage in a reasonable time. 

14. It was suggested by the Cliiof Commissioner of Assam that the exposure 
to tho cold, wliile travelling up the river, might have something to do with tho 
movtality among the coolies, and accordingly an extra supply ^f warm clothing 
and additional sholler on board the stoamors were ordered to be provided during 
the cold weather months. As this rule came into force only towards the close of 
the year, sufiiciont experience had not, in the opinion of the Medical Inspector % 
6^ Emigrants, been gained to enable him to pronounce on the otfoot it has had 

orv the health of tho coolies. 

15. Similarly, it would bo yet premature to pronounce upon the benejit 
which JiuS accrued from the passing of the rule which the Lieutenaut-Govornor, 
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in reviewing tbe report of the previous jear, expressed his determination 
to enforce, requiring sirdaree emigrants to remain for a certain number of 
days under medical observation before allowing them to embark on board the 
same steamer with other emigrants who had been subjected to such observation. 
This rule came into force only in January last, and the Superintendent 
of Emigration is therefore yet unable to give a decided opinion as to its 
working. The figures given by the Embarkation Agent at Goalundo, 
however, sufficiently prove that the mortality among independent batches of 
sirdaree emigrants has been very considerable, and that the rule will be 
beneficial if only in so far as it will necessitate proper care and shelter, and 
prompt medical assistance being afforded to them. 

16. With a view further to avoid the evils attendant on a voyage up 
the Brahmaputra, and the contagion to which coolies travelling vid Cmcutta 
are exposed, the important experiment was tried at the close of the year of 
opening a second emigration depdt at Doobree. The coolies, it was intended, 
should be marched from Kajniehal r4d Maldali, Dinagepore, and Rungpore 
into the north*eastcrn part of the district of Goalpara, and should there be 
embarked under the supervision of the Assistant Commissioner stationed at 
Dbobroo. This experiment cannot receive its full development till the com¬ 
pletion of the new emigration routes now under construction, and loading 
&om the confines of Western Behar to the borders of Assam. Still a trial was 
made, and in March last 182 emigrants were despatched by this route with 
very satisfactory results. In the current year arrangements have been made 
for continuing the experiment, and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that at 
its close the emigration authorities will be in a position to pronounce decidedly 
on its success or otherwise. 

17. The question whether or not emigration to Assam should be restricted 
to certain months of the year in view of the frequent outbreaks of cholera 
which occur during the months from February to July has been more than 
once raised, but it has not yet boon deemed advisable by the legislature to 
enforce such a rule. Its adoption would doubtless throw much difficulty in the 
way of recruitment, and disadvantages would attend the compressing into 
five or six months the work now distributed over twelve. Still tho matter is one 
not to be lost sight of, and in case tho measures now being taken to diminish 
the mortality on the voyage to Assam should fail, the Lieutenant-Governor 
will bo prepared to re-open the question. 

18. As regards the 6,384 coolies recruited by garden-sirdars for Cachar and 
Sylhet, no details of mortality whatever are given. It is possible that all those 
may have proceeded independently in batches of less than 20, and that the 
Superintendent of Emigration may therefore have had no means of tracing 
the history of their journey. The Lieutenant-Governor, however, observer that 
in the previous year details were given as regards those coolies who proceeded 
Jo Caonar, and he would therefore wish to be informed bow it is that they 
were not obtainablo for the past year. 

’ 19. Of the 4,039 coolies who wore despatched to tho abovo districts by 
• contractors, 64 are said to have died from cholera, and 18 from other causes. 
Tho total mortality thus amounted to 1*77 per cent, only, against 2*28 per cent, 
among coolies of the same class in the previous year. This result would 
seem to be satisfactory. 

20. From the statement appended to Dr. Grant’s report, tho Lieutenant- 
Governor observes that tho Labor Transport Fund would seem to be in a solvent 
condition. * Still the entries on the receipt side would seem to require some expla¬ 
nation. The Lieutenant-Governor does not understand what the sum of Rs. 3,114, 
entered as “ capitation fees,” represents, and he would wish to know where the 
proceeds of the rate levied on employers of labor in Assam are entered. A 
revised statement should be submitted after communication with the Accountaut- 
Generali 

21. In conclusion, the Lieutenant-Governor would express his great 
satisfiuitkm with the manner in which Dr. Grant has conducted his duties as 
Superintendent of Emigration throughout the year. 
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RESOLUTION ON THE REPORT BY THE OPPIOIATING SURGEON^ 
GENERAL ON VACCINATION IN THE LOWER PROVINCES 
OP BENGAL DURING THE YEAR 1874-76. 

MEDICAL. 

Calcutta, ike l\ik November 1875. 

Read— 

Tho Report hy the OfTioiating Surgeon-General on vaccination in the Lower Pjo- 
vinoos of Bengal during the year 1874-75. 

Read again— 

The Report for 1873-74, with the orders of Government passed theroon. 

Tho principal features observable in the report now submitted on the 
vaccine operations of the past year are an increase to tho staff employed of one 
native superintendent, one head vaccinator, 27 vaccinators, and 56 ex-inocu- 
lators; a nett increase in the number of operations performed of 168,039 cases ; 
a slight improvement in tho ratio of successful cases ; an increase in the average 
number of operations performed per man in the more important circles, 
together with a very satisfactory decrease in the average cost to the State of 
each successful case. On the whole, tho Lieutenant-Governor considers that 
these results are encouraging. 

2. The total number of vaccinations effected during tho year by circle 
and dispensary vaccinators is stated to have been 957,673, against 791,634 
in 1873, and 687,406 in 1872. Tho only circle which shows an absolute 
decrease of work, as compared with the previous year, is the Ranchoe circle, 
where the total number vaccinated fell from 37,411 to 27,343. In the Darjeeling 
circle, where in tho previous year a decline in tho number of operations was 
observable, there was in tho past year a very satisfactory increase of 22,912 
operations. In tho Metropolitan circles tho results obtained exceed those in 
all the other circles, the total number of operations performed during the year 
having amounted to 402,385, against 306,676 in 1873. Much excellent work 
has also been done in tho Eastern Bengal circle, where an increase of 32,457 is 
observable in tho number of operations performed. Though an increase of 
7,828 cases is recorded in tlie Sontlial Pergunnahs, the Lieutenant-Governor 
is not satisfied that the outturn of work has been what it ought to have been. 

The number of operations performed at dispensaries exceeded those of the 
previous year by 16,695 cases; tho total results obtained by tho agency at the 
disposal of dispensaries are still, however, tho Lieutenant-Governor thinks, 
smaller than they should be, while tho character of the work might bo much 
improved. 

3. The general ratio of successful cases in primary vaccination was 
96’53, against 96’18 in 1873-74; in secondary vaccination it was 23*41, against 
22*79. Calcutta and its suburbs, the Metropolitan and Eastern Bengal circles 
continue to maintain a high standard of efficiency. While dispensary 
vaccination continues to bo loss successful than tho work performed by tho 
regular staff, some improvement in the results is observable. 

4. Tho moan number of operations performed per man during tho past 
year was 2,303*2. This tho Surgeon-General considers a satisfactory figure. 

The Lieutenant-Governor observes that tho Metropolitan circles continue to be . 
far ahead of all otlicrs when judged of by this standard of efficiency. Next 
comes the Eastern Bengal circle, though thoro the average number of operations 
performed is less by one-half and more. In Calcutta and its suburbs tliere has 
Decn a slight increase, tho number of operations performed by each vaccinator 
having been 1,436 during 1873-74, and not 1,847, as shown by tho Surgeon- 
General. In Ilanchee there has been a falling off, and tho results shown are not 
good, judging by tho standard of the previous year. In the Sonthal Per¬ 
gunnahs they were very bad, tho number of operations performed by each 
vaccinator having decreased from 2,506 to 914. Tho Lieutenant-Governor 
must observe that tho conduct of operations in this circle demands tlm closest 
attention on the part of tho Medical Department. With the very large increase 

to tho establishment allotted to it in the past year, it is difficult to bolievo % 
that the failure in obtaining adequate results has not, in part at least, been due 
to some inefficiency or neglect on tho part of the Civil Surgeon and of the 
inspecting staff placed at his disposal. 
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6. Thero is little to remark regarding the sox, caste, and ago of the vacci¬ 
nated. The results are very similar to those obtained in previous years,—^irialcs 
exceeding females by some 7 per cent, and Hindoos exceeding Mahomedans by 
some 11 per cent. It is satisfactory to observe, as noticed by the Surgoon- 
Qeneral, that the vaccine and census returns, though collected on a very different 
system, for very different purposes, and quite independently of each other, 
agree very closely. 

6. The aggregate cost of vaccination in these provinces during the past 
year is shown to have been Rs. 1,02,069, against Rs. 98,207 in the previous 
year. Of the whole, Government bears about 90 per cent, of the charges, the 
rest being defrayed from municipal or other local funds. The average cost of 
each successful case is shown to nave been reduced from two annas to one anna 
ten pies. This reduction is chiefly duo to the increased ofliciency of the establish¬ 
ments entertained in the Calcutta, Metropolitan, and Darjeeling circles. In the 
Ranchee circle, where, as before observed, thero was a decrease in the number 
of operations performed, the cost of each successful case has risen from .six annas 
to seven annas and five pics. Notwithstanding die apparent absence of proper 
and energetic supervision in the Sonthal Pergunnahs, thero was a reduction 
thero also of six pies in the average cost of each successful case. 

7. Generally, the amount of inspection duty performed by the circle 
superintendents has been creditable to them. The late Raboo Bhoobiin Mohun 
Muter, Deputy Superintendent of tho Dacca circle, appears to have shown 
much zeal in the superintendence of tho gan'^s working under him. In con¬ 
nection with the failure of one of the gangs in tho Ranchee circle, owing to tho 
misconduct of the native officer in charge, and to which tlio unfavorable out¬ 
turn of the past year has been chiefly attributed, tho Lieutenant-Governor 
observes that but one visit to this gang by Dr. Wood is recorded. In tho 
absence of explanation this would seem to have been insufficient for tho proper 
supervision of the work of his subordinates. In tho Metropolitan circles no 
less than 48,616 cases wore seen and compared with tho registers; in the 
Darjeeling circle the number was 31,299. As regards dispensary practice, and 
the practice of vaccinators entertained by municipalities, Sir K. Temple is not 
satisfied that a proper amount of supervision is yet cxerci.sod by civil surgeons, 
and he must repeat tlie request made in tho Resolution on the report for 1873-74, 
that in future reports a table b© given nhowing, as regards each officer, what 
proportion of cases ho personally verified. 

8. In his Minute of tho 28th Juno last, tho Lieutenant-Governor called 
particular attention to tho necessity of concentrated operations in tho matter 
of extending vaccination. From tho present report it seems to him that atten¬ 
tion has been paid to this matter in tho Calcutta, Metropolitan, and Dacca 
circles with beneficial results. He is not, however, satisfied that a correct 
system is being pursued either in the Ranchee circle or in tho Sonthal Pergun- 
nahs, and he trusts that tho matter will receive the immediate attention of tho 
Sun reon-Gencral, with a view to a proper plan being carried out in those 
circles during the approaching season. In the Darjeeling circle tho plan of 
operations proposed Jia.s already been considered and approved of by Govern¬ 
ment. In this circle tho district of Bogra has been adopted as tho basis of 
pperations, and it will be tho object of the Superintendent so to direct the 
progress of vaccination as gradually to connect tho isolated areas which have 
already been protected. 

9. In reviewing tho report for the year 1873-71:, the Lieutenant-Governor 
called attention to the ^reat importance of promoting the system of vaccination 
by independent practitioners, which had been introduced with good effect in 
certain districts. From tho report now submitted, ho regrets to observe that 
the matter has not received that attention at the hands of most civil surgeons 
which it deserves. Indeed, it is gathered from tho Surgeon-Gonerars narrative 
that, up till a very late date, ho had received no reports or returns whatever 
on this subject from certain officers. Other officers, while interesting them¬ 
selves in the matter, apparently failed to appreciate the importance of working 
in a systematic manner. In tho Sonthal Pergunnahs, and in certain districts 
of the Ohota Nagpore division, licenses to practice appear to have been given to 
mon> the result of whoso operations have shown them to have been utterly 
untrained. Again, in a groat many cases no attempt appears to have been

made to supervise the work of those to whom licenses were granted. While 
the Lieutenant-Governor is aware that in educating and in settling ex-inocor 
latora it may not be possible to follow out strictly^ the system of concentrated 
operations which he has prescribed for circle vaccination, he yet thinks that 
much may be done in this direction, and he would call the immediate attention 
of all civu surgeons to the matter, thereby reminding them that the remarks 
by Government, as contained in the Resolutions on the annual reports, are meant 
to bo for the practical guidance of all concerned, and are expected^to be acted 
upon. At the instance of the Surgeon-General, provision has been made for 
the entertainment, in those districts where the greatest progress has been made 
in training cx-inoculators, of a sufficient inspecting staff. Rules have also been 
drawn up and sanctioned under which licenses for the practice of vaccination are 
to be granted, as well as rewards to such of the independent practitioners as 
may show the most successful results. In giving effect to these rules, care 
should be taken not to assign too large an area to each ex-inoculator, and to 
secure on the whole compact circles of inspection, and those circles should be 
gradually and effectually protected before other circles are taken up. 

10. As regards individual districts, the Lieutenant-Governor observes 
that very favourable mention is made of the continued interest which 
Dr. Conolly of Haukoorah has shown in promoting vaccination. The train¬ 
ing of ex-inoculators there has proceeded, under his supervision, with very 
satisfactory results, and His Honor desires that an expression of the 
thanks of Government may be conveyed to Dr. Conolly for the energy 
and zeal displayed by him in this matter. In Midnaporo, on the other 
hand, where the system of self-supporting vaccination and ex-inoculators had 
been fairly started, little or no progress has been made, and, owing to 
the absence of proper supervision, the results are not so satisfactory as they 
should have been. In the Soiithal Pergunnahs the question of training and employ¬ 
ing ex-inoculators should have the careful attention of the Surgeon-General when 
taking up the question of systematising the operations of the circle vaccinators. 
The question of opening out two now circles of vaccination for the Orissa and 
Patna and Bhagulporo divisions is now under the consideration of the Govern- 
ment. As regards t)ie Darjeeling circle, the Lieutenant-Governor observes that 
it is stated that there is no lack of candidates to practise as licensed vaccinators. 
As the entertainment of no less than 42 apprentices on the staff of this circle has 
boon sanctioned, ho trusts that there will be no difficulty in selecting men who 
have undergone a complete training in the art, and that every encouragement 
will be given to sucli men to settle down as independent practitioners. 

11. In the Orissa division vaccination is still limited to the sudder 
stations and to the dispensaries in their immediate vicinity. In some of the 
districts of the Patna division self-supporting vaccination has been initiated 
with some promise of success, and a few cx-inoculators have been converted and 
are now practising. In the Bhaguljjore division greater progress appears to have 
been made, and it is gratifying to learn that so mucli lias already been done in 
the districts of this division to promote a self-supporting system of voccinatioiK.* 

12. In his minute already referred to, Sir Richard Temple observed 
that the proper, perhaps tlie only, test of success in regard to vaccination 
is the total disappearance of small-pox. From the table appended to the 

S resent report it is observed that the total number of deaths from this 
iseaso registered in Bengal in the year under review was 11,948, against 
11,017 in 1873. Judged by this primary test, then, we must acknowledge, 
with ^cat regret, that no head has been mado in the country generally against 
this disease. The Licuteiiant-Governor expects, however, that this eonsidera- 
tion will have the effect of stimulating our officers to further efforts. The 
bettor test will, however, bo the examination of the statistics of the disease in 
those particular localities where vaccination work has been concentrated in the 
manner recently laid down. And the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that this will 
be done in future annual reports. 

13. The fact that tne outbreak of this disease is in a great many 
cases traceable to the operations of inoculators, has often been pressed 
00 the notice of Government. The prohibition of inoculation where efficient 
▼aocination is substituted is, as remarked by the Surgeon-General, an 
unmixod good. Still the day when it can be generdly prohibited in these 
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j3rotiB6eft ap^m to lie yet diat^t, tuileaa greater efforts can bo put forth 
wn those wich have been heretofore made. The Lieutenant-Goyeruor hopes 
that this consideration will sink into the minds of all district officers in whose 
jurisdiction vaccination has not yet been fully organized, as there are few* 
districts where the existing staff of vaccinators is sufficient. In the Metro¬ 
politan circles tlie Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe tliat the number of 
vaccinations performed is estimated to be more than sufficient to meet the 
requirements of the population in this respect, and there accordingly inocula¬ 
tion has boon prohibited, as well as in other places where proper and sufficient 
arrangements have been made to curry on vaccination. Still, however, inocu- 
lators are found to practise, and so long as this is tho case, tlie Lieutenant- 
Governor cannot absolve the local magistracy from the charge of apathy and 
indifference. In Calcutta itself, though inoculation iias long been prohioited, 
scattered outbreaks of the disease continue to occur. Tho figures given by 
Dr. Charles, to show tho effect which vaccination has had in re|U*ossing the 
disease, are very interesting. They seem to prove that coin])arati\*ely large 
as was tho number of deaths from sirmll-pox in tlie town during the past year, 
they yet represent but a very small proportion of the results of such an 
epidemic as might reasonably bo expected to occur in Calcutta every iSftli or 
sixth year in the absence of vaccination. 

14. In conclusion tho Lieutenant-Governor would express his concur¬ 
rence with tho opinion of tho Surgeon-General, that the liistory of vaccination 
in Bengal during 1874-75 contains some (though not sufficient) element of pro¬ 
gress, and is suggestive of hope for greater tilings in future. Sir Richard 
Temple has also to thank tho Surgoon-Geuferal and his subordinate officers, for 
the efforts they have made to promote tho work of tho department. 


RESOLUTION ON THE REPORT ON THE ADMINISTRATION OP THE 
SALT DEPARTMENT DURING THE YEAR 1874-76. 

HEVENUE DEPARTMENT.-MIS. REVENUE. 

Calcuttaf the IZth November 1875. 

Read— 

The Eeport on the Administration of the Salt Oepartment during the year 1874-75. 

It appears from this report that tho salt revenue, which showed some falling 
off in 1873-74, fully recovered itself durini' the year under review. Tho 
quantity of salt which paid duty during tho year, and the amount of the salt 
revenue, were larger than in any year since 1801-05. The total revenue 
amounted.to Rs. 2,04,87,143, which, as compared with the receipts of 1873-74, 
shows an increase of Ks. 4,94,482, or 1*9 per cent. 

2. The increase of revenue 'occurred entirely in the receipts from duty 
on imported salt. There were no sales of Government salt during the year, 
the stocks having boon entirely cleared off in November 1873; and thougli 
there was a considerable increase in the quantity of excise salt manufactured 
and sold, tho reduction in tlio duty led to a falling off in the revenue under 
this head. The receipts from golAli rents, rowannaU foes, and miscellaneous 
items also showed a decrease?. But in the receipts from duty on imported salt 
there was an increase of no less than Rs. 7,95,387.

Both import and manufacture showed a large increase compared witli tho 
preceding year.* The imports into Calcutta wore 73,31,810 maunds, against 
72|60,902. Those into Chittagong were 3,07,769 maunds, against 2,11»865. 
In the 24-Perguumihs the amount manufactured rose from 23,133 maunds to 
26,611; in Balasoro it rose from 1,63,645 maunds to 1,89,480; in Pooree 
from 1,82,056 maunds to 3,60,113; and in Cuttack, in which there was no 
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manufacture in 1873-74, 12,298 niaunds were manufactured in 1874-76. 
Altof^ctlier, the importations increased from 74,72,767 maunds to 76,99,679; 
and the manufaeturo from 3,68,833 maunds to 6,88,502 maunds. The stocks 
remaining at the close of the year were sufiicient for three months* con¬ 
sumption. 

. 4. Notuiihstanding the incrc isc in the total supply of imported salt, it 

is observable that tiie importations arc more largely derived from Great Britain 
and from Indian ports, and iliat foreign sources of salt supply show no 
tendency to iiien'ase. Spain, Portugal, and Zanzibar, which figured in the 
returns of 1872,73, have ceased to send salt to Bengal : the importations from 
Prance are in^igniiieant in quantity, and declined during tlie year, while the 
supply from the Arabian and Persian Gulfs diruinisbed by nearly three lakhs 
of maunds. Tlie only exception is in the importations from Italy, which 
increased l)y more than a lakh of maunds. In round numbers, taking the 
importalious of ilie year at 77 laklis of maunds, it may be said that 59J- lakhs 
were imported from (ireat Britain, 11 lakhs from Indian ports, and only 6| lakhs 
from all fondgn ports tog('thcr. 

5. The increase in the quantity of excise salt manufactured during the 
year is principally attributable to the reduction of duty in Orissa. Act X of 
3874 abolished the frontier customs line between Orissa and Madras, and the 
selling ])rico of salt in-Ganjam was then raised from Pts. 2 to Us. 2-4, the duty 
in Orissa, which had previously been lls. 3-4, bang fixed at a graduated scale, 
rising from Ks. 2-4 on tlie Ganjam frontier to Jls. 3-2 on tlie northern boundary 
of thc.Balas()re district. Tlie eficct has been, not only to stimulate production 
in the Orissa districts, but largely to increase the importations of Ganjam salt 
into Orissa; and there is reason to suppose that the ultimate result will 
be to exiinguisb the Poorcc manufaeture. The Lieutenant-Governor has 
recommended the reduction of the duty on Pooree kurkulch to 11^. 3 per maund, 
and has also sanctioned some minor measures of relief to Pooroe inanufaciurers, 
A special set of rules for the supervision of Madras salt brought into Orissa has 
been submitt'al for the sanction of the Govon nment of India.

The aetual consumption in Orissa was 3,81,639 maunds, ^yhile the sales of 
Oiiasa made salt were 4,00,683 maunds, the difference being the quantity 
consumed in the Tributary States. It is, however, observable that tlie con¬ 
sumption in Orissa bears a larger proportion to the fot.al sales than was the 
case in tlic previous year, whicli makes it probable that Orissa sale is being 
di‘«iplaced in the Tributary States by the cheaper salt of Ganjain. Although 
the total sahis of excise salt showed an ineiv'asc of 10,046 maunds over the 
returns of 1873-74, the duty realized under this head decreased hy Rs. 2,13,012, 
owing to tiie reduction, as already explained, of the rate of duty in Orissa. 

7. The total sales for consumption during the year in the ton districts 
which lie within the salt law limits amounted to 13,63,728 maunds, being a 
net locreaso of 18,685 maunds ov(?r the sales of tlio previous year. The 
population within the salt chowkey limits is 10,548,039, and tlie sales 
consequently amounted as nearly as possible to 10 lbs. per head,—a result which 
makes it probable that illicit manufacture for sale i^ not general. The difficul¬ 
ties noticed in last year’s report, as attending the salt trade in the Orissa 
tributary Mehal^j, in consequence of the giant of iiionopolh^s by tho llajahs, 
and the levy of v- xatious dues, Ijuvo fortunately been removed by the tact and 
management of tho Commissioner of Oris'^a. Ihc Government was unwilling 
to issue any formal prohibition to the Rajahs; but the Commissioner lias 
succeeded in inducing the Unjahs voluntarily to abandon all restrictions upon ^ 
the sale of salt which has paid the Government duty. 
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8. The number of prosecutions instituted under the salt laws was 1,731, 
besides 26 cases which remained pending from the previous year. This is an 
increase of 47'6 per cent, over the number of cases brought to trial in 1873-74; 
but as 901 per cent, of the persons brought to trial were convicted, it is 
evident that prosecutions are not instituted without reasonable grounds, and 
that the increase is due to greater activity on the part of the police in 
suppressing illegal practices. A sum of Ils. 16,777 was realized in fines and 
forfeitures; and Rs. 7,496 were distributed as rewards to informers and 
apprehenders. Cases of illicit manufacture of salt are most numerous in tho 
24-Perguanahs and in Midnapore. In Orissa no serious oaso of tho kind 
occurred during the year, and the Commissioner is satisfied that illicit 
manufacture upon any large scale docs not exist. The quantity of salt 
attached during the year was 2,807 mauncls in 736 cases. Of this quantity 
1,380 mauiids iu 42 cases were released, and 1,702 maunds in 6S6 cases were 
confiscated, the balance remaining under attaciiment at tho close of the year 
It is explained tliat much of the salt Avhieh was released was, according to 
strict rules, liable lo confiscation, but was returned to the owners as an act of 
grace, being duty-paid salt Avhich was being coiiveyed by routes other than 
those specified in the rowannahs. The entire questio.i of the abolition of the 
rowannah system is now under consideration, ai. opinion having been expressed 
by the Government of India tliat tho present resirictive arrangements might 
be confined to a belt c'Xtcnding only five miles from the coast. In respect to 
vigilance in the suppression of illicit practices, Sir Richard Temple must 
remind all fiscal ofiicers that, as our revenue resources are limited, we must 
make the most of tlu'se which wo actually have, and must, while avoiding 
everything that may cause undue harassment to the people, strictly enforce the 
realization of every item to which the Government is justly entitled. 

9. The return of salt conveyed by the several routes into the interior of 
the country shows an increase of 1,80,473 mriiinda. Oi this total 18,010 maunds 
form the increase in tho d('spatches by railway, and tho remaining increase is 
in the routes by water, tho route which shows tho largest increase being tl'at 
vm Kidderpore. Tl‘e de^spatclies by the Mast Indian Railway increased, but 
those by the Mastern Rerigal Railway fell off by one-lliird, and no salt was 
forwarded by tho Calcutta and Soiiih-Mastcrn Railway. 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to convey ‘the thanks of Govern¬ 
ment to the Member in charge, to Mr. Ravenshaw, Commissioner of Orissa, 
and to the officers named in the 6SLh paragraph of tho report for their services 
in tho Salt D(‘partmcnt during the year,

1. liicotnr .— In submitting tho annual rc*port on the Suburban Municipality 
for the past year, tho Coiuinissioiua* of the Prosidemey Division has drawn 
attention to the satisfaetcMy and solvent condition of tlio municqjal finances. 
Against a total ('xpemditnro of Rs. 4,05,8(15, iliore was a current revenue 
amounting h) Rs. 4,18,102; wdiile in llio charges there was a nicrely nominal 
excess of l\s. 11,805 over the estiniatt's; the receipts w(Te belter than Avhl^t was 
anticipated by no less a sum than Us. 58,802. Of this exe(w, tlio greater part 
no <louht is nominal mendy, as against an increase of Rs. 28,007 in the receipts 
under the new seavengering seheme is to he iducod an excess in the expendi¬ 
ture on that account of Rs. 24,801; while of the Rs. 28,587 surjilus, -with which 
tho head Misecdlaneous” is credited, no less than Rs. 22,02(i a]’)pcar in tho 
8uspen.se account. 8'hc chief sources of the income of the Municipality continue 
to be tho house-rate and tho horse and carriage tax. Undci* the former head 
the collections amonnti'd to Rs. 2,80,120, against Rs. 2,88,5.50 in the previous 
year. Under the latter head also lln'ro' has been some increase of income, 
tho ree(‘ipts having aniounti'd to Rs. 25,280, against Rs. 24,057 in the previous 
year. Tho Commissiom'r ri'gards the increase in the colloctions on account of 
the house-raio as specially satisfactory ; and, considering the depreciation which 
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is reported to have occurred in the value of house prop<Tty in the suburbs, tho 
lioutenant-Govemor agrees that it is so. Tlie rcjccipt-s on account of the 
registration of carts amounted to Rs. 8,001, or Rs. 1,590 in excess of tliose in 
tho previous year. Payment, howevcjr, not liaving been rt*ceived till after the 
close of the year, tho account of rec(*ipts aj)p(?ars less favorable than it should 
by that amount. Hie year opened with a balance' of Its. 71,2(18, and closed with 
a balance of Rs. 78,559. 

SL Erpchfliture. —Hie total cliarg(*s of the year exceeded those of 
tho previous year by Rs. 90,804. Under a few fi(*ads, such as Police,’’ 
“ Watering,” and “ Conservancy,” a trifling reduction in exjienditure was 
effected: but on the other band the increase under other IumuIs has been 
great, and, it is to l)o feared, permanent. Tlu' prh*(j of s(f>rio-iiietal for the 
roads appears to have risen 50 pt'r cent, during tlie yc*ar, so tluit the av(‘rago 
cost per 100 cubic f(‘(}t for n'liewing a road has risi'ii from Rs. 28-5-10 to 
Rs. 84-10-8. 'Fo this fact is to be attributed no incon.siderabh* part *»f the increased 
expenditure on roads (which amounted to b*s 1,04.215, against I^s. 50,845 
in the previous year). The Licuti'iiant-Clovenior obscu’ves, lioneviT, witli satis¬ 
faction, that the amount of wtirk done* largely exc,e<'(led that carried out in 
1878-74, 19 miles of road having lM*(*n eith(‘r newly metalled or repain‘<l, against 
10 in the previous y(*aT. The increase of Rs. 21,10(3 observahh* in the <*xpendi- 
ture on ac.coiint of house* se*avenge*ring has he'eii more than me*! hy the increase*d 
receipts already notice'd under that heael. yimilarly, an increase* of Rs. 2,217 
in tho expenditure in the wen’ksliop was more tlian ceivered by ine*re 3 ased 
receipts from parties for whom work was done^ on paymemt. 

8. Watiir-nupphf. —It is tin unsatisfactory feature) in the* administration of 
the Mume)ij)ality that so little has hitherto lu'e'n done towards improving the* 
water-supply of tho suburbs. Jt is state*d that eliirlng the jiast live ye*ars Us. (),9t)8 
only have been spent with this obje'ct. ’Flic Lie‘utenant-(}oveTm)r obs(*rve‘s that 
eiilliculty lias been experienced in obtaining eligible sib's for drinking-wate*r tanks. 
Apparemtly, Imweiver, from the) (Joiumissioue*r\s letter, one site* at least shouhl 
by this tiuio have been made available; ami it is to be lu>j)e*(i that no time will 
be le)st in taking advantage of it for the purpose e)f providing the inhabitants 
of the neighbourhood witli pure water. As it may now bo accepted as 
defiiiite'ly se)ttlc*d tliat tho Justices of Calcutta will neit, for many years to ceuno, he 
in a pe>sition tei extemd their syste'in e>f wate*r-supply to the suburbs, Sir Richard 
Temple trusts that tho Miiiiicijial Conimissioucrs will see) tlieir way to taking 
some decisive steps eluring the ensuing se*ason fe>r supplying by e>tb(T ]ne*an8 
what has for many ycai's been a marke)el defect in their Municipality. In this 
connection, also, it is of the utmost imjiorbince to improve the drainagi* of tho 
suburbs—a matter regarding wliicli little a])peai*s to have be(‘n bithi*rto done— 
so as to preserve the sub-soil and the existing tanks from being coiitaniinuted 
by sewage matter. 

4. Cmiscrvancy* —The Lieiitenant-Govcmor is ftlad to olisorve tliat the 
impoi*tant (piestion of how to improve tho conservancy of the suburbs has 
occupied much of the attention of tho (^ommissiom’rs during the year. Hie 
recommendations which their Cominitteo drew up with this object hav(* been 
referred to the Legislative Ih'partment for consid(‘ration in coimoetion with the 
new Municipalities’ Bill. JI can while much good maj' bo elYect(*d by a rigid 
enforcement of the existing law. Tho most obvious iiuisancos to wbi<‘li att(‘ntiou 
has been repeatedly drawn are such as might (*tfectually be d(*alt with inid(*r it. 
What appears to bochic*fly necessary at present is to create vigilance on tho part 
of the police. Improvement may bo effected no doubt by rendering tho owm*rs 
of lanci responsible for keeping it in a cleanly state, but even they will bo 
powerless without assistanijo such as the poUr;c are In tho liest position to afford. 

5. Tho Lieutenant-Governor observes with pleasure the stojis which have 
been taken to improve theburning-gliAts at Kallyghat and Barraiiagore. JIuch 
credit is due to the Narail zemindars for tho handsonio way in which thoy have 
made over tho land on the river bank at Die latter place to the Commissioners 
for the purpose of enforcing bettor coiiservamiy. 

6. Tho account which is given in the r(‘j)ort of the working of the system 
of house scavengering introduced in, 1878, while it discloses many defects, yet 
shows that considerable good has been effected. In order that the full benefit 
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derivable from the system may be soeured, it is possible that a resort to legis¬ 
lation may b»' nc<;essary, and any representation on the subject which may be 
separately submitted will be duly taken into considerp-tiori with the new Muni- 
cipalitiesMbll. l^Ieanwliile, the efforts made to render the voluntary system 
popular should not bo r<daxed. 

7. 1'he J^ieijten{int‘(5overiH)r is pleased to observe the assistance which 
has been fj^iven by et rtain Munnupal Commissioners, who are also Honorary 
Magistratt's, in the dis})osal of niuiiicii)al cases. Prince Mahomed Rolieem- 
ooddeen and Ihiboos Klu'lut Chundi.T Ghose and Prankissen Mookerjee are 
partitaihirly des(‘rvin^- of ercidit for the regularity with which they have 
attended tne sillings on the Ueneh. 

8. "Dn? thanks of Government are due to the Municipality for the liber¬ 
ality with whieli have conn' forward in support of the cause of education, 
the" tolul expenditure incurred by them on this behalf having amounted 
to Its. (),4hl. 

9 The J iieutenant-Governor observes the favorable testimony borne 
by the (Vnnmissioncr to the attention paid by Messrs. Peacock and Wells 
during tln'ir resp(‘ctiv"(' terms of oflicc to their duties in connection witli the 
Munieij)aUty. Tlio value of Mr. Craiifurd Sterndale’s services has been 
frecpiently acknowlodgiMl, and the Lieut(mant-Qovernor is glad to learn that 
they have met with substantial recognition at the hands of the Municipal 
Coininissioncrs.

NORMAL SCHOOLS FOR VERNACULAR INSTRUCTION IN THE 
SEVERAL PROVINCES UNDER THE GOVERNMENT 
OP BENGAL. 

Minnie by the lAeutenanl-Guverno*' of Hvn(}iil, daitd 9/7/ September 1875. 

Tiik papers submitted by the Director of Public Instruction render it 
necessary that 1 should state my views regarding the normal schools in the 
provinces uiuh'r tlio (iovernment of Bengal. It is to bo remembered that these 
schools exist only for the teaching of sclioolnmsters in the vernacular languages, 
and that we liave no schools at all for the teaching of schoolmasters in 
Engli.sh.* 

2. As our normal schools, then, relate to vernacular learning only, I must 
begin by^noting the position and prospects of that branch of learning in tliese 
provinces. 

3. As is well known, the ITnivorsity of Calcutta does not confer degrees 
in the vernacular or the classical languages of India; the object of this most 
important institution is to confer degrees in English. It is true that a candi¬ 
date for entrance to the Univcjrsity, and for a degree, must pa.ss in one addi¬ 
tional language, which is gonorall}’ an oriental language. But this is only 
subsidiary to ilie main pur))oso, namely tliat of imparting the highest kinds of 
instmetion through the medium of English. ITow'over desirous we may be of 
promoting oriental studi(*s, and of using tln^ vernacular as the vehicle of 
instruction, wc cannot but concur in the practical wisdom of the course adopted by 
the University in this matter, inasmucli as in Bengal the intellectual aspirations 
and practical desires of the j)eo])lo aro all in the direction of English. So strong is 
this bent of the popular will, and so much docs it coincide in several respects 
with our own predilections, that wc must needs allow full scope to it. Although 
a very fair Bengalee literature is springing up,—of a scholastic kind chiefly, 
and of a general kind also,—which will, wo may hopo, grow and flourish more 
and more; although Sanscrit will, wo trust, continue to bo studied as the 
p^eut of tlio Bengalee language ; although a fair culture in their own language % 
will doubtless always cliara^jteriso all educated Bengalees, even those whoso

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principal education may have been in Enjjlish; although some studious classes 
may continue to cultivate oriental l(*arning for the sake of the noble literature 
ana the historical interest of ancient times—still the fact remains that almost 
every Bengalee youth who can afford the means docs aspiro to English educa¬ 
tion as one of tho main objects of his life. And this im[)ortant fact, so far from 
being likely to be weakened or shaken in the future, will probably gain in 
strength and expansion. As regards liigluT education, then, we are apparently 
forced to accept the conclusion tiint although vernacular learning will be 
followed largely as an adjunct to English learning, still exclusive vernacular 
education will hold but an inferior plaijc to English. 

4. Nevertheless vernacular learning has a vastly wide field of its own in 
another quarter, tliat is, in the middle and Iowct branches of the national 
education. However much Phiglish learning may spread, still, if education is 
to be imparled to the mass of tlie jieoplo of these provinces, it must bo, it can 
only bo, through tho medium of the vernacular. Tho latest published educa¬ 
tion report shows a total number of 458,000 persons at schools. Out of these 
there were certainly 391,000 learning in tl'o vernacular only, as they were 
attending schools in which English is not taught; the remainder, 67,000, were 
attending schools where English is more or less taught togctlier with the 
vernacular, but a considerable portion of this number were not learning 
English, though how many exactly I cannot discover from the returns. 
Thus five boys out of every six at school, perhaps eight out of every nine, are 
learning in the vernacular only; and with tho expansion of primary educa¬ 
tion tho already great numerical majority on tho vcrnatiuhir side is likely to 
become greater and greater. In other words, while English will remain the 
medium of the higher and of a part of the middle instruction to tho upper 
classes entirely, and to a section of tho middle classes, the vernacular will 
remain the medium of tho middle instruction to the remainder of tho middle 
classes, and of tho primary instruction to the lower classes entirely. From this 
point of view their vernacular education, affecting as it does tho vast numerical 
majority of the people, becomes of the greatest interest. 

It 18 to the quality of this vernacular education that our normal schools or 
colleges will bo found to have so close a relation. 

5. Before proceeding further, I wish to cxamiiio for a moment the reasons 
which can or cannot be properly advanced for the establishment of normal 
institutions. On the one hand, it may bo truly said that there is no reason 
why schoolmasters should bo trained gratuitously for their profession at the 
expense of tho State. On the other hand, it may ho urged that wdion, in 
a country like India, the Government has to introduce education among the 
whole people of a province, or has to extend it to some largo class of tho people 
previously uneducated, the necessary supply of schoolmasters is not forth¬ 
coming, and can only be obtained by tho State itself luidcrtakiiig to train men 
for that profession: and then tho establishment of n )rmn.l schools is justified 
by_ special necessity. But clearly tho measure should bo limited by the extent 
and Quration of tha-t neci'ssity. After a time, as the education spreads, school¬ 
masters from the educat(*d classes will become .ivailablo, and the State may then 
leave the scholastic profession to fill itself, just as all other profi'ssions are filled. 
It is for this reason that we, in Bengal, have not maintained normal schools 
for tho English section, where competent men aro abundant, while wo have 
maintained such institutions for tho vernacular section, where competent men 
are scarce. 

6. I do not forget that there is an art of pedagogy for which some pre¬ 
paration may bo desirable. But some educational authonties consider tliat it 
IS not necessary to nuiintaiii normal schools for this purpose alone, and that the 
real point is to indoctrinate the masters thorougldy witli the matter which 
they will have to teach, in the confidence that if tho teacher is himself master 
of his subject, ho will ccmmunicate his own spirit to his pupils. I incline 
to concur in this view. In Bengal, although wo have not (as already observed) 
any normal schools at all for English, we do not find our teachers of English 
deficient in the art of pedagogy. 

7. I come, then, to the question as to how far, according to the principle 
above laid down, we ought to have normal schools in those provinces. 
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As set forth in my minute of the 3rd May 1875, we have or shall have 
three classes of vernacular schools, which, beginning from the lowest class, 
may bo classed thus: ‘‘primary,^' intermediate,” and ‘‘middle,” for each of 
which a separate standard is prescribed. For the reasons just explained we 
neither have, nor are likely to have, any vernacular schools worthy of being 
classed as “ higher.” It lias been laid down as a good principle that the school¬ 
master of cacli class of scliool must bo educated up to a standard above that 
class : that is to sny, a teacher for the “ primary ” schools must be himself at 
least taught up to the “ intcrniediato ” standard; a teacher for the “ intermediate” 
schools must bo taught at least up to the “ middle ” class standard; and 
otoachcr for tlio “middle” class schools must be taught up to a standard some¬ 
thing above tliat class. 

8 . Now, in llcngal Proper (exclusive of Behar, Orissa, the Cliutia Nagporo 
province, and flic Oooch Behar division), middle class vernacular education has 
so far advanced, that there ought not to bo, and in fact there generally is not, 
any difliculty in obtaining teachers for the intermediate and primary schools. 
Any of tlio scholars who have ])ass(3d the “middle” standard are qualified for 
Fucli tcachcrships. All that is required is to prescribe that in future no person can 
be appointed ])ermam)ntly or temporarily to any school of the intermediate class 
unless ho shall have })assod the “ middle” standard, nor to any pinmary school 
unless he shall have ])asse(l the “ intcrniediato” standard. So far, then, there is 
no need for normal schools. But in the primary schools there are many teachers 
or “ gooroos ” who exi.sted before we took these schools under Government aid 
and inspection, and who have to be trained so far ns they arc capable of training. 
These men arc obliged, as one of the conditions of State assistance, to undergo 
a certain degree of normal training. To this extent, and to this only, is there 
any real need for normal schools. These men, who are at the best but unsatis¬ 
factory teachers, will gradually disappear, and bo replaced by bettor teachers 
who liavo been properly taught in our schools. And in all vacancies it will 
be a condition of kState assistance*, that the new man must have passed either 
the “ intermediate ” or the “ middle ” standaid. In Bengal Proper, exclusive of 
tlio other province.s as already mentioned, there are now 18 normal scl)ools of 
the second and third grad(\s, co.^ling Rs. 52,144 per annum. I should hope 
to gradually reduce and dispense with these, looking forward to their total 
abolition ultimately. With this view, I desire that no persons be admitted to 
these institutions save “gooroos” wlio belonged to primary schools before the 
introduction of (lovernmcnt assistance and inspection. Tlio reduction of cost 
ought to begin to take effeet almost immediately. This direction need not be 
applied to those other than “ gooroos ” who aro now at these institutions, and are 
undergoing a course; these may complete their course. But there will be no 
fresh admissions, except “ gooroos. ” 

0 . There remain the normal schools of the first grade, five in number, at 
Calcutta, Hooghly, Dacca, Kajshalive, and Chittagong, respectively. Here are 
trained the masters for the middle class vernacular schools. Had there been 
higher vernacular schools, then these normal institutions would not have been 
necessary, inasmuch as persons who had passed a higher vernacular standard 
would be eligible for masterships in tlio middle school. But, as already 
explained, there neither arc, rica* are likely to bo, higher vernacular schools, 
nor any vernacular college, save the Sanscrit College at Calcutta. Therefore 
we must maintain some higher normal institutions; otherwise we shall not 
obtain good teachers for the middle schools. There are now about 700 of 
these middle vernacular scl’ools in Bengal Proper, and the number w'ill doubt¬ 
less increase. One instituUon must be maintained at or near. Rajsbahyo for 
Northern Bengal, and one at Dacca for Eastern Bengal. But it seems to me 
doubtful whether one institution need bo maintained both at Hooghly and 
Calcutta. 1 desire that the pos.sibility of amalgamating thorn, with a view to 
reduction of expense, may bo considered, or else that the attaching of the 
Calcutta Normal School to the Sanscrit College may be considered. 

10. As regards this limited number (live, pcrliaps to be reduced to four) of 
normal institutions of tho first grade, I desire that the existing staff be main¬ 
tained at its full efficiency. Upon these institutions wdll depend tho quality of 
onr vernacular education; by their standard must all teachers for tho middle 
class schools bo qualified ana passed; upon these masters, again, will depend the 
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educational character of the masters for the lower vernacular, that is, the 
intermediate” and the “primary” schools, inasmuch as in future all masters 
for the “intermediate” and “primary” schools must have passed the standard 
of the middle schools. 

11. Present incumbents, who may not have passed this standard, may bo 
left undisturbed. But in future no person should bo appointed permanently or 
temporarily to the hoad-teachorship of a “middle” vernacular school aided 
or suportea by Government unless ho holds the certificate of the final examina¬ 
tion of a first grade normal institution. 

12. These four or five first grade normal institutions will (in addition to the 
Sanscrit College) indeed be our only vernacular scliools with any pretension to 
be classed ns “ higher,” and we ought to have these few very good. They will 
constitute the only institutions which at all approach the cliaractor of vernacular 
colleges. I have already, by my minute of the 12th Jai\uary *1875, afforded 
additional facilities for Sanscrit teaching in these institiiiions. 

L3. Further, it is at these institutions that iiistrur tion is to ho given through 
the vernacular in physical science, in the manner laid (l(Mvn in paragraph 5 
of my minute of 8rd May 1875. I especially desire that attention be given 
to this matter, and that each of these institutions bo furnisluid with proper 
apparatus and laboratories for instruction in chemistry and botany at least. 
No person is to bo passed out unless lie is qualified to practically afford 
elementary instruction in one or both of these scicnofjs. In the minute of 3rd 
May it was explained that this much of scientific teaching is to form a part of 
the curriculum and of the standard for our vernacular schools, and that the 
masters must themselves undergo some practical training^;, that is to say, they 
must bo instructed in chemistry by means of experiments in a laboratory, and 
in botany by the scientific dissection and niicroscojiic examination of living 
plants. It IS on these first grade normal institutions that wo must depend for 
tho carrying out of tliis important process, and as their number is so very 
limited, we shall bo able to see that this is really done. 

14. Further, these institutions may bo examining as well as teaching 
bodies. Any candidates for vernacular masterships may present themselves for 
examination at any one of these institutions, although they may not have received 
instruction at tho institution itself. 

15. For these first grade normal institutions there should be ono annual 
examination, so that tho students may bo tried by an uniform tost. This rule 
will accord with a practice which formerly prevailed, and can easily be carried 
out, as tho number of tho institutions is so small. 

16. There remains tho question of stipends receivable by those who study 
at these institutions. At present such stipends are largely paid, but are objected 
to by some authorities on the ground that it is indeed liberal on tho part of 
Government to train the students gratuitously, but tliat it is carrying such 
liberality too far to train them gratuitously, and to also pay them stipends in 
order to induce them to accept the instruction whereby tlioy are to earn their 
own living. There is apparently much force in these objections. But in 
reality these stipends do not essentially differ in principle from scholarsliips, 
whdeh at all sorts of schools are admitted to bo among the cftcctive modes of 
educing merit, and of which we make great use. By rule, however, tho scholar¬ 
ships at schools are awarded after competition; wlieroas the stipends at those 
normal institutions are not subject to any rule of tliis sort, but are, as I under¬ 
stand, awarded sometimes after what is virtually competition, and sometimes 
otherwise. But if rules similar to those of the scholarships were observed for 
these stipends, I should regard them as resting on tho same principal of justi¬ 
fication as the scholarsliips. On the whole, I consider that the stipends at the 
first grade normal institutions ought to bo irnniediatoly revised. I would 
propose to abolish them altogether as stipends, and to regrant them as scJiolar- 
ships. This can, as it seems to me, bo easily effected, as wo already grant 
a certain number of scholarships to tho middle class vernacular schools, tenable 
in tho higher class Englisli schools. In addition to tlicao scholai'ships, in those 
schools there can be allotted a certain number of scholarsliips which will be 
tenable in the first grade normal institutions, and will bo subject to the same 
rules and tho same competitive examination as all oilier scholarships. I desire 
that this plan may bo considered with a view to being carried out, if possible. 
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Wo should thus make sure that somo of our students of tho first grade normal 
institutions arc from among the best of the scholars of our vernacular schools. 
This would not, of course, prevent persons other than scholarship-holders from 
being admitted to tho institution. AVhatevcr fees are chargeable at schools 
should be levied at these institutions also. 

17. Students at these institutions are not bound at present to follow 
tho scholastic profession; and I would not propose to bind them. They 
would enter and leave these institutions as holders of soliolarslii])s or payers of 
fees, in the same manner as tho students at all other schools or colleges. 

18. In Hollar, in Orissa, in tho CliutiaNagpore province, and iu tho Gooch 
Hchar division, where vernacular education is much more backward, wo must 
for a time maintain normal institutions for training masters, not only for tho 

middle,” but also for the “ interniediato ”and the primary ” schools, otherwise 
we shall not bo able lo obtain competent persons. Indeed, I have already given 
orders to this eflect as regards Hclmr in my miimto of tlio 81st August 1875. 
In tho several parts of tliec.ountry, as mentioned above, there must, in each district, 
be a normal school teaching up to the middle standard. I would allow the 
civil and educathmal authorities in these districts to allow stipends at their 
discretion, as is now done, with only a general injunction to limit these 
stipends as imicli as they possibly can, consistently with tlieir obtaining the 
schoolmasters they want. This provision should, however, bo regarded as 
only temporary and provisional. As middle class vernacular education shall 
improve and spread, I should expect that tho need for these institutions would 
decrease, so tliat they miglit bo gradually reduced. 

19. As regards first grade normal institutions in these parts of the country, 
I admit that there must bo maintained one at Ranchco for Cliutia Nagporo, at 
Cuttack for Orissa, and at Patna for Beliar. Whether a second institution 
must be maintained for Bchar at Bhagulporo may bo doubted. I should bo 
glad if the local authorities could manage to reduce the one at Bhagulpore, or 
amalgamate it with the one at Patna, and so save expense. TIioso institutions 
arc subject to tlic same remarks as those just made regarding the first grade 
institutions In Bengal Proper. 

20. In eonclusion, I must observe that in regard to the educational demands 
in other directions, it is of consequence to save some of the present expense in 
the normal instruction, and to throw a fair share of this expense on those who 
aro trained for iho scliolastic profession, which is so largely aided by the State, 
and so to place tho training for this profession on tho same ground as tho train¬ 
ing for all other civil ])rofossions. The present annual cost of tho normal institu¬ 
tions iu these provinces amounts to Ks. 1,47,680. It has been already proposed 
to reduce this to Its. 1,27,784, and this reduction must at least be effected. 
But in reference to flio considerations set forth in this minute, I should hope 
that reduction may by degrees be c.'irricd out considerably further, 

21. In connection with this general subject, 1 have not overlooked the 
Mahomednn madrissalis ri'contly esi,ablished with the funds derived from the 
Mahomed Mohsin Endowment, of wliich institutions there are now four iu these 
provinces, besides the Oilcutta Madrissali, which is supported by a separate 
grant from Ooverninont. Of thi'se, one—that at Calcutta—belongs to the 

higher” class, and Iho remainder to tlio “ middle.” At all these Arabic, Persian, 
and Urdu, aro taught conjointly witli English. Eor the oriental section of their 
teaching, they have no dilliculty in olitaining teachers from Calcutta, Behar, 
or Upper India; therefore the remarks in this minute do not apply to them.

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LIBERALITY TOWARDS THE DINAPORE DISPENSARY OP BABOO 
GOUR PERSHAD SAHOO, ZEMINDAR.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 398J., dated 
the 25th ultimo, with enclosures, containing a report from Colonel J. Emerson, 
the Cantonment Magistrate of Diriapore, on the measures adopted hy him with 
a view to providing a suitable building for the accommodation of the Charitable 
Dispensary at Dinnpore. 

2. From Colonel Emerson’s report it appears that the landlord has refused 
to repair tho house at prcsenit occupied by tlie dispensary and for which 
a monthly rental of Ils. 20 is paid, and has further served tho Commitlee with 
a notice to quit the building on the 18th proximo, and that at this juncture 
Baboo Gour Pershad Salioo, an influential zemindar, came forward and liberally 
offered a donation of Rs. 3,000 for the purpose of providing some other 
accommodation for the dispensary. Funds having been thus placed at the 
disposal of the Committee, endeavors were made by them to raise further 
subscriptions, and at tlio several public? meetings wliich wore convened by 
them the sum of Ks. 4,772 were suhseribed, exclusive of Es. 3,000 which were 
contributed by Baboo Gour Pershad Sahoo. Tho total amount, therefore, thus 
subscribed for the provision of a dispensary building amounted to Us. 7,772. 

3. Tlie Committee for the management of tho dispimsary have, however, 
been unable to find a suitable site for the erection of a new building, and they 
have consequently proposed to purchase, at a cost of Us. 4,000, a large pucea- 
built house situated to the cast of the Cantonment, and in close proximity to 
the lock-up. This house is said to be conveniently situated and to bo in every 
way suitable for the purpose, and Colonel Emerson is of opinion that it would 
cost at least Us. 12,000 to build a liouso so well adapted for the purposes of 
a dispensary. 

4. I am to request that you will be so good as to inform the Committee 
for the management of the Dinaporo Dispensary that tlio Lieutenant-Governor 
approves of their proposal to purchase, at a cost of Us. 4,000, tho building 
which has been selected by them. The Commitlee should, however, bo desired 
to make the necessary alterations and additions to the building as suggested 
by Dr. Jamieson in his demi-cjfficinl lolior of tho 27th ultimo, to the address 
of Colonel Emerson, a copy of which has been submitted to Government under 
cover of your letter No. 414J of the 2nd instant. 

5. I am also to convey the approval of His Honor to tho proposal made 
by Colonel Emerson to purchase, at a cost of Ils. 1,000, a small house, adjoining 
the building intended for the dispensary, as a residence for tho hospital assistant 
attached to that institution. 

6. I am at the same time to request tliat you will inform Baboo Gour 
Pershad Salioo that Sir Richard Temple has loarnt with much satisfaction of 
tho liberality displayed by him in having contributed so materially towards 
tho raising of the fund for providing a building for the Dinapore dispensary,

The above being all comparalde, afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for the 
month, which shall show the isobanc and isothermal lines and the resultant wind directions, which 
last may be represented by arrows of varying length, proportioned to the prevalence of the wind. 
To these may be added the rainfall from the previous tables.

NATIVE CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATIONS AND CIVIL SERVICE CLASSES. 

[Rulen to como into force ofter the examination of 1876.] 

INTJIODUCTOUY. 

Now that there have been held four annual examinations for the Native Civil Service 
and that a fifth examination is to take plaee in February 1870, the Licuteuant-Governor 
wishes to plaee the Native Civil Service examinations on a permanent footing. 

2. All appointments in the Subordinate Executive Service, and all posts of Rs. 50 
monthly .salary and upwards in the sub-divisioual establishments, both in Regulation and 
Non-Regulation Proviuees, will ordinarily be reserved for persons who arc passed at the 
Native Civil Service exaniination under the conditions specified in the subsequent paragraph 
7 of these rules. (Candidates for the gazetted appoiiitmcnt.s in the Police and Opium Depart¬ 
ments will not bo admitted to the examination save under a special certificate, which can 
only be granted under the orders of the Lieutenant-Governor. Lists of candidates passed 
under the subsequent paragraph 7 of these rules will be published in the Gazette. 


ELIGIBILITY AND PRELIMINARIES TO THE EXAMINATION. 


3. All candidates eligible for appointments under rules 5 and (5 (below), who satisfy 
the preliminary requireraents, will be admitted to the Native 
Adnu»a,blotoexamniauon examination. 


4. The preliminary requirements which all candidates must satisfy are described below 
and must be attested by certificates (a), (5), and (c), which must bear dates not later than 
three months previous to the date fixed for the examination. 


(a )—Certificate of Character. 

A certificate will be required from every candidate of his character, respectability, and 
general moral fitness, such dertifieate being signed by two gentlemen ot his own nationality, 
resident in the di‘»trict of wliich ho is a native, or where he usually rcsidc.s, and also signed 
by the Judge or Magistrate of such district. The certificate of the two first-named is 
to indicate that the gentlemen who have signed it are qualified by their position and 
character to give such a certificate, and that the Judge or oSIagistrate himself knows nothing 
to the prejudice of the candidate. In the case of the town of Calcutta, instead of the 
signature of the Judge or Magistrate, the certificate should bear that of any Judge of the 
High Court, or the Commissioner of Police, or the Commissioner of the Presidency 
Division. 

(A )—Certificate of Sound Health. 

Each candidate will be required to produce a certificate from the Government racidieal 
officer of the district of which the candidate is a native, or W'liere he may for the time being 
reside, stating that the caiulidatc is gmicrally a man of sound health, that he has expressed 
his willingness to serve in any district of the Lower Provinces, and that he (the medical 
officer) believes him lo be capable of doing so, so far as can be judged antecedently. 


(r )—Certificate of ability to Ride or Walk. 


Every candidate for the higher appointments will also be required to pro^e that he can 
!^do, and for tins purpose be may apply to the Magistrate of the distiict, wKo will either 
satisfy himself on the point, or select some other person he thinks competent for that purpose. 
The examiner must satisfy himself from his own personal observation that the candidate can 
ride not less than 12 miles at a raiud pace, and is in this respect competent for all practical 
purposes of district work j and if such examiner be not the Magistrate himself, the certificate 
must be countersigned by the :'!agistrate. 


Every candidate for an appointment of less than Rs. 100 will bo required to prove 
either that he can ride as nbovi*, or that he can walk twelve miles within 34 hours without 
diffieultv or prostration, to be ciTtified in the same maimer as the riding.

promotion from their official superiors.

{r )—persons who may be specially declared eligible for all appointments by a certificate 
under the liaud ot a ^secretary to GovcruiDeut.

6. The following persons will be eligible for the examination for the Native Civil 

Service in appointments of less than Ks. 100 per mensem :— 
(fl)—Persons who have served Government with credit 
and efficiency for not less than three years, whose thorough 
facility in the use of the vernacular is certified, and who pass a preliminary examination in 
English. 

(6)—Persons who have passed the First Arts' Examination. 

(e)—Persons who may have been specially declared eligible for appointments of the 
lower grade by a certificate under the hand of a Secretary to Government. 

7. The number of places which will be offered for competilion in appointments of the 
higher and lower class respectively will be annually notified in the Gazette three months before 
the date of the exadTination. Appointments in the higher class are ihosc of Rs. 100 and 
upwards, and in the lower class, those of less than Rs. 100. The places in each of the two 
classes will be awarded to the candidates according to priority m the examination: provided 
that none be passed for the higher class unless lie obtains at least two-thirds, or for the 
lower class unless he obtains at least one half of the total number of obtainable marks upon 
the whole examination, ("andidates must declare whether they desire to compete for the 
higher or the lower class; and a candidate for a place in the higher class will not be eligible 
at that examination for a place in the lower class. To the "persons thus passed at the 
competitive examination a general expectation will be ^ifforded of employment within a 
reasonable time in the class of appointments for which each has passed, though no guarantee 
can he given of any particular appointment, or an appointment iu a particular grade in that 
class within a given time. For instance, a person who wins a place iu the higher class of 
appointments will he appointed sooner or later to at least a sub-deputyship on Rs. 100 a 
month. But it does not at all follow that lie will be. appointed a Deputy Magistrate and 
(Collector; he may or may not be so appointed; that will depend im the pleasure of 
Government.

ANNUAL EXAMINATION AT CENTRES. 


1 i. The annual examination of candidates for admission into the roll of piTsons 
qnuhfi.’a for adtuixs.on into the Native Civil Service will be 
hold on .sunic day in tlie mouth of rebruary 1870, not later 
than the 20th of that month, at Jlooghly, Dacca, Fatiia, and Cuttaek. There will, if need 
be, be special examinations for the Police and the Opium Departments.

to write well, quickly, and corri*rtly, from dictation, to eomposo a report, and to do ail 
ordinary arithmetic correctly and quickly, which must be duly certified by the examiners. 

By European is meant any person whose native language is Euglish or any other 
European tongue. 


16. Cunilidates passed at any previous examination will be admitted to the e.xamiiiariou 
in the grade in which they may have passed, without being subject to the prelimiii iry re¬ 
quirements of rules 4 and 12 similarly. Candidates partially passed at any previous examina¬ 
tion, who may for any reason be permitted to present themselves for examination in certain 
subjects only, may, if they choose, and if otherwii-e qualified, enter as competitors at the 
examination, or they may take up those subjects only in which they arc liable to examination. 
In the latter case they will not be held to have passed iu any subject for the higher grade 
unless they obtain at least two-thirds of the marks allotted to it, and of the murks in each 
paper allotted to each subject in it, nor fur the lower grade unless they similarly obtain at 
least half marks in each paper and subject.

STATEMENT OF THE COURSE OF LEGISLATION. 

HisHonob the Pbesid^t said —y Before calling upon the hon’ble members 
to apeak to the motions which stand in their names, I will, with the permission 
of we Council, make a very brief statement of the condition of our legislative 
busineas. It will he in the recollec^on of the Council that on the 19th of 
Decembw last 1 laid before the Council a programme of the various meMures 
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which we proposed to briDg before the Council. Again, on the 10th of April 
last, I made a further statement showing how far that programme had be en 
carried out, and what additions liad been subsequently made to it. 1 now 
desire briefly to remind tlie Council of the measures wnich have been passed 
into law since the lOtli ()f April last, and of tlio measures which arc still 
ponding before the local legislature. Since that date the Council have passed, 
under tlio presidency of the Ilon’blc Mr. Schalch, two Bills, one to provide for 
the survey and demarcation of land, and secondly, a Bill to provide for the 
amendment of the Abkaree Acts. The first of these two Bills has already 
received the assent of the Governor-General in Council, and the second, viz. 
that referring to the Abkaree, still await His Excellency's assent. Tliis leaves 
the follo\\ang Bills which are still requiring the consideration of the Council. 

The first is a Bill to provide for the voluntary registration of Mahomedan 
marriages and divorces. That measure will, we hope, be taken up by the Coimcil 
this day, and perhaps finally passed. 

The next is a Bill to consolidate and amend the law relating to the muni¬ 
cipal affairs of Calcutta. That Bill also stands among the list of motions 
this day, and will, 1 hope, be proceeded with. Well, that Bill has passed through 
the Select Committee. The number of its clauses is great, amounting, I think, 
to some 350, and in passing through this Council much time wdll be required. 
Recently, various propositions have been afloat for making constitutional changes. 
Now, it will be in the recollection of the Council, that the Government of Bengal is 
not averse to any moderate or any judicious changes in the constitution of that 
Municipality wfiich may commeiid themselves to the majority of interests con¬ 
cerned, and also to the majority of this Council. That being the case, in April 
last I put forth a Minute upon this somewhat important object, stating the various 
possible changes and improvements, some of them, liowever, alteniative improve¬ 
ments, which, if passed by this Council, would comnjend themselves to my 
concurrence and approval, lliesc improvements having been referred to the 
Select Coimnittoo, the Committee rc'ported that no constitutional changes were 
in their opinion necessary. From that I should he inclined to infer that the 
sense of the Council is j)erhap8 adverse to the introduction of any important 
changes in the constitution of the Calcutta Municipality; still, if any hon’ble 
member should have any specific motion to bring forward, any definite change 
tf> propose, all I can say is that 1 am still willing to consider patiently and 
carefully any such suggestion, and I believe 1 may answer for the Council 
gonovally that it wouhl be pleased to do the same; and, in reference to my 
own opinion, for what it may bo worth, as to possible chatiges or possible alter¬ 
natives, I would refer hou’ble members to the Minute whidi I liave nfferred to. 

'File next Bill relates to the provision of irrigation and canal navigation 
in the provinces subject to the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. That measure 
lias been carefully considered by the Select Committee, and certain questions 
referring thereto were' niforred by the. Select Committee to the Government of 
Bengal. I have myself confcrrecl with the lion’ble member in charge of the Bill 
regarding these references, and I have been able to give such replies as will 
enable my lion’blo colleague to proceed with the business of the Select Committee 
upon this subject; so I hope that this measure will soon bo submitted to the 
Council in such a sliape that it may bo speedily passed. I need not add, perhaps, 
that at the present time there is a particular reason why this Bill should bo 
passed into law as soon as it may be possible, for although the southern canals 
arc not much called into P^^y, owing to the abundant rains which have been 
vouchsafed to that part of the countiy (Orissa), yet the northern canals in south 
Behar will be most urgently requiretl to save both the autumn and spring crops 
from ruin. 

The next Bill is for the puraose of making better provision for the partition 
of estates paying revenue to Goveniment in the Lower Ptovinces. That Bill 
also has boon candully considered by the Select Committee; at least it was put 
down as being under the consideration of the Committee, and I know, and th« 
Council knows, that a great deal of valuable opinions—a mass of opinions—has 
been collated upon the subject; and I think that if the hon’blo member in 
chaise of the Bill shall have sufficient, leisure during the present sessions of 
^e ^uncil, he will bo able to bring the measure forward m such a shape as • 
hitTe it passed before the close of the session.

Tho next Bill is that for amending and consolidating the law relating to 
Municipalities in th(^ mofussil or interior of the country. That also has received, 
as wo all very well know, the most excellent, patient, and able consideration on 
tho pai’t of the hon’blo member in charge of it (Mr. Dampier). A variety of 
important references has boon made by him to Government upon the various 

r oints involved. These references arc under our immediate consideration, and 
hope very soon to bo able to give replies thereto, and thus there is a chance 
of those matters being brought by the Select Oommittecj in a comjilete shape 
before the Council. It will be in the recjollectioii of tho members of the Council 
that this is one of those Bills Avhich is not only an important Bill, but a length}' 
Bill, and contains some hundreds of sc<;tions. 

Tho next Bill is one to provide for imiuiry into dispute's regarding tlie 
rent payable by ryots in certain estates, and to prevent agrarian^ disturbances. 
That also, as the Council will recolh'ct, wes referred to a Selecjt Com¬ 
mittee, but during their deliberations e.^rtain legal difficulties were 
encountered, and they appeared to the mmitb^e to be of so grave a 
nature that I have submitted a refc'ren(*<^ on tlie subjc'c^t to the Govom- 

ment of India, to which a reply has not yet been recioved. I hope that a 

reply in some way or another will be soon received, and that if any 

any measure is to bo submitted to be passed by the Council on the subject, 

it might not occupy any great length of time. 

Tho next Bill is one to provide for the c.oiiipuls()ry registration of posses¬ 
sory titles in landed estates. That Bill has been drafteil by oiuj of our 
hon’ble colleagues, and it is bclhwed that various modifications and alterations 
will have to be made, and I mii not able to say now as to when the measure 
will be lit for acceptance by the (k)uncil. 

So much for what may be called the Bills actually pending before the 
Council. Besides tliese, there arc s«jveral projects of law, which have been 
mentioned by me at different tiuu's in tlie Council, and upon which Bills vet 
remain to b(5 drafted. 

The first of these is to provide a law for the appointment of managers in 
jbint uTidivided estates. 1 believe that some jirogress luis been made in the 
drafting of that liill, as iis importance is very considcjrable, and I hope that 
perhaps this measure will be completed during the present session. 

The next proji'ct is a proposal for certain improvements in the sale law, 
that is, a law for the sale of estates paying revenue to Government on account 
of default in tho pavmeut of revenue. This proposal has been forwarded for 
the consideration of tho British Indian Association, which may be taken as 
repx’csenting to a vc'ry gn'at di^grce the important interests concerned, and a 
reply from the Assotuation is awaited. 

Then comes a jiroposition for tho amendment of the General Police Act V 
of 1861. Upon that subject I may explain that a very careful Bill has been 
drafted, with the concurrence of the principal Police authorities, and has been 
submitted for the geiu'ral approval of tho Government of India. It seemed 
necessary to do this, inasmuch as whatever is done, supposing anything is 
done, in Bengal, may be taki'U to affect in the same way neighbouring local 
Governments. 1 have not yet received a reply to the reference which has 
been made to the Govenmient of India. 

• The next proposal is one for the establishment of reformatory schools. It 
will be in the recollection of the Council that in April last I mentioned this as 
one of the measures that may possibly require to bo taken into consideration. 
This question was also referred to tho Government of India, and wo have 
roceiv6)d a reply that, as the matter apjicars to be one of -goiuiral interest, and 
one affecting all local Governments in India, it should better bo taken up by the 
Council of the Governor-General, and a measure for this purpose has been 
actually introducied into the (kmncil of the Governor-General, this proj6ct 
may now be struck off from the list of the business pending before the Bengal 
Council. 

Tho next is a proi)osal for the prohibition of the levy of illegal cesses in 
navirahlo channels, liigh roads, and market-places. Upon this suTyect a Bill 
was Rafted by our hou’ble colleague, Mr. Schalch, and nos since been referred 
by the Government of Bengal to the British Indian Association, and upon this 
subject also tho reply of the Association is awaited. I have no doubt it 
will soon be receivea. 
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The next mecCsuro is the consolidation of the Abkareo Acts. That is a 
matter requiring a great deal of care, and it has been taken up by our learned 
Secretary, and I understand that it has been partially prepared. 

The last project is one of merely local importance, hardly affecting any 
considerable portion of these provinces, viz. some alteration in the rent law 
for the Cliota Nagpore Province. The main object of that is to exclude that 
province from the operation of certain sections of the general rent law of 
Bengal, which are considered by well-known authorities, and especially by 
the late Commissioner, Colonel Dalton, as not applicable to the circumstances 
of that province. 

Thus much for the pending business. I have no particular additions to 
make to-day to the programme which was made a year ago, and which, as 
hon’ble members will see, has been steadily kept in view. But it will be clear 
that there are four important measures which have really to bo taken up ;— 
I may say five. First, there is the matter of such immediate importance 
in respect of the city of Calcutta, viz. the- Calcutta Municipality Bill. But 
besides that, tlicrc is the Municipal Bill for the mofussil or tlic interior of the 
country generally, upon which the health and conifort of the inhabitants of the 
towns and large villages of these great provinces so much depend in future. 
But besides these, there are three great measures intimately affecting what 
I must regard as the greatest of all the great interests in these provinces, 
viz. that relating to the tenures of land. One of these Bills relates to the partition 
of estates, the second relates to the compulsory registration of possessory titles 
to lands, and the third relates to the appointment of managers for joint 
undivided estates. These three very important measures have for now nearly 
a year been before the Council; much labour has been bestowed upon them, and 
at one time or another much careful consideration has been devoted to them. 
I must confess to some disappointment in that these measures should not yet 
have been ready for submission in a complete sliape to the Council. But it 
must be remembered that they are in themselves difficult, and require much 
deliberation. Still, I must again urge them very much upon the attention of 
all hon*blc members whoso experience lies in that direction; and I will express 
the most earnest hope of the Government of Bengal that the Council may 
succeed in passing these measures into law during the present session: and 
I hope that if wc shall succeed in obtaining the undivided care, attention, and 
time of the hon’blc member (Mr. Dampier), wo may hope to succeed in bringing 
these measures into completeness within a little time. If, during the course of 
the session, further projects of law shall appear to be called for by the circum¬ 
stances of the country, I will then lose no time in announcing them to the 
Council. But my immediate object in making these remarks is to entreat the 
attention of hon’ble members to those important measures which have been for 
a long time, and still are pending before tne Bengal legislature. 

I will now call upon the Ilon’ble Mr. Dampier to speak to the motion which 
stands against his name.” 


REGISTRATION OF MAHOMEDAN MARRIAGES AND DIVORCES. 

The IIon’ble Mr. Dampier said, the Council would remember t^at the Bill for 
the voluntary registration of Mahomedan marriages and divorces was considered 
and finally settled in Council on the 25th March last, but the final passing of 
the Bill had been delayed until now at His Honor’s request. Mr. Dampier 
had since looked over the Bill for the last time, as usum, and ho found that 
there were three verbal additions that he wished to make before the Bill was 
passed, namely, to insert headings in the Schedule to the different forms of 
roasters required to bo kept. The object of the amendment was merely to 
bnng the sdiedule more into conformity with the substantive provisions of the 
Bill. Tho amendments were to prefix the following headings to the fomu^f 
registers specified in the schedule, namely— ^ ^ 

“ Form A, Book I.-^-Register of marriages 'as prescribed by section 6 of 
the -^ct for the voluntary registration of Mahomedan marriages and divorces). 

. “ Form B, Book II.—Repster of Divorces other than those of the kind 
^own askhula (prescribed by section 6 of tho Act for the voluntary registration 
^Mahomedan marriages and divorces'. 
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“ Form C, Book III.—Register of divorces of the kind known as khula 
(prescribed by section 6 of the Act for the voluntary registration of Mahoinedan 
marriages and divorces).” 

The amendments were agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier then moved that the Bill bo passed. 

His Honor the President said—“ Before putting the motion to the Council, 
I desire to explain that this Bill having been carefully settled in Council during 
last spring, I asked the Council to be good enough to allow a short delay before 
it was finally passed, in order that, as the matter is one very much affecting the 
domestic concerns of a large portion of the people of these provinces, I might 
have time to see whether any substantial objections would t)o started in any 

a uarter against the measure, and also that 1 might have time to visit some of 
le principal centres of Mahomedan intelligence and education in these provinces 
in the interior of the country, and to see whether the measure is likely to meet 
with the general approval of those classes whom it concerns. As tlie Council 
knows, no material or substantial objection of any kind from the classes con* 
cemed has been received since the publication in A]>ril last of the Bill as it 
now stands. I have had the benefit of visiting both Patna and Dacca, the 
western and eastern Mahomedan capitals in Bengal, and of learning the 
feelings of the Mahomedan gentry there. At Patna I found tliat the majority 
of educated Mahomedans are in favor of the Bill, but there wore some 
objections made by certain gentlemen there ; but these objections I found 
are based upon what I must call misapprehension of the Bill, to the effect that 
the Bill is supposed to prescribe things which it do(^s not prescribe, and to 
interfere with matters with which it really avoids interfercmce. 

Then at Dacca 1 found but one opinion as to the expediency and necessity 
of passing this Bill into law, and carrying it into effect as soon os possible. So 
I can only say that if the Council now should be plciused to pass tlie Bill, I for 
one am prepared to give my most entire concurrenc(i and approval to it. The 
Council will recollect the grave social disadvantages whicli the Bill is 
intended to meet. First, the difficulty of registering the celebration of 
marriages among the poorer classes of Mahomedans, and secondly the difficulty 
of proving them; then the looseness of the marriage tie. Constant disputes 
break out in that respect, and tlie social demoralization therefrom arising lead 
to disputes and feuds, which are attested not only by general repute, but also by 
the records of the courts, and especially by the criminal courts. Alltho^e evils 
are well known to the Council, and 1 need not dwell upon them ; and 1 think it 
will be the opinion of all hon’ble members who have experience of the working of 
these courts that registration of this kind will providci, to a cousideralJe degree, 
a remedy to remove these evils, and become more and more effectual year by year. 
The registration, it will be remembered, is purely voluntary. Tlioso Mahomedans 
who live in places where there is a certain amount of religious organization 
will bo able to celebrate their marriages in the most orthodox manner, and they 
will not require registration; whereas their poorer brethren in the remoter loca¬ 
lities, who constitute the vast majority of the Mahomedan population, and who do 
not enjoy those advantages, will now have the means of registration if they 
choose to avail themselves of it: and it seems to me very hard upon the poorer 
and humbler classes of Mahomedans if any rich or fortunate incnvidual among 
the community, who does not want registration, shall bo allowed to object 
to those who wish to avail themselves of the advantages to be conferred by 
this BUI doing so if they choose. The question is, do the Mahomedans, or do 
tiiey not wish to have this registration ? If they do, then why, in the name 
of everything that is sensible and humane and considerate, should the Council 
not give them the benefit of it? The utility of the measure will be 
perfectly tested by the number of repstrations which will bo effected. If a good 
nutnb^ of registrations are effected, then those who object to the Bill will 
not be able to say that it ought not to have been passed; and if tliere are 
few remtrations, it is perfectly clear that at all events no harm will bo 
done, under Ihese circumstances, believing that the Bill, if passed, will be 
of great social benefit to several millions of people living under this Govern¬ 
ment^ I have groat pleasure in putting before the CouncU tlie motion which has 
been made, viz. that the Bill be passed.” 

The motion was agreed to and the BiU passed. 
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CALCUTTA MUNICIPALITY, 

The Hon’blp/Mr. Hooq said, when he asked permission to introduce the 
Bill to consolidate the Municipal Acts relating to the afPairs of Calcutta^ he 
explained to the Council that the measure was brought forward owing to the 
urgent necessity for consolidating the municipal laws affecting the town of 
Calcutta. The original Municipal Act had been p^sed in 1863, and since 
that time there had been fourteen or fifteen amending Acts. Owing to tlie 
multiplicity of the Municipal Acts the law was now on some points not quite 
clear, and difficulty was experienced by the public in understanding the 
municipal law under w^hich they were living. Pennission to bring in the Bill 
was given on the 3rd of April, and, when bringing it forward, he briofiy explained 
the amendments in the law as it now stood which he should ask the Council to 
adopt in this consolidation Bill. The Bill was referred for consideratioti 
and report of a Select Committee, who submitted their report on ii\e I9tli June. 
Since then the Bill and the reix>rt of the Select Committee, togetlier with the 
partial dissent of two members of the Committee, liad been published witl> the 
view of eliciting an expression of public opinion as to tlie proposals contained 
in the Bifl. Although four months had elapsed since tlie publication of 
the amended Bill, the Council had only received one report from any of tlie 
public bodies on the provisions of the Bifl. The report to which he lefeired 
had come from the Justices, which body might be assumed to be the one 
mOBt interested in th(5 Hill now before the Council. The Justices at a largely 
attended mot^ting unanimously recorded their ap])roval of the general principle of 
the Bill, subject only to tluur desire to support the dissent of tho Uon’ble 
Mr. Brookes and tho Ilon’ble Baboo Kristodiiss Pal. They said that there 
wore many ixnnts of detail couiioctod with tho wording of the Bill which might 
be improvea; but as their Chaimian, Mr. Brookes, and Baboo Kristodass Pal,, 
wore members of the legislature, they were content to leave tlie consideratioil 
of those amoiidments to them. 

The report of the Select Committee explained fully the amendments 
proposed by the Committee, and Mr. IIooo would not therefore take up the 
time of the Council by recapitulating what was recorded in tho report, whicb 
was in tho hands of hon^ble members. There was one point upou which> 
ho thought some remarks would not bo out of place,, and it. was to explain whjr 
bo, as a member of the Committee, together with the otlier momWs o£ tha 
Committee, did not propose any constitutional changes iiv the Bill. Tlie» 
Council would remember that tho Lieutenant-Governor, at tho time of the Bill 
being referred to a Select Committee, recorded a Minute, in which His* Honor 
drew tho attention of tho (Jominittoe to the opinion recorded by the lata 
liioutenant-Govemor as to the necessity of altering the constitution of. the 
Municipality ; and His Honor intimated that he was prepared to accept any' 
moderate measure for tho municipal government of the town of Calcutta whicL 
the Council might approve of. Speaking for himself, the reason why Mr.. HOGCk 
had arrived at the opinion that it was not advisable to recommend oonstitUf* 
tional changes, was that ho thought it inexpedient, to disturb the presentr 
well organized system, which was in complete working order, unless.Wwasr 
satisfied that it was to be superseded by one which would prove tor he mora 
efficient and more popular. Against tho existing corporation* it* wasaUegpd* 
that it was not a representative b^y. Tliat mig^t be readily conoeded as^Ut 
fact.. It might further be concede that the conduct of municipal, affaiia waa^ 
not such as me masses of the population would select if tho privilege of, unne^ 
stricted self-government was accorded to them. But the question then aseser~ 

Is Governmont, is this Council, prepared to concede to the inhabitants of,Cdiotttta> 
a sysjteni of real self-goYcmment ? and Mr. Hogg . thought this question .must her 
answived in the negative. No doubt the Council was.prepariadtto grantto^ the* 
oitisens of Calcutta a reasonable measure of independence ; but he thought* it 
open to question whether the people of this country, and of Calcutta,, wore.m.a* 
state to have real self-government conceded to them. It. must be remembered i ^ 
that die views of the masses of the population, of this city were* in. 
many municipal matters at variance, with the views of the ifpoveming authorities,, 
emd *al|^f tho European citizens and. rate-payem of C^outta. The wish of . 
mass population—he said tho mass as distinguished from the intelligopti 

portiomof tbe’^nativc community, who in.a measure agpreed.withitbe.Europeans— 
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tract that they should left alone, and be permitted to live after the manner of 
their fdrefatners. Their idea of good government was a minimum of taxation 
aceompanied by complete immunity from all sanitary control. They objected 
to be called on to adopt those measures of sanitation which were accepted 
tod acted upon by all nations who had arrived at an advanced stage of 
civilization. That, he thought, was briefly the view of the mass of the native 
population^ 

As regards the views of those responsible for the government of the city, 
they considered it to be their duty to insist on all the primary rules of sani¬ 
tation being observed and enforced, and also to prt^ss forward works which they 
knew from experience would be a benefit to the city, and, moreover, l>e hereafter 
appreciated, if not by the present generation, certainly by their successors. 

That works of high sanitary importance Isad been pushed on rapidly 
during the last twelve years under the present administration was an admitted 
fact, and one which those who were foremost in., denouncing the present 
Municipality would not venture to deny. It was, however, no use ignoring the 
fact that these works of improvement liad been carried out by the Justices with 
the cordial support of the local Qoveniment, not only without tlie concurrence of 
the mass of the population, but in direct opposition to their strongly expressed 
wishes; and not only the expressed wishes of the native population, but also of 
a section of the European community as represented by at least one TCnglish 
paper, which had strenuously opposed both the drainage and water-supply 
schemes. If, then, the Calcutta of to-day was a far superior })lucc of abode to wnat 
it was twelve years ago, and if many sanitary reforms had been successfully 
carried out during the last few years, it was all to be attributed to the wisdom 
of Government in not having accorded to the citizens of Calcutta a too large 
measure of self-government. These being his views he certainly should not 
be prepared to support any measure which would, by placing too much 
power in the hands of the people, stop the progress of sanitary reforms. 
He held that what was required W Calcutta and other towns in India was 
a scheme which, while affording every facility for tlie views of all chisses of 
the community to be fairly represented in the goveniiug board, should reserve to 
Gh^vernmejit tnc potential voice in the decision of matters of great importance, 
and should also provide a strong executive head for the administration of 
municipal affairs. 

Tfio present system, Mb. Hogo thought, whatever its defects might be, did 
in a ^reat measure meet the above conditions; for while providing a strong 
executive head appointed by Government, it assoedatod ^yith him as many intel¬ 
ligent gentlemen from all classes of the community whom the local Government 
might bo pleased to appoint as Justices. 

Then came the question whether selection was better than election. In 
Mr. Hogg’s judgment the Government was in a better position to select native 
gentlemen who would really represent in an intelligent way the views of the 
different native classes of tne community in Qilcutta than tiie public would bo 
if the prirndple of election was adopted. The objections to the present system, 
it appeared to him, might be briefly stated as follows :— 

\9t .—That owing to the number of Justices of the Peace, the Muni¬ 
cipal Corporation had too many members, and that therefore 
individual responsibility was not felt. 

That the Justices being created for life, tliey had not that sense 
of responsibility whicn might be secured if they held offline for 
8 fixea'terin of years, say for one, two, or three years. 

Zrdi —That the Municipal Meetings* led to much waste of time, as 
some Justices availed themselves of the opportunity to indulge 
in long speeches fto wide of the points at issue, and thereby 
kept away European gentlemto of position whose presence 
would be of great value to the Municipality. 

The last object was far tne most serious one, as there could be no doubt that 
the Municipality did much lack the presence and support of independent' 
European gentlemen. 

The remedy which should be applied was not easy to suggest, as 
Mr. Hogg believed that European and rfative opinion was at direct issue on' 
the question of the best form of municipal government. 





1362 SUPPLEMENT TO THE CALCUTTA GAZETTE, NOVEMBER 24., 1876. 


The majority of Europeans advocated a Municipal Board, constituted of 
members retuiTiod by a system of representative election; whereas the Natives, 
as a body, were stronjrly opposed to any system which would not encourage the 
most com})hjte publicity in all matters which came before the Municipal Board; 
and they argued, and with justice, that the discussions by a small Municipal 
Board would not bo as public as formal debates by a larger body. 

To reconcile these conflicting views was almost impossible: such being the 
case, it had to be decided whether the views of the European or the Native 
community should bo adopted. On this point Mr. Hooa was of opinion 
that the wishes of the Native community should take precedence of those of the 
European citizens of Cahmtta; for the Natives, besides being far the most 
numerous, had an abiding interest in the city to which no European could 
attain. 

Mr. Hogo would by all means force on the Natives of India sanitary 
improvements, but whilst doing so, he would afford them, in the way 
they liked best, every possible facility for expressing their opinions, and for 
ventilating their views in the most public manner p(^ssible. He agreed with 
the Natives that publicity could best be obtaiiuid by public debates and 
subsequent press criticisms; consetpiently he would continue the existing 
system of debates at the municipal meetings, even though it led, as it 
undoubtedly did, to gnjat waste of time, and, what was still, worse deprived 
the Municipality of the supj)ort of gentlemen whose counsels were much to bo 
desired. « 

Ho would now ask the Council to proceed with the Bill in its 
present form, leaving out one or two sections which deflned the constitution 
of the corporation of (^alcutta, and as the Bill passed through Council, 
any member who might have a scheme would b(i able to bring it forward. 

But because the constitution of the Municipality was left an open question, 
that was no reason why the other sections of the llill, which would be equally 
applicable to any fonn of Govenmient, should not be proceeded with and 
settled. The Coumul had received a representation from the Port Commis¬ 
sioners, urging that the Twcgislature should not, in the case of assessment on 
property, allow the decision of the Justices to be final. To meet this 
reasonable recpiest, the (committee had provided in the amended Bill that 
any person dissatisfitnl with the amount at which the Chairman of the 
Justices might assess his property, should be entitled to appeal cither to a 
Boai'd of Justices or to the Small Cause Court. 

This, he thought, entirely met the objections urged by the Port Commis¬ 
sioners. Another important amendment introduced by the Committee into the 
Bill was the provision that there should be an appeal allowed to a Board of 
Justices, other than oxcHiutive officers of the Municipality, against the decision 
of the Chainnan of the Justices determining umler what class a trade or 
profession licemse was to be granti^d. There was another very important 
amendment, which affected the lighting and police rates. At present those rates 
were payable at the close of each Quarter; in future it was proposed that they 
should lie colU'cted in advance. Tlie (Committee had also intn^duced into the 
amended Bill sections to enable the municipality to exercise more strict super¬ 
vision over the consumption of water in houses, which was most necessary in 
order to check the present reckless waste of v^ter. 

With these remarks he would move that the Bill be taken into considera¬ 
tion in order to the settlement of its clauses. 

The Uon’ble Bahoo Kristodas Pal said that the hon’ble member in charge 
of the liill had explained to the Council the reasons which induced the Select 
Committee not to recommend any change in the constitution of the Municipal 
Corporation of Calcutta. He certainly agreed with him that, although the Bill 
had been before the public for such a long time, there was not any very decided 
expression of opinion as to w'hether any material changes were wanted in tl% 
present constitution of the Municipality. Not until only a month ago was any 
voice heard on the subject, and he believed the hon’ble member was not far 
wrong when he said that when the Bill was first laid before the Council, there 
wm such harmony among the several component elements of the Corporation 
that no jchange wnatever was wanted by any one section of the community. 
Unfortunately, there had been some friction within the last few months between 
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the executive and the independent members of the Corporation, which had led 
to somewhat warm discussion, and which in a ifianner had brought about tho 
present agitation. Ihit independent of that, he thought tho subject was well 
worth the consideration of tho Council. Tho llritisli Govomincnt in this 
country was a progressive one, and the institutions founded by it were essentially 
progressive in their nature; and as the people wore imbued with Western 
tnowlodgo and ideas, they longed for tho Western mode of government, and 
for the introduction of Western institutions for the protection of their liberties 
and the advancement of their welfare. It was theriifore not at all unnatural 
that the people of Calcutta, who were admittedly in the van of intelligence 
and enlightenment, should ask for that measure of solf-governnient which had 
been accorded to other (tountries wliich’owned allegiance to tho British Crown,— 
he meant the British colonics and dependencies. 

If hon’blo members would look back to the history of municipal govern¬ 
ment in this city, they would find that abf)Pt twenty 3 x*ars ago there was an 
elective syst<‘m in force. It did not work fairly for manj" reasons, and was 
therefore^ abandouiid. 'Phen came tho municipal triumvirate. That system 
also worked for some years, wlum the public cried for a change. Next came 
the present Municipalitj^ It was true • that this Munhupality was jiot repre¬ 
sentative in tho sense in which that word was usually umlerstood; still it 
represented, to a great extent, the intelligence, wojilth, and rc'spt^ctability of tho 
local comn»unity. lie admitted that the Corporation, as at present constituted, had 
undergone changes siiuie,—ho meant lif^persotmol ^—and that the later nominaiions 
had to a certain extent (he did not mean to reflect upon individuals) detracted from 
tho character of the Corporation, ‘'riie Corporation had, however done a largo 
measure of good. A])art from the many metisurcs of imj)rovement which had been 
carried out under the present system, and to which referemee had b(^cn made by the 
hon’blo mover, it had proved a good school of political training for tho people 
of Calcutta. He might say that sinco the Corporation had beim created, the 
rate-payers had evinced a lively interest in all its procjcedings, and that wjis 
simply because tho fullest publicity had been given to all that had boon done 
by it. Both when the elective Board used to sit, and when the triumvirate was 
constituted under the Act of 185G, tho proceedings of tho Corporation were not 
published to tho sjinn^ extent as they wore nf)w. I'hen an abstract of the 
proceedings of tho Municipal Commissioners were given to tlio newspapers, 
and the public were left to draw their own inferences from that meagre state¬ 
ment. Now the meetings of tho Corporation were open to tho public. I'ho 
Press reported tho proceedings verbatim for the information of the public, and 
thereby a healthy public criticism was evoked among all classes wlio paid 
rates and took an interest in the affairs of the town. If the proceedings of 
the Justices were so widely discussed by the Press and tho public at largo, it 
was duo to the present wholcsomo^practice of publicity. Tho people of Calcutta 
being thus trained, and having acquired a proper appreciation of their own 
interests, naturally enough asked for a further extension of municipal 
privileges. They wanted, in fact, a larger mc^asure of stOf-government. 
It was true that opinion was very mudi divided as to the scheme of l(M!al 
self-government best suited to tho varied interests of the town; still lifj 
believed that opinion was unanimous upon ‘this point, that there ought to be 
some 80 i*t of selection in tlio election of tlioso who govom(?d tho affairs of tho 
town, and that there ouglit to bo a grea-ter freedom <if action in tlio Corporation. 
The hon’ble mover of thp Bill had stated that he doubted whether Government 
was prepared to give real self-government to the people of this town. He 
thought it was rather bold on tho part of tho hon’blc member to make such an 
assertion in tho face of the declaration from tho Hon’ble President that His 
Honor was prepared to consider any reasonable and judicuous measure of self- 
government. Bahoo KnisTctDiVS Pal admitted that constituted as Government 
was in this country, their rulers were not prepared to surrender the municipal 
govomment of the metrofxdis to the natives of tho country; but ho believed 
that wlien the people wanti^d a measure of self-goveniment, they did not mean 
that they should have tho whole tiling in their own hands. What they •meant 
was that thej^ should be associated with their Eutopeaii fellow-subjects in tho 
task of local self-govommcnt. Ho might observe that tho people of this 
country, if they were in any way to be useful to themselves and tho nation at 
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large, could only bo so by associating tliemselves with their European fellow- 
subjects. They must Itjam a great deal, and under the direction and guidance 
of their rulers might prove themselves ecpial to the task which they might be 
called upon to perforin. Sinco England had planted its flag in this countrj, 
there had been many important changes*in its political organization and its 
internal administration, and the people had been invitiid to an active share in 
the administration of the eounlry; and ho believed the Govermnent would admit 
tiiat they had not been found wanting in taking advantage of that honorable 
and responsible^ 2 X)sition whicli it had pleased the Government to confer upon 
thorn, lie l)eliev(‘d that if the of Calcutta were associated with their 

advanced ]<]uropean h'llow-subjects in the government of the affairs of the city, 
they would not be found wanting. Asmiittcu’s now went, <iven if the Corporation 
was not ronsid(»red a representative institution, still it was, to a great extent, a free 
institution, and lie bi'lieved it would l)o admitted that his eountrymen had done 
their part of the work well, and to sonu* oxtc'nt creditably. Looking to the 
success which had in some measure attimdod the attempts of the people of this 
city to work under and with their Europi'an rulers and fellow-subjects, ho 
thought the further extension of the experiment of local s(Jf-governmcnt might 
be safely made in the administration of its inimielpal affairs. 

He did not at all agree with his hoii’blo friend that the views of the masses 
wore opposed to iinj^rovement: that they wanted only tlie minimum of taxation 
and no improvements in the town whatever. 'I'ho inas,% of the tax-payers of 
the town ct^rtainly did object to excessive taxation, simjily because it was often 
succeeded by oxeossivo expenditure. Ills hoii’blo fri(*nd had |ioint(‘d to some of 
the improvements whicb had been carried out in the town, and which liad 
proved highly bcneticial in spite of, or rather against, the wishes of the native 
community, and also in spite of the opposition of a portion of the European 
community, lie believed the hon’ble member would admit that opposition to 
the measures referred to did not proceed so much from any desire to obstruct 
improvement as to prevent excessive expenditure or (ixtruvagaiuHi; and say what 
his hon’ble friend might, it could not be denied that, however successful had 
been the administration of tlie Municipality under the present system, it had 
been most costly, and in some cases the exiicnditure had been unjustifiably 
extravagant. lie believed that were it not for the lioaltliy control exercised by 

S ublic opinion and by the working Justices upon the executive action of the 
[unicipality, there would have been much greater extravagance and much 
more addition to taxation. 

The hon’ble member in charge of the Bill had been pleased to remark that 
he would not, and lie hoped the Government would not, consent to delegate 
the executive duties of the Municijiality to tlie bond fide representatives of the 
masses. lie did not clearly understand what the hon’ble member meant by 
the phrase “ bond representatives of the masses.” He believed that many of 
the Justices professed themselves to be re})resoiitativos of the mass of the rate¬ 
payers in the town, and if such J ustieos had not abused their privileges and 
position, he could not understand wJiy his lion’ble friend should object to the 
bmd fide rejiresentativos of the masses. He thought that any p(Tson who took 
Ins scat in the Coriioration, but did not seek to represent the mass of *the rate¬ 
payers who bore the bulk of the tstxation, did not dosorve a place in that body. 

Then his hon’blo friend had discussed briefly the comparative merits of 
selection and eh^ction, and was satisfied with the present mode of selection. 
Bauoo Kitisi'ODAs l^AL had already said that the selections made by the Govern¬ 
ment had not been always happy ones. Ho believed lie would not be for wrong 
wore ho to say that Ihore wore members of the Corporation who were not even 
ac«]^uainted with tlui English language, althougli that was the language in 
which the proceedings of the Corporation were conducted. Could it be expected 
that gentlemen who were not acquainted with English would be able to appre¬ 
ciate the merits of the measures proposed f<jr discussion, or realize the 
ctiaracter and gravity of the questions brought before them. Under anjL 
system, then, ho would support the principle of elecl ion before selection. Ifd* 
admitted that the jircsoiit Municipal Corporation was an unvrioldy body; and 
if it was unwieldy, ho was» constrained to say that it was so owin^ to the 
fiction of the Government. As originally constituted, the Corjioration was 
somewhat unwieldy; but when the Government of Sir William Grey saw that 
the influx of the Bepgal, Beliar, and Orissa Justices hampered the action of the 
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independent Justices, he climinatc^d that clement; but again additions had been 
frequently made to the body, perhaj)s at iho instance of the executive head of 
the Municipality—lie could not say with what object—and the Oorporation had 
again gradually become very unwielclj^ and ill-assortt'd. He thought it was 
of the highest importance tliat the i^umber of members of the Corporation 
should be limited by law. As matters at pres(*nt stood, any Chairman who 
should consider that there was not a sufficient following at his command , 
• might recommend the ajipointment of additional members, and the Govern¬ 
ment might assent to tlie recomuamdation, and thus the independent 
Justices might be swamped, and the (Corporation might bo made more and more 
unwieldy and loss efficiient. lie thought that in the interests of the town 
the number of members of tlu^ Coqioration should bo limited. He also agreed 
with the hon’bh? member in charge of tlu) Bill that the tenure of office of 
the Justices as members ol: the (-orporation should bo limittid to a term of 
years. At present the Justlecs were regarded in the light of life-peers. 

It was v(Ty desirable that there should b(j an infusion of ik'W blood in the 
(Corporation from time to time. But if there was to bo an infusion of now 
blood, it ought to bo done with the consent and support of those who were 
vitally interested in the working of the Municipality. Ho nieatit that the 
nomination and election of the new members ouglit to rest in tlie hands of the 
rate-payers, or in a body of their representatives. If the (Jovernment had the 
nomination, and if the Justices were to go out by rotation every three years, as 
proposed, then perluips the most useful Justices, who in regality rendered the 
most substantial assistance to the Chairman, but who might be considered 
obnoxious by reason of their constitutional opposition, might be made to vacate 
office to the detriment of the bi'st interests of the town. 

Reference had ])een made to the waste of time at the meetings of the 
Corporation, which liad ke])t away Europ('an gentlemen of position and influ- 
(mce, whoso presence would bo most desirable. He had closely watched the 
working of the Municipality for the last twelve years, and he was sorry to 
say that the European residents of the town as a body at the best took very little 
interest in the business of the Corporation. He generally found the meetings 
of the Municipality, when personal questions (!ame to the fore, better attends 
than when lakns and lakhs of rupees were voted away, on wliich occasions many 
of the European Justices were conspicuous by thoir absence. And ho could well 
understand the reason, The Europeans came to this country as birds of 
passage, and, as his hon’blo friend expressed it, they had*no abiding interest in 
the land; and so long as they saw that their own wants and comforts were 
attended to. Baboo Kristojus Ral was not surprised to find that they could 
not afford time to busy themselves witli matters which did not immediately 
interest them. The Europeans in this country were quite willing to give 
their time to the promotion of public business, if it did not lead to much sclf- 
sacrifice; but, as had been p6inted out, the municipal debates occupied much 
time, and as their time was valuable, they could not attend those meetings. But 
what would you hav«^ ? Would you have a close borough systc'iii^ with a view 
to promote the convenience of a few members of tlu^ Eur()])(*!ni community? or 
would you have the widest publicity for tlie sake of the hundreds of thousands 
who were interested in the business of the Municipality ? lie fully subscribed 
to every word whidh f(*ll from his lion’ble friend in cliarge of the Bill on this 
part of the subject. Ho had taken a broad and liberal vi(‘w of tln^ question, 
and it was gratifying to Baboo Kuwtodas Pal that liis lion’ble friend, as the head 
of the (Corporation, should advoi^ate the widest publicity. If anything was 
criticised in these debate-s, it was his own proceedings; and Baboo Kkistodas Pal 
fully appn'ciatcd the feeling that had promptiMl his hon’ble friend to advocate 
the freest jmblicity. df the mnnicijiial dt^bates unfortunately led distinguished 
members of tlie liuropean community to avoid the Corporation, he confessed 
that that was a matter of deep regret; but in no einlizcd country was public 
business of that kind conducted without d(*bates, and the debating of questions 
meant the employment of a certain quantity of time fur their discussion from 
all points of view. 

He thought ho had touched upon most of the important points which had 
been urged by his hon’blo friend in •his opening s])ec*cb, and although Baboo 
Kkistodas Pal was not prepared to submit a scliemc of general election for the 
municipal local government of Calcutta, he had some iucas of Ids own oil the 
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subject, which lie ventured to place before the Council not without the greatest 
diffidence. He had started with the proposition that there ought to bo \ 3 lecti 0 n 
and not selection, and, ent('rtaining that view, he proposed that the municipal 
Corporation of Calcutta should be made self-elective. Ilis plan was this. Let 
the number of tlie Jasti(;es who were to^’coinposo the Corporation bo limited or 
fixed by law. Make it 100, 80, or any number you think reasonable. He 
might remind the Council tliat th(j City of London had a body of 200 Common 
Councilmen. lie would, then first limit the number of Justices to compose 
thg Corporation, would next provide that one-tenth of them should retire 
annually or every two or throe years, and that the remaining members of the 
Corporation should ('h^tt from amongst tlio rate-payers successors to those who 
would go out by rotation,—that was to say, the remaining members should 
fonn a sort of Hoard of hihictors. The first elociion might bo made by the 
present Justices, from amongst their own body, or the first members might bo 
nominated by the Covernmont. Thus, if the Council should agree to limit the 
number to 100, thcise might be elect(Ml from amongst the 158 .Justices of which 
the Corporation now consisted, or the Government might si^loct the first 100, 
and one-tenth of this body, that is, 10, should go out annually, and the remaining 
90 should tfilect successors to thc>se 10 from amongst the rate-payers, and any 
rate-payer possessing the necessary intellectual qualifications should be considered 
eligible to election. Ho would also fix by law the innnb<^r of representatives 
of each section of the community, so that there might bo no misunderstanding 
or confusion hereafter. That num])or should of eoursc bo regulated by 
a consideration of the number of the population of the various sections of the 
community, of their stake in the city, and of the amount of their contributions 
to the municipal fund. These w('re matCers of detail. If the general sehemo 
was approved of by the (^ouncal, it might bo coiisidorod in Committee. If such 
a system of a sclf-eh'ctive Corporation sliould prove su(!cessful, it might be 
considered hereafter whether the basis of election might not bo extended. lie 
proposed the scliojiio as a tentative? measure only, but be was not prepared to 
propose any ameuidmonts at pn'seuit. If the views which he', liad ventured to 
express should meH?t with any support in (.Council, he would submit the necessary 
amendments fe^r the consideration of tlie Ce)uucil. 

The motion was then agreiejel to. 

On the me)ti()ri e)f the lloNbu.E Mu. IIoGG the clauses of the Bill were 
considered for seittleuneuit in the form recommcneicel by the Select Committee. 

The consideiration e)f Sections 1 to 4 was postponed. 

Section 5 was agreed to. 

Section 6 provided that the municipal fund sliould bo applied by the 
Justices as trustees for the purposes of the Act. 

The Hon’ble Mu. IIogg moved to add to the section the words “ and for 
such other local purposes as the Justices at a special general, or quarterly 
meeting, with the sanction of the local Government, may direct.” Tlio reason 
he proposed the addition was that in his opinion the Justices,were now confined 
too much in regard to expiuiditurc: they could only expend money for 
purposes of * conservancy and the improvement of the town. It frequently 
occurred that proper and legitimate expenditure which ought to be‘borne by 
the Municipality was unable to bo done owing to the wording of this section, 
which was taken fi-om tlio law as it now stood. It was of course desirable that 
the Justices should ho prevented from expending money upon objects which 
did not fall within the legitimate concerns of the town, but such a chec?k ho 
proposed to impose by making all expenditure sanctioned by the Justices at a 

S ocial, general, or quarterly meeting subject to tho sanction of the local 
ovemment. 

The Hon’blic Baboo Kutstopas Pal said ho considered it liis duty to oppose 
the amendment. He thought the power of tho Justices to oxjH'ud money could not 
bo too much guarded. Ho had just now alluded to tho extravagance whicli some- 
tinies characterized the operations of tho .Justices, an<l if ibis additional power 
were vested in them, lie fean'd it would lead to cOiihiderable waste of tho harll 
earned money of tho tax-payor.s. Ills lion’ble friend had said that sometimes 
the Justices themselves regretted their want of power to expend money for what 
they considered legitimate objects. Baboo Kristopas Pai^ was not aware that 
the Justices had found themselves fettered from granting money for a sinrfe object 
which pro])6rly came within the legitimate scope of the Municipality. The only 
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question which he romenibored to have been raised was in connection with the 
reception of His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, but that was an exceptional 
case, and by a stretch of the law provision had been made bv the Justice's 
for the purpose. But if the desire of his hon’ble friend for the introduction 
of the words ho proposed were accedbd to. Baboo Kkistodas Pal could not 
conceive the variety of subjetjts that might be brought within this drag-net. As 
his hon’ble friend was well aware, the municipal fund was charged with a very 
heavy debt, the interest and sinking fund for which was nearly equal to the 
ten per cent, house-tax, or ten lakhs per annum. The Justices had, besides, an 
expensive establishment, the drainage works were not completed, and required 
a further ex])enditure of more tlian thirty lakhs. The water-supply was 
insufficient and might have to bo doubled up. So that the legitimate wants of the 
town could not bo met from the funds available, and he was of opinion that it 
would be a prostitution of the power of the Justices if they were permitted to 
apply their funds at their discretion, of course with the sanction of the Govern¬ 
ment, which, as experience showed, could be easily obtained, for objects not 
directly connected with the health and comfort of the people. 

The Hon’ble Mk. Hogg said he could not agree with tlie objection 
which had been urged. He would call to the recollection of the Council wlmt 
occurred in 1866, when paupers wore pouring into tlie town and the J usticf^s 
were unable to make any grant in order to assist in supporting the famished 
stricken people. Surely, evf)n lt)oking at the matter as a <iuo.stion of 
sanitary protection of the inhabitants of Calcutta, that was a fair subject 
of expenditure. Again, there was another project just started, namel\, 
fertile establishment of a zoological garden. That, in his opinion, was also a tit 
subject of municipal expenditure. The amendment did not propose to impose 
any expenditure upon tiie Justices arbitrarily: it loft the initiative to tlu'm, and 
then placed a check upon their discretion by requiring the sanction of the 
local Government. Surely the Legislature could trust the .lusticc's, wlien 
controlled by the sanction of the local Government, to make oxjioinJitun* tc‘r 
local purposes. For these reasons he trusted the Council would adopt tin* 
amendment, fiTid pass tlio section as proposed to bo altered by him. 

The HoNhjLE Ma. SrH.\L(''n said lie certainly thought the purpos(*s to 
whicli tlie municipal fund might be applied sliould be distinctly stated in the 
Ac,t. They had seen that his hon'ble friend considered the proposed zoological 
gardens a lit subject for munici])al expenditure. The garden might be an 
improvement to the neighbourhood of the town, but Mr. Sciialcu did not think 
that the establishment of a zoological garden was a purpose for wliich wo could 
compel the rate-payers to pay. He thought the words in the law “for th(‘ 
improvement of the lown” should serve for all necessary purj)oses. H(? would 
ask the Council not to insert any general clause authorizing expenditure, but to 
coniine the power of expemditure to sucli special purjioses as wcue strictly 
necessary to the wants of the town. . 

The Hon’ble Ba too Juggadaniind Mookj:rjke said, it appeared to him that the 
amendment was not only reasonjiblc, hut necessary. The reason why lu', thought 
it necessary was that it gave power to the Justices, who had tlie general control 
over the municipal fund, to do as they pleased, and it was they only, with tlu' 
sanction of the Government, who could apply the municijial fund to any 
j)urticular purposes The control wliich the Justi(*es at present possess(*d over 
the inunicJpal fund tlioy would retain, and the additional power of expenditure 
which was proposed to be given to them would be subject to the cheek of llie 
local Government. Under those circumstances lie would support the amendnu ut. 

After some further conversation, the Council divided:—

So the motion was negatived, and the section agreed to. 

Section 7 related to the appointment of the Cliairiiuui, and j)n)vided 
that he bhouldbe “ixmiovable” by the local Government if his removal were 
recommended by a resolution in favor of which not less than two-thirds of the 
Justices present at a special general meeting should have voted. 
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The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal nioved the Bubstitution of the word 
removed’’for ‘‘removable.” If a majority of two-thirds of the Justices 
recommended the removal of the Chairman, he thought that his removal sliould 
be made absolute, and not left to the discretion of the Government. When 
the Chairman would forfeit the confidence of two-thirds of the Justices, surely 
it would not be right to force him upon tliem. 

Ills Honor the President explained that the adoption of the amendment 
would make a great difference in the tenure under which the office was now 
held, as it would make tlio Cluiirmau removable by the Justices, whereas at 
present ho could only be nmioved by the Government. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal observed that he proposed the 
amendment in order to give effect to the vote of two-thirds of the Justices, for 
when there would be such a decisive majority the Government ought to act in 
conformity with it. 

l^ho IIon’ble Mr. IIockj thought that as the Chairman was appointed by 
tlie Government, he ought to bo removed by the Government, and the law 
should not make him removable oven by tlie unanimous vote of the Justices. 

The HoN’niiE Mu. Soiialcii considered that tlie Chairman should riot be 
removable by the Justices: it would be inconsistent with the due discharge of 
the duties of his offi(‘.G if he were liable to removal by a bare majority. 

The motion was negatived, ami the section passeil as it stood. 

Section 8 ])rovided for tlie appointment of a Vice-Chairman. 

The Hon’ble Mr. liooi; moved thc^ insertion of the words “ for such period 
as they may think fit ” after “ ap])oini ” in line 4. He said the amendment would 
enable the Justices to fix the pi^riod during which the nominee should hold the 
office of Vice-Chairman. It might occur that a gentleman advanced in years 
would be nominated, and it would be advisable not to appoint him for life, and 
to throw on the Justii^es the disagreeable duty of compelling him to retire on 
account of old age. He thought it would bo well for the Justices in such cases 
to recommend to the Govi'rnment to appoint such an officer for a fixed term of 
years, and it would be optional with tlie Justices to renominat<i him. 

The motion was carriinl, and the se<*tion as amended was agreed to. 

In Section 9 an amendment was moved by the Ilon’blc Mr. Hogg and 
c?arricd with the object of giving the Government a general sujiorvision over 
the appointment of the child* officers of the Municipality. 

Si'ction 19 provided that the Chairman might hold certain other specified 
offices in addition to the office of Chairman. 

J'lio IIon’ble Mr. Hooo moved the addition of the following words to 
clause (//)—“ and may perform sueh other dutii's as tlic local Government may 
from time to time assign to the Commissioner of Police.” Ho need •hardly 
jioint out that, as C^^minissionor of Police, the Chairman was frecpicntly called 
upon to perform other duties besides those specified in the s^ectiou, such as 
Visitor of the Prei^doncy Jail and Prcsidiuit of the Commission for thf3 Inspection 
of BoilcTs. The cpiestion had arisen how far it was legal for the Chainnan to, 
perform such duties, and ho proposed this aTiieiidinent to remove doubts. 

After som<3 conservation as to the lulvisability of postponing the consider¬ 
ation of the section with reference to th(‘ constitution of the Municipality, and 
the separation of the offices of Commissioner of Police and Chairman of the 
Justices urged by the Hon’blo Kristodas Pal, the motion was agreed to; 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg also moved the adoption in clause (d) of the same 
section (whieli provided that the Vice-Chairman might l>c appointed tt) 
hold any other office in addition to his own), of an amendment with the 
object of making the sanction of the local Government necessary before the 
liiMilth officer could bo appointed to any other post by the Justices. 

I’ho motion was carried, and the section as amended was agreed to. 

Sections 11 and 12 wore agreed to. 

Section 13 related to the Appointment, remuneration, aud*^ removal* of 
subordinate officers. ^ • * 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved the insertion, after the word ^ 
" meeting” in paragraph 3 of line 5, of the following words, “ and the dis- 
vn&sal of officers of'the Justices in receipt of moxithly salaries below Rs. 200 
4tall l>c reported to the Justices in meeting.” Under the present law it was 
left to the (jliairman to appoint or dismiss officers with salaries under Bs. 200, 
but theiir appoiutntcnt and dismissal were not to bo remrted to the Justices 
at meeting. Ho thought it advisable that the Chairman imould be required to 
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report the dismissal of such officers* There was an appeal to Govonimont 
from the acts of departmental heads dismissing* Government servants with 
salaries much loss than Rs. 200, but the fate of subordinate municipal officers 
was left absolutely to the pleasure of the Chairman. He did not boliovo that 
the acts of the Chairman m this respect would bo ordinarily or unreasonably 
interfered with; but if there was any glaring case of injustice, it was much bettor 
that the Chairman’s power should bo curtailed than that injustice should be done. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg thought it was not desirable to weaken the hands 
of the executive. The subordinate officers of the Municipality must look to 
their chief alone, and if he had to report the removal of such offic(‘T8 to 
the Justices, it might give rise to an undesirable and disgreeablc discussions 
between the Justices and their Chairman. 

The Hon’ble Mu, Schai.ci£ thought that the Chairman should have full 
power to remove any subordinate officer with a salary under Rs. 200. 
An appeal to Government which consisted of one or two individuals was quite 
a different thing. 

The motion was put and negatived. 

Section 14, empowering the Justices to grant leave of absence to their 
officers, was agreed to with a verbal amendment. 

Sections 15 to 30 were agreed to. 

Section 81 related to the mode of making contracts. 

The Hon’bj-e Baboo Krts'fodas Pal moved the insertion ‘ of the words at 
the end of paragraph 2—‘‘ and no such contract shall be made without inviting 
tenders thereon, and without the approval of a Committee of the Justices.” 

The Hon’blk Mr. Hogg considered that it would bo detrimental to the 
despatch of business if any petty contract above Rs. 500 in value were to bo 
subject to the inviting of tenders and approval of a Committee of Justices. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said tliat after the discussions about 
contracts which had been going on, he thought the Hon’blc Mover would bo 
the first to accept the amendment which was now proposed. Tlic law required 
two other Justices besides the Chairman to sign every contract above Rs. 500, 
but as the business was now transacted, they simply did m pro fonnA, By way 
of illustration of the manner in which contracts were given away hy the Justices 
be mentioned tliat the contract for the construction of four new filter tanks at 
.Pulta at a cost of a lakh and a half of rupees had boon, he was told, sc'ttlod by 
private arrangement without inviting luiy tenders from the public. 

The Hon’blk Mr. Dampikr observed that if the amendment was pa rsed as 
it stood, no doubt there would be room for tlic objection that in some in ilances 
it would not bo possible to postpone matters by inviting t(mdcr8. Ho tl^oughf. 
that these potty contracts would be practically engineering details; it sc'era^xl 
that there would be such contracts in the nature of things whicli need iu)l be 
submitted to a competition and the decision of a Ckmimitiee of Justices. 

The Hon’bi;.e Mr. Hogg said tliat it w'ould dcqiend upon what was ln'ld to 
• be a contract; if those potty engagements with masons to carry out small 
sections of the drainage works did not conic within the meaning of the term 
“ contract,” ho would have no objection. 

The Hon’ble the Advocate-General suggested that tlie amendment sliould 
be agreed to subject to the raising of the minimum amount of the contracts 
referred to from Rs. 500 to Rs. 1 ,000. ' 

The suggestion was adopted, the amendment carried, and the section os 
amended was agreed to. 

Sections 82 and 33 were agreed to. 

Section 34, which related to the budget of expenditure, was passed with the 
addition on the motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Hogg of the following proviso:— 
Provided that nothing in the section shall preclude the Justices in meetiug 
from sanctioning expenditure not provided in the budget.” 

Section 36 was agreed to, ^ 

lection 86 was carried with the omission on the motion of the Hon’blb 
Mr. Hogg of the jfollowing words:—‘‘ The Justices in meeting, other than an 
ordinary meeting, subject to the sanction of.” ^ 

Sections 37 to 64 were agreed to. 

Section 55 was passed .mtb a verbal amendment. ^ 

SeeMona 66 to m were agreed to. ^ 

The,Council 'waa adjourned to Thursday, the 18th instant.,

ISensonahle weather. State and prospects of the crops a-e good. Sporadic cholera 
is, ns usual at this hoason, reported from most parts of tha district. The darona 
mcla or fair, ia now being held. Only one case of chofera has occurred there to 
date 

The weather during the week has been cooler; the cold season may now be said 
to have fairly set in. From the short ruin fall in October the paddy crops 
are sufToring, and the outturn of the crops will nut hence be so good as it other¬ 
wise would have been. Cholera still prevails in some parts of the district. 
Towards the south it is rcportedi as assuming a rathLr malignant type. 

|The condition of the crops generally is good, save in the thnna of Dowlntkhan 
and Baramodi, where some damage >a reported from the want of rain. There 
is also a good deal of sickness, particularly fever. Sporadic cases of cholera 
are reported from the following thanas, viz. Dowlutkhan, I'crozcpore, 
Backergunge, Nuicbittee, and Burrisaul. 

|Weathor fine and dry. State and prospects of the crops are favorable. Cholera 
still prevails in the Atteah sub-division. 

Weather clear and cold. The early winter rice crop is being harvested; the winter 
rice crop generally will be rather below the averagf*, oiviiig to want of 
sufficient rainfall in October. 'I'he rice in the hi^rh lands has almost altogether 
been lost. Cholera prevails to some extent, especially in the north of the 
district. 

jMomings cool. There is no improvement in the state of the crops in the north. 
Insects, and great want of ram, nro al<o now reported from tlio south of the 
district. Cholera provalenl m tlio Fuitcekeherry ihiinii. 

I Weather fair and cool, but hot at noon. The amun or laic rice crop, is progressing, 
favorably. For want of rain about four annus and six annas of tho crops have 
boen lust in the islands of Sundip and Katya respectively. Cliolera is raging 
both ill’tho town and interior of the district. 


Return not rocoivod. 

No rain during tho week, and no immedinto prospect of any. The rice crop will 
bo bolow the average if rain is not soon forthcoming. 


jWcather fino and seasonably cold, with no apparent sIgn*of rain. Tho Collector 
cannot learn, however, that the crops are in any worse state than they were at 
the tiino of his last report Health of tho district Is good, and cholera bas 
disappeared from tho vicinity of Diuaporo. 

Weather dry. Winds sontli and north-west. Occasionally cloudy. Thorraomoter 
reached 84* 8'. Paddy almost all ripe ; some baa lieori cut. Some is good, only 
a small proportion of utter failures on the high lands. The average expecta¬ 
tions are of a ten-anna crop. The rubbee is also reported to be now gennioat* 
iug well in most parts, and some growth has been luado. 

Tho winter may bo said to have sot in, although tho middays are somewhat hot. 
Prospects of tho crops remain unchangnd. Paddy being reaped Rubbec crops 
growing; sugarcane good; duarab crops promising. 

jHoavy dofrs { weather growing perceptibly colder. There Is no change in the 
prospects of the riec crop; tlie late heavy dew^ihavo prevented tho crops iumanj^ 
places from drying up, but rain is urgently needed. Fram want of moistaro 
the cold weather crops in many parts of tbe district have not germiiMted. 
Irrigation is being largely resorted to, and tho croiM ar.* being resown. It is too 
early to decide on the future prospects oi the cold weather crops.

Early mornings very foggy; weather getting colder; west wind prevailing. The 
prospects of rice crop in Mosuflerpore and Hazeepore anb-diviaiona remain on* 
changed. The rubbee crops, where sowings germinated, are growing weak, and 
in some ports dying for want of moiotarc. Without early rain these crops will 
probably come to maturity only on the lands wliich lay fallow daring the rains, 
and which were sown early, lloiit crops are fairly goml, and are coming into 
consumption. The Collector has just niado a complete tour of Sitamarbee 
sub-diviKion, and considers that there will be an avemge five annas rice crop in 
tho ^b-division. Many rice tracts, especially those which havo been recently 
irrigated from Luokaiidayee and Adhwaru streams, are far better than ho had been 
led to believe, but other large tracts are very uiuch worse than he had thought 
possible. In an urea of 150 square miles in and around Sitamarbee itself, and 
where the rainfall generally has been only 22 inches during the year, neither 
rice crop nor rubber crops will exceed one anna. In south Shewhur thana, 
half Belsund outpost, and two*fifths of .Talley thana, the rice crops will be two 
annos only. Rahur and kurlhee pulacs grown over small areas promise full crops. 
Itidinn-corn is being largely imported from Nepal. On the whole, considering 
the failures of rice and rubber crops, and the fact that the ryots have had to 
pay two years’ rent and about one*third of the Government grain advances 
with the produce of the lost four harvests, the Collector feels great anxiety 
regarding this sub-divisiun. 

• 

Weather clear and seasonable, west wind prevailing. Cotton and rahw pnlse 
arc doing well; sugarcane is being manufactured, l^ldy is fust ripemiii;.

RULES FOR THE CUSTODY, DISTRIBUTION, AND SALE OF POSTAGE 

STAMP LABELS. 

Approved'by the Government of -India in Financial Department letter No, 2^9^, dated 3U/ 

March 1876. 

(N.D.—Thne Rain apply both to Servico Stamps snd to Ordinary Stamps, with the exceptions noted in Hales V and Vlll.) 

Supplies from Central Depots, 

I —-Supplies of postage stamps for the Madras Presidency, including Mysore and the 
local depfits subordinate to Madras, shall be supplied by the Superintendent of Stamps at 
Madras on the indent of officers in charge of local depots. 

II,—Supplies of postage stamps for the Presidency of Bombay, including Scind, Berar, 
the Central Provinces, and local depots siibordinaie to Bombay, shall be supplied by the 
Superintendent of Stamps at Bombay on the indent of officers in charge of local depdts. 

. Ill—Stamps for the Bengal Presidency, including the North-Western Provinces, 
Oudh, the Punjab, Central India, Rajpootana, Assam, and British Burmah, and local depdts 
subordinate to C'alcutta, shall bo supplied by the Superintendent of Stamps at Calcutta on 
the indent of officers in charge of local depots. « 

IV, _The above-mentioned supplies from central to local depots shall be issued on 

credit. 

Local Depdts, 

V, _Every Treasury throughout India, including those attached to political, customs, 

and salt agencies, shall be a local dep6t for the sale of postage stamps, provided that the 
value of the stamps sold at one time to any purchaser shall not be less than Us. 5, and shall 
not include any fraction of a rupee. At any station at which there is a Collector of Land 
Revenue, neither a Salt Agent nor Collector of Customs shall he entrusted with the custody 
and sale* of postage stamps. All sales under this rule will be for cash on delivery; and 
when the purchaser is one of those who are required to retail stamps under Rule VIII, or is 
one specially authorized under Rule IX, a discount of one half anna per rupee will be 
allowed. But to purchasers other than the above, no discount will be allowed, and officers 
in charge of local depdts must see that discount is not allowed except to the privileged officers 
above referred to. The sale of embossed envelopes shall bo subject to the same conditions, 
except that they shall bo sold in packets containing sixteen envelopes each, portions of a 
packet not being saleable. The price of each packet shall be the value of the stamps borne 
by the envelopes contained in it, the discount (if any) being calculated on that value. 

The above rule is only partially applicable to ** Service Stamps,'' which may bo sold 
only to Government officiate on a written application^ accompanied by payment of the value in 
caoh, and on which no discount is allowed* A receipt containing in detail the gross valne 
of each description of Service Postage Stamps sold will bo granted by the treasury officer 
for the amount paid to him. 

VI, _A supply equal to the probable consumption for five months of the district attached 

to each local dep6t shall bo kept in each, and as soon as the number in store has fallen below 
the number oxoeuded during the preceding six months, the Collector, or other officer in 

charge of the depdt, shall indent* on the central depdt of 
• rorm I, presidency for a number equal to the consumption of the 

last three months for which accounts liave been rendered to the central depdt of the presi* 
danoy. If by any accident the stock of stamps of any value should run short before the 
receipt of a fresh supply from the central depdt, the officer in charge of the treasury will 
indent on neighl^artiig districts for a quantity sufficient to meet the demand, which may he 
supplied, or not, according to the discretion, and on the responsibility of the officer indented 
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on, with rcfcrcnrc to the wants of liis own district. It will be the duty of the Superintend¬ 
ent of Stamps of the Presidency to report to the Director-General of the Post Office, for 
the orders ot Government, every occasion on which it may appear, from the monthly state¬ 
ment or otherwise, tli.it tlio store of stamps of any particular value in any district has fallen 
below the authorized aiuoiint. 


Branch depdls. 

VIT.—Every Branch Treasury and every Tehsil Treasury shall be a branch depdt for the 
sale of postaj;n stamps under the condituins described in Rule V. It will receive its stamps 
from tlic local depot to whieli it ia subordinate, keeping always in store a supply sufficient to 
meet the probalile ilemands of one month, estimated according to the average of former sales. 
It will keep an ueeonnt of sales in the same form (3) hereafter prescribed for the Treasurer’s 
account, and will iiulent for supplies in the same form (4) as hereafter prescribed for the 
Ticaiurei’s indent. It will render an account monthly to the local depdt in Form 6A imme¬ 
diately on the expiration of the month. 

Retail sale of Stamps. 

VITI.—A supply of stamps/or sale ty retail shall be kept available at every post office, 
receiving house, tchbildaiec, thana, ami every police station at which letters are received 
for despatch, and with every liecii'-ed stamp-vendor; and it shall be the duty of the officer 
to whom the person iu charge of any of the above-named places is subordinate, to take steps 
to ensure that the supply kept on hand is at all times equal to at lc.ast one week’s demand, 
rcrsoiis iu charge of the above-mcutioiicd places will receive discount ou purchases under 
Rule V. 

This rule docs not apply to “ Service Stamps.” 

By the term licensed vendor,” as used above, is meant a stamp-vendor licensed 
under rules framed by the local Govcrunient in accordance with Section 48 of the General 
Stamp Act (XV ill of 

Anthorizatl n of certain retail vendors other than the above. 

IX —A district officer may authorize the grant of discount at 4 anna per rupee on 
purchases under Rule. V to any person who is a 6o/id/iVe retail vendor of postage stamps, 
although he in.ay nut he one of those required to retail tliem under the above rule. Such 
authority shall be given in writing, and must be pi’oduecd by the person authorized when 
claiming discount on purchases: the aiilliorify will hold good for only 12 months from the 
date on Avhich it is gi\cn, ami may be.rcvoked at any time at the discretion of the district 
officer. No such aulhoiity m.ay be given to any person orn])loyed iu a Government Treasury. 
A register showing the name, rcsid^ueo, ami occupation of every person so authorized, and the 
date of the authority, shall be kept by the district officer. 


Custody of Stamps in Local Dcp6ts. 

X. —The Imlk of postage slumps in store at any local depot shall be kept in parcels, 
containing a known number of sheets, in the Treasury or other secure place, in one or 
more strong chests ov presses, under double locks,—the key of one lock of each chest or 
press always remaining in the liamls of the Collector or other officer in charge of the stamps, 
and the key of the other iu the hands of the Treasurer, 

XI. -—The remainder of tho stamps in store shall be in the hands of the Treasurer, and 
shall not exceed the probable demand of fourteen days, estimated according to the average 
of former sales. 

XII. —The Ticasiirer shall keep a daily account of receipts and sales* in the vernacular 

^ of the district in which the transactions of each succeeding 

drty shall be entered consecutively, a balance being struck 
at the close of each day, and attested by the initials of the officer in cliargo of the Treasury 

XIII. —On the first open day of each month, and on every Monday during tho month, 

* Treasurer shall prepare in the vernacular, and submit to 

the officer in charge of the postage stamps, an indentt 
for a supply of post.ige stamps for tho following week. The indent, after being approved or 
altered l>y the officer in charge of the postage stamps shall be signed by him, and complied 
with as directed m the tullowing rule. The indent thus signed shall he the warrant for the 
issue of the stamps. 


XIV.—The officer iu charge of the postage stamps shall cause tho store under double 
j g locks to be opened, and the required number to be counted 

* ’ and delivered to the Treasurer in his presence. A store- 

book]; shall he kept in English, in which the number and value of the stamps delivered to 
the Treasurer shall be cntercci, and a bnlaucc struck at the time of delivery. Thia balance « 
will be attested by the initials ot the officer in charge and of the Treasurer, both of whom ^ 
shall invariably be present during the whole time that the store under double locks, or any 
part of it, remains open. The deliveries shown iu the store-book will agree with the indent 
as approved. 
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XV. —If tho Treasurer require stamps at any intermediate time, the same process will 
bo observed as is prescribed in the two preceding rules. 

XVI. —Stamps will be supplied from the store under double locks only to the Treasurer 
and to branch depfits, and on indent from them, respectively. Sales should be made not 
out of store, but from the supply in the hands of the Treasurer or the supply in branch 
depdts. 

XVA.—As soon as possible after the arrival of a despatch of postage stamps from a 
central depdt, or from any other local depot, the packets or boxes are to be opened, one at a 
time, in the presence of the olBcer in charge of stamps. The stamps contaiued iu each box 
g 2 or packet arc then to be immediately counted and compared 

® ' with tho invoice,§ which, after heiug receipted, will be 

returned by the first post to the depot whence they were dcupatched. Unless tho ofiiccr in 
charge of the stamps can certify that the stamps eontained in any given packet or box were 
immediately coanted by himself personally, or iu his presence, ho will bo held responsible 
for the value of any that may be found delioient. The stamps are then to be placed in the 
store under double locks, and entered in the store-books, and no st.'imps arc to be delivered 
to the Treasurer or sold to any party without being first brought into store. 

XVIII.—Ofllcers in charge of stamps will have the stamp i in store, both those under 
double locks and those in tlio hands of tho Treasurer, counted in ihcir presence on the 
last open day of September and March in each official }rar, and will certify having 

done so m the follovniig terms at the foot of the monthly 
“ accounts of sales and stock|| for those mouths furnished 

to the Superintendent of Stamps :— 

“ / do hereby certify that I have personalty counted the postage stamps in store on 

18 , the actual value of which is Hitpccs (here enter the amount in words and figures); 

and that the rules prescribed by the order of the Government of India dated are 

duly observed f 

XIX. —On occasion.s of transfer of charge, postage stamps will be made over in the 
same manner and under the same prccautiona as the c.isli balance iu the Treasury. 

XX. —The officer in charge of each local depot will submit, within the first week of 

each month, an account^ to the Supcriutcrulciit of Stamps 
1 Form 8 . 1 ^^^ Presidency, showing the balance in hand at the sndder 

and branch Treasuries at the close of the preceding month, and the sales effected during 
that month. 

Returns to be made by Central Dep&t. 

XXI—The Superintendent of Stamps of each Presidency will, on the l.^th of each 
month, in addition to any account required by the Account- 
• Form 7. aut-Ocncral, furnish the Dircctor-dcner.al of the Post Office 

with a memorandum** showing the number of stamps distributed by him diiniig the preccd- 

iiig month; and at ’be close of each monlli he will also 
furnish another ineinoraiulmntt showing the number and 
value of stamps in hand, and the total amount of the actual sales of each local depot and of 
all the local depots supplied by him.

The 23rrf November 1875.—Tho Lieutenant-Governor i« pleased to publish for general 
information the following icvisrd rules to regulate the Native Civil Service Examination to 
be held in 1870, and fiitiirc examinations, in supersession of those published at page 1293 of 
the Calcutta Gazette of Cili October 1875 :—

INTIIODUCTOIIY. 

Now that there have been held four annual examinations for the Native Civil Service 
and that a fifth examination is to take place in February 187(1, the Lieutenant-Governor 
wishes to place the Native (hvil Service examinations on a permanent footing. 

2. All appoinlmcnts in the Subordinate Executive Service, and all posts of Rs. 60 
monthly salary and upward.** in the sub-divisional establishments, both in Regulation and 
Non-Kegiilalion Provinces, will ordinarily be reserved for persons who arc passed at the 
Native Civil Service exainiuatioii under the conditions specified in the subsequent paragraph 
7 of thes *3 rules, (hindidates for the gazetted appointments in the Police and Opium Depart¬ 
ments will not he admitted to tlic examination save under a special certificate, which can 
only be granted umler the orders of the Lieutenant-Governor. Lists of candidates passed 
under the subsequent paragraph 7 of these rules will be published in the Gazette, 


ELIGIBILITY AND PRKLTMINARTES TO THE EXAMINATION. 


All caudiJates eligible for appoiritmciits under rules 5 and 6 (below), who satisfy 
the preliminary requirements, will be admitted to the Native 
Civil Service examination. 


Admissible to oxumiimtioii 


4. The preliminary requirements which all candidates must satisfy are described below 
and must be attested by eertifieatea {a), {Ij), and (r), which must bear dates not later than 
three months previous to the date fixed for the examination. 

• (</) — Certificate of Character. 

A certificate will be required from every eaiididate of his ch.aracter, respectability, and 
general moral fitness, sueli certificate being signed by two gentlemen of his own nationality, 
resident in the district of which he is a native, or where he usually resides, and also signed 
by the Judge or Magistrate of such district. The ceriificate of the two first-uamed is 
to indicate that the genflcmni wlio have signed it arc qualified by their, position and 
character to give such a certificate, and that the Judge or Magistrate himself knows nothing 
to the prejudice of the candidate. In the case of the town of Calcutta, instead of the 
signature of the Judge or Magi.strate, the certificate should bear that of any Judge of the 
High Court, or the Commissioner of Police, or the Commissioner of the Presidency 
Division. 

(b)—Certificate of Sound Health. 

Each candidate will be required to pioduce a certificate from the Government medical 
officer of the distrujt of which the caudulato is a native, or where he may for the time being 
reside, stating that the candidate is generally a man of sound health, that he has expressed 
his willingness to serve in any dis-triec of the Lower Provinces, and that he (the medical 
officer) believes him to be capable of doing so, so far as can be judged antecedently. 


(c)—Certificate of ability to Ttide or IValk. 

Every candidate for tlie higher appointments will also bc required to prove that he can 
ride and for llii^ purpose he may apply to the Magi.stratc of the district, who will cither 
satisly himself on ibc point, or select some other person he thinks competent for that purpose. 
The examiner must sati^fy himself from his ow'ii personal observation that the candidate can 
ride not less than 12 miles at a rapid pace, and is in this respect competent for all practical 
Durposcs of district work ; and if such examiner be not the Magistrate himself, the ceriificate 
must he couutersigiied by the Magistrate. 

Everv candidate for an »n|>oiutment of less than Us. 100 will bc required to prove 
either that he can ride as above, or that he can walk twelve miles within 3i hours without 
difficulty or prostration, to bc certified in the same manner as the riding. 

5. The following persons will bc eligible for the examination for the Native Civil 
Service in all appointments: — 

yononn ehjpWo for all oppomniiputi. _ Persons who have served Government for six years, 

and have held, for not less than two years, a responsible permanent appointment, above 
that of copyist, with a salary not less than Rs. 50 in one of the civil departments of the Govern^

RESOLUTION. 

GENERAL DEPARTMENT.—MARINE.—No. 3200.

No. dated 6th October 1876, from the Otneiating Master-Attondant. recommending the 
dinmiHAal of Mr. Sparling, a Licensed Leadsman, from the Pilot Service, for being intoxicated 
Tvhile on duty on hoard the S. S. Sirtun,

defence 

Letter No. 0076, daled 27th October 1876, from the Officiating Master-Attendant, submitting tba 
required explanatjoii from Mr. Sparhng.

Letter No 0708, da<ed 2iid November 1876, from the Officiating Mastor-Attondant. submitting 
Mr. Sparling’s resignation of his ap])ointment as a Licensed Leadsman in the Bengal Hlot Service. 

On the Titli October 1875, the Officiating Master-Attendant reported that Mr. P, C. 
Sparling, a Licensed Leadsman, had been intoxicated while on duty on board the steam ship 
Sirius. As this was not Mr. Sparling’s first offence of the kind, Captain Baker recom« 
Diended that he should be dismissed. It appeared, however, that Mr. Sparling's defence had 
not been token, and the Officiating Master-Attendant was accordingly requested to take his 
answer in writing to tho charge brought against him. 

2. Mr. Sparling in his explanation admits having been intoxicated, but says that it was 
after the ship had come to anchor for the night, and tliat he was fit for duty again tho next 
morning. It seems, however, from the Pilot’s report that Mr. Sparling was intoxicated oa 
two consecutive cvcninirs. 

3. In a subsequent letter Mr. Sparling requests permission to resign his appointment 
as a Licensed Jjcadsmau, as he wislics to take other service; but under tho circumstances of 
the ease, the Lieutenaiit-Govornor cannot accept his resignation. His Honor accordingly 
directs that Licensed Leadsman Mr. F. C. Sparling be dismissed from his appointment.

The amount of such instalments will be fixed in the order sanctioning the loan, 
but if accidentally the amount be omitted, or if it seem to him that an error has been made, 
the Accountant-General should immediately apply for orders. 

2. The instalments should be dealt with in the accounts in the manner prescribed 
in paragraph 7 of the Comptroller-General’s Circular No. 146, dated 10th May 1878, viz. 
the due interest should be credited to Government, and the remainder towards reduction

Exeeplion (1).—A peon or a guard in permanent employ, whoso case i.s not provided for in Excep¬ 
tion 2, while siek in hospital or receiving medical aid as an out-door patient of the hospital of tno 
station at which he serves, may, without reference to tho allowance paid to his siiostitute, be 
allowed half pay for a period not cYceeding six months altogether, in any one term of three years, 
whether such Icavo bo taken in one period or by mstalments. 

(2).—A police officer enrolled under any Act of tho Legislature, or belonging to the Trana-Indns or 
Pori Blair Pohco Forces, whose montJily invy does not exei‘ed twenty rujiees, or an officer of (he 
inland Customs Department, whese muiithly pay does not exceed twenty rupees, may, while sick 
in hospital or while receiving medical aid as an oiit-dcxir ]ialieni at the .station or ficad-rpiarters 
of the district in which he serves, he nlliiwi'il at the disc retion of tho antbonly granting the leave, 
and in addition to any leave, admissible to him under the rulc.s in this supplement, leave of nbsenee 
from duty for six months altogether in anv one period ol thn‘e years, whetiier *.neh h'ave hi* 
taken in one period or by instalments.

CALCUTTA MUNICIPALITY. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg moved that the Bill to consolidate and amend the 
law relating to the municipal affairs of Calcutta bo further considered in order 
to the settlement of its clauses. 

Tho motion was agreed to. 

Section 05 provided for tho levy, amongst other rates and taxes, of a water, 
rate uot oxceeding six per. cent, when tho houses and lands wero situated^ in 
sapplied mth filtered water, and not oxceoding five per cent, in other parte 
ol: tk# tovii.' 
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The Hon’ble Mb. IIogo explained that the 6 per cent, rate could only 
be levied in streetH which were supplied with filtered water, as provided in the 
Act: that was to say, that no portion of the street should bo at a greater distance 
than 150 yards from a stand-pipe. The object the Committee had in view, in 
raising the tax in c(Ttain cases from 5 to 6 per cent., was to ineroaso the supply 
of water, which was acknowledged to be insuffiisicnt. It was the earnest desire of 
the Justices to double the supply, and they would not be able to do so unless they 
wore authorized by legislative enactment to raise the rate. At present the Justices 
had, for the following year, made arrangements for, in a measure, providing the 
town with a more plentiful supply by increasing the number of filters at Pulta. 
But it was expected that sooner or later the supply would have to be doubled, 
and what was proposed to bo done was only one step in that direction. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Kuistodas Pal moved tnc substitution offive’^ for ‘‘ six” 
in paragra])h one, clause (/^), lino one, lie said that in Select Committee they had 
agreed to a rate of per cent., because the information then before them showed 
that without tlie additional 1 per cent, it would not be practicable to carry out any 
extension of the water-supjdy. But the subsequent increase in the assessment 
of lands and houses in the town had lirouglit in a large accession of revenue, 
about Rs. (55,000 for 5 per cent., and lie believed that when the whole town 
would bo re-assessed, the yield would be much gi'oater. At present there was 
an increase of about Rs. 58,000 for per cent., and on referring to the 
budget for next year, be found that the Justices were enabled, after providing 
for interest, sinking fund, and working charges, to set apart Rs. 45,000 for 
extra works, viz. Rs. J>0,000 for extension of the water-supply, Rs. 10,000 for 
the flooring of Bulta tanks, and Rs. 5,000 for additional hydrants, and 
all that with the rate proposed to be fixed at 4J per cent. And if we took 
the other half juir cent., the total addition to the water-supply revenue, over 
and above the usual j ield of that tax, would be about one lakh and ten 
thousand rupees. Ho did not therefore think it fair to increase the maximum 
of the water-rate from 5 to 6 per cent. He believed that the arrangements 
already contemplated for the increase of the filter tanks at Pulta, to which 
his hon^blo friend had rcforrc'd, coupled with the additional supply of the 
Cliandpal Ghat scliemo, would, to a great extent, meet the wants of the town; 
but if the new filters would not completely meet the want expressed on all sides 
for an additional sup})ly of water, the funds which would be derived frpm the 
levy of the full 5 per cent, rate, would enable the Justices to go on further 
increasing tlio supply. If, however, notwithstanding the large accession of 
revenue by increased assessmcuit, the Justices still found the funds at their 
disposal insufHcitmt to nu'ot the demand, it would then bo time to consider 
whether the rate should be increased. 

The lIoN^iiLE Mjl Schalcii said this was a matter in which he took a great 
interest. The demand for the supply of w’atcr had very largely increased. 
The water-supply scheme was originally constructed to meet a demand of 
millions of gallons a day ; but the demand had far exceeded tliat quantity. The 
consequence had that allhougli by good management the water supplied had 
been somewhat in ('xcess of that quantity, or about millions of gallons a day, 
the demand still exc('edc(l tin* Mip[)ly, and to meet that further demand consider¬ 
able expense had beem ineurrc'd by tlie Justices in enlarging the supply of unfil¬ 
tered water from Cliandpal GluU; consecpK-iitly the additional supply of unfiltered 
water had hnl to an expemso of from 1 to 5 lakhs of rupees beyond what was 
expected, and must be jiaid from increased taxation. In the same way it had been 
found necessary to increase the number of filters at Pulta at a cost of lis. 1,50,000, 
and the two sums together would amount to from 5.J to lakhs of rupees, for 
which additional interest would have to bo paid. The interest on C lakhs at 
per cent. w<Hild bo about Rs. 40,000 of annual increased interest. The hon’blo 
member who had lust spoken Imd alluded to the increased revenue from 
increased assessment. 11 »Scijj.acii assured that the increase from revised 
assessments would be only about Rs. 40,000, so that an increase of revenue of 
Rs. 40,000 would but cover the increase actually incurred for interest by the 
Justices. Tliero was no reason to suppose that the demand for water 
would remain as at pnvsent. "J'ho demand was increasing cvciy day. More 
houses were being brought in connexion with the mains, and year after year tho 
demand' would continue to increase. Therefore they might safely say that even 
with the increased revenue received from increased assessment, tho water-supply 
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fund would stand on no hotter footing than before. Therefore he felt quite sure 
that a rate of 5 per cent, would not hereafter prove suflicient; and it would 
bo a great pity if we did not take the present opportunity of giving the Justices 
a sufficient margin of taxation to meet future demands. It would be entirely 
within their discretion to impose the additional rate or not. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said the hoii’blo member who had 
just addressed the Council seemed to think that the interest on tlie capital of the 
Chandpal Ghftt scheme was not covered by the present revenue, and that the 
remainmg half per cent, would be required to meet it. But Baboo Kristodas 
Pal would beg to remind the Uon’ble member that the budget of 1876 covered 
all charges, interest, sinking fund, working expenses, and the cost of new works 
to the tune of Rs. 45,000. The rate was now taken at 4| per cent., so that 
there would still be a margin of half j)or cent, if the maximum were fixed at 
5 per cent., and that half per cent, would bring in about Rs. 00,000, taking 1 
per cent, to yield Rs. 1,18,000. Taking, then, Rs. 60,000 and the extra charges 
incurred in the present budget, which were not of a recurring natui*e, an addi¬ 
tional revenue of more than a lakh of rupees from 5 per cent, water-rate would 
be available to the Justices. 

The IIon’ble Mr. Hogg observed that the present rate was sufficient to 
cover all existing expenditure, but ho thought the legislature should look ahead 
and provide for the future wants of the town. If they desired to increase tho 
water-supply, the present rate would not bo sufficient. 

His Honor the President said ho would ask the Council to bear in mind that 
this rate was not to apply to the whole town, but only to those particular streets 
in it which were provided for in the manner specified in section 106. In those 
streets the Justices had to do a great deal of work at a very great expense, 
which afforded great conveniences to the householders in those streets, and 
must save them a certain amount of domestic expenditure. TJicn he would ask 
the Council to consider that it was not obligatory on the Justices at once to 
impose this increased rate. If, as the hon’ble membtjr on the left (Baboo 
Knstodas Pal) considered, tho present rate was sufficient to provide for the wants 
of all tho inhabitants, then the enhanced rate need not be imposed, and His 
Honor presumed the Justices would not impose it. Possibly tlic arguments 
addressed to the Council would be addressed by his hon’blo friend to greater 
effect at a meeting of tho Justices, and ho would bo able to convince them 
that the increase was not, under present circumstances, required. But still the 
question remained whether the present opportunity should not hi^ taken to take 
power to increase the rate if circumstances shoultl rend(*r that courscj necessary. 
They all knew the immense importance of supplying the city with pure water. 
Notwithstanding all that might be s.aid to the (lontrary, none of them doubted 
that this supply had been conducive to the public luniltli. They also knew 
that the present rate was barely sufficient even within a certain limited area 
of the tOAvn, and that sooner or later additional expense must ho incurred if 
all the poorer inhabitants of the town wore to get tho benefit of the water- 
supply. Sooner or later there must bo increased cxfionditure. Either tlioro 
mu.st bo increased expenditure, or a large portion of tho inhabitants, jiarticularly 
the poorer portion, must be deprived of the inestimable beiu fitsiof a pure 
water-supply. That seemed to be tho whole horns of the dilemma, either 
the one or the other, and it seemed to him best to adojit the form(u* alternative. 
At the same time ho quite agreed tliat tho Council should avoid all u<lditional 
taxation which they could possibly avoid. Thoreforo ho hoped, if this increased 
rate were passed, the Justices would exorcise tho greatest (juution and consider¬ 
ation in imposing additional taxation. But if such imposition should become 
absolutely necessary, there was no alternative but to ask the Council to give 
the power to impose this incroatsed rate. 

The Councu then divided.

The motion was thoreforo negatived, and the section agroedto as it stood. 
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The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal mored ^m^ndpiieiEts ip pa^rsgrwbBi 
8 and 4 of the tsamo section with the object of making thp water-rate pay^Ie 
by the occupier instead of by the 6wner. lie w’as of opiuioQ that in equity the 
V.ater-rato ought to bo paid by the occupier. Strictly speaking, it wa9 the 
occupier who derived benefit from the water-rate, and therefore it was right and 
proper that ho should j)ay it. In another amendment he pr^osod that the 
occupier should be charged with the whole of the water-rate. Bijit oven if that 
point was not agreed to, still ho was of opinion that the water-rate ought to be 
paid by the occupier, as he had to pay three-fourths of the rate, and he should 
be cnipoworod to recover one-fourth from the owner by deduction from the rent 
paid by him. 

The iroNhu.E Mu. Hogg said ho could not agree that the whole burden of 
the waicr-rat(i should be borne by the occupier. As the law stood, the rate was 
levied from the owner, and he was empowered to levy from his tenant three- 
fourths of the rate paid by him, which Mr. IIogg thought was reasonable and 
proper. As the introduction of the water-supply throughout the town of 
Calcutta very greatly benefited his property, the owner should bear the cost of 
conservancy of the town, such as the watering of streets and the cleansing of 
drains; it was but fair that the owner should pay the rate for water, recovering 
three-fourths from his tenant. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier said he should like the honorable mover of tho 
Bill to explain why, in his opinion, the owner should pay the water-rate, and not 
the occupier. If the arrangement was that the occupier was ultimately to bear 
the burden of three-fourths of the rate and the owner was only to bear oijie-j 
fourth, why should you ask the man on whom the smaller portion of the burdeu 
would ultimately fall to pay the rate in the first instance ? Why should you not 
make the occupier pay the whole rate, and then let him deduct the owner’s share 
of it out of the rent ? It seemed to Mr. Dampier that that iyas the simplest 
arrangement. 

The IIon’ble Mr. Hogg explained that it was very difficult to levy the 
rentes from tlie occupiers of property, seeing that they constantly moved about, 
and in some cases actually left tht) town before the tax bill could b^ presented, 
and therefore a largo amount of revenue was lost to tho town on account of 
the police and lighting-rates. Therefore it was thought advisable that tbo 
whole onus should bo thrown upon tho owner, leaving him to collect tbo 
tenant’s portion at the same time that he recovered tho rent from the occupier 
of his house. It was also thought by very many, and by the majority of tfie 
Select Committee, that there would he very much less danger of oppression if 
tho owner were called ujion to pay all the rates and subsequently recover 
from tho occupier the rates payable by him. 


Tho IIon’ble Mr. Dampier said that he understood that tho difficulty of 
collecting from occupicTsin consequence of their frequently removing during the 
currency of the quai-tcr was met with regard to other taxes in the Bill by m^ng 
them leviable in advance. 

Tho IIon’blb the Advocatingeneral said ho would support tho amend¬ 
ment. He certainly was not satisfied with tho reasons given by the honorable 
mover oLilio Bill for imposing this rate on owners. It was said that tho law 
now stood so. This Municipal Bill was not only a Consolidation Bill, but also 
an amendment of the existing municipal law, and the present was therefore a 
fitting opportunity to make amendments which were r(Kjuired in tho interests 
of justice. With regard to the argument that tho principle upon which the 
water-rate was imjioscd on the owner was that he benefited by tho introduction 
of a water-supply, as it tended to Increase rents, he would say that the owners 
of most houses knew that every tax had a tendency to diminish the rents of 
houses, and consequently if the tax was put on the ground that it was a benefit 
to owners, all ho could say was tfiat his expoiience was directly opposed to 
such a conclusion. He would support the amendment, although it was opposed 
to the principle of the former Municipal Act. 

Tho IIon’ble Mr. Hogg said that if the Council would agree to allow the 
police, lighting, and water-rates to bo all collected in advanco, he would not 
oppose tho amendment. 

The amendment was then carried, and the section ae amended waat passed. 

! , Section 66 was agreed to. 
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The Hon’bi^ Mb. Hogg said they should now consider the principle 
whether the occupiers of houses should not have tlie right to deduct from the 
xent^ in the event of his paying tlie water-rate, the portion appertaining to the 
owner, one-fourth, which may have been paid by him in advance. As the Bill 
stood, the rate was collected from the owner, and be had the right of recovering 
tluree-fourths of it from the occupier. In consequence of the amendment which 
had just been accepted, every one of the sections in this l*art would require 
formal altemtion. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said, one of the amendments of which he 
had given notice involved the princijde that the whole of tlio water-rate ought 
to be paid by the occupier. Under the existing law three-fourths wore paid 
by the occupier and one-fourth by the owner. He consideriid that the principle 
on which tins division of tho im^idence of tlio water-rate had been made was 
unsound in theory and inequitable in practice. Tho water-supjdy had been 
introduced immediately for tho benefit of the occupier, and it was but fair and 
just that the occupier should bear the full burden, just as tho illumination of 
the town was intended for the benefit of tho oceiqiier, who jiaid tho lighting- 
rate. Tho police also was for the jirotection of the occupier, inid ho paid the 
police-rate. For the same reasons lie thought the w^liole of tho water-rate should 
DO borne by tho occupier, who received a quid pro quo. It had bc'on urged 
that water was used by the Municljiality for g(Micral purposes, sueli as watenng 
the streets and the conservancy. lie could not understand that the occupier 
had less interest in conservancy and the watering of streets than tho owner. 
In fact the occupier had a greater intonist than tho owner in tlu' whole of tho 
improvements carried on by the Municipality. It might bo said that these 
improvements enhanced the value of house property Avliich un(louht(Hlly bene¬ 
fited the owner, and that therefore ho ought to (ioniributti towards tlie cost of 
the improvements. But the owner was paying, or under the law w'as liable to 
pay, half of the Municipal rfitcs; Baboo Kristodas Pal luoant tho house-rate 
at the maximum rate of ten per cent. Under the present law it was true he 
had been made to pay one-fourth of the water-rate, but that he* sulnnitted wa.s 
unjust. In discussing this question of the water-rate the (V)uncil ought to 
remember tho class of people who bore tho greater part of the bunlen. It was 
the class of owncr-occupier, who formed the majority of tho ])opulation of the 
town: tho bulk of the native population, nine-tiaitlis, were owiier-occiqners, 
and they paid tho whole of tho water-rate. So that, stric^tly speaking, there 
would bo no change made in rosj>ect of this class of occupi(»rs. Witli regard 
to those occupiers who occupied houses belonging to others, if tliey derived the 
whole and immediate bouofit of the water-supply, it was fair that they should 
be made to bear the whole burden. His motion would bo that the whole of 
tho water-rate be made payabl by tho occupier. 

The IIon’ble Mr. Hogg said ho confessed that tlie arguments advanced' 
did not dispose him to accept the proposal that the w^liolo of the ^vuter-rate 
be payable by the occupier. The owner benefited by the water-rate as it 
increased tho value of his projierty; and it seemed to him tlu'refori^ that the 
owner should pay his quota of the rate. For tli(3Ho reasons lie Avould oppose 
tho motion. 

The Hon’ble the Advocate-General said he would support this proposition, 
as he had supported tho previous amendment. It appeared to him tliut no suffi- 
.cient reason had been advanced to make the owner of tho house liable for any 
portion of tho water-rate. It had been said vaguely that the laying down of 
water benefited landlords. If it benefited landlords, it must produce a return 
in some substantial way, such as an advaiujo of rent. Ho had tendered his 
experienco on the subject of rents; further evidenci^ might bo obtuiiu'd; and lie 
.believed it would bo found that the increase of taxation diminislied rent. Tho 
law imposed a portion of the water-rate on tho owner, and if only a portion 
was imposed, would tho hon^ble member inform him on what principle one- 
fourth was imposed ? Why not one-eighth or one-twelfth, or the whole ? If tho 
owner derived a certain amount of benefit, lot us have the measure of that 
benefit; but one-fourth was an arbitrary measure, supported on no data. 

With regard to the argument that for purposes of conservancy and other 
similar purposes to which water was applied, the owners of houses should pay, he 
would submit that since water was laid down and tho rate levied, the landlord 
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had to repair his house as often os he did previously, and had to pay a some¬ 
what onerous house-rate. He could not see that any benefit accrued to the 
landlord; but it was clear that conservancy purposes, such as watering streets, 
abundantly conduced to the benefit of tenants who lived in particular streets. 
If legislation was conducted on principle, there was no reason why the 
landlord should pay a portion of the water-rate any more than the lighting-rate. 
The one bcncfit('d the streets in the day; the other at night by lighting the streets, 
and by preventing the commission of acts which might otherwise take place. He 
had often thought on the subject, and had tried to find out on what principle 
the existing law was based. He could discover no principle. The practice 
was arbitrary, and should be discontinued. . 

The IIon’ble Baboo Dookga Churn Law said he did not see why the 
owner should be saddled with a quarter of the water-rate. He derived no 
benefit from it, the whole benefit being derived by the occupier; and those who 
consumed the water and derived benefit therefrom, ought to pay the whole of 
it. As to the opinion that rents had risen by the introduction of the water- 
supply, in his knowledge and experience he had not seen that this had been the 
case, and it was quite inexplicable to him how this one-fourth had been 
imposed on the owner. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier said, without committing himself to vote one 
way or the other, he wished to ask for information. It was said that the supply 
of water did not enhance the value of rent. But with respect more particularly 
to European residents, he would ask whether it was not the case that houses 
in the suburbs were now less sought after than before, because filtered water 
was not jirocurable there ? It would be found that out of a given number of 
people wliose avocations bound them to Calcutta, a larger proportion now 
elected to reside in Calcutta. In that way there was a larger number of com¬ 
petitors for houses in Calcutta, and did competition mean increase in rents 
or not ? 

The IIon’ble Mr. Hogg said he was just about to make the same remark. 
It was an undoubted fact that since the water-supply, houses in Calcutta were 
sought after considerably more than they used to bo before, and owners more 
easily found tenants for their houses. 

lie would also join issue with the learned Advocate-General as to whether 
rents had not considerably increased. That had been demonstrated as an 
absolute fact. The late assessments were made in 1864. The revised assessments 
had been raised nearly 10 per cent., which proved necessarily that owners realized 
more from hcaise rents. Consequently, it was proposed next year, instead of 
keeping the house-rate at 9 or 10 per cent., to impose an 8 per cent, rate, owing to 
the considerable increase in the value of property, mainly attributable to drainage, 
and also to the pure water supplied to the whole town. This was a fact which 
could not be controverted, and could be proved. He certainly considered that 
owners were being much benefited by the introduction of water, and that they 
should pay a reasonable amount by way of contribution for the water used for 
conservancy, the cleaning of drains, and watering of streets, and it seemed to him 
that the Council should not impose the whole of the tax and put the burden entirely 
upon the occupier. Another argument was that the water-supply had been 
introduced now for more than five years, and owners of property had doubtless 
fixed the rent of tlioir houses ou tlic supposition that the landlord was to pay 
his share of the tax; and Mr. Hogg presumed that if we relieved owners 
from the burden of the water-rate they would not reduce their rents conse- 

a uent on such additional taxation being imposed on the occupier. He would 
leroforo move by way of amendment that the principle be accepted that the 
occupier he entitled to recover a portion of the water-rate from the owner by 
deduction from rent. 

The Hon’ble the Advocate-General observed that the fact that the assess¬ 
ment of a house had been increased was not conclusive nor even suffioiont 
evidence of the fact that the rent had increased. The assessment was not upon 
the rental, but on th(^ reasonable amount upon which a house might be 
expected to bo lot. h'or the above reason the experience of the Chairman of 
the Justices did not satisfy the Advocate-General that his representation was 
npt correct—that, in point of fact, houses had not increased in letting value. 

" The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal observed that the increase in the 
a^^ment was also due to the construction of new buildings. 
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His Honob the President said it appeared to him, as the learned Advo- 
eate-General had said, diiScult to fix a principle which was not more or less 
arbitra^. Even assuming that, on the principle of the police and lighting-rate 
no portion of the water-rate ought to bo borne by the owner; nevertheless, allow¬ 
ing even that, was it not reasonable to say that on the same principle that we 
imposed on the landlord the house-rate, should wo not impose upon them some 
proportion of the water-rate also ? What were the grounas on which the house- 
rate was put upon the owner? He presumed this, that the proceeds of the 
house-rate were devoted to improvements which permanently added to the 
value of property. If that was the ground upon which that rate was imposed, - 
did it not equally apply to a poi^tion of the water-rate ? Did not the introduc¬ 
tion of a water-supply improve the place generally ? Did it not add to the 
general value of property? Ho presumed it did; and if so, a portion of the 
water-rate should be borne by the owner on the same ground as the house-rate. 
Furthermore, was it not a fact that the water-supply did save a certain amount 
of domestic expenditure ? Did it not benefit the occupier, and was not the 
occupier willing to pay slightly more for a house which had the advantage of a 
water-supply, than lor a house which had not that advantage ? It might not be 
a very great difference, but some sliglit difference it must make in the long run. 
On these grounds, despite the argument of the learned Advocate-General, His 
Honor thought a small proportion of the water-rate was justly chargeable on 
the person whose property was benefited. For the rest he agreed with the 
Advocate-General, that on the ground on which we imposed on the occupier 
the burden of the police and lighting-rates, we should impose upon him the 

K atcr portion of the water-rate. So he ventured to suggest that the existing 
, which imposed three-fourths of the water-rate on the occupier and one-fourth 
on the owner, did fulfil a certain rough sort of justice. If it were asked by what 
estimate do you make out the exact proportion of three-fourths and one-fourth, 
it would be almost impossible to say. Tliat difficulty was necessarily inciden¬ 
tal' to all legislation, l^he whole principle was that the greater portion was 
charged to the one, and tlio loss to the other. But wlion you come to define 
the exact proportion, you must take a rough and arbitrary line: without an 
arbitrary line all legislation would b(^ impossible. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas PaPs motion, that no portion of the 
water-rate should be chargeable to the owners of houses and lands, was put 
and negatived. 

The Hon’blo Mr. Hogg’s motion, that the occupier be entitled to recover 
from the owner a portion of the water-rate, such recovery to be made by means 
of deductions from the rent payable by the occupier to the owner, was then put. 
The Council divided:—

The numbers being equal, the President gave his casting vote with the 
noes. 

So the Ilon’ble Mr. Hogg’s motion was carried. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Doorga Churn Law moved that one-eighth of the 
water-rate be chargeable upon the owners of houses and lands. 

^he IIon’ble the Advocate-General said, as there was no measure for find¬ 
ing out the degree of advantage derived by the owner from the supply of 
water, and as the benefit derived by the lanalord was comparatively very small, 
he did not sco why one-eighth ^ should not be substituted for one-fourth. He 
would therefore support the motion. 

The Hon’ble Mu. Schaixjji observed that when the municipal law was 
passed, this question was very much discussed, and at that time one-fourtli was 
taken to be tho proper proportion. He did not sco any reason why the Council 
should now alter it. 

His Honor the President observed that there was one argument in favor 
of the ono-fourth rate, whicl^ first fell, he thought, from the hon’ble mover of 
the Bill, viz. that that rate already existed, and on the strength of it, and on

that understanding:, current arrangements between the landlord and tenant 
already existed in the city. Perhaps that was one argument in favor of the 
one-fourth rate. 

The lIoN^uLE Baboo Kristodas Pal supported the amendment. The 
proRont j)r()jK3rtion had been made very arbitrarily. Ue could not perceive any 
principle upon wliich it was founded. There was, however, some principle upon 
which tlie auiendnient was based. The Chaiidpal Gh4t scheme cost the 
JusticMJs about Rs. 40,()()(). Now, one-eighth of the water«rate would cover 
more than that sum. The water obtained from the Chandpal Gh&t engine 
was used for street-watering and the flushing of drains. Those were the only 
two objects for which tlie owner was considered liable, and the proportion of 
one-eighth, as ho had said, would cover more than the expenditure incurred for 
those purposes. 

'I’hc IIon’ble Mr. Hoao said it was true that the Chandpal Gh&t waiter 
was used for watering the streets and for drainage, yet it was equally true that 
a considerable portion of tlio street-watering was done by means of filtered water. 

Baboo Doorga Churn Law’s amoiidmont was negatived. 

Ills HoNoji TJiK President then put the question that one-fourth of the water 
rate bo rocovcjred by the occupier from the owner by deduction of rent. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The consideration of Sections 67 to 80 was then postponed. 

Section HI provided how the annual letting value was to be ascertained. 

The IIon’hle Baboo Doorga Churn Law moved the insertion, of the 
following words at the end of the first paragraph of the section—‘‘ and when the 
rent realjz<;(l is provt‘d by documents and accounts, the same shall be deemed 
to be the annual value of sucli house or land,” lie said that there were cases 
in which agreements had been produced, and yet tlie Municipality had thought 
proper to assess the owner at a liiglier value than the rents stated in the lease. 
The obj(M*t (d this aineudnumt was to prevent such an anomaly. 

The IloNhtLE Mu. 11o(j(; said lie was unable to accept the amendment. 

If it became a part of the substantive law that wliutever amount was entered 
in the lease should be conclusive proof of the rent that was derived, it might 
possibl}' give rise to private understandings between unscrupulous landlords 
and tenants, and the whole rents would not be stated in the lease. It was to 
prevent collusion that the law had been so worded. It was the law which 
prevailed in iMigland, and it did not seem desirable, in this country, to make the 
measure of taxatimi depiuid upon the amount of rent actually payable under 
a lease. Unless they luid reason to suspect collusion, the Justices always 
accepted (he aiiuniiit of rent entered in a lease as conclusive proof of the letting 
value. 

Tli(^ ITon’ble Baboo Doorga Churn Law said that ho himself, froru personal 
experieiici', knew tliat leases of which there was not the slightest doubt were not 
accepted. If Iheru bad bi'en fraud in the matter, the municipal officers would 
of course' be ([uite justific'd in ri'jccting such leases, but to his certain knowledge 
they had done so in many bond Jhlc cases. 

The HoNhu.E THIS Advocate-General observed that the assessments were 
for three years, and niaiiy leases wore for one year. It was possible that the 
Municipality might consider that on the expiration of a lease for a year, a 
higher rent might be obtained. It was not omy in cases of fraud or collusion 
that the Justices w’ere entitled to reject a lease, but also in cases in which tihey 
had reason to belit've that a higlicr rent could bo obtained. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Kristodas 1*al remarked that the cases to which 
rcfcroncii was made were cases of short leases for a year or nine mon^s, and 
the Justices thought that as the assessments were for three years, they had a 
right to reject short leases as not affording sufficient evidence of the letting value. 
At the same tiiiu?, gi-eat c(miplaints existed about the arbitrary manner in which 
the assessments had been raised; that, however, was not the place to discues that 
question. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Damvikr observed that he thought the amendment 
could not but bo rciectcd in the form in wliicli it stood. If the Council passed 
this amendment, all bo could say was that when ho renewed his lease, he should " 
giro a handsome bonus to his landlord and take his liouse on a rental of one- 
f tenth its lotting value. lie should then be able to show his lease as proof of 
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the rent paid, and the real fact would bo that the landlord and tenant would 
settle the matter between themselves, so as to evade the taxes under the protec¬ 
tion of this provision of the law. 

The Hon’ulk Mr. SciiAncii said lie remembered assessing the property of 
a very wealthy firm. He believed they paid a rent of Rs. 400 on what was 
known as a repairing lease, and the consequcnco of that was that tlio rent was very 
low, the lease being for a very long period. VVlicn it eamo before tJie «Iustieos, 
they looked to the letting value of the house by a cornjiuriaon with the correspond¬ 
ing buildings, and they raised the rent to Rs. 1,000, and the occupier admitted that 
he could not say that the decisirm was wrong. Tlui Port Ooinmissioners strongly 
objected to the »Justicos being vested witli the final decision in cases of assessment, 
and on their representation a condition had been iinpoited into the law to allow 
an appeal to an independent body, namely tlie Small (Vuso Court. 

His Honor tmk I'uksiprnt said lie felt it his duty to say, with all resjiect to 
the honMile mover of the aiiumdment, that he earnestly hoped the (\)uncil would 
not ac.ccpt the arnendinent. It would aiford very great temptation to many 
peo])le to enter into (jolhisive transactions. It was v"('ry important that all 
matters of taxation should be so regtilalod as to avoid any temptation for the 
evasion of just dues, or a tendency to diMiioralization, and on that ground he 
thought this provision would have* a viay bad (‘ITeci. 

The amendment was then, by leave, withdrawn. 

The HoNhiLK Mr. SeiiALni said, in the lliird paragraph of this section, it 
was provided that all the unoccu])i('d lands, roads, and slop(»s of the Port Com¬ 
missioners, should bo rated at the rcuit for which they might n^asomibly be 
expected to be let, in the same manner as if thiy wc're used for other than 
public purposes, and belonged to persons other tlian a public body. He 
might say that the Port (vommissioners had no o])jection at all to that 
provision, so far as related to all imoccupitKl land whi< h they could reasonably 
expect to get occupic^d. The form, Iiowovct, in wliich tlui provision was 
worded would unjustly impose a heavy expenditure iifKui the Port Com¬ 
missioners. Some time back the Port Commissioners had ])ur(‘has(Ml land 
from Alieeroctollah (iliAt as far as the ("liilpore canal for the par])ose of 
atfordinjj^ facilities for the landing and shipping of goods from nativt' ])oats ; but 
a considerable portion of the land so purchased was devoted by tlic J\)jt ('Ommis- 
flionors to the formation of two roads at an oxptunlituro of about 10 lakhs of 
nipees. The roads in question had been thrown o])en to the use of tlu‘ ])ul)lic, and 
therefore could not be apj^ropriated to any other ])nrpose. 'riiCM? roads wi'ro a 
considerable improvement to the town, and greatly improved the old bank of 
the river, which was very mu<*h brokemup, and tiny aH'ordinl increased ventilation 
to a portion of the town which was thickly occupied. Tlu' Port Cominishioners 
thought, therefore, that as the Municipality had ii(‘ver Ik'cti asked to subscribe 
a penny towards the construction of tlie.se roads, and they afforded gn'ai advan¬ 
tage to the town, the Port Commissioners sliould not be called upon to j)ay 
any rate for that part of their property. It might bi» said that by llu' des¬ 
truction of houses the J ustiecs had lost the asse.ssment thorinm fixed. On the 1st 
January 1872, when the Port Commissioners took poss^^ssion of the river bank, 
the taxation on their property amounted to Rs. 1,85,000; on the 1st January 
1875 the assessment had risen to Rs. 3,40,000, an increase due ahno.sl entirely to 
improvements made by the Port Commissioners ; and the additional improve¬ 
ment now made had largely increased tlie value of property in the neighbour¬ 
hood. Land which used to sell for Rs. 700 a cot tali, was now selling for 
Rs. 1,500. Therefore the lo.ss of revenue from tlu'. land oc(‘upied by these 
roads would very shortly be made up by the incriiascd value of land and the 
improved stylo of houses now being constructed in the locality. He Iriisb'd, 
therefore, that it would not bo considered that the lV)i*t Commissioners were 
asking too much in claiming that that portion of their land which had been 
thrown open as a public road should bo declared to bo free from all assi*ssmcmt. 
With these remarks he would move that the following words bo added to 
the section:— 

“ Savo and except the mad extending from the northeru boundary of tlio promises 
occupied by the Bast Indian Railway Company at Armenian GhM to the Chit jmiio Canal, 
and the road extending from the t hitpore Road to the River Uooghly at Koomartollah 
Gh&t, for a width not exceeding seventy feet and sixty foot respectively, shall bo exempted 
from assessment of any rate uador this Act.’* 
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Tho Hon^ble Mr. Hogg said, looking at this question in the intetests of the 
town, and to the fact that the two bodies, the Port Commisnoners and the 
Justices, were working for tho common good of tho town, he thought that the 
claim of tlic ^^)^t Commissioners was a reasonable one. The road had itoproyed 
the river frontage enormously, and to all practical intents and purposes, 
although tho road remained the private property of the Commissioners, yet it 
was a public road to which the public had full access, although tho town was not 
called upon to pay the expense of repairing the road or lightingit. He thought 
the Commissioners liad conferred a great benefit on the town, and that they 
could not bo called upon to pay any tax in respect of these two roads, but he 
would suggest that the width of tho two roads to bo exempted from taxation be 
uniformly fixed at sixty feet each. 

The Hon’bi.e Baboo Kuistodas Pal concurred witli what had* fallen from 
the hon’bh' mover. Ho considered tliat the roads in question were a decided 
improvement, and that the population of the northern portion of the town 
derived great benefit from it. If tho amendment before the Council did not 
include tho slopes from which tho Port Commissioners derived a revenue, 
ho was quite willing to support their claim for exemption from assessment for 
tho road in qu(\stion. lit) might observe that the sides of the road were used by 
the Commissioni'rs for tho storage of goods, and therefore ho thought only the 
portion of tlie road actually used by the public should bo exempted. Perhaps 
exemption on acct)imt of tho two roads might be given to a uniform width 
of (50 feet, instead f)f 70 feet for one and 60 foot for tlic other. 

Tlio Hon’ble Mk. SoiiAuni said that any flopositof materials on the sides of 
the road now existing was only temjwrary. He thouglit that for the road on the 
river side over which the trafhe was very great, a Avidtli of 70 foot ought to be 
allowed, and GO feet for the otluT. If tlie width of 70 feet was reduced, it 
would be necessary to rimiodel tho wliole road and the foot-path. 

Ills Honor tiik Prksidkn i’ said, if tho Council wore disposed to accept tho 
hon’blo nn*mb('r\s armaidmont, they had bettor take his figures in full reliance 
of his local knowledge as (Jhairman of the l^>rt CoinmLssioiiers; and, further¬ 
more, he thought tlie (Jouiicil would do well to accept tho principle of the 
amendment, liccause the roads in question were made by tho Port ’Commis¬ 
sioners much to tho Ixaiefit t>f the town, and they could derive no particular 
revenue from it. Tiny were roads that were open to the public; therefore 
Ills Honor hojied the (Jouncil iniglit be pleased to accept tho amendment as it 
stood. 

The motion was carried, and tho section as amended was passed. 

Sections 8::^ and 83 wt^re agreed to. 

Section 81 prf>vided for the reassossinont of a house when substantial injury 
had occurred to it tlliving the curr(‘ncy of any assessment. 

Tho Hon’blk Baboo Dooroa (hiuRN Law moved the insertion in lino 6, 
after ‘‘civil commotion,” of tlie words “or suft'ers material depreciation from 
any cause.” He thought tliat while the Municipality would benefit by any 
improvements which had b(*en iniidc, it ought surely to afford relief when 
property suffered material dt'teiioration. It might bo that the house could not 
be kept in projier rejiairs for want of moans of the owner, and might fall down 
partly cir wholly ; in that cas(', lie thought relief from excessive assessment 
should be given by the Municipality. 

Tlie IU)Nhu.K Mr. Hoog said lie could not accept the amendment. It 
seemed to him quite sufficient to refjuire the Justices to reduce their assess¬ 
ment when the house had suffered (hqirt'ciation from the causes specified in the 
section, viz. lire, a cyclone, tlie act at < lod, or civil commotion. Why should 
the municipal revenue suffer loss if the landlord chose to allow his property to 
remain out of repair ? 

Tho Hon’bli: Baroo Dookga Cuurn Law observed that it was not to be 
expected that a house-owner would wilfully let his house remain out of repair 
and suffer depreciation merely to escape taxation. There were many houses 
in tho town which were going to ruin from want of moans on the part of the 
owner to repair it. When imj)r()vcnicnts to house property were made, the 
Municipality did not fail to raise tho assessment, and why should not a reduc¬ 
tion be given on account (»f depreciation ? 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said Section 83 provided for reassess¬ 
ment in case of substantial improvements; and id be consistent, the same 
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privilege ought to be given to the owner to claim a reduction of 
assessment if there were deterioration in his house from causes over which 
he had no control. The hon’blo mover of the Bill pointed out that Section 84 
provided for such circumstances as fire, cyclone, the act of God, or civil 
commotion. The question was whether an owner, who had once seen prosperity, 
but had become subsequently much reduced in position and circumstances, and 
who having a large ancestral house, whicli ho had not means to keep in good 
repairs, but with which he could not be persuaded to part from a feeling—call it 
a tailing if you will—of attachment to the ancestral hearth and home, a feeling 
cherished with the greatest tenacity, should be entitled to a reduction of assess¬ 
ment when his house became greatly depreciated from want of duo repairs. 
The Government scrupulously respected the native feeling on this subject, but 
the tendency of this section would be to force such unfortunate owners to part 
with their property. Ho liad known ancient families wliich had been very 
much reduced by vicissitudes of fortune, but could not shako off their tradi¬ 
tional attachment to the ancestral home. He thought that in such cases the 
deterioration of the value of the property ought to receive due consideration. 

The Hon’ble THE Advocate-General obscrvefl that he could sec no objec¬ 
tion to the amendment if it were confined to cases beyond the control of the 
owner, and if that were proved to the satisfaction of the Justices. There might 
be cases in which deterioration of the value of property occurred in a particular 
street, and other cases in which the depreciation in value was beyond the 
control of the owner; in such c^scs, he could see no objection to affording relief 
by way of a reduction of assessment. 

The amendment having been altered to the effect suggested by the Advocate- 
General, was agreed to, and the section as amended was passed. 

Sections 85 and 80 were agreed to. 

Section 87 provided for the inspection and survey of houses for pur|)oses 
of valuation. 

On the motion of the Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal, the section was 
amended so as to require 24 Iiours’ notice before entry. 

Sections 88, 89, and 90, were agreed to. 

Section 91 provided for the hearing of appeals from assessments. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pat. moved the addition of the following 
words :—“ No fee shall be charged for the institution of such appeal, and no 
costs shall bo awarded therefor.” lie said that when assessment a})peals wore 
allowed to the sitting Magistrates no fee was cliarged, nor was any fee now 
charged in respect of the appeals heard by a Bojich of Justices. Hf? believed 
that no fee was now chargeable by the Small Cause Court in referenees by the 
Justices. 

If any fee were charged on assessment appeals to the Small Cause Court, it 
would be a great hardship to the poor nite-paycrs. Tliere need be no fear of 
a largo influx of such appeals to the court, for the greater part of the town 
had been lately reassessed, and the present Bill proposed to extend the currency 
of an assessment from three to six years. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg said, in his judgment the charging of a reasonable 
fee for the institution of appeals would be a wholesome provision to prevent 
frivolous appeals being preferred. He was entirely opposed to an appciu being 
allowed to the Small Cause Court free of cost; if a j)erson dcsirea to appem 
free of cost, he could appeal to the Bench of Justices. If lie desired adjudica¬ 
tion by an authority mdependent altogether from the Municipality, lie should 
pay a reasonable fee in order to have the advantage of the superior judicial 
knowledge of the Small Cause Court. 

His Honor the President said he thought it would be better to lot the 
existing law take its course ; if the Court thought that the complainant was 
right and the Justices wrong, they would no doubt give costs against the 
Justices. 

After some further conversation the amendment was, by leave, with- * 
drawn, and the section passed os it stood. 

Sections 92 to 107 were agreed to. 

Section 108 fixed the pressure at which water must be supplied, and tha 
times during which high pressure should be maintainecL 
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The Hon’ble Baboo Dooroa Churn Law moved to substitute the word ten 
for “ nine in line 9, in order that water mi^ht be supplied under high pressure 
from seven to trn o’clock in the forenoon instead of from seven to nine. He 
observed that it would be inconvenient to the native community to confine the 
I)rossuro to only two liours in the morning: 9 o’clock was too early an hour to 
stop high pre.ssiire. II(^ proposed therefore that it should be kept up for another 
hour, or sny until 10 o’clock. 

Tho JIon’bi.k Mr. llooo said the only practical objection to the amend¬ 
ment was tliat at 0 o’clock in tlie hot weather street watering commenced, and 
it was found iin])ossibIe to ket'p up prc'ssiini when street watering began. If 
the hour was changed to 10 o’clock, tlum the Justices would probably be com- 
p(illed to give an iiasufficicnt su}»f)ly of wat(*r at a li(u’glit of fifty foot, or they 
must post])ouc the watering of streets to 10 o’clock, wliich would" be somewhat 
inconvenient. 

Th(' amendment was by leaver withdrawn. 

The IIoN’BiiR Mr. Sciialch said, lie belic^ved tliat Mr. Smith, the Engineer 
who sujicrintendod tlie coiisirut'tion of the water-works, thought it would 
1)0 almost impossible to keep up bigli pressure simultaneously throughout tlio 
whole town owing to the considm-abh? waste that occurred. In consequence of the 
ditliculty of gotliiig up water to tlie Iliglier stories of houses, as soon as the water 
was got up, file servants, knownng tliat full pnissun* was got up, stepped into 
the bath-rooms and left the eocks ojuui. He had hlmsi^lf liad two bath-rooms in the 
house Hooded in conse([ueiiee of iht^ eureh.'ssiu'ss of sei'vaiits. Considering the 
great waste of water that wcuit on in the town, ho tliouglit it should bo 
a matter for considoralioii wlietlier or not power should bo given to. tlie Justices 
to divide the town into sections, and supply each s(‘ctlon with* water at high 
pressure for two or throe hours together. That was a plan for the adoption of 
which Mr. Siiiitli was very strongly in favor. Mr. Sc’halch hoped tlie hon’ble 
mover would consider the ])oiiit. 

TIk' JIoiX’r.i.K Mr. llooo said, lie entin^Iy concurred with tlie remarks 
which had fallen from the hon’}»l(' imuubi'r. I’hc difiieulty was that every one 
was anxious to have water in tlie early morning, and equally in the evening. 
If we .supfilied water to the I'liiropean poHion of tlie town in tlie morning and 
the natives at a later lioiir, tlu' natives would liavc a right to object. 

The Hon'ule lUiioo Kristopas Tat. thouglit the jiractical difficulties in the 
way of ary siicli plan would Ix' very great and almost insurmountable. 

After .some furtlier conviTsation, tlie furtlier consideration of tlie section 
was jiostponed. 

S(‘etioii 110 d(‘elared tlie quantity of water to wliich a householder should 
be entitled for domestic u.se. 

The Hon’iuj-: IHuoo Kristodas Pal moved the omission of this section, 
which lie thought was by far the most important of the sections relating to 
Avater-.supply. It altered tlie sysloin of supply adopted by the h^gislaturc and 
in force for tin? last six years. JlitluTto the raiivpayers were given to under¬ 
stand that they were to contribute according to tlie value of their houses, and to 
get a supply of water ^villiout restriction for domestic use. Now it was pro- 
posetl that tlie water Avas to be sold to the rate-payers according to their 
resjiwtive contributions, and tliat an additional charge should bo made for any 
excess above the ri'gulatioii ([uaiitity. He could understand the principle of 
this section if the levy ol the rate f ad not bi'cii made compulsory—if water- 
supply had Ixicn tit‘atcd as a eonmu'reiul transaction only. But when the rate 
was imposed ns a conqmlsorv lax, and when tlie tax was imposed under the 
uiider>tandiiig that a full supply of AAaUu' would Ixj given, lie considtircd that 
it would be a breach of faith now to introduce the commercial principle by 
Avuy of supplcurii'iit to the compulsory tax. He could assure the Coimcil that 
this section was regarded by tli(‘ native eominunity with great consternation, and 
that if it were cMiaeted into law, it would convert tlui water-supply into a curse 
instead of a bh^ssing. Since tlio water-supply had been introduced, tho 
natives hml filled up tluir old wells and tanks, and they would experience 
great inconvenionco if they Averc now restricted to a scanty supply; and if 
to that was added the propo.sal for charging an additional for excess 
supply, it would be imposing a gi-ievous burden upon tho poorer classeSr 
Hoii’ulc members were doubtless aware that the Hindoos for the most,part 
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lived in joint undivided families, and that they were generally poor, living 
from hand to mouth, and that in every one of those houses numbers of individuals 
lived together and drew water from the same suj)ply. The monthly rental of 
such houses did not ordinarily exceed Es. 40 or Es. 50; the number of souls in 
a joint family might bo twenty. The owner or proprietor in whoso name 
the house was registered would bo entitled to a certain quantum according 
to'the scale laid down, and ho must provide for the excess quantity at an addi¬ 
tional exjiense. Thus those poo^peoplo would not only have to pay a 6 per 
cent, rate if the maximum were imposed, but must also undergo additional 
expense for the excess supply which they must have, as the old supply by means 
of tanks and wells had been discontinued. Tlio rate of one mpeo for every 
1,000 gallons was also most arbitrary. The actual cost of water aid not oxceecl 
four annas per thousand gallons, and it was pro])os(Hl that the Justices should 
make a profit of twelve annas for every 1,000 gallons for supplying water to 
those whose money had provided the water-supjily. 

The IIon’ble Mr. Hogg said he did not imagine that the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion would over be put in force. Hut in the face of ^lio wanton w^asto of water in 
the town, and more ('specially in regard to tlie undivided Hindoo families referred 
to by the hon’blo member, it was most desirable that the h'gislaturo should 
place it in the power of the ^Justices, when they saw water wilfully wasted, to 
place a (dicck upon such waste. Ihio chock w^as a moderate one. It called 
upon tlic Justices to undergo a considerable expense in the puKjliaso of a water 
metro in,order to test whether tho occupant was taking more than he required. 
Tho supply of 1,000 gallons for every rupee of tax paid was a liberal one, and 
seldom over need bo exceeded. lie trusted, therefore, that the amendment 
would not be carried. 

Tho IIon’blr Mr. Schalch said the object of this section was to stop the 
immense waste of water that was goingon. It had been arranged that six millions 
of gallons sliould be supplied for tlic consumption of tlictowii. That was raised 
to seven and a half millions, and tho supply was still found to bo utterly insuffi¬ 
cient. II(^ happened tho other day to look out of his house, and lie saw a 
liydi'ant*discharging water to its full extent, and that went on for three days 
without lot or hindranco. It was in thorough working order, but the tap liad 
been loft open. Ho thought that tho quantity of water allowed nndor the 
section in return for tlio rate was very liberal, and gave a margin of 20 per 
cent. He thought that the adoption of tlie same system was not a hard one 
in tho case of an undi\dded Hindoo family, and if something of the kind was 
not done, the waste of water would continue to bo enormous. He did not say 
that tho rate for additional water should not be reduced. The net cost was 
from four to five annas per gallon, and if tho charge jier thousand gallons were 
reduced from one rupee to eight annas, there would, in his opinion, be no 
hardship. Tho present demand was nothing to what it would bo four or five 
years hence, and he thought they should look to tho future as well as to the 
present. 

The HoN’BiJi Baboo Krtstodas Pal obsoiwod that there were provisions in 
the Bill for punishing ofFenders for wanton waste of water which, he tliought, were 
quite sufficient. The greatest waste went on in tho streets, and no lui'asures 
seemed to bo taken to prevent it. If you visited any part of the town, you 
would not unfrcquently fiqd the taps open and the water flowing ou witliout 
hindrance. If such waste went on in private houses the owners or occupiers 
would be punished. If tho objo(it were mcri'ly to charge an additional rate 
in those cases only, in which wanton waste would occurred and would be 
proved, that would bo consistent; but as tho provision stood, it might be 
enforced at the discretion of tho Justices to tho gi*eat oppression of tlu^ people. 

Ills Honor the Prksident said tho hon’bhi mom|)er’s difficulty was that 
some houses might pay a very small rate and might contain a great many souls. 
That difficulty might be obviated if tho section proWded for tho payment of 
a certain rate per head: tlio Justices would see by tho water metre what each 
family consumed, as also the quantity per head. lie thoiiglit a check was 
more required for the Eurojioan (luarter of tlu^ town than for the portions inha¬ 
bited by tho poorer classes. The water consumed by the poorer classes was 
very small in quantity in comparison with the waste committed by the richer 
individuals. 
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The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal remarked that the size of the ferule 
through which tho poor people received water was very small indeed—^he 
believed one-cightli of an inch, through which water came by drops as it were, 
and wliich was a sufficient clieck against waste. 

Tho lIoN'iiTiE THE Advocate-Oenerai. suggcstcd that the objection might 
perhaps bo met by fixing the rate for surplus water at 2,000 gallons per rupee. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg assured the Council that the provisions of this 
section would not affect any of tlie poorer cfhsscs. 

Tho furthor consideration of the section was then postponed. 

Section 111 was agreed to. 

Tho CoSncil was adjourned to Saturday, tho 20th instant.

CALCUTTA MUNIClPALriT. 

On the motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Hogg, the Council proceeded to the 
further eonsideratlon of tho clauses of tho Bill. 

Tho consideration of tho postponed Section 108, which regulated the 
pressure at which water must be supplied, was then resumed. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg said, the Council would remember that the consider¬ 
ation of Section 108 was postponed because the Council was not decided 
whether it should be passed in its present form. The section called upon the 
Justices to provide a pressure suflicient to raise water to the height of 50 feet 
from 7 o’clock to 9 o’clock in the morning, and again in th(^ evening from 
5 o’clock to 6 o’clock,—^that was to say to provide the high pressure during tlircc 
hours in the day. For the remainder of the day the Justices were required to 

S ‘ovido a pressure sufficient to deliver water at a height of ten feet. Tho 
ou’ble Mr. Schalch had pointed out that if not now, hereafter, when tho demand 
for water increased, the Municipality would find it difficult to carry out the 
provisions of the section, and suggested that tho Council should give tho Justices 
power to enable them to divide the town into sections, and deliver water 
under pressure to each division at different hours during the day. Tho Council 
were not then prepared to consider that question, and it was therefore postponed. 
Mr. Hogg had since conferred with Mr. Bradford Leslie, tho Engineer of the 
Justices, in conjunction •with his hon’blo friend, and they had come to the 
conclusion that to give effect to the proposal of the Hon’ble Mr. Schalch would 
be, if not impossible, a matter ojf considerable difficulty, and impose great 
inconvenience on the rate-payers and inliabitants of Calcutta. If neater was 
to be delivered in different divisions of the town at different times, the vrater- 
Hupply scheme ought to have been constructed on what they called the loop 
system, which would have enabled the Engineer in charge of the engine to 
snut out tho water from the whole town and deliver it to one particular division 
of tho town at a time. That system of supply was originally proposed by 
Mr. Clarke, but was subsequently altered when it was decided that a uniform 
pressure should be kept throughout the whole town for 13 hours a day. Conse¬ 
quently, iioMT that that system was not adopted, if we attempted to shut out 
water from tho whole town except one particular division of it at a time, the

procesH of so doinfr would occupy three or four turnkeys gom^ about in carriages 
three or four hours, which would causo groat delay. Another difliculty was 
that as the wator-supidy system now existed, wo could divide the town into 
only three divisions, and if it was decided to supply each division w'ith water 
for three hours during the day, the other two divisions would not receive '\vat(;r 
at high pressure for six hours at a time, and would be kejit altogether without 
water during tluit time, which was a proposal whi(‘h could not possibly meet 
the approval of the Council. Tlu'reforc they were unanimously of opinion that 
the scheme was impractieablo, and should be abandoned. Mr. Bradford Leslie 
was also of opinion that the pninjnng power of tlie engines was sufliciont to 
deliver water throughout the towui from 7 o’cloek to 0 o’clock in the jioniing at 
a high pressure of oO feet, j)rovidiMl the watcTing of stnicts w^as not carried 
on (luring tlioso hours. Mk. Hogg therefore suggested that Section 108 slumld 
be passed as it stood. 

Ills IIoNOK THE PuEsiDENT said he had one remark to make before this section 
was passed. It had l)i‘en r(^pr(*sent(‘(l to him that, having regard <o the great public 
buildings wdn(di had bc('n nM^ently erected in the town, it would be very desir¬ 
able if the altitude of high pressure could be rais.xl fro'u 50 iov.i to 100 feet. 
It had be(m stated that in these great buildings we had three or four stories, 
and that the [uimping u]) of water to the height of only 50 fe('t failed to provide 
water to tlu^ very top stories, and that great inconvenience thereby resulted. 
It was also urged in behalf of these buildings and tlie establishments which 
used them, that they contributed very greatly to the funds of the w’ater-ratc. 
On that ground, and also on the ground of the m^cessities of these establishments, 
it was urged tliat these buildings w(.‘ro entitled to have tbo water pumped up 
to an altitude of 100 feet. Tlw. point was eomparativ(.‘ly lujw to IBs IIonok, 
and ho was not (julte sure whether the matter had even been prtiviously disciissccl 
in the Council when the original law was passed for the levy of a water- 
rate, and he desired to mention it for the consideration of tlie hon’ble member 
particularly concerned in the pr(‘paratiou of the Bill. Would tJiebon’bhi mover 
of the Bill say wliether there was any possible provision by whmb the object 
could bq, met; whctlier wc could introduce a provision that in case of CTOvcrn- 
ment buildings the height of pressure should be not less than 100 feet ? In 
making this statement, Ills Honok did not undertake to express any professional 
opinion, but would merely invito the opinion of lion’ble members or others 
concerned in the preparation of the measure. 

The Uon’ble Mr. Hogg said that the suggestion made by TTis Honor the 
President was that the Municipality should be required to df'liver w'uter at 
a height of 100 feet in Government buildings only. He w'ould point out that it 
would be impossible to supply Government buildings only without supplying 
the whole town with water under the same pressure. '^Jliero must bo a 
uniform pressure throughout the town. As a matter of fact, there were not 
more than about four Government buildings that had a greater height than fifty 
feet, namely, the Museum, the Telegraph Office, the Mint, and the High Court. 
The water-supply of (Jaleutta was constructeci only to give a pressure to the 
height of 50 feet. He submitted that it would bo liardly fair to compel the 
Municipality to provide additional pumping jiower in order to meet the s]iceial 
requirements of a few buildings in the town. The matter had b('en frcciuently 
discussed, and tlie reply given was that the grc'atest ju’ossure was 50 feet, and 
exceptional aiTang(mients ccmld not be made for Government buildings. The 
only course was to have reservoirs in those buildings at a height of 50'feet, and 
then to have a hand pump to pump up the wat(U' to tlu^ fourth story. 

The IIon'ble Baboo Kristodas Pal observed that, as the hon’hlo mover 
had explained, what was required could not bo done without changing pipes 
and greatly increasing tlui engine power, which would involve expenditure to a 
very considerable amount. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Scn\T.rH said it seemed to him that the Government 
so far had just cause of complaint that the assessment on the Government 
buildings was very high indeed, and arrangements ought to be math*, if possible, 
for fully supplying them with water up to the highest floor; and if the water 
could not be so supplied, some reduction should be, made in the assessment in 
regard to the water-rate to meet the expemse to which the Government would be 
put to raise the water from 50 to 100 feet. The assessment was made on the 
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supposed renting power of the house, and he thought it would be but fair to meet 
the case of tho owners of hou.ses built at such a height that water could not be 
supplied to tho highe.^t floor, that the assessment for the water-rate should not 
be made for tlio entire hou,sc; it was hard that they should have to pay water- 
rate for tlui whole house when only a portion of it was supplied with water. 

The Hon’ble the Advocati^-Gteneral observed that the explanation given 
by tho hon’blo mover of tho Bill seemed unimpeachable. If the increased 
pressure would cost a groat deal to the Municipality, ho did not think they 
should be compelled to do more than they were doing now, poi’ticularly as 
tlie expedient pointed out by the same lion’blc member could bo readily carried 
out at a (joniparativoly sriiall expense; and as Government building.s, owing to 
tho number r)f persons wlio assembled in them, consumed more water than 
houses occupied by ])rivate individuals, he thought what the hoii’blo member 
])roposcd soiunod reasonable. If tlio Government were to liavc tlie option of 
deducting a portion of the water-rate on account of the non-supply of water to 
a portion of tho building, then any j)rivate occupier who was in the same 
position woidd be entitled to claim the same concession, and it 'would be clear 
that all those (‘xccptional provisions entailed expense and trouble. lie thought 
pressure to a height of oO feet was sufficient for all practical purposes. 

Tho IIon’ble Bauoo Doouoa Churn Law did not think that there should 
bo any exceptional legi.^latioii on account of buildings which required water to 
bo supplied to thtnu at a greater height than ofl feet, 

I'he IIoN’iiLE Mr. Dampier understood it to be said that Government 
buildings, on account of thcjir being so vast, and having so many pairs of stairs, 
did not get the water they rciquinMl on the higher stories, and. that it ivas not 
fair that they should ])ay tho full water-rate. lie did not think the argument 
was sound, ^rin^so buildings got precilscly the same advantages of water-supply 
as any other building; they got a supply of water delivered at a height of lifty 
feet; and for the stories above tliat height they had only to carry the water up 
tho reniaiiidcr of tlie distance by hand; and as it was much easier to take water 
up one ]>air of stairs than five pairs, they got a quid pro quo oven on the water 
used on the highei* storic's. 

Tlie TIon’hle Mr. Schalch obs(‘rved that tho mam objection proceeded 
from the fact of tlie assossinoiit on Government buildings being too high, and 
now tliat an ajipeal was given to an independent tribunal, viz., the Small Cause 
Court, that objection might not apply so strongly. 

Tlio Hon’jjle ]5ajjoo Krtstodas Pal said, the water-supply of Calcutta was 
not a voluntary system; it was liasoil upon a compulsory system of taxation, 
and if any distinction wore made between the Government and private indi¬ 
viduals, iK'cause tlieix* were (UTtain Government buildings whi(*h required water 
at doulde tho height sanctioned by the existing law, tlio legislature would bo 
making an invidious distiiietioii between the Governincnt and the public at 
large. It w'as well known that water could not at present be supplied to the 
highest rooms of some t>f the houses in tho town, and the Justices had no power 
to grunt a remission of any portion of the water-rate to the oiicupiers of such 
houses. There was gr(*,at complaint on tliis score, and provision was accord¬ 
ingly being made in th(' jiresent Bill to regulate tlic hours at which tho pressure 
should l)(.‘ put on. It was observable that those who built houses with stories 
higher than 00 feet did so with tljeir eyes open, because, under the water-supply 
scheme, pressure ciould u<jt bo given to a greater bi‘ight than 00 foot, and when 
the Government luul done so, it ought not now to grumble. To kecip up tho 
pressure at a 100 feet would bo to double the capacity of tho pipes and the 
engine-power, which would entail grout expenditure. At tho same time to 
grant a remission of tlic watcT-ratii because water was not supplied to particular 
room# or to particular })ortions of a house, would bo opening a wide door to 
favoritism. lie would thertifure oppose any amomhnent on the subject. 

The IIon’rle the Advouate-Genjuial observed that the apparent principle 
upon which water was siijiplied and paid for was not that a pcrsmi paid for tho 
quantity of water lu' consumed; for there were numerous instances where 

1 )crsons got water without paying for it, such as those whose liouses were not' 
iable to the rate, or those who got water by taking it from the streets, 

. His Honor the President wislicd to know whether those hon^blo members 
.whp were opposed to any remission of wator-rato on account of Government 
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]>uildiiiigs would be of tho same op inion if the rule wore made applicable to 
private as well as to public buildings. 

The Hd^^BLE Baboo Kristodas Pal said he was not prepared to recommend 
Any change in the law, because it would lead to great confusion and cause 
serious loss of revenue to tho Municipality. As he had already observed, the 
Water-rate had been imposed on a different principle, altogether. If the 
principle were that each person should bo taxed according to the quantity of 
Water consumed, then the Government would have a right to a remission of the 
water-rate on account of particular portions of buildings not being supplied 
with water; but as the principle of the water-supply sr’heme was different, and 
the object was to raise a siifKci(‘nt amount of revenue from all classes of ratc^ 
payors without distinction, witli a view to supply water throughout the town, 
lie thought tho present law was both just and eqnita))h\ 

Ills Honor the President remarked that no one over proposed to make 
a different rule for Govemmeni as the proprietor of houses, to that which 
applied to private individuals. But as the case was r('pr('sc‘nted to him, ho 
understood that the only buildings that would comj uncli r that cat(‘gory were 
some of tho Government buildings; in fact that they w<'re tlie only buildings in 
the town with anything like that altitude. He merely wishe<l to broach the 
subject in Council, and had no motion to propose. 

The section was then agreed to. 

Tho postponed Section 110 declared the quantity of water to which 
a householder was entitled for domestic use, and the rate at which additional 
supplies must be paid for. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg said tho consideration of this section stood over 
because it was thought by some hon^ble members that it miglit press hardly 
upon the poorer classes. He might mention that the sc’ction wiis not framed 
with the view to restrict the supply to the poorer and loss w(*althy classes of the 
town, but to prevent tho improvident waste of watc^r in tho higher classes of 
bouses in Chowringhoe, ana also in the northeni division of tho town. He had 
sincG consulted Mr. Bradford Leslie and the hon’bh'. member on tho loft (Baboo 
KristodasaPal), and they agreed that instead of allowing 1,000 gallons, we should 
allow 1,500 gallons for every rupee of tax paid, and instead of charging one rupee 
for every 1,000 gallons, we should charge one rupee for 1,500 gallons. And, 
further, to protect the poorer classes it was proposed to enact that tlio provisions 
of this section should not have effect or be put in forces in n^spect of any hous^ 
rated at less than Rs. 1,300 a year. Such houst's, under the section as pro¬ 
posed to bo altered, would be allowed a monthly supply of 7,500 gallons, or 
250 gallons per day. Supposing there were sixtiion piu'sons in the hous(‘, that 
would allow to each a supply of fifteen gallons per day. If a person c*li(>se to 
consume a larger quantity of water than fifteen gallons a chij, Mu. Hoijg thought 
it just and equiiablo that sucJi person should bo charged for sueli additional 
supply. Ho did not believe that the section would be put in force to 
any extent: it would merely provide a penal clause in case of a person not 
exercising due control in regard to tho expenditure of water in his house, 
lie would therefore move tho substitution of 1,500 gallons for 1,000, and the 
addition of the following proviso:— 

Provided that the provisions of tliis section shall not bo put in force in respect of 
houses as-essed at less than its. 1,200 per annum.’' 

The IIoN^BLE Baboo Kristodas Pat. said lie was quite willing to' accept 
the compromise proposed by the hon’ble mover. He admittiid tliat it was 
very desirable to check wanton waste of water, but ns lie bad pointed out at tho 
last sitting of the Council, there were other provisions in tluj Bill wjiich 
provided a sufficient chock in that respect. Tho size of tho ferule in small 
bouses was in itself a good and wholesome check, and the penal provisions 
of the Bill would also operate towards that end. Ihit tho section as it stood 
originally contemplated tho wholesale restriction of the supply of water, with¬ 
out any distinction between rich and poor, or tho,sc who wantonly wasted water 
and those who used it economically. The section as now proposc<f to be amended 
left out a large class of persons from its operation, namely all persons who 
occupied houses the assessed value of which was less than Its. 100 a month. 
That exemption would reach a very great portion of tlie poorer and middle 
classes, ana so far it was a great point gained. As regards the quantity of water 
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to be sold for a rupee, it was now proposed to bo raised to 1,500 gallons. He 
would have preferred if it had been raised to 2,000 gallons; but as the hon’ble 
member was not willing to concede that point, he would not press ft, but leave 
it to the sense of tlie Council to decide. The hon’ble member had said 
that it was not the intention to put this provision in force generally. But 
Baboo Kkistodas Pal would not f)ut much faith in discretionary government of 
this kind. The hon’hle member as the present head of the municipality might 
not wish to enforce this section; but wlio knew what his successor might do ? 
Tlie aniendment would, however, to some extent act as a safeguard. 

The IIon’bli!: Mr. Hogg’s amendments were then agreed to, and the section 
as amended was passed. 

Se(!tion 112 enacted that all latrines supplied with water should be provided 
with eisterns. 

The. IIon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved the omission of this section. 
The section recpiired that cisterns should be put up in all latrines and wat(u* 
clos(ifs. He did not think the Council ought to anticipate the Justices in 
a matter of this kind. This matter had never been brought before the Justices, 
nor was he aware that any report had been called for from their Engineer. He 
therefore doubted whetlior tlie Council was in a position to provide by legisla¬ 
tion .for such a question. Practically, the system, as far as he had learned by 
enquiry, had not workc'd satisfactorily, purtieularly in native houses. The 
cistern was tilled by a v<^ry small tube tlirougb which tlio water entered so very 
slowly that it look about half an hour to fill it, and as each man passed out 
the cistern was emptied and it took another half an hour to fill it up. In this way 
the system caust'cl great inconvenienc^o. If the hoii’hle mover dicl not wish that 
latrines in iiativcj housi's should he connected witli the new sewers, he was per¬ 
fectly right in projiosing this section. But he was sure that that was not 
liis object, and was tlierefore of opinion that the provision under consider¬ 
ation ought not to find a place in the Bill. It ought to he left to the discretion 
of tlie Justices to make sueli arraiigcnicnts os they might think fit and con¬ 
venient, and if it w^ore found practicable to adopt the cisteni system, they 
might do so. But he did not think the Council was in a position to legislate 
in the matter. 

"J^he Non’ble Mr. Hogg said tlie system of allowing latrines and closets to 
be connected with the drainage w^orks involved as a necessity that they should 
be supplied at all times, both in the day and niglit, with a full supply of water. 
That necessity could not he st'cured unless the cistern was provided and water 
constantly kept there. That became more necessary now that the Justices 
were not to be compelled to keep up watt;r by pressure at night. If, therefore, 
cisterns wore not provided from 9 o’clock at night to 6 in the morning, there 
would be no water in tlio latrines; consequently they would be either very 
offensive or they would not bo used. That was one substantial objection be 
had to the motion before tlie Council. On sanitary grounds, Mr. Bradford 
Leslie w'as strongly of opinion that the water-supply should not be in any way 
directly connected wnth mtiines, and he alluded to a case in New York in whicn* 
water had become taint(»d by being so connected. That was another reason 
why it was proposed that the water should be discharged into a cistern, and 
from thence into the closet. 'I’hc lion’ble member had said that the effect of 
the section would he to prevent latrines in the northern portion of the town 
being connected with the drainage w'orkb. To that Mr. Hogg would reply that 
it was far better that they should not bo connected than that the latrines should 
be directly connected with the water-supply. 

The iIon’ble Baboo JuGGAiUNUNij Mookeiwee observed that Chapter XVI 
of the Bill empotvered the Justices to frame bye-laws on such matters of detail 
as that to which this section applied. lie thought that this matter should be 
left to be dealt witli by the Justices by a bye-law. 

Tho IIon’ble Mr. IIogg remarked that it was a question of sanitation, and 
therefore of vital importance, and should be laid down in tlie law and not 
bo left to the discretion of the Justices. 

The JIon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said tho hon’blo mover had observed * 
that this provision was absolutely necessary for sanitation. Baboo Kristodas % 

had already pointed out that tho cistern took about half an hour to fill, and 
. ^ponio emptied as each man passed out. The cistern could only be supplied 
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with water by high pressure; and now that the high pressure was confinod to 
three hours a day, the cisterns would be without water during 21 hours, and 
the new drainage system, so far as the connection and cleansing of latrines went, 
would practically come to a dead-look. 

The Hon’sle Mr. Hoog explained that the cistern ought to have a capacity 
of at least 20 gallons; we had refused to allow latrines to be connected with the 
drainage which were not provided with proper cisterns. It was most danger¬ 
ous to do so. 

The Hon’bi.e Mr. Sohai^ch said that the section contained a very necessary 

S revision for general sanitation, and ho thought the system should ho intro- 
uced. With regard to the objection that the cistern coufd only bo filled during 
the hours of high pressure, he tliought that as the latrines were situated on the 
ground floor, the constant pressure of ten feet iluring the day would be sufficient 
to fill the cisterns. He should bo sorry to se(^ th(^ s<M‘.fioii omitted. 

Tho Hon’ble the Advocate-(tenerat. said the difficulty seemed to be in 
regard to latrines in which there might be no cistern. As he understood the 
provision, there must be a cistern before a latrine could bo connected with 
the drainage. The dimensions of tlio cistern wore not given in the Ac.t, and 
must bo regulated by the Jiistic.os, and places which wore too small to hold 
a projior cistern woul<l not be connected. It a))])('ared to him that the Ooimoil 
should adopt every necessary precaution in ordcjr to stjcure the pc?rfect working 
of the system. 

After some further conversation tho motion was negatived, and the section 
was passed as it stood. 

Sections 113 and 114 were agreed to. 

Section 115 gave power to enter premises in order to inspect water-pipes 
and fittings. 

On the motion of thelloN’BLE Baboo Krlstodas Pal, tho following proviso 
was added to the section ; — 

“Provided that nothing heminbefore oontained shall authorize an entry into anv 
room appropriated for tlie zenana or rosidonco of women, wliioh, by the custom of tho country. 
is considered private, unless a notice, in writing, of not loss than four hours bo given.” 

Section 11<> gave power to turn off water where the pipes or fittings were 
out of repair. 

On the motion of the IIon’ble Baboo Dooroa Churn Law an amendment 
was agreed to, requiring 24 hours’ notice in writing before turning off the water. 
Sections 117 to 120 were agreed to. 

Section 121 required that persons executing any work for laying on water 
must hold a license from tho Justices, and provided tliat any licensed plumber 
infringing any ruh's or regulations under wliicli he held his luioiisc*, should be 
liable to have his license cancelled, and to pay a fine not exceeding Rs. 20. 

Tho Hon’ble Baboo Kuistodas Pal moved an amendment to the effect that 
the license should only bo cancelled after a third conviction. Tho object of 
the amondent was to 'reconcile this section with Section 125. Section 125 pro¬ 
vided a penalty of the same kind, hut under that si'ctioii the offender was only 
liable to forfeit his license after a tliird conviction. It would be hard, therefore, 
that under Section 121 tho license should be cancelled on the first conviction. 

The IIon’ble the Advocate-General explained that the two things were 
different; the one was for disobedience of orders, and the other merely for bad 
work. 

The Hon’RLE Mr. IIooo observed that Section 125 was not for tho protec¬ 
tion of the Justices, but of the public, who were put to much inconvenience on 
account of the careless work done. 

Tho motion was negatived, and the section passed as it stood. 

Sections 122, 123, and 124 were agreed to. 

Section 125 provided a penalty of Rs. 20 and forfeiture of license 
after a third conviction for bad work done by a licensed plumber. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Krtstodas Pal said he had been anticipated on this 
point in tho discussion on Section 121. Ho thought the occujuer, employing 
a licensed plumber, who supplied bad materials and gave bad work, should bo 
protected, and ho therefore moved the insertion of the following words ‘‘ and 
shall forfeit all claim against his employer for such works done or such fittings 
supplied.” 
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The Hon’ble Me. Hoog thought that that question ou^ht to bo left to the 
decision of a civil court; it was hardly a provision for special legislative enact¬ 
ment. 

The Hon’ble the Advocate-Geneiul observed that it was often a question 
of opinion as to what constituted bad materials or bad workmanship; that would 
be a question for tlie decision of a Court of Justice; the pinmter might in 
such a case recover under a quantum meruit. 

The Hon’ulk Mr. Dampirr would call attention to the effect of Sections 123 
and 125. Under the former section, the Engineer of the Justices might refuse 
to conne(;t a house with the water-supply if the fittings which had been put 
on were not executed to his satisfaction. Then, although the house so fitted 
was not connected with the water-works, and so the bad work could not affect 
the Justices, yet the Justices might interfere and cause the plumber to be 
fined. Mr. Dampier did not objec.t to the cancellation of a license after 
a third conviction. But if the Justices refused to connect the house with the 
ivatcr-supply because the fittings were bad, why should the plumber be ren* 
dcrod liable to a fine in their interest. How did tho matter concoi'n them until 
a connection was allowed ? 

Tho IIon’ble Mr. IIogo explained that the provisions of Section 125 were 
entirely for the protection of the owners and occiiphirs of houses. The Justices 
were asked to connect with their mains a house in which fittings had been put on. 
The Engineer certified that the work was badly done and declined to connect 
the works, and the owner was put to great inconvenience therefrom. He had to 
pay a large sum for the fittings, and Jie was unable to connect them on account 
of bad work. Then, by this section, the Justices were empowered to step in 
and to save trouble to tho occupier by having tho plumber fined. There 
did not seem to Mr. Hogg to bo any inconsistency between the two sections 
or ai^ error in the drafting. 

The Hon’blk the Advocate-Generat. said tlic chief objection to the amend¬ 
ment seemed to bo that ilio conviction of the plumber, and the adjudication of 
his claim against his employer, wore made to d(pend upon the certificate of the 
Engineer. It transfen’cd the right of judgment from the court to the Engineer 
of tho Justices, Sujiposo tho Justices got a conviction on the certificate of the 
Engineer, and tlio plumbiT afterwards satisfied a civil court that the mate¬ 
rials and work were sufficiently good ? 

After some further conversation the amcndinciit was by leave withdrawn, 
and tho section was amended so as to leave tlie determination of the quality 
of tho materials and workmanship supplied to the convicting officer. 

Sections 126 to 1»‘12 were agreed to. 

Section provided that occupier on whoso requisition works for the 
supply of water were introduec'd in a house, should bear the expense of keeping 
such works in substantial repair. 

Tho Hon’ble Baboo Dookga Churn IjAW moved the omission of theworda 


on whose rccpiisition works for the supply of water shall have been intro¬ 
duced in any house.” Ho tluniglit tlioso words were hardly necessary, and 
were calculated to defeat tlio object of the section. If it was obligatGry on the 
owner to introduce water works in his house for the convenience of ihe^ 


occupier, the occupier, whether the works were introduced at his requisition 
or not, ought to bear tlic expense of keeping them in repair. 

Tho Hon’ble the Ai)vocate-Up:neral would support the amendment. 
Tho words, as they stood, would only make the occupier, on whoso requisition 
tho works were executed, liable to pay for the repairs. He thought that every 
occupier should be bound to keep the water-works in repair. 


Tho Hon’ble Mu. Hoqo said it might haj^pon that very soon after an occu¬ 
pier wont into a house he might find the whole of tho water-works out of repair, ■ 
and might bo called upon to put the whole of them into thorough repair. To 
do that would necessitate the breaking up of a large portion of the wBlIs of 
the house, and^ it would bo very hard upon the occupier to undergo such great 
expense. Besides, tho owner received from the occupier interest at the rate of 
12 per^ cent, for tho money ho expended in tho construction of thw) waters 
worL^ if done on the requisition of tho occupier; and in cases where the works 
were in existence at tho time of tho entry of the occupier, something would bo 
added to the rent of tho house on the ground that water had been laid on. 
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The Hon’ble Mr. Schalch observed that when the works were executed 
on the requisition of the occupier, they would be new, and would require 
little or no expenditure to keep them in repair during the tenancy of that 
occupier. In sucli a case there would be no hardship in requiring the occupier 
to keep the water-works in repair. But in otlier cases, when a tenant took a 
house which had water laid on, the fittings might have been put on ten years 
before; he would have to pay additional rent for water being laid on, and might 
afterwards find all the pipes corroded; and it would be very hard for him to 
have to repair them when he had no opportunity of examining them, and could 
not have known the condition in which they wore. The water-works, after 
once they were laid on, became a part of the house, and tho cost of repairing 
them should bo borne hy tho landlord. 

The IIon’ule Mb. IIogg explained that the intention of the section was 
that when works were put in at the requisition of tho occupier he should repair 
them; in other cases it should be a matter of contract between tho parties. 

The Hon’bljs Mu. Dampieu thought tho section should proviae distinctly 
who should bear the expense of repairing the water-works. Leases were 
ordinarily executed with an agreement on the part of tho owner to keep the 
house wind and water-tight. 8uch leases -would not touch tlie question of 
keeping the water-works in repair. And if an occupier found the water- 
fittings out of repair, his state would be worse than if pij)(\s had never been 
laid at all bringing water to the house; for in that case lu* might insist under 
the Act on the owner putting up fittings to supply the house with water ; whereas 
he would have no moans of making the owner repair the fittings if out of 
order. Mr. Dampier thought that unless there was a contract to the contrary, the 
owner should be bound to keep tho water-works in repair. 

On tlie motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Dampier tho section was then amended 
so as to stand thus:— 

“ Except in the oaso of a speoia) agrooment to the contrary, tho owner of any house or 
land Bhall bear the expense of keeping all works connected with the supply of water to such 
house or land in substantial repair. Provided that nothing in this section shall affect the 
liabilities cf parties under leases executed or made previous to tbo passing of the Act.” 

Sections 134 to 137 wore agreed to. 

Sections 138 to 143 provided for the preparation and passing of the police 
budget. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved that sections 138 to 143 be 
omitted from the Bill. He said that these sections relatc‘d to the police budget. 
The Select Committee, in considering these sections, had placed before 
them the views of the Government, as represented hy^ tho hon’ble member in 
charge of the Bill. They were informed that the Government was not now 
* disposed to continue to the Justices the power of controlling the police in any 
way, and as far as the consideration of the police budget was concerned, the 
Justices therefore, although it was not stated in so many words, would be 
reduced to the position of message bearers.” It would be in this wise: tlie 
Commissioner of Police would send up tho budget to the Justices, and the 
Aistices would hand it up to Government; the Justices should raise tho police- 
rate, and Government wf)uld disburscj the money. This was practi(jally the scope 
and object of the liill as amended by a majority of tlie Select Committee. 
He did not know how far the position assumed by tho hon’ble member in 
charge of the Bill had been influenced by Government, but he submitted that 
that position reflected upon the Justices as a body, and he was not aware that 
any cause had been given to Government for such a courses It was in 1867 
that the police-rate was first imposed by the Government upon the people of 
Calcutta. Previous to that, the whole of tho police charges had been borne by 
Government, who controlled the police and mot its expenses. In 1865, Baboo 
Kristodas Pal believed, when Sir Charles Trevelyan was Finance Minisfer, the 
Government of India decided that towns in the country should be called upon 
to bear the greater portion of the police charges, and that in the case of 
Calcutta it was resolved that the Municipality should bear three-fourths and 
the Government one-fourth. That resolution of tho Government of India was 
embodied in Act XI of 1867. With a view to give the rate-payers a voice in 
the police administration of the towm, the Justices were vested with tho pow(^ 
of considering and passing the police budget. From 1867 up to that time this 
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system had been in operation, and Baboo Kbtstodas Pal would appeal to the 
hon’ble member in charge of the Bill to say whether at any time there had 
been any undue interference by the Justices with the action of the Commis¬ 
sioner of Police or the Government in the administration of the police. It was 
meet, ho thought, tliat tlie Justices, as representatives of the rate-payers, should 
have a voice in the administration of the funds which were raised by them. 
That being the case, he did not see any good or valid reason why the power 
wliich liad been exercisi'd theretofore by the Justices without detriment to 
the police, should now be withdrawn. It was urged in Select Committee that 
there might arise some (‘ontingencies which might render the relations between 
the Justicc^s and the Governnnuii anomalous, something in the womb of future 
which <ioul(l not now be antiiupated. But if the Government was anxious, as 
he bi'lieved it W'as, to extend a measure of self-government, it was a curious 
way of expn\ssing its anxiety by withdrawing a power which the Justices had 
long possessed and which they had never abused. He was sorry to see that his 
colleague Hon^ble Mr. Brookes) was not there that day to express the views 
of the European community; but from what he said in the Select Committee, 
Baboo Kuistodas Pai. believed that the views which Mr. Brookes expressed 
were shared by the non-oflicial community generally. It would be painful to 
liiin, as well as to the other non-bificial members of the Council, if tlie question 
was made an issue between the Government and them; but Baboo Kkistodas 
Pal hoped that the Government would on further con.sidcration admit the 
importance of the subject, and nyt take any hasty action in the matter. But, 
as he had said, the Justices had done nothing to forfeit the confidence which 
the present law nqiosed in them; on the contrary, the Justices, while criticising 
the police budget, and making suggestions now and then, had uniformly passed 
it in its integrity. He thought it was assuming too much to say that the power 
was likely to be abused, and that therefore it ought to bo withdrawn. lie 
might point out that since the maintenance of the police had devolved on the 
town, there had been a tendency to increased police expenditure; but he 
believ(Ki the hon’ble mover would admit that the .Justices had in no way 
meddled. They were well aware that polic.e arrangements ought *tiot to 
rashly interfered with, and that one man should, if practicable, rule over the 
jiolico, and that that man ought to bo the Commissioner of Police ; and with 
that view, if they had any important suggestions to make in respect of police 
administraiioli, they ought to go through their Chairman who was Commis¬ 
sioner of Police, and they had done so. Having regard to these facts, and 
believing that it was much better that the Justices should bo altogether 
relieved of all connection with the police than that they should have placed 
lioforc them a m(*re sliadow without the substance, he would jiropose that these 
sections be onjitted, and that the old sections of the existing Act be restored. 

The IIon’ble JHu. IIooo said he could not accept the amendment. The 
object of Sections l.'kS to of the Bill was, in fact, to give effect to the law as 
it stood. The Calcutta police was (ioiistltuted under Act IV of 1866 of this 
Council, and by that A(it was entirely under the control and orders of the 
Cfovornment. Iltj thought it would be conceded by the Council that the poliJI 
of tho metropolis of India could not bo placed under any other control 
than that of the Government of Bengal; and for the Justices to desire 
to have any A'oico in the direct administration of the affairs of tho police, 
was to wish for more than could bo conceded to them. When the 
expenditure of the police was imj)osod on the Municipality, it was provided that 
the Commissioner of Police should submit to the Justices a budget of expendi- 
tm-e under Act XI of 1807; and by Section 5 of that Act it was left to the 
discretion of tho .Justices to pass or to reject or to modify and to submit the 
budget as passed or modified by them to tho Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 
It woilld be clear to tho ('oimcil that that section was entirely antagonistic 
to the principle upon wliitih the police was constituted as laia down under 
Act IV of 1866; so much so that the late Advocate-General (^Mr, Cowie) waa 
of opinion that Section .5 of Act XI of 1867 was practically inoperative, as it ’ 
set aside the principle of Act IV of 1866. It was true that the Justices up to 
this time had never endeavoured to interfere in the administration of the pouce, 
and had always accepted, with perhaps slight modifications, the budget the 
Cdtemissioner of Police had submitted. But it was ob^dous that misunderstandings 
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might possibly arise, and the Justices might claim to exercise the discre¬ 
tion which was apparently vested in them. In order. to do away with 
the possibility of any such misunderstanding, it was proposed by tlie Hill 
that the Commissioner of Police should lay before the Justices year by 
year an estimate of expenditure on account of police, and that it should 
bo the duty of the Justices to forward the budget to Govcrninont with any 
remarks which the Justices might think fit to ofter. That gave to the Justices 
full opportunity for an expression of tluur opinion and remonstrance against 
any additional expenditure proposed by the Cominissioiuir of Police; but loft 
to the local Government to decide on the strength and cost of the police. 
That, he thought, was the proper principle that should be adopted by the 
legislature. It was })rocisely the same {)rocedure as that which existed at 
Hombay and Madras. The Madras Act IX of 1807, Section 9, provided that 
after the date of the Act the Municipal Commissioners should jiay into the Bank 
every month such sum as the local Gov(*niment might direct for the maintenance of 
the police. If they turned to the Hombay Act, tliey femnd that under Sc(5tion 80 of 
Act HI of 1872, the Bombay Municipality were requiied similarly under the 
orders of the Government to })ay into the Bank .)£ l^ombay sucli sum as the 
Government chose to direct. Tlie.se were two analagous cases, and lie di<l not 
see why the Justices should claim greater power than the municipalities of 
Madras and Bombay. For these reasons he trusted the Coun(;il would adopt tlie 
provisions of the Bill as they stood. 

The Hon’bletue Actinc^ Advocate-Generai. said it appeared to him that no 
great liardship was imposed on the Justices by an alteration of the existing 
law. As far as he could make out, tlu^y had no control over the police. That 
was entirely under the Commissioner of Police, subject to the orders oE tlw^ 
local Governnumt. The only matter with whicli the Municipality had to deal 
was the imposition and collection of the police-rate. It was provided that 
the amount of the estimate passed should, after deducting thenrfrom siudi 
amount as might from time to time be allowed by tlie (jovernuumt, from the 
general revenues, towards the maintenance of the ])oli(ro force, be paid to the 
Lieutenant-Governor by the Justices out of tlie annual jiroceeds of the jiolice 
rate. So that tlio Justices had to supply that amount out of the police rate, 
and not out of the general revenues of the Municijiality. Then, could it be 
said that the mere olfcct of collecting tlie inoni'y ought to gi|rc ilu'm that 
controlling influence which the presimt law allowed tluMuy Under th<i present 
law, the Municipality had the right of rejecting the budget altogether. In the 
event of the budget being rejected, it. could not go uj) to Govermnmit at all. 
It appeared to him that they ought not to have the power of rejecting the 
budget altogether; they ought not to liave tlu^ power of rejecting a budget on 
a subject on whi(!h they could have no proper information nor any sullici<*nt 
knowledge, and he thought that the argument which sought to enforc,e tlu* 
principle of the present law was somewhat specious. The polic.e rate was colh'ctt»d 
for the maintenance of tlu? police and ludd in trust, and h(^ really did not see 
t^t the Justices should have any control over tlie obje<;t for which they wen* 
collected unless they had some voice over the objects to wliicli that fund was 
devoted. He thought that in this ease there was no hardship imposed, and 
that the amendment in tlie Bill was in the right direction. It prevented 
a possible collision which might take place hetweoii the Government and the 
Municipality. It had been said, with great irutli, that no instance could be 
shown in which the police budget had been rcjectc'd by the Justices. Tliat 
circumstance proved clearly that the power of rejection was one which w'as 
not reemired, inasmiicli as it had never been used; and further, that it was 
not likely to bo used, except in some extraordinary cases. What w'ould bo tluj 
effect, suppose the power was used ? It would, in the event of the rcj(‘ctioii 
of the budget on the ground of excessive expenditure, be an an im ad version on 
tho conduct of the Commissioner of Police and the Government for having 
submitted such a polic,e budget! Such a state of things w as not desirable, and 
was never contemplated; and ho thought that proper criti( i.sm by tlie Justices 
would be duly considered. As far as he could see, looking at the matter 
from a disinterested point of view,—for he had no sympathy one way or the 
other,—^he thought the Justices had no right to complain if the arbitrary power 
of rejection was taken away. They could be heard now as loudly as before, 
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and they might collect the police-rate, though they had no control over the 
e:ipeuditure of that rate. He would oppose the amendment on this ground, 
that beyond collecting the rate the Justices had no ccmtrol; and the more effect 
of collecting the rate did not entitle them to have a control in rejecting the 
budget. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Kristooas Pal wished to say a few words in reply. 
Wliile appreciating the feelings which had prompted the hon’blo and learned 
Advocate-General to address the Council, he regretted that he could not agree 
witli him. But ho seemed to have lost sight of the fact that when the police- 
rate was first imposed upon the town by Government, it was, if ho (Baboo 
Kuistodas Pal remembered it aright, distinctly declared that a share should 
be given to the people in the administration of the police; that, in fact, 
the people should be invited to take a part in that administration. That 
having been the object of the new police administration, tlio principle was 
recognized in the Act of 1807. That principle had been in operation for the 
last eight years, and it was admitted that it worked fairly. It was now 
proposed to go back and make the .Justices only tax-collectors. He would ask 
whether such a position—ho meant the position assumed under the new[ 
sections—was consistent with tlie previous declarations of Govommeiit and 
its present professions for ilu^ extension of local self-government. Then the 
hon’blo and learned member had pointed out that th<? fact that the .Justices had 
not oxere/ised the power of interference witli the budget showed tliat there was 
no necessity for it. Might it not be said that the knowledge of thes circumstance 
that the budget of the Commissioner of Police would be sifted by the Justices 
might have influenced that ollic.er to frame it in such a way as to disarm 
criticism, and that the present law had liad that good moral effect upon him ? 
Then it had been said that the witlidrawal of the j)ower would cause no hard¬ 
ship to the .1 usticos. But undeservedly it would imply a want of confidence in 
the Justices. The hon^blc mover had pointed out that under Act IV of 1866 the 
police was entirely under the direct control of Government. lie admitted it. 
^^ction 8 provid(^d that the strength at which the police of (Calcutta sliould be 
maintained should be fixed by the local Government, subject to the sanction of the 
(xovernment of India; so that its ultimate control was vested in the Governor- 
General of India in Council, and not, as the hon’ble member had stated, in the 
Bengal Govc^ament. The final control b('ing vested in the Government of India, 
it was suggested in Select (Jomrnittce that, with a view to provide against such 
cumtingciiicjos as had been apprehended, it might be (mjoined that in case of 
any difference of opinion between the Justices and the Government of Bengal 
with reltTenco to any item of ])olice ex])enditure, the decision of the Govern¬ 
ment of India should be declared conclusive. But that amendment was not 
accepted by the hon’blo member in cJiarge of the Bill. Baboo Kuistodas Pal 
was still willing to propose such an amendment if th«'. Council would accept it. 
He did not wish that there should be no supervision of Government over the 
police, or that the decision of ihe Justices should be final in case of any 
difference of opinion between the Commissioner of Police and the Justic^ 
or the local Government. Ho would follow the theory of the law laid down m 
Act IV of 1806, that the ultimate control of the police bo vested in the 
Government of India; that the final decision should rest in all matters witli 
that Government; and if the Council would accept such an amendment, he 
would be prepared to move it. 

Ills Honor tite President said—I may say at once that I for one cannot 
in any respect accept the amendment which thij hon’ble member has proposed. 
It would be wholly out of the question to place the Government of Bengal and 
the Justices in (Jalcutta as now constituted two parallel bodies who may have a 
difference of opinion, which difference should be submitted to the Government 
of India for decision. 

As regards tlio general question, I desire to disclaim on the part of the 
Government of B(?ngal any intention whatever to take away from the Justices 
any substantial portion of the power wliich they now enjoy. The fact is, as 
stated by the hou'hle member in charge of the Bill, that the power of fixing the 
strength of the police has been by the section already (j[uoted (Section 8 of 
Act IV of 1866) retained by the Government of Bengal, subject, of course, to the 
sanction of the Government of India. The Council are aware that in all matters 
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of finance arid strength of establishments, there rests in the Government of 
India, in the Financial Department, the ultimate power of control. In all 
matters of finance such control is necessary in order that the finances may 
bo kept together. That is as well the case in regard to the provincial 
services. There is no sort of expenditure, from the largest to the smallest, 
which is not liable to the ultimate control of the Government of India. In 
that respect 1 do not perceive that the expenditure on account of the Calcutta 
police in any way differs from any other expenditure, and in any way confers 
any higher power on the Government of Bengal, As I understand tlio question, 
it is, as stated by tlie hon’ble member in charge of the Bill, that thorcj is 
just a possible conflict between the provisions of Act IV of 1866 and the 
provisions of Act XI of 1867. The fact is that the terms of Section 6 of 
Act XI of 1867 are quite unscientifically drawn. 1 say it with all deference to 
the legal gentlemen who drafted the Act of 1867. From a drafting point 
of view it may moan more or less, according to the interpretation which indivi¬ 
duals may put uyxm it; but it is extremely doubtbil whether Boclion 5 of the 
Act really interftTos with Section 8 of Act IV of 1»S66. Act IV of 1866 gives 
the Government the power of fixing the strength of the police force. The 
Act of 1867 gives powoi; to the Justices to pass or to reject or to modify the 
budget. The preparation of a budget is a more financial process relating to an 
establishment otherwise fixed, and would ordinarily be little more than fixing 
the details of expenditure, 'riiere might be discussion on a budget as to 
whether for such and such a given strength it is necessary to provide such and 
such a sura; for instance a sum which was entered us five and a lialf laklis 
of rupees should be fixed at five lakhs or vice, %)er%A and so on. In sucli a dis¬ 
cussion many important finamual points would arise without liowever touching 
the fundamental point, namely the strength of the establishment. The jirocess 
of preparing a budg<».t would not ordinarily mean more than that. But 
looking to the ambiguity of the expression used in the Act, it is possible 
that some particular jierson, oven some h^gal authority, may put a different 
construction ujion that provision, and may say that the power of passing 
or rejecting the budget really means the power of interfering with the 
strength of the establishment. I believe, however, that that is not the correct 
ordinary financial acceptation of the term passing a budget.” But I feel sure 
that the legislature of that day, if they understood that the accepting or modify¬ 
ing of a budget meant a substantial alteration of the power given by the Act 
of 1866, would never liavc passed such a provision. 1 believe that what I 
have stated is tlio ordinary financial acceptation of the term passing or modify¬ 
ing a budget, which is a perfectly practical arrangement. That, I am con¬ 
vinced, is the real meaning of the legislature. I cannot conceive that the 
legislature had any other intention whatever. But looking to the importance 
of the matter and the jiossibility of a different, and perhaps embarrassing 
interpretation being put on this section, I cordially concur with what has 
fallen from the hon’blo member in charge of tile Bill and the learned 
Advocate-General, that the present opportunity should bo taken to put a good 
interpretation on these two apparently conflicting enactments, and to enact 
an arrangement which should be workable and practical. For although I 
entirely accept what the ITon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal has said as to the 
desire of the local Government to accord a reasonable amount of sclf-govorn- 
mont to the Municipality, yet, with all deference to him, I must say at onco 
that, however great concessions wo may make in that direction, wo cannot 
make the concession go to the extent of giving over to the Justices the power 
of regulating the strength and constitution of the police in the metropolis of 
Bengal. Tliat is a very important power, and, under certain circumstances, 
may be of vital importance; and however great may bo our confidence in the 
power of the Justices to regulate their municipal affairs, we cannot go so far as 
to give over to them such a very large amount of power as to fix and 
determine the strength of the force which is to keep the metropolis in order. 
I will therefore hope that the Council will see fit to pass the sections as they 
stand.” 

The motion was then put and negatived, and Sections 138 to 143 of the 
Bill wore agreed to. 

Sections 144 to 151 wore agreed to. 
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Section 152 provided a penalty of Rs. 100 for neglecting to give inform¬ 
ation of births or deaths. 

The IIon’ble Raboo Dooroa Cuurn Law moved the substitution of Rs. 20 
for Rs. 100. The penalty imposed was, in his opinion, too heavy. Considering 
the largo number of ignorant classes that would have to be dealt with under 
this section, it would be a great hardship if any Magistrate took it into 
his head to levy the full penalty under the section, and he therefore thought 
that the maximum penalty should not exceed Rs. 20. 

I'lie Hon’ble Mr. Hogg observed that in the case of a poor person a fine 
of Rs. 100 would no doubt be very heavy. But in the case of a person who 
absolutely declined to conform to the provisions of the law,. he certainly 
thought the maximum penalty would not be too heavy. 

'riio IIon’ble thr Advocate-General said he should support the amend¬ 
ment. lie was for limiting discretion, in every case, as much as possible. 
Iversons who wore likely to be offenders under this section would not belong 
to the wealthy classes. The object should be to secure generally the objects 
of the section, and ho thought a fine of Rs. 20 was sufficient. 

The motion was carried, and the section as amended was agreed to. 

Sections 153 to 108 were agreed to. 

Section 109 provided that the gross proceeds of the lighting-rate should 
bo applied to the purposes of lighting, ‘‘ but the Justices may expend, out of 
the Municipal Fund, such fuyther suras as may from time to time be requisite 
for the purchase, setting up, clearing, and maintenance of lamps, lamp-posts, 
pipes, and other necessary apparatus.” 

Ilio ITon’ble Baboo ICristodas Pal moved the omission of the words quoted. 
He had stated at the last sitting that the produce of the increased assessments 
had been so large that the Lighting-rate Fund was now self-supporting, and the 
Council ought therefore to take the opportunity afforded by this Bill to omit 
the power given to the Justices to make contributions from the General Fund 
to tlio Lighting-rate Fund. If the illumination of the town depended upon the 
Lighting-rate Fund, then there would be economy practised in its administra¬ 
tion ; otlierwise there might be extravagance. 

The IIon’ble Mu. Hogg said it was suggested in tlicBill, as introduced, that 
the lighting-rate should be fixed at 2^ per cent. The hon’blo member objected 
to increase the rate, ]>ut thought that this power to make contributions from the 
General Pund should be given. But now, having obtained in Committee the 
altt*ration of the 2^ per cent, to 2 per cent., he proposed to omit the power to 
make contributions from the General Fund. His hon’ble friend should remem¬ 
ber that the whole of the town was not at present lighted as it should be. True 
it was that all the chief public streets in the European portion of the town were 
liglited with gas, and although the chief streets in the native portion of the 
town were also so lighted, there were many lanes in that quarter which required 
better lighting. Under the Bill as it now stood, the tlustices would only be 
entitled to levy a rate of 2 per cent. But as that would not be enough to 
provide for exceptional expenditure it was proposed that charges on account 
of lamps, lamp-posts, and the like, might be paid by a grant from the Municipal 
Fund. He believed that the majority of the Justices were unwilling to exercise 
this power, but he thought the Council would do wisely in enabling the Justices 
to do so if they thought it advisable. 

The Hon^ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said the hon’ble mover was correct in 
saying that he (Baboo Kristodas Pal) had objected to the increase of the 
lighting-rate and consented to power bein^ given to the Justices to make con¬ 
tributions from the General Fund, if necessity arose. But circumstances 
had since changed. There had been a large accession to the Lighting-rate 
Fund. Formerly one per cent, of lighting-rate produced one lakh of rupees, 
whereas it now yielded Rs. 1,18,000, so tliat the Justices would have an addi¬ 
tional revenue of Rs. 36,000 from the two per cent rate. That was the reason 
why he thought it was not now necessary to give the Justices power to make 
contributions to the Lighting-rate Puna from the general revenues of the 
municipality. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg observed that the proceeds of the lighting-rate just 
covcjtid the current expenditure on account of lighting. The Justices had for 
a series of years annuiuly sanctioned a grant of Rs. 20,000 to the General Fund, 
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and that was without any exceptional expenditure for providing lamps, lamp- 
posts,^ &c.; 80 that if tliey desired to extend gas-lighting throughout the town, 
especially the northern portion of the town, the power to make contributions 
for such extensions should be given. 

The motion was by leave withdrawn, and the section passed as it stood. 

Sections 170 to 179 were agreed to. 

Section 180 specified the conditions under which the Justices miglit declare 
private streets to be deemed public. 

On the motion of the Hon^hle Baboo Kristodas Pal, the consent of three- 
fourths of the owners of houses in such streets was rendered necessary before the 
Justices could declare any such street to be public. 

Sections 181 and 182 were agreed to. 

Section 18*8 provided that the doors and ground-floor windows of houses 
were not to open outwards upon any street. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved an amendment, with tlie object 
of confining the operation of the section to doors and windows “ hung or placed 
subsequent to the 1st June 18G3,” the date of tae commencement of Act VI 
of 1868, the existing municipal law. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg said the section was drafted precisely as tho exist¬ 
ing law stood. The object was to compel tlie owners of houses, in which 
doors and windows opened on the street, to hang them so as to open inwards. 
Tho opening of such doors and windows outwards was unobjectionable before 
tlie foot-paths were constructed, as they opened over tlie drain, and did not 
obstruct traffic. But now it would not only obstruct tho traffic; on the foot¬ 
path, but become absolutely dangerous to tae passers-by. In the interests of 
the public, he considered it absolutely necessary that the section should stand 
as it was. 

The motion was by leave withdrawn, and tho section passed as it stood. 

Sections 184 and 185 were agreed to. 

Section 180 provid(?d for the removal of existing projections from houses, 
and the^conditions under wliich compensation should be made in such cases. 

Tlie Hon’ble the Advocate-General drew attention to tho portign of this 
section, wliich provided that if tho projection was lawfully made, tlie Justices 
should make reasonable compensation to any person who sufl'ered damage by 
the removal, and if any dispute should arise touching tho amount of such 
compensation, the same should bo settled in the; manner provided for tho settle¬ 
ment of disputes, damages, and expenses. Su]»poso the dispute were whether 
the pre^jection was lawful or unlawful; suppose tho right of comjiensation was 
denied, lliero was no provision for tho decision of tlio question whether tho 
projection was lawful or unlavHful, but only as to tho amount of compensation. 

The IIon’ble Mr. Hogg thought that undc^r the socition tho question of 
a projection being lawful or unlawful would depend iqion tho date upon which 
the proiection was erected: the section only applied to proieciions erected before 
1st June 1863. 

After some further conversation tho section was amended, on the motion 
of the IIon’ble Mr. Dampier, providing that the right to compensation as well as 
the amount of compensation should be the subject of settlement in the manner 
provided in the Bill. 

Sections 187 to 209 were agreed to. 

Section 210 provided that no latrine should bo constructed within fifty feet 
of a tank. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved tho addition to the section of 
the following proviso:— 

“Provided that tho Juetioes shall not withhold assent, if any lalrino, urinal, cesspool, 
house drain, or ohtcr receptacle ho construisted witli masonry.” 

He said that this section, if allowed to pass without modification, was 
calculated to prove a source of great practical inconvenience to tho native com- 
miuiity. It would lead to tho demolition of all latrines in native houses situated 
in tho vicinity of tanks. The object of tlic provision, he understood, was to 

I irevent the jicrcolation of hccal matter into tanks by reason of the vicinity of 
atrincs, urinals, and drains. But ho contended that if they wore constructed 
of masonry, there would bo no danger of sucli percolation, and ho hoped 
therefore tno Council would consent to tho amendment he proposed. 
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The Hon’blb Mr. IIogo said he did not think it Would be wise to adopt 
the amendment. As a fact, the matter would not be less offensive if it came 
from a pacca than from a kutcha latrine or drain. Having regard to the health 
of the town generally, he thought it would not be advisable to allow latrines to 
bo constructed close to tanks used for the purpose of drinking or other domestic 
purposes. 

His Honor the President asked whether it was not possible for percola¬ 
tion to go on through masonry, by means of some chink or other? From 
experience in various parts of India, he believed there was nothing more 
dangerous than to have anything like a latrine in the vicinity of tanks or wells. 
That one thing was probably more frequently the cause of outbreaks of cholera 
than anything else. It was quite possible for percolation to go on oven 
through masonry; water would find its way almost through anything. Though 
he <|uiie concurred in the inconvenience described by the hon1[)lc member who 
moved the amendment, ho entreated the native members of the Council to be 
extremely particular in legislating in regard to latrines in the proximity of tanks. 
The inconvenience spoken of was better than the risk of infection. Even where 
tanks in the vicinity of latrines were used only for washing and bathing 
pur}) 08 e 8 , he knew of eases of terrible disease breaking out, probably caused 
by that very thing; and if the provision of the section was good for kutcha 
latrines atid drains, ho thought it was almost equally necessary for pucca 
drains. Water would ooze through almost anything. 

The motion was negatived, and the section passed as it stood. 

Section 211 was agreed to. 

The Council was then adjourned to Saturday, the 27th instant. 
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SUPPRESSION OP DAOOITY IN BENGAL. 


Circular No. 61, dated 30th November 1S75. 

From—R. L. Manoi.es, Esq., Officiating Secretary to the Government of Bengal, 

To—All CommissioucTS. 

I AM directed to invito youi’ particul'ir al tent ion to tlic remarks recorded 
by the Lieutenant-Governor in paracfraphs 22 and 28 of hia Kesolution 
on the Annual Keport of the Police Dep irtment for the year 1871, and to 
request that you will impress upon every Di^^triet Mai:;;istra(e, and upon every 
District Superintendent of Police in your division, tli.d tin? Liculoniint-Governor 
is determined that the continued prevalence of Uni ciiiiio of dacuity will not 
be tolerated in these proviiKjea, and that active ami c'noi*>:etie means shall be 
taken for its suppression. During* the past year 1(35 dacoitics were committed 
in Bengal, as against J350 in 187^3, and the Jdeulennnt-tJovc'rnor observes that, 
as compared with 1870, there has been an incrv>asc of this crime during each 
successive year. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor is willing to admit that in some instances 
this crime is committed by pructisc'd criminals, who, travelling from distant 
districts by rail or river, commit depredations in districts where no previous oppor¬ 
tunities of prevention could have bicn taken, lie is, ho^^cvel^ of opinion, and 
in this ho finds that his views are similar to those entertaiiird hy his predecessor, 
that at the present day daeoitics arc chhdly the work of local b id characters, 
whose movements it is well wiihin the power of tlio local authorities to Avatch 
and control. The Lieutenant-Governor is also preiian'd to admit that daeoitics 
attended with marked attrocitios are not so frt'qmmt now as formerly, and that 
many which now occur are of a comparatively petty description. His Honor, 
however, considers lliat it is none the h‘ss di'^crodiiablc to the administration, 
and to the existing and expensive organization of the police force, with selected 
European olllccrs"placed in special ciiargo in each district, that such crimes 
should occur so frequently; and in drawing attention to the above remarks, and 
those recorded by tno Lieutenant-Governor in his Kesolution on the Police 
Report as to the crime being for the most part provimtihlo, 1 am to say that 
if in future the (wirue eonlinucs to be of fn'quciit occurrence in any district, 
His Honor is resolved to luddtho District Mugi-^trate ao 1 t^ie Di^urict Superin¬ 
tendent responsible in the mutter, and to place Ibem on Ineir dclenco. 

8. As to the moans to be adopted in any district lor the repression of tlio 
crime, Sir lliebard Temple is willing to h’avo much to Ibo discretion of tho 
local authorities, who cannot be relieved of their rcsponsiliilities in the matter. 
He would suggest, how^cver, that much useful informatinn migiit be extracted 
by patient and judieions enquiries from convieied daeoiU undergoing their 
sentences in jail, and His Iloiior will be prepared to give', favorable consideration 
to tho case of any prisoner who may be induced to give such information as has 
led to tho tracing and breaking up of any existing gangs of dacoits. Allot lu^r 
method, which has been follow^od with advantage in certain districts, is the 
payment for such information a.s actualy leads to results in the capture of gangs; 
and tho Lieutenant-Governor, relying upon tlio discretion of Commissioners to 
secure tho proper application of the money, wdll, on their representations, bo 
willing to place funds to a limited c.xteut at their disposalffur sccicl service 
of this description. 

4. But above all, and as tlio most important matter, the Lieut onautr 
Governor must insist upon tho movements of persona known to be of had 
character, or whoso habits are suspected, being svstcmalieallywaf<ihcd, and upon 
the officers of one district giving timely information to those of.neighbouring 
districts in case such poisons are found to have left their homes. If tlie 
prescribed register of convicts released on expiry of simteiice, and of persona 
of notorious bad livelihood, has been properly kept up at each police station, 
every person, in each district, whoso movements require to be Avatched should 
be well known to the officers in chargo of police stations, and tho responsi¬ 
bilities of these officers and of inspectors of di^idons under tho rules relating 
to tiho keopino- of this register should bo strictly enforced. The services of 
the rural polled also should bo much more utilized in these matters than is 
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apparently at present the case; and as the Lieutenant-Governor is prepared, on 
the application of the local authorities, to extend to any regulation district the 
provisions of Act VI (B.C.) of 1870, no difficulty should now be experienced in 
the payment of chowkoedars, and in securing loyal service on their part. 

6. In the non-regulation districts, and in some of the regulation districts, 
valuable assistance may also be obtained from ghatwals and other rural police 
of this description, wlio, when justly dealt with, and secured in possession of 
their lands, have not unfrcquently been found of much use. 

6. In conclusion, I am to say that the Tieutenant-Governor will await 
a report at the end of this cold weather on the special measures which have 
been adopted in your division for the repression of dacoity and of their result.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 208, 
dated 17th November 1875, with enclosures, and in reply to say that the 
Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to accept the offer of Hai Shamanund De, 
Bahadoor, to found two scholarships of Us. 100 per annum each, tenable in the 
new Orissa College under cstablislimcnt at Cuttack. Sir Uichard Temple also 
approves of tlie rules for tlio allotment of these scholarships, and of the 
donor’s proposal that they ho named “ the Prince of Wales* Scholarships,** 
as a memorial of the visit of Ilis Uoyal Highness to India.

I JiAYR the honor to submit, for tho information and approval of Govern¬ 
ment, copy of a letter No. 128 of 9th November 1875, from the Magistrate of 
Balasore, giving cover to an offer from llai Shamanund De, Bahadoor, to 
found two scholarships of Rs. 100 each, tenable in the now Orissa College 
under establishment at Cuttack. 

2. It is tho desire of Uai Shamanund De, Bahadoor, that these scholar¬ 
ships bo named “ tlie Prince of Wales’ Scholarships,” in memory of His Royal 
nighness* visit to India. 

3. I feel assured that tho llai Bahadoor’s loyalty and liberality will meet 
with the approval of Government, and I request that intimation of tho found¬ 
ation of those scholarships may be published in tho Gazette. 

4. I have suggested the additiou of a clause after Rule 8 to the effect 
that, if there be no students of Balasore zillah school qualified to hold tho 
scholarships, they may bo awarded to ahy native student of any other zillah 
school in Orissa who may stand next on tho divisional list below any other 
scholar to whom a Government scholarship may bo awarded.

I UAVB tho honor to report that Rai Shamanand De, Bahadoor, has offered to dndow two 
scholnrahips, each with a stipend of Rs. 100 per annum, to bo competed for by the students 
of the zillah school of this district at the Entranco Examination. The donor proposes to 
deposit for that purpose Governmeut securities for the sum of Rs. 5,000, bearing inuiest at 
4 per cent. 
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2. The following rules and conditions for the allotment of the scholarships have been 
sugg^ested by me, and have been agreed to by the donor. 

1.—One scholarship, with a stipend of Rs. 100 per annum, will be annually offered for 
competition at the University Entrance Examination. 

II.—The annual scholarship will not be assigned to any candidate who shall not have 
studied fur the previous two years, at least, in the Halasore zillah school; and 
to qualify for a scholarship at any University Entrance Examination, it is 
necessary that the candidate shall pass at such examination. 

III. —Subject to the provisions contained in Rule II, the annual scholarship will bo 

assigned to iho candidate who shall rank in order of merit next afior any other 
candidate who may be awaided a Government scholarship. 

IV. —The examination shall be the same as that for Government junior scholarships, and, 

except as hereinbefore provided, the rules now or hereafter in force, with 
respect to the terms and conditions on which Government scholarships may be 
obtained and held, shall apply with equal force to these scholarships. 

V.—If any annual scholarship shall remain unassigned, or shall lapse from any cause, tho 
unexpended stipend shall be deposited in the Government savings bank to tbe 
credit of the endowment fund; and when such surplus shall amount to the 
sum of Rs. 200, two scholarships, instead ol one, may be oilered for competi¬ 
tion, due notice to that effect having been gived leforehand. 

3. The donor respectfully desires permission to name these scholarships The ** Prince of 
Wales' Scholarships," in honor of Ills Royal Highness' vit>it to the couiiiry. 

4. I have the honor to request that you will move Government to accept the Rai 
Bahadoor's offer, and to give it such publicity as will stimulate others to show similar public 
spirit. As soon as Government shall have notified its acceptance of the offer, the Govern¬ 
ment securities will be puichased. 

5. The district certainly seems to require some encouragement to its higher class 
education, such as that now offered. The ever recurring iinpossibiliry of procuring compe¬ 
tently educated young men to fill vacant appointments in Government service sliows that in 
this respect Balasore is still far behind Bengal districts, wh4?re higher class education is eagerly 
pursued as a means of livelihood. I need scarcely remark how opportunely these scholarships 
will act as feeders to the Cuttack College, towaids the ettablisliment of which Uai Shumanund 
De, Bahadoor, has offered a donation of Us. 1,000.

The 2Srd November 1875.—The Lieutenant-Governor ia pleased to publish for general 
information the following revised rules to regulate the Native Civil Service Examination to 
be held in 1876^ and future examinations, in supersession of those published at page 1293 of 
the Calcutta Gazette of 6th October 1876 :— 

NATIVE CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATIONS AND CIVIL SERVICE CLASSES. 

[llulai to come into force nftor the examination of 1876.] 

INTRODUCTORY. 

Now that there have been held four annual examinations for the Native Civil Service 
and that a fifth examination is to take place in February 1870, the Lieutenant-Governor 
wishes to place the Native Civil Service examinations on a permanent footing. 

2. All appointments in the Subordinate Executive Service, and all posts of Rs. 50 
monthly salary and upwards in the sub-divisional establishments, both in Regulation and 
Non-Regulation Provinces, will ordinarily bo reserved for persons who aro passed at the 
Native Civil Service examination under the conditions specified in the subsequent paragraph 
7 of these rules. Candidates for the gazetted appointments in the Police and Opium Depart¬ 
ments will not be admitted to the examination save under x special certificate, which can 
only be granted under the orders of the Lieutenant-Govepior. Tdsts of candidates passed 
under the subsequent paragraph 7 of these rules will be published in the Gazette, 


ELIGIBILITY AND PRELIMINARIES TO THE EXAMINATION. 


3. All candidates eligible for appointments under rules 5 and 6 (below), who satisfy 

, ... the preliminary requirements, will be admitted to the Native 

Admi^ibla to eiamuuuion. examination. 


4. The preliminary requirements which all candidates must satisfy arc described below 
and must be attested by certificates (a), (4), and (c), which must bear dates not later than 
three months previous to the date fixed for the examination. 


(a )—Certificate of Character. 

A certificate will be required from every candidate of his character, respectability, and 
general moral fitness, such certificate being signed by two gentlemen of his own nationality, 
resident in the district of which he is a native, or where he usually resides, and also signed 
by the Judge or Magistrate of such district. The certificate of the two first-named is 
to indicate that the gentlemen who have signed it arc qualified by their position and 
character to give such a certificate, and that the Judge or Magistrate himself knows nothing 
to the prejudice of the candidate. In the case of the town of Calcutta, instead of the- 
signature of the Judge or Magistrate, the certificate should hear that of any Judge of the 
High Court, or the Commissioner of Police, or the Commissioner of the Presidency 
Division. 

(A )—Certificate of Sound JleaUh. 

Each candidate will be required to produce a certificate from the Government medical 
officer of the district of which the candidate is a native, or where he may for the time being 
reside, stating that the candidate is generally a man of sound health, that he has expressed 
his willingness to serve in any district of the Lower Provinces, and that he (the medical 
officer) believes him to be capable of doing so, so far as can be judged antecedently. 

(c )—Certificate of ability to Ride or Walk. 

Every candidate for the higher appointments will also be re(]nired to prove that he can 
ride, and for this purpose he may apply to the Magistrate of the district, who will either 
satisfy himself on the point, or select some other person he tliinks competent for that purpose. 
The examiner must satisfy-himself from his own personal observation that the candidate can 
ride not less than 12 miles at a rapid pace, and is in this respect competent for all practical 
purposes of district work ; and if such examiner be not the Magistrate himself, the certificate 
mvit be countersigned by the Magistrate.

7. The number of places which will be oficred for competition in appointments of the 
higher and lower class respectively will be annually notified in the Gazette tnree months before 
the date of the examination. Appointments in the higher class arc those of Es. 100 and 
upwards, atid in the lower class, those of less than Es. 100. The places in each of the two 
classes will be awarded to the candidates according to priority in the examination: provided 
that none be passed for the higher class unless he obtains at least two^thirds, or for .the 
lower class unless he obtains at least one half of the total number of obtainable marks upon 
the whole examination. Candidates must declare whether they desire to compete for the 
higher or the lower class; and a candidate for a place in the higher class will not be eligible 
at that examination for a place in tlie lower class. To the persons thus passed at the 
competitive examination a general expectation will be afforded of employment within a 
reasonable time in the class of appointments for which each has passed, though no guarantee 
can bo given of any particular appointment, or an appointment in a particular grade in that 
class within a given time. For instance, a person who wins a place in the higher class of 
appointments will be appointed sooner or later to at least a sub-deputy ship on Es. 100 a 
month. But it docs not at all follow that he will be appointed a Deputy Magistrate and 
Collector; he may or may not be so appointed; that will depend on the pleasure of 
Oovernment.

2. The Opium will be ordinalily offered fur sale at an upset price of Rs. 800 per chest, 
and sold to the highest bidder above tliat. price, except under the cinMimstanceK for which pro¬ 
vision is made by Clause 12 of these Conditions of Sale.

MALACCA STRAIT—NOKTII KNTRAxNCE. 

UKVOLVINO LIfilIT NEAR ACIIICEN HEAD. 

The following information has been published by the Ilydrographcr to the British 
Admiralty ;— 

With reference to Notice to Mariners, No. 115, dated 12th August 1875, on the 
intended establishment of a light on the north point of Pulo Rrasse, near Achcen head, 
at the north-west end of Sumatra island 

The Netherlands Government has given further Notice that the light is now exhibited. 

The light is a revolving white light, attaining its grfatc.st brilliancy every minute^ and so 
continuing nine seconds. It is visible between the bearings of E. jj N. (through south and 
west) and N. W. i W., elevated 525 feet above the level of high water, and in clear weather 
should be seen from a distance of 30 miles. 

Within the distance of 12 miles a faint light appears between that of the greatest 
brilliaucy. 

The illuminating apparatus is of the first order. 

The. tower, 120 feet high, is painted white to a height of 98 feet, and above that height, 
red. Position, lat. 5*^ 44' 20" N.; long. OS'" 9' 10" E. 
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AUXILIARY LTOIIT TO ABOVE. 

Also, that within a few months it is intended to exhibit fixed red lipjht of the fourth 
order from the above light tower on Pulo Brasse, at a height of 20 feet above the ground. 
This light will be visible through an are of 90 degrees, its central part passing over the 
north-west islet. The light is intended to warn vessels of their approach to this outlying 
islet. In clear weather it should be seen from a distance of 12 miles. 

And, that further Notice will be given of the exhibition of this auxiliary light.

Leave Code : ~ 

SUPPLEMENT C. 

Tlic following rules regulate tlic grant of leave of absence and acting allowances to Law 
Officers:— 

1. In these rules, unless there be somctliiiig repugnant in the subject or context, the 
term Law Officer includes an Advoeate-lieneral, a Standing Counsel, an Administrator 
General, an Official Trustee, an Official Assignee, a Receiver of a High Court, an Officer 
of a High Court who holds an appointment which, by law, can be held only by a Earri.ster- 
at-law or a Member of the Faculty of Advocates in Scotland, an Assistant Secretary in the 
Legislative Department to a Local Goveinnient, a Remembrancer, or Assistant Remem¬ 
brancer of Ijegal Affairs, a Government Advocate, a Clerk of the Crown, a Government 
Solicitor, a Government Pleader, and a Government Prosecutor. 

2 . The leave of alisciice and acting allowances of a Law Officer who is a Member of 
the Covenanted (>Mvil Service arc regulated by the provisions of the Civil Leave and Acting 
Allowanec Codes. 

3. The leave of absence and acting allowances of a Law Officer who is not a member 
of the Covenanted Cuil Service, or a Government Pleader, or Government Prosecutor, but 
whose pay is fixed, and his wbo^^ time retained for the service of Government, are regulated 
by the provisions of the (bvil Leave and Acting Allowance Codes, as if he were a member of 
the ('ovenauted Civil Service. 

4. A Government Pleader or Government Prosecutor i.s entitled to such leave of 
absence and allowances when on leave, and to such noting allowances, as the authority who 
appoints him may think fit to grant; provided that no expense be caused to tliii Government. 

5. The leave of absence and acting allowances of a Law Oliiecr who is not a member 
of the Covenanted ( ivil Service or a Government Pleader or a Government Prosecutor, 
whose pay is fixed, but whose whole time is not retained for the service of Government, are 
regulated by the following rules 

I.—" Active service ” includes, besides time spent on duty, leave of al>8ence taken 
under Rule III, and subsidiary leavi' of absence taken under Rule VIII. 

JI —An application for leave of absence must be submitted, through the Officer who 

passes his pay, to the authority to which the Officer is directly subordinate. 

III. —Leave of absence during the vaccation of the High or Cliief Court within whose 

junsdictiuu the Officer serves, may be granted without deduction of pay. 

IV. — Leave may be granted on medical certificate for a peri )d not cxri’tding one year; 

and leave so granted may, on medical certificate, be extended to twenty months 

V. —Leave of absence on iucdi(;al certificate may not be granted again until after three 

years* active service. 

VI. —Leave of absence on private affairs for a period not exceeding six months, may be 

gi anted once only to an Officer who has rendered six years' active service. 

VII. —After four years'active service, furlough, without pay, but with retention of 

appointment, may be granted for u period not exceeding one year. 

VIII. —In very urgent cases subsidiary leave of absence may be granted under section 

18 of the Civil Leave Code; provided that no expense bo caused to tho Govern¬ 
ment by the grant of ^uch leave. 
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IX. —Excepting the case of subsidiary leave, no kind of leave may be granted in continua¬ 

tion of any other kind of leave ; but any leave may be, retrospectively, changed 
for any other kind or amount of leave which might at first have been granted 

X. —If an Officer who has obtained leave of absence makes over charge of his office 

before noon, his leave begins on, and includes, the day on which he makes over 
charge; otherwise, it begins on and includes the following day. 

XI. —If an Officer resumes charge of his office after noon, his leave of absence ends on. 

and includes, the day on which he nsunies charge ; otherwise, it ends on and 
includes the day before he resumes charge. 

XII. —An Officer, while on leave under Rules IV, V, or VI, is entitled to half pay : Pro¬ 

vided that his maximum leave allowance is, if paid in India, Rs. 883i a month. 
And, if paid at the Horae Treasury of the ClovernmeMt of India, a quarter. 

XIII. —An Officiating Officer is entitled to the pay of the appointment less the fraction of 

it drawn by the ab&eiitec in addition to the same fraction, of the pay of his own 
substautiie office, if any. In ealeulating this fraction the maximum leave 
allowance of .t2.50 a quarter payable from the Home Treasury of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, is held to be equal to Rs. 2,.500.

6. Leave of absence may be granted under the Rules iii Clause .5 to a Law Officer who 
is paid by fees, whether Ins whole time bo retained for the service of Ooxernment or nut, on 
condition that lie makes such airangcmciits tor the performance of liis duties as are 
satisfactory to the authority by which he is appi'inied, and on eondition that in ease of his 
obtaining leave of absence on private aflairs nmler Rule VI, the Olliciuling Officer shall 
receivethe whole of the tees altaehcd to the otliee.

The following orders, issin d by the Govcriinicnt of India in the Mihtar) Department, 
arc republished for gencial intormatiuii;— 

No. 1203.-For/ IV'dliam, the I.-?/ December 1875.—A Code of “ ]?cgiilations for the 
Volunteer Eorces in Iiidia^' having been approved by the HonMjlc the President in Council, 
with the concurrence of the Right HoiiOile the Viceroy and Governur-Geiieral, the orders 
therein contained will supersede all circulars and orders heretofore issued relative to the 
Volunteer Forces in India, and are to be strictly observed. 

2 . Any alteration which may become necessary hereafter will be notified by a General 
Order or Circular embodying the new Regulation aud referring to the part of these Regula¬ 
tions which is to be modified or cancelled. 
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3. Copies of the Rcguhitioiis will be issued to Volunteer Corps and Departments of the 
Army concerued, as publir records. 

4. This order is apiilicable to the three Presidencies. 

ATo.* 12in.—7'/ie ^rd December 1875.—In order to obviate the necessity, as far as 
practicable, for the recovery of retrenchments from Officers in England, the Hon'ble the 
President in Council desires that all Olficcrs who may intend to proceed on furlough or 
return to lllurofic, shall, at tlic earliest possible date, intimate to the Controller, Military 
Accounts, of the PrcMdcncy in which they are serving, their intention to leave the country, 
so as to admit of arrangements being made lor the prompt examination and adjust¬ 
ment of tlicir personal and official accounts.

CALCUTTA MUNICIPALITY. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg moved that the Bill to consolidate and amend the 
law relating to the municipal affairs of Calcutta bo further considered in order 
to the settlement of its clauses. 

Tho motion was agreed to. 

Section 05 provided for tho levy, amongst other rates and taxes, of a water, 
rate uot oxceeding six per. cent, when tho houses and lands wero situated^ in 
sapplied mth filtered water, and not oxceoding five per cent, in other parte 
ol: tk# tovii.' 
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The Hon’ble Mb. IIogo explained that the 6 per cent, rate could only 
be levied in streetH which were supplied with filtered water, as provided in the 
Act: that was to say, that no portion of the street should bo at a greater distance 
than 150 yards from a stand-pipe. The object the Committee had in view, in 
raising the tax in c(Ttain cases from 5 to 6 per cent., was to ineroaso the supply 
of water, which was acknowledged to be insuffiisicnt. It was the earnest desire of 
the Justices to double the supply, and they would not be able to do so unless they 
wore authorized by legislative enactment to raise the rate. At present the Justices 
had, for the following year, made arrangements for, in a measure, providing the 
town with a more plentiful supply by increasing the number of filters at Pulta. 
But it was expected that sooner or later the supply would have to be doubled, 
and what was proposed to bo done was only one step in that direction. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Kuistodas Pal moved tnc substitution offive’^ for ‘‘ six” 
in paragra])h one, clause (/^), lino one, lie said that in Select Committee they had 
agreed to a rate of per cent., because the information then before them showed 
that without tlie additional 1 per cent, it would not be practicable to carry out any 
extension of the water-supjdy. But the subsequent increase in the assessment 
of lands and houses in the town had lirouglit in a large accession of revenue, 
about Rs. (55,000 for 5 per cent., and lie believed that when the whole town 
would bo re-assessed, the yield would be much gi'oater. At present there was 
an increase of about Rs. 58,000 for per cent., and on referring to the 
budget for next year, be found that the Justices were enabled, after providing 
for interest, sinking fund, and working charges, to set apart Rs. 45,000 for 
extra works, viz. Rs. J>0,000 for extension of the water-supply, Rs. 10,000 for 
the flooring of Bulta tanks, and Rs. 5,000 for additional hydrants, and 
all that with the rate proposed to be fixed at 4J per cent. And if we took 
the other half juir cent., the total addition to the water-supply revenue, over 
and above the usual j ield of that tax, would be about one lakh and ten 
thousand rupees. Ho did not therefore think it fair to increase the maximum 
of the water-rate from 5 to 6 per cent. He believed that the arrangements 
already contemplated for the increase of the filter tanks at Pulta, to which 
his hon^blo friend had rcforrc'd, coupled with the additional supply of the 
Cliandpal Ghat scliemo, would, to a great extent, meet the wants of the town; 
but if the new filters would not completely meet the want expressed on all sides 
for an additional sup})ly of water, the funds which would be derived frpm the 
levy of the full 5 per cent, rate, would enable the Justices to go on further 
increasing tlio supply. If, however, notwithstanding the large accession of 
revenue by increased assessmcuit, the Justices still found the funds at their 
disposal insufHcitmt to nu'ot the demand, it would then bo time to consider 
whether the rate should be increased. 

The lIoN^iiLE Mjl Schalcii said this was a matter in which he took a great 
interest. The demand for the supply of w’atcr had very largely increased. 
The water-supply scheme was originally constructed to meet a demand of 
millions of gallons a day ; but the demand had far exceeded tliat quantity. The 
consequence had that allhougli by good management the water supplied had 
been somewhat in ('xcess of that quantity, or about millions of gallons a day, 
the demand still exc('edc(l tin* Mip[)ly, and to meet that further demand consider¬ 
able expense had beem ineurrc'd by tlie Justices in enlarging the supply of unfil¬ 
tered water from Cliandpal GluU; consecpK-iitly the additional supply of unfiltered 
water had hnl to an expemso of from 1 to 5 lakhs of rupees beyond what was 
expected, and must be jiaid from increased taxation. In the same way it had been 
found necessary to increase the number of filters at Pulta at a cost of lis. 1,50,000, 
and the two sums together would amount to from 5.J to lakhs of rupees, for 
which additional interest would have to bo paid. The interest on C lakhs at 
per cent. w<Hild bo about Rs. 40,000 of annual increased interest. The hon’blo 
member who had lust spoken Imd alluded to the increased revenue from 
increased assessment. 11 »Scijj.acii assured that the increase from revised 
assessments would be only about Rs. 40,000, so that an increase of revenue of 
Rs. 40,000 would but cover the increase actually incurred for interest by the 
Justices. Tliero was no reason to suppose that the demand for water 
would remain as at pnvsent. "J'ho demand was increasing cvciy day. More 
houses were being brought in connexion with the mains, and year after year tho 
demand' would continue to increase. Therefore they might safely say that even 
with the increased revenue received from increased assessment, tho water-supply 
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fund would stand on no hotter footing than before. Therefore he felt quite sure 
that a rate of 5 per cent, would not hereafter prove suflicient; and it would 
bo a great pity if we did not take the present opportunity of giving the Justices 
a sufficient margin of taxation to meet future demands. It would be entirely 
within their discretion to impose the additional rate or not. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said the hoii’blo member who had 
just addressed the Council seemed to think that the interest on tlie capital of the 
Chandpal Ghftt scheme was not covered by the present revenue, and that the 
remainmg half per cent, would be required to meet it. But Baboo Kristodas 
Pal would beg to remind the Uon’ble member that the budget of 1876 covered 
all charges, interest, sinking fund, working expenses, and the cost of new works 
to the tune of Rs. 45,000. The rate was now taken at 4| per cent., so that 
there would still be a margin of half j)or cent, if the maximum were fixed at 
5 per cent., and that half per cent, would bring in about Rs. 00,000, taking 1 
per cent, to yield Rs. 1,18,000. Taking, then, Rs. 60,000 and the extra charges 
incurred in the present budget, which were not of a recurring natui*e, an addi¬ 
tional revenue of more than a lakh of rupees from 5 per cent, water-rate would 
be available to the Justices. 

The IIon’ble Mr. Hogg observed that the present rate was sufficient to 
cover all existing expenditure, but ho thought the legislature should look ahead 
and provide for the future wants of the town. If they desired to increase tho 
water-supply, the present rate would not bo sufficient. 

His Honor the President said ho would ask the Council to bear in mind that 
this rate was not to apply to the whole town, but only to those particular streets 
in it which were provided for in the manner specified in section 106. In those 
streets the Justices had to do a great deal of work at a very great expense, 
which afforded great conveniences to the householders in those streets, and 
must save them a certain amount of domestic expenditure. TJicn he would ask 
the Council to consider that it was not obligatory on the Justices at once to 
impose this increased rate. If, as the hon’ble membtjr on the left (Baboo 
Knstodas Pal) considered, tho present rate was sufficient to provide for the wants 
of all tho inhabitants, then the enhanced rate need not be imposed, and His 
Honor presumed the Justices would not impose it. Possibly tlic arguments 
addressed to the Council would be addressed by his hon’blo friend to greater 
effect at a meeting of tho Justices, and ho would bo able to convince them 
that the increase was not, under present circumstances, required. But still the 
question remained whether the present opportunity should not hi^ taken to take 
power to increase the rate if circumstances shoultl rend(*r that courscj necessary. 
They all knew the immense importance of supplying the city with pure water. 
Notwithstanding all that might be s.aid to the (lontrary, none of them doubted 
that this supply had been conducive to the public luniltli. They also knew 
that the present rate was barely sufficient even within a certain limited area 
of the tOAvn, and that sooner or later additional expense must ho incurred if 
all the poorer inhabitants of the town wore to get tho benefit of the water- 
supply. Sooner or later there must bo increased cxfionditure. Either tlioro 
mu.st bo increased expenditure, or a large portion of tho inhabitants, jiarticularly 
the poorer portion, must be deprived of the inestimable beiu fitsiof a pure 
water-supply. That seemed to be tho whole horns of the dilemma, either 
the one or the other, and it seemed to him best to adojit the form(u* alternative. 
At the same time ho quite agreed tliat tho Council should avoid all u<lditional 
taxation which they could possibly avoid. Thoreforo ho hoped, if this increased 
rate were passed, the Justices would exorcise tho greatest (juution and consider¬ 
ation in imposing additional taxation. But if such imposition should become 
absolutely necessary, there was no alternative but to ask the Council to give 
the power to impose this incroatsed rate. 

The Councu then divided.

The motion was thoreforo negatived, and the section agroedto as it stood. 
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The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal mored ^m^ndpiieiEts ip pa^rsgrwbBi 
8 and 4 of the tsamo section with the object of making thp water-rate pay^Ie 
by the occupier instead of by the 6wner. lie w’as of opiuioQ that in equity the 
V.ater-rato ought to bo paid by the occupier. Strictly speaking, it wa9 the 
occupier who derived benefit from the water-rate, and therefore it was right and 
proper that ho should j)ay it. In another amendment he pr^osod that the 
occupier should be charged with the whole of the water-rate. Bijit oven if that 
point was not agreed to, still ho was of opinion that the water-rate ought to be 
paid by the occupier, as he had to pay three-fourths of the rate, and he should 
be cnipoworod to recover one-fourth from the owner by deduction from the rent 
paid by him. 

The iroNhu.E Mu. Hogg said ho could not agree that the whole burden of 
the waicr-rat(i should be borne by the occupier. As the law stood, the rate was 
levied from the owner, and he was empowered to levy from his tenant three- 
fourths of the rate paid by him, which Mr. IIogg thought was reasonable and 
proper. As the introduction of the water-supply throughout the town of 
Calcutta very greatly benefited his property, the owner should bear the cost of 
conservancy of the town, such as the watering of streets and the cleansing of 
drains; it was but fair that the owner should pay the rate for water, recovering 
three-fourths from his tenant. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier said he should like the honorable mover of tho 
Bill to explain why, in his opinion, the owner should pay the water-rate, and not 
the occupier. If the arrangement was that the occupier was ultimately to bear 
the burden of three-fourths of the rate and the owner was only to bear oijie-j 
fourth, why should you ask the man on whom the smaller portion of the burdeu 
would ultimately fall to pay the rate in the first instance ? Why should you not 
make the occupier pay the whole rate, and then let him deduct the owner’s share 
of it out of the rent ? It seemed to Mr. Dampier that that iyas the simplest 
arrangement. 

The IIon’ble Mr. Hogg explained that it was very difficult to levy the 
rentes from tlie occupiers of property, seeing that they constantly moved about, 
and in some cases actually left tht) town before the tax bill could b^ presented, 
and therefore a largo amount of revenue was lost to tho town on account of 
the police and lighting-rates. Therefore it was thought advisable that tbo 
whole onus should bo thrown upon tho owner, leaving him to collect tbo 
tenant’s portion at the same time that he recovered tho rent from the occupier 
of his house. It was also thought by very many, and by the majority of tfie 
Select Committee, that there would he very much less danger of oppression if 
tho owner were called ujion to pay all the rates and subsequently recover 
from tho occupier the rates payable by him. 


Tho IIon’ble Mr. Dampier said that he understood that tho difficulty of 
collecting from occupicTsin consequence of their frequently removing during the 
currency of the quai-tcr was met with regard to other taxes in the Bill by m^ng 
them leviable in advance. 

Tho IIon’blb the Advocatingeneral said ho would support tho amend¬ 
ment. He certainly was not satisfied with tho reasons given by the honorable 
mover oLilio Bill for imposing this rate on owners. It was said that tho law 
now stood so. This Municipal Bill was not only a Consolidation Bill, but also 
an amendment of the existing municipal law, and the present was therefore a 
fitting opportunity to make amendments which were r(Kjuired in tho interests 
of justice. With regard to the argument that tho principle upon which the 
water-rate was imjioscd on the owner was that he benefited by tho introduction 
of a water-supply, as it tended to Increase rents, he would say that the owners 
of most houses knew that every tax had a tendency to diminish the rents of 
houses, and consequently if the tax was put on the ground that it was a benefit 
to owners, all ho could say was tfiat his expoiience was directly opposed to 
such a conclusion. He would support the amendment, although it was opposed 
to the principle of the former Municipal Act. 

Tho IIon’ble Mr. Hogg said that if the Council would agree to allow the 
police, lighting, and water-rates to bo all collected in advanco, he would not 
oppose tho amendment. 

The amendment was then carried, and the section ae amended waat passed. 

! , Section 66 was agreed to. 
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The Hon’bi^ Mb. Hogg said they should now consider the principle 
whether the occupiers of houses should not have tlie right to deduct from the 
xent^ in the event of his paying tlie water-rate, the portion appertaining to the 
owner, one-fourth, which may have been paid by him in advance. As the Bill 
stood, the rate was collected from the owner, and be had the right of recovering 
tluree-fourths of it from the occupier. In consequence of the amendment which 
had just been accepted, every one of the sections in this l*art would require 
formal altemtion. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said, one of the amendments of which he 
had given notice involved the princijde that the whole of tlio water-rate ought 
to be paid by the occupier. Under the existing law three-fourths wore paid 
by the occupier and one-fourth by the owner. He consideriid that the principle 
on which tins division of tho im^idence of tlio water-rate had been made was 
unsound in theory and inequitable in practice. Tho water-supjdy had been 
introduced immediately for tho benefit of the occupier, and it was but fair and 
just that the occupier should bear the full burden, just as tho illumination of 
the town was intended for the benefit of tho oceiqiier, who jiaid tho lighting- 
rate. Tho police also was for the jirotection of the occupier, inid ho paid the 
police-rate. For the same reasons lie thought the w^liole of tho water-rate should 
DO borne by tho occupier, who received a quid pro quo. It had bc'on urged 
that water was used by the Municljiality for g(Micral purposes, sueli as watenng 
the streets and the conservancy. lie could not understand that the occupier 
had less interest in conservancy and the watering of streets than tho owner. 
In fact the occupier had a greater intonist than tho owner in tlu' whole of tho 
improvements carried on by the Municipality. It might bo said that these 
improvements enhanced the value of house property Avliich un(louht(Hlly bene¬ 
fited the owner, and that therefore ho ought to (ioniributti towards tlie cost of 
the improvements. But the owner was paying, or under the law w'as liable to 
pay, half of the Municipal rfitcs; Baboo Kristodas Pal luoant tho house-rate 
at the maximum rate of ten per cent. Under the present law it was true he 
had been made to pay one-fourth of the water-rate, but that he* sulnnitted wa.s 
unjust. In discussing this question of the water-rate the (V)uncil ought to 
remember tho class of people who bore tho greater part of the bunlen. It was 
the class of owncr-occupier, who formed the majority of tho ])opulation of the 
town: tho bulk of the native population, nine-tiaitlis, were owiier-occiqners, 
and they paid tho whole of tho water-rate. So that, stric^tly speaking, there 
would bo no change made in rosj>ect of this class of occupi(»rs. Witli regard 
to those occupiers who occupied houses belonging to others, if tliey derived the 
whole and immediate bouofit of the water-supply, it was fair that they should 
be made to bear the whole burden. His motion would bo that the whole of 
tho water-rate be made payabl by tho occupier. 

The IIon’ble Mr. Hogg said ho confessed that tlie arguments advanced' 
did not dispose him to accept the proposal that the w^liolo of the ^vuter-rate 
be payable by the occupier. The owner benefited by the water-rate as it 
increased tho value of his projierty; and it seemed to him tlu'refori^ that the 
owner should pay his quota of the rate. For tli(3Ho reasons lie Avould oppose 
tho motion. 

The Hon’ble the Advocate-General said he would support this proposition, 
as he had supported tho previous amendment. It appeared to him tliut no suffi- 
.cient reason had been advanced to make the owner of tho house liable for any 
portion of tho water-rate. It had been said vaguely that the laying down of 
water benefited landlords. If it benefited landlords, it must produce a return 
in some substantial way, such as an advaiujo of rent. Ho had tendered his 
experienco on the subject of rents; further evidenci^ might bo obtuiiu'd; and lie 
.believed it would bo found that the increase of taxation diminislied rent. Tho 
law imposed a portion of the water-rate on tho owner, and if only a portion 
was imposed, would tho hon^ble member inform him on what principle one- 
fourth was imposed ? Why not one-eighth or one-twelfth, or the whole ? If tho 
owner derived a certain amount of benefit, lot us have the measure of that 
benefit; but one-fourth was an arbitrary measure, supported on no data. 

With regard to the argument that for purposes of conservancy and other 
similar purposes to which water was applied, the owners of houses should pay, he 
would submit that since water was laid down and tho rate levied, the landlord 
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had to repair his house as often os he did previously, and had to pay a some¬ 
what onerous house-rate. He could not see that any benefit accrued to the 
landlord; but it was clear that conservancy purposes, such as watering streets, 
abundantly conduced to the benefit of tenants who lived in particular streets. 
If legislation was conducted on principle, there was no reason why the 
landlord should pay a portion of the water-rate any more than the lighting-rate. 
The one bcncfit('d the streets in the day; the other at night by lighting the streets, 
and by preventing the commission of acts which might otherwise take place. He 
had often thought on the subject, and had tried to find out on what principle 
the existing law was based. He could discover no principle. The practice 
was arbitrary, and should be discontinued. . 

The IIon’ble Baboo Dookga Churn Law said he did not see why the 
owner should be saddled with a quarter of the water-rate. He derived no 
benefit from it, the whole benefit being derived by the occupier; and those who 
consumed the water and derived benefit therefrom, ought to pay the whole of 
it. As to the opinion that rents had risen by the introduction of the water- 
supply, in his knowledge and experience he had not seen that this had been the 
case, and it was quite inexplicable to him how this one-fourth had been 
imposed on the owner. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Dampier said, without committing himself to vote one 
way or the other, he wished to ask for information. It was said that the supply 
of water did not enhance the value of rent. But with respect more particularly 
to European residents, he would ask whether it was not the case that houses 
in the suburbs were now less sought after than before, because filtered water 
was not jirocurable there ? It would be found that out of a given number of 
people wliose avocations bound them to Calcutta, a larger proportion now 
elected to reside in Calcutta. In that way there was a larger number of com¬ 
petitors for houses in Calcutta, and did competition mean increase in rents 
or not ? 

The IIon’ble Mr. Hogg said he was just about to make the same remark. 
It was an undoubted fact that since the water-supply, houses in Calcutta were 
sought after considerably more than they used to bo before, and owners more 
easily found tenants for their houses. 

lie would also join issue with the learned Advocate-General as to whether 
rents had not considerably increased. That had been demonstrated as an 
absolute fact. The late assessments were made in 1864. The revised assessments 
had been raised nearly 10 per cent., which proved necessarily that owners realized 
more from hcaise rents. Consequently, it was proposed next year, instead of 
keeping the house-rate at 9 or 10 per cent., to impose an 8 per cent, rate, owing to 
the considerable increase in the value of property, mainly attributable to drainage, 
and also to the pure water supplied to the whole town. This was a fact which 
could not be controverted, and could be proved. He certainly considered that 
owners were being much benefited by the introduction of water, and that they 
should pay a reasonable amount by way of contribution for the water used for 
conservancy, the cleaning of drains, and watering of streets, and it seemed to him 
that the Council should not impose the whole of the tax and put the burden entirely 
upon the occupier. Another argument was that the water-supply had been 
introduced now for more than five years, and owners of property had doubtless 
fixed the rent of tlioir houses ou tlic supposition that the landlord was to pay 
his share of the tax; and Mr. Hogg presumed that if we relieved owners 
from the burden of the water-rate they would not reduce their rents conse- 

a uent on such additional taxation being imposed on the occupier. He would 
leroforo move by way of amendment that the principle be accepted that the 
occupier he entitled to recover a portion of the water-rate from the owner by 
deduction from rent. 

The Hon’ble the Advocate-General observed that the fact that the assess¬ 
ment of a house had been increased was not conclusive nor even suffioiont 
evidence of the fact that the rent had increased. The assessment was not upon 
the rental, but on th(^ reasonable amount upon which a house might be 
expected to bo lot. h'or the above reason the experience of the Chairman of 
the Justices did not satisfy the Advocate-General that his representation was 
npt correct—that, in point of fact, houses had not increased in letting value. 

" The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal observed that the increase in the 
a^^ment was also due to the construction of new buildings. 
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His Honob the President said it appeared to him, as the learned Advo- 
eate-General had said, diiScult to fix a principle which was not more or less 
arbitra^. Even assuming that, on the principle of the police and lighting-rate 
no portion of the water-rate ought to bo borne by the owner; nevertheless, allow¬ 
ing even that, was it not reasonable to say that on the same principle that we 
imposed on the landlord the house-rate, should wo not impose upon them some 
proportion of the water-rate also ? What were the grounas on which the house- 
rate was put upon the owner? He presumed this, that the proceeds of the 
house-rate were devoted to improvements which permanently added to the 
value of property. If that was the ground upon which that rate was imposed, - 
did it not equally apply to a poi^tion of the water-rate ? Did not the introduc¬ 
tion of a water-supply improve the place generally ? Did it not add to the 
general value of property? Ho presumed it did; and if so, a portion of the 
water-rate should be borne by the owner on the same ground as the house-rate. 
Furthermore, was it not a fact that the water-supply did save a certain amount 
of domestic expenditure ? Did it not benefit the occupier, and was not the 
occupier willing to pay slightly more for a house which had the advantage of a 
water-supply, than lor a house which had not that advantage ? It might not be 
a very great difference, but some sliglit difference it must make in the long run. 
On these grounds, despite the argument of the learned Advocate-General, His 
Honor thought a small proportion of the water-rate was justly chargeable on 
the person whose property was benefited. For the rest he agreed with the 
Advocate-General, that on the ground on which we imposed on the occupier 
the burden of the police and lighting-rates, we should impose upon him the 

K atcr portion of the water-rate. So he ventured to suggest that the existing 
, which imposed three-fourths of the water-rate on the occupier and one-fourth 
on the owner, did fulfil a certain rough sort of justice. If it were asked by what 
estimate do you make out the exact proportion of three-fourths and one-fourth, 
it would be almost impossible to say. Tliat difficulty was necessarily inciden¬ 
tal' to all legislation, l^he whole principle was that the greater portion was 
charged to the one, and tlio loss to the other. But wlion you come to define 
the exact proportion, you must take a rough and arbitrary line: without an 
arbitrary line all legislation would b(^ impossible. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas PaPs motion, that no portion of the 
water-rate should be chargeable to the owners of houses and lands, was put 
and negatived. 

The Hon’blo Mr. Hogg’s motion, that the occupier be entitled to recover 
from the owner a portion of the water-rate, such recovery to be made by means 
of deductions from the rent payable by the occupier to the owner, was then put. 
The Council divided:—

The numbers being equal, the President gave his casting vote with the 
noes. 

So the Ilon’ble Mr. Hogg’s motion was carried. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Doorga Churn Law moved that one-eighth of the 
water-rate be chargeable upon the owners of houses and lands. 

^he IIon’ble the Advocate-General said, as there was no measure for find¬ 
ing out the degree of advantage derived by the owner from the supply of 
water, and as the benefit derived by the lanalord was comparatively very small, 
he did not sco why one-eighth ^ should not be substituted for one-fourth. He 
would therefore support the motion. 

The Hon’ble Mu. Schaixjji observed that when the municipal law was 
passed, this question was very much discussed, and at that time one-fourtli was 
taken to be tho proper proportion. He did not sco any reason why the Council 
should now alter it. 

His Honor the President observed that there was one argument in favor 
of the ono-fourth rate, whicl^ first fell, he thought, from the hon’ble mover of 
the Bill, viz. that that rate already existed, and on the strength of it, and on 
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that understanding:, current arrangements between the landlord and tenant 
already existed in the city. Perhaps that was one argument in favor of the 
one-fourth rate. 

The lIoN^uLE Baboo Kristodas Pal supported the amendment. The 
proRont j)r()jK3rtion had been made very arbitrarily. Ue could not perceive any 
principle upon wliich it was founded. There was, however, some principle upon 
which tlie auiendnient was based. The Chaiidpal Gh4t scheme cost the 
JusticMJs about Rs. 40,()()(). Now, one-eighth of the water«rate would cover 
more than that sum. The water obtained from the Chandpal Gh&t engine 
was used for street-watering and the flushing of drains. Those were the only 
two objects for which tlie owner was considered liable, and the proportion of 
one-eighth, as ho had said, would cover more than the expenditure incurred for 
those purposes. 

'I’hc IIon’ble Mr. Hoao said it was true that the Chandpal Gh&t waiter 
was used for watering the streets and for drainage, yet it was equally true that 
a considerable portion of tlio street-watering was done by means of filtered water. 

Baboo Doorga Churn Law’s amoiidmont was negatived. 

Ills HoNoji TJiK President then put the question that one-fourth of the water 
rate bo rocovcjred by the occupier from the owner by deduction of rent. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The consideration of Sections 67 to 80 was then postponed. 

Section HI provided how the annual letting value was to be ascertained. 

The IIon’hle Baboo Doorga Churn Law moved the insertion, of the 
following words at the end of the first paragraph of the section—‘‘ and when the 
rent realjz<;(l is provt‘d by documents and accounts, the same shall be deemed 
to be the annual value of sucli house or land,” lie said that there were cases 
in which agreements had been produced, and yet tlie Municipality had thought 
proper to assess the owner at a liiglier value than the rents stated in the lease. 
The obj(M*t (d this aineudnumt was to prevent such an anomaly. 

The IloNhtLE Mu. 11o(j(; said lie was unable to accept the amendment. 

If it became a part of the substantive law that wliutever amount was entered 
in the lease should be conclusive proof of the rent that was derived, it might 
possibl}' give rise to private understandings between unscrupulous landlords 
and tenants, and the whole rents would not be stated in the lease. It was to 
prevent collusion that the law had been so worded. It was the law which 
prevailed in iMigland, and it did not seem desirable, in this country, to make the 
measure of taxatimi depiuid upon the amount of rent actually payable under 
a lease. Unless they luid reason to suspect collusion, the Justices always 
accepted (he aiiuniiit of rent entered in a lease as conclusive proof of the letting 
value. 

Tli(^ ITon’ble Baboo Doorga Churn Law said that ho himself, froru personal 
experieiici', knew tliat leases of which there was not the slightest doubt were not 
accepted. If Iheru bad bi'en fraud in the matter, the municipal officers would 
of course' be ([uite justific'd in ri'jccting such leases, but to his certain knowledge 
they had done so in many bond Jhlc cases. 

The HoNhu.E THIS Advocate-General observed that the assessments were 
for three years, and niaiiy leases wore for one year. It was possible that the 
Municipality might consider that on the expiration of a lease for a year, a 
higher rent might be obtained. It was not omy in cases of fraud or collusion 
that the Justices w’ere entitled to reject a lease, but also in cases in which tihey 
had reason to belit've that a higlicr rent could bo obtained. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Kristodas 1*al remarked that the cases to which 
rcfcroncii was made were cases of short leases for a year or nine mon^s, and 
the Justices thought that as the assessments were for three years, they had a 
right to reject short leases as not affording sufficient evidence of the letting value. 
At the same tiiiu?, gi-eat c(miplaints existed about the arbitrary manner in which 
the assessments had been raised; that, however, was not the place to discues that 
question. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Damvikr observed that he thought the amendment 
could not but bo rciectcd in the form in wliicli it stood. If the Council passed 
this amendment, all bo could say was that when ho renewed his lease, he should " 
giro a handsome bonus to his landlord and take his liouse on a rental of one- 
f tenth its lotting value. lie should then be able to show his lease as proof of 
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the rent paid, and the real fact would bo that the landlord and tenant would 
settle the matter between themselves, so as to evade the taxes under the protec¬ 
tion of this provision of the law. 

The Hon’ulk Mr. SciiAncii said lie remembered assessing the property of 
a very wealthy firm. He believed they paid a rent of Rs. 400 on what was 
known as a repairing lease, and the consequcnco of that was that tlio rent was very 
low, the lease being for a very long period. VVlicn it eamo before tJie «Iustieos, 
they looked to the letting value of the house by a cornjiuriaon with the correspond¬ 
ing buildings, and they raised the rent to Rs. 1,000, and the occupier admitted that 
he could not say that the decisirm was wrong. Tlui Port Ooinmissioners strongly 
objected to the »Justicos being vested witli the final decision in cases of assessment, 
and on their representation a condition had been iinpoited into the law to allow 
an appeal to an independent body, namely tlie Small (Vuso Court. 

His Honor tmk I'uksiprnt said lie felt it his duty to say, with all resjiect to 
the honMile mover of the aiiumdment, that he earnestly hoped the (\)uncil would 
not ac.ccpt the arnendinent. It would aiford very great temptation to many 
peo])le to enter into (jolhisive transactions. It was v"('ry important that all 
matters of taxation should be so regtilalod as to avoid any temptation for the 
evasion of just dues, or a tendency to diMiioralization, and on that ground he 
thought this provision would have* a viay bad (‘ITeci. 

The amendment was then, by leave, withdrawn. 

The HoNhiLK Mr. SeiiALni said, in the lliird paragraph of this section, it 
was provided that all the unoccu])i('d lands, roads, and slop(»s of the Port Com¬ 
missioners, should bo rated at the rcuit for which they might n^asomibly be 
expected to be let, in the same manner as if thiy wc're used for other than 
public purposes, and belonged to persons other tlian a public body. He 
might say that the Port (vommissioners had no o])jection at all to that 
provision, so far as related to all imoccupitKl land whi< h they could reasonably 
expect to get occupic^d. The form, Iiowovct, in wliich tlui provision was 
worded would unjustly impose a heavy expenditure iifKui the Port Com¬ 
missioners. Some time back the Port Commissioners had ])ur(‘has(Ml land 
from Alieeroctollah (iliAt as far as the ("liilpore canal for the par])ose of 
atfordinjj^ facilities for the landing and shipping of goods from nativt' ])oats ; but 
a considerable portion of the land so purchased was devoted by tlic J\)jt ('Ommis- 
flionors to the formation of two roads at an oxptunlituro of about 10 lakhs of 
nipees. The roads in question had been thrown o])en to the use of tlu‘ ])ul)lic, and 
therefore could not be apj^ropriated to any other ])nrpose. 'riiCM? roads wi'ro a 
considerable improvement to the town, and greatly improved the old bank of 
the river, which was very mu<*h brokemup, and tiny aH'ordinl increased ventilation 
to a portion of the town which was thickly occupied. Tlu' Port Cominishioners 
thought, therefore, that as the Municipality had ii(‘ver Ik'cti asked to subscribe 
a penny towards the construction of tlie.se roads, and they afforded gn'ai advan¬ 
tage to the town, the Port Commissioners sliould not be called upon to j)ay 
any rate for that part of their property. It might bi» said that by llu' des¬ 
truction of houses the J ustiecs had lost the asse.ssment thorinm fixed. On the 1st 
January 1872, when the Port Commissioners took poss^^ssion of the river bank, 
the taxation on their property amounted to Rs. 1,85,000; on the 1st January 
1875 the assessment had risen to Rs. 3,40,000, an increase due ahno.sl entirely to 
improvements made by the Port Commissioners ; and the additional improve¬ 
ment now made had largely increased tlie value of property in the neighbour¬ 
hood. Land which used to sell for Rs. 700 a cot tali, was now selling for 
Rs. 1,500. Therefore the lo.ss of revenue from tlu'. land oc(‘upied by these 
roads would very shortly be made up by the incriiascd value of land and the 
improved stylo of houses now being constructed in the locality. He Iriisb'd, 
therefore, that it would not bo considered that the lV)i*t Commissioners were 
asking too much in claiming that that portion of their land which had been 
thrown open as a public road should bo declared to bo free from all assi*ssmcmt. 
With these remarks he would move that the following words bo added to 
the section:— 

“ Savo and except the mad extending from the northeru boundary of tlio promises 
occupied by the Bast Indian Railway Company at Armenian GhM to the Chit jmiio Canal, 
and the road extending from the t hitpore Road to the River Uooghly at Koomartollah 
Gh&t, for a width not exceeding seventy feet and sixty foot respectively, shall bo exempted 
from assessment of any rate uador this Act.’* 
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Tho Hon^ble Mr. Hogg said, looking at this question in the intetests of the 
town, and to the fact that the two bodies, the Port Commisnoners and the 
Justices, were working for tho common good of tho town, he thought that the 
claim of tlic ^^)^t Commissioners was a reasonable one. The road had itoproyed 
the river frontage enormously, and to all practical intents and purposes, 
although tho road remained the private property of the Commissioners, yet it 
was a public road to which the public had full access, although tho town was not 
called upon to pay the expense of repairing the road or lightingit. He thought 
the Commissioners liad conferred a great benefit on the town, and that they 
could not bo called upon to pay any tax in respect of these two roads, but he 
would suggest that the width of tho two roads to bo exempted from taxation be 
uniformly fixed at sixty feet each. 

The Hon’bi.e Baboo Kuistodas Pal concurred witli what had* fallen from 
the hon’bh' mover. Ho considered tliat the roads in question were a decided 
improvement, and that the population of the northern portion of the town 
derived great benefit from it. If tho amendment before the Council did not 
include tho slopes from which tho Port Commissioners derived a revenue, 
ho was quite willing to support their claim for exemption from assessment for 
tho road in qu(\stion. lit) might observe that the sides of the road were used by 
the Commissioni'rs for tho storage of goods, and therefore ho thought only the 
portion of tlie road actually used by the public should bo exempted. Perhaps 
exemption on acct)imt of tho two roads might be given to a uniform width 
of (50 feet, instead f)f 70 feet for one and 60 foot for tlic other. 

Tlio Hon’ble Mk. SoiiAuni said that any flopositof materials on the sides of 
the road now existing was only temjwrary. He thouglit that for the road on the 
river side over which the trafhe was very great, a Avidtli of 70 foot ought to be 
allowed, and GO feet for the otluT. If tlie width of 70 feet was reduced, it 
would be necessary to rimiodel tho wliole road and the foot-path. 

Ills Honor tiik Prksidkn i’ said, if tho Council wore disposed to accept tho 
hon’blo nn*mb('r\s armaidmont, they had bettor take his figures in full reliance 
of his local knowledge as (Jhairman of the l^>rt CoinmLssioiiers; and, further¬ 
more, he thought tlie (Jouiicil would do well to accept tho principle of the 
amendment, liccause the roads in question were made by tho Port ’Commis¬ 
sioners much to tho Ixaiefit t>f the town, and they could derive no particular 
revenue from it. Tiny were roads that were open to the public; therefore 
Ills Honor hojied the (Jouncil iniglit be pleased to accept tho amendment as it 
stood. 

The motion was carried, and tho section as amended was passed. 

Sections 8::^ and 83 wt^re agreed to. 

Section 81 prf>vided for the reassossinont of a house when substantial injury 
had occurred to it tlliving the curr(‘ncy of any assessment. 

Tho Hon’blk Baboo Dooroa (hiuRN Law moved the insertion in lino 6, 
after ‘‘civil commotion,” of tlie words “or suft'ers material depreciation from 
any cause.” He thought tliat while the Municipality would benefit by any 
improvements which had b(*en iniidc, it ought surely to afford relief when 
property suffered material dt'teiioration. It might bo that the house could not 
be kept in projier rejiairs for want of moans of the owner, and might fall down 
partly cir wholly ; in that cas(', lie thought relief from excessive assessment 
should be given by the Municipality. 

Tlie IU)Nhu.K Mr. Hoog said lie could not accept the amendment. It 
seemed to him quite sufficient to refjuire the Justices to reduce their assess¬ 
ment when the house had suffered (hqirt'ciation from the causes specified in the 
section, viz. lire, a cyclone, tlie act at < lod, or civil commotion. Why should 
the municipal revenue suffer loss if the landlord chose to allow his property to 
remain out of repair ? 

Tho Hon’bli: Baroo Dookga Cuurn Law observed that it was not to be 
expected that a house-owner would wilfully let his house remain out of repair 
and suffer depreciation merely to escape taxation. There were many houses 
in tho town which were going to ruin from want of moans on the part of the 
owner to repair it. When imj)r()vcnicnts to house property were made, the 
Municipality did not fail to raise tho assessment, and why should not a reduc¬ 
tion be given on account (»f depreciation ? 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said Section 83 provided for reassess¬ 
ment in case of substantial improvements; and id be consistent, the same 
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privilege ought to be given to the owner to claim a reduction of 
assessment if there were deterioration in his house from causes over which 
he had no control. The hon’blo mover of the Bill pointed out that Section 84 
provided for such circumstances as fire, cyclone, the act of God, or civil 
commotion. The question was whether an owner, who had once seen prosperity, 
but had become subsequently much reduced in position and circumstances, and 
who having a large ancestral house, whicli ho had not means to keep in good 
repairs, but with which he could not be persuaded to part from a feeling—call it 
a tailing if you will—of attachment to the ancestral hearth and home, a feeling 
cherished with the greatest tenacity, should be entitled to a reduction of assess¬ 
ment when his house became greatly depreciated from want of duo repairs. 
The Government scrupulously respected the native feeling on this subject, but 
the tendency of this section would be to force such unfortunate owners to part 
with their property. Ho liad known ancient families wliich had been very 
much reduced by vicissitudes of fortune, but could not shako off their tradi¬ 
tional attachment to the ancestral home. He thought that in such cases the 
deterioration of the value of the property ought to receive due consideration. 

The Hon’ble THE Advocate-General obscrvefl that he could sec no objec¬ 
tion to the amendment if it were confined to cases beyond the control of the 
owner, and if that were proved to the satisfaction of the Justices. There might 
be cases in which deterioration of the value of property occurred in a particular 
street, and other cases in which the depreciation in value was beyond the 
control of the owner; in such c^scs, he could see no objection to affording relief 
by way of a reduction of assessment. 

The amendment having been altered to the effect suggested by the Advocate- 
General, was agreed to, and the section as amended was passed. 

Sections 85 and 80 were agreed to. 

Section 87 provided for the inspection and survey of houses for pur|)oses 
of valuation. 

On the motion of the Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal, the section was 
amended so as to require 24 Iiours’ notice before entry. 

Sections 88, 89, and 90, were agreed to. 

Section 91 provided for the hearing of appeals from assessments. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pat. moved the addition of the following 
words :—“ No fee shall be charged for the institution of such appeal, and no 
costs shall bo awarded therefor.” lie said that when assessment a})peals wore 
allowed to the sitting Magistrates no fee was cliarged, nor was any fee now 
charged in respect of the appeals heard by a Bojich of Justices. Hf? believed 
that no fee was now chargeable by the Small Cause Court in referenees by the 
Justices. 

If any fee were charged on assessment appeals to the Small Cause Court, it 
would be a great hardship to the poor nite-paycrs. Tliere need be no fear of 
a largo influx of such appeals to the court, for the greater part of the town 
had been lately reassessed, and the present Bill proposed to extend the currency 
of an assessment from three to six years. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg said, in his judgment the charging of a reasonable 
fee for the institution of appeals would be a wholesome provision to prevent 
frivolous appeals being preferred. He was entirely opposed to an appciu being 
allowed to the Small Cause Court free of cost; if a j)erson dcsirea to appem 
free of cost, he could appeal to the Bench of Justices. If lie desired adjudica¬ 
tion by an authority mdependent altogether from the Municipality, lie should 
pay a reasonable fee in order to have the advantage of the superior judicial 
knowledge of the Small Cause Court. 

His Honor the President said he thought it would be better to lot the 
existing law take its course ; if the Court thought that the complainant was 
right and the Justices wrong, they would no doubt give costs against the 
Justices. 

After some further conversation the amendment was, by leave, with- * 
drawn, and the section passed os it stood. 

Sections 92 to 107 were agreed to. 

Section 108 fixed the pressure at which water must be supplied, and tha 
times during which high pressure should be maintainecL 
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The Hon’ble Baboo Dooroa Churn Law moved to substitute the word ten 
for “ nine in line 9, in order that water mi^ht be supplied under high pressure 
from seven to trn o’clock in the forenoon instead of from seven to nine. He 
observed that it would be inconvenient to the native community to confine the 
I)rossuro to only two liours in the morning: 9 o’clock was too early an hour to 
stop high pre.ssiire. II(^ proposed therefore that it should be kept up for another 
hour, or sny until 10 o’clock. 

Tho JIon’bi.k Mr. llooo said the only practical objection to the amend¬ 
ment was tliat at 0 o’clock in tlie hot weather street watering commenced, and 
it was found iin])ossibIe to ket'p up prc'ssiini when street watering began. If 
the hour was changed to 10 o’clock, tlum the Justices would probably be com- 
p(illed to give an iiasufficicnt su}»f)ly of wat(*r at a li(u’glit of fifty foot, or they 
must post])ouc the watering of streets to 10 o’clock, wliich would" be somewhat 
inconvenient. 

Th(' amendment was by leaver withdrawn. 

The IIoN’BiiR Mr. Sciialch said, lie belic^ved tliat Mr. Smith, the Engineer 
who sujicrintendod tlie coiisirut'tion of the water-works, thought it would 
1)0 almost impossible to keep up bigli pressure simultaneously throughout tlio 
whole town owing to the considm-abh? waste that occurred. In consequence of the 
ditliculty of gotliiig up water to tlie Iliglier stories of houses, as soon as the water 
was got up, file servants, knownng tliat full pnissun* was got up, stepped into 
the bath-rooms and left the eocks ojuui. He had hlmsi^lf liad two bath-rooms in the 
house Hooded in conse([ueiiee of iht^ eureh.'ssiu'ss of sei'vaiits. Considering the 
great waste of water that wcuit on in the town, ho tliouglit it should bo 
a matter for considoralioii wlietlier or not power should bo given to. tlie Justices 
to divide the town into sections, and supply each s(‘ctlon with* water at high 
pressure for two or throe hours together. That was a plan for the adoption of 
which Mr. Siiiitli was very strongly in favor. Mr. Sc’halch hoped tlie hon’ble 
mover would consider the ])oiiit. 

TIk' JIoiX’r.i.K Mr. llooo said, lie entin^Iy concurred with tlie remarks 
which had fallen from the hon’}»l(' imuubi'r. I’hc difiieulty was that every one 
was anxious to have water in tlie early morning, and equally in the evening. 
If we .supfilied water to the I'liiropean poHion of tlie town in tlie morning and 
the natives at a later lioiir, tlu' natives would liavc a right to object. 

The Hon'ule lUiioo Kristopas Tat. thouglit the jiractical difficulties in the 
way of ary siicli plan would Ix' very great and almost insurmountable. 

After .some furtlier conviTsation, tlie furtlier consideration of tlie section 
was jiostponed. 

S(‘etioii 110 d(‘elared tlie quantity of water to wliich a householder should 
be entitled for domestic u.se. 

The Hon’iuj-: IHuoo Kristodas Pal moved the omission of this section, 
which lie thought was by far the most important of the sections relating to 
Avater-.supply. It altered tlie sysloin of supply adopted by the h^gislaturc and 
in force for tin? last six years. JlitluTto the raiivpayers were given to under¬ 
stand that they were to contribute according to tlie value of their houses, and to 
get a supply of water ^villiout restriction for domestic use. Now it was pro- 
posetl that tlie water Avas to be sold to the rate-payers according to their 
resjiwtive contributions, and tliat an additional charge should bo made for any 
excess above the ri'gulatioii ([uaiitity. He could understand the principle of 
this section if the levy ol the rate f ad not bi'cii made compulsory—if water- 
supply had Ixicn tit‘atcd as a eonmu'reiul transaction only. But when the rate 
was imposed ns a conqmlsorv lax, and when tlie tax was imposed under the 
uiider>tandiiig that a full supply of AAaUu' would Ixj given, lie considtircd that 
it would be a breach of faith now to introduce the commercial principle by 
Avuy of supplcurii'iit to the compulsory tax. He could assure the Coimcil that 
this section was regarded by tli(‘ native eominunity with great consternation, and 
that if it were cMiaeted into law, it would convert tlui water-supply into a curse 
instead of a bh^ssing. Since tlio water-supply had been introduced, tho 
natives hml filled up tluir old wells and tanks, and they would experience 
great inconvenionco if they Averc now restricted to a scanty supply; and if 
to that was added the propo.sal for charging an additional for excess 
supply, it would be imposing a gi-ievous burden upon tho poorer classeSr 
Hoii’ulc members were doubtless aware that the Hindoos for the most,part 
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lived in joint undivided families, and that they were generally poor, living 
from hand to mouth, and that in every one of those houses numbers of individuals 
lived together and drew water from the same suj)ply. The monthly rental of 
such houses did not ordinarily exceed Es. 40 or Es. 50; the number of souls in 
a joint family might bo twenty. The owner or proprietor in whoso name 
the house was registered would bo entitled to a certain quantum according 
to'the scale laid down, and ho must provide for the excess quantity at an addi¬ 
tional exjiense. Thus those poo^peoplo would not only have to pay a 6 per 
cent, rate if the maximum were imposed, but must also undergo additional 
expense for the excess supply which they must have, as the old supply by means 
of tanks and wells had been discontinued. Tlio rate of one mpeo for every 
1,000 gallons was also most arbitrary. The actual cost of water aid not oxceecl 
four annas per thousand gallons, and it was pro])os(Hl that the Justices should 
make a profit of twelve annas for every 1,000 gallons for supplying water to 
those whose money had provided the water-supjily. 

The IIon’ble Mr. Hogg said he did not imagine that the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion would over be put in force. Hut in the face of ^lio wanton w^asto of water in 
the town, and more ('specially in regard to tlie undivided Hindoo families referred 
to by the hon’blo member, it was most desirable that the h'gislaturo should 
place it in the power of the ^Justices, when they saw water wilfully wasted, to 
place a (dicck upon such waste. Ihio chock w^as a moderate one. It called 
upon tlic Justices to undergo a considerable expense in the puKjliaso of a water 
metro in,order to test whether tho occupant was taking more than he required. 
Tho supply of 1,000 gallons for every rupee of tax paid was a liberal one, and 
seldom over need bo exceeded. lie trusted, therefore, that the amendment 
would not be carried. 

Tho IIon’blr Mr. Schalch said the object of this section was to stop the 
immense waste of water that was goingon. It had been arranged that six millions 
of gallons sliould be supplied for tlic consumption of tlictowii. That was raised 
to seven and a half millions, and tho supply was still found to bo utterly insuffi¬ 
cient. II(^ happened tho other day to look out of his house, and lie saw a 
liydi'ant*discharging water to its full extent, and that went on for three days 
without lot or hindranco. It was in thorough working order, but the tap liad 
been loft open. Ho thought that tho quantity of water allowed nndor the 
section in return for tlio rate was very liberal, and gave a margin of 20 per 
cent. He thought that the adoption of tlie same system was not a hard one 
in tho case of an undi\dded Hindoo family, and if something of the kind was 
not done, the waste of water would continue to bo enormous. He did not say 
that tho rate for additional water should not be reduced. The net cost was 
from four to five annas per gallon, and if tho charge jier thousand gallons were 
reduced from one rupee to eight annas, there would, in his opinion, be no 
hardship. Tho present demand was nothing to what it would bo four or five 
years hence, and he thought they should look to tho future as well as to the 
present. 

The HoN’BiJi Baboo Krtstodas Pal obsoiwod that there were provisions in 
the Bill for punishing ofFenders for wanton waste of water which, he tliought, were 
quite sufficient. The greatest waste went on in tho streets, and no lui'asures 
seemed to bo taken to prevent it. If you visited any part of the town, you 
would not unfrcquently fiqd the taps open and the water flowing ou witliout 
hindrance. If such waste went on in private houses the owners or occupiers 
would be punished. If tho objo(it were mcri'ly to charge an additional rate 
in those cases only, in which wanton waste would occurred and would be 
proved, that would bo consistent; but as tho provision stood, it might be 
enforced at the discretion of tho Justices to tho gi*eat oppression of tlu^ people. 

Ills Honor the Prksident said tho hon’bhi mom|)er’s difficulty was that 
some houses might pay a very small rate and might contain a great many souls. 
That difficulty might be obviated if tho section proWded for tho payment of 
a certain rate per head: tlio Justices would see by tho water metre what each 
family consumed, as also the quantity per head. lie thoiiglit a check was 
more required for the Eurojioan (luarter of tlu^ town than for the portions inha¬ 
bited by tho poorer classes. The water consumed by the poorer classes was 
very small in quantity in comparison with the waste committed by the richer 
individuals. 
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The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal remarked that the size of the ferule 
through which tho poor people received water was very small indeed—^he 
believed one-cightli of an inch, through which water came by drops as it were, 
and wliich was a sufficient clieck against waste. 

Tho lIoN'iiTiE THE Advocate-Oenerai. suggcstcd that the objection might 
perhaps bo met by fixing the rate for surplus water at 2,000 gallons per rupee. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg assured the Council that the provisions of this 
section would not affect any of tlie poorer cfhsscs. 

Tho furthor consideration of the section was then postponed. 

Section 111 was agreed to. 

Tho CoSncil was adjourned to Saturday, tho 20th instant.

CALCUTTA MUNIClPALriT. 

On the motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Hogg, the Council proceeded to the 
further eonsideratlon of tho clauses of tho Bill. 

Tho consideration of tho postponed Section 108, which regulated the 
pressure at which water must be supplied, was then resumed. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg said, the Council would remember that the consider¬ 
ation of Section 108 was postponed because the Council was not decided 
whether it should be passed in its present form. The section called upon the 
Justices to provide a pressure suflicient to raise water to the height of 50 feet 
from 7 o’clock to 9 o’clock in the morning, and again in th(^ evening from 
5 o’clock to 6 o’clock,—^that was to say to provide the high pressure during tlircc 
hours in the day. For the remainder of the day the Justices were required to 

S ‘ovido a pressure sufficient to deliver water at a height of ten feet. Tho 
ou’ble Mr. Schalch had pointed out that if not now, hereafter, when tho demand 
for water increased, the Municipality would find it difficult to carry out the 
provisions of the section, and suggested that tho Council should give tho Justices 
power to enable them to divide the town into sections, and deliver water 
under pressure to each division at different hours during the day. Tho Council 
were not then prepared to consider that question, and it was therefore postponed. 
Mr. Hogg had since conferred with Mr. Bradford Leslie, tho Engineer of the 
Justices, in conjunction •with his hon’blo friend, and they had come to the 
conclusion that to give effect to the proposal of the Hon’ble Mr. Schalch would 
be, if not impossible, a matter ojf considerable difficulty, and impose great 
inconvenience on the rate-payers and inliabitants of Calcutta. If neater was 
to be delivered in different divisions of the town at different times, the vrater- 
Hupply scheme ought to have been constructed on what they called the loop 
system, which would have enabled the Engineer in charge of the engine to 
snut out tho water from the whole town and deliver it to one particular division 
of tho town at a time. That system of supply was originally proposed by 
Mr. Clarke, but was subsequently altered when it was decided that a uniform 
pressure should be kept throughout the whole town for 13 hours a day. Conse¬ 
quently, iioMT that that system was not adopted, if we attempted to shut out 
water from tho whole town except one particular division of it at a time, the 
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procesH of so doinfr would occupy three or four turnkeys gom^ about in carriages 
three or four hours, which would causo groat delay. Another difliculty was 
that as the wator-supidy system now existed, wo could divide the town into 
only three divisions, and if it was decided to supply each division w'ith water 
for three hours during the day, the other two divisions would not receive '\vat(;r 
at high pressure for six hours at a time, and would be kejit altogether without 
water during tluit time, which was a proposal whi(‘h could not possibly meet 
the approval of the Council. Tlu'reforc they were unanimously of opinion that 
the scheme was impractieablo, and should be abandoned. Mr. Bradford Leslie 
was also of opinion that the pninjnng power of tlie engines was sufliciont to 
deliver water throughout the towui from 7 o’cloek to 0 o’clock in the jioniing at 
a high pressure of oO feet, j)rovidiMl the watcTing of stnicts w^as not carried 
on (luring tlioso hours. Mk. Hogg therefore suggested that Section 108 slumld 
be passed as it stood. 

Ills IIoNOK THE PuEsiDENT said he had one remark to make before this section 
was passed. It had l)i‘en r(^pr(*sent(‘(l to him that, having regard <o the great public 
buildings wdn(di had bc('n nM^ently erected in the town, it would be very desir¬ 
able if the altitude of high pressure could be rais.xl fro'u 50 iov.i to 100 feet. 
It had be(m stated that in these great buildings we had three or four stories, 
and that the [uimping u]) of water to the height of only 50 fe('t failed to provide 
water to tlu^ very top stories, and that great inconvenience thereby resulted. 
It was also urged in behalf of these buildings and tlie establishments which 
used them, that they contributed very greatly to the funds of the w’ater-ratc. 
On that ground, and also on the ground of the m^cessities of these establishments, 
it was urged tliat these buildings w(.‘ro entitled to have tbo water pumped up 
to an altitude of 100 feet. Tlw. point was eomparativ(.‘ly lujw to IBs IIonok, 
and ho was not (julte sure whether the matter had even been prtiviously disciissccl 
in the Council when the original law was passed for the levy of a water- 
rate, and he desired to mention it for the consideration of tlie hon’ble member 
particularly concerned in the pr(‘paratiou of the Bill. Would tJiebon’bhi mover 
of the Bill say wliether there was any possible provision by whmb the object 
could bq, met; whctlier wc could introduce a provision that in case of CTOvcrn- 
ment buildings the height of pressure should be not less than 100 feet ? In 
making this statement, Ills Honok did not undertake to express any professional 
opinion, but would merely invito the opinion of lion’ble members or others 
concerned in the preparation of the measure. 

The Uon’ble Mr. Hogg said that the suggestion made by TTis Honor the 
President was that the Municipality should be required to df'liver w'uter at 
a height of 100 feet in Government buildings only. He w'ould point out that it 
would be impossible to supply Government buildings only without supplying 
the whole town with water under the same pressure. '^Jliero must bo a 
uniform pressure throughout the town. As a matter of fact, there were not 
more than about four Government buildings that had a greater height than fifty 
feet, namely, the Museum, the Telegraph Office, the Mint, and the High Court. 
The water-supply of (Jaleutta was constructeci only to give a pressure to the 
height of 50 feet. He submitted that it would bo liardly fair to compel the 
Municipality to provide additional pumping jiower in order to meet the s]iceial 
requirements of a few buildings in the town. The matter had b('en frcciuently 
discussed, and tlie reply given was that the grc'atest ju’ossure was 50 feet, and 
exceptional aiTang(mients ccmld not be made for Government buildings. The 
only course was to have reservoirs in those buildings at a height of 50'feet, and 
then to have a hand pump to pump up the wat(U' to tlu^ fourth story. 

The IIon'ble Baboo Kristodas Pal observed that, as the hon’hlo mover 
had explained, what was required could not bo done without changing pipes 
and greatly increasing tlui engine power, which would involve expenditure to a 
very considerable amount. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Scn\T.rH said it seemed to him that the Government 
so far had just cause of complaint that the assessment on the Government 
buildings was very high indeed, and arrangements ought to be math*, if possible, 
for fully supplying them with water up to the highest floor; and if the water 
could not be so supplied, some reduction should be, made in the assessment in 
regard to the water-rate to meet the expemse to which the Government would be 
put to raise the water from 50 to 100 feet. The assessment was made on the 
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supposed renting power of the house, and he thought it would be but fair to meet 
the case of tho owners of hou.ses built at such a height that water could not be 
supplied to tho highe.^t floor, that the assessment for the water-rate should not 
be made for tlio entire hou,sc; it was hard that they should have to pay water- 
rate for tlui whole house when only a portion of it was supplied with water. 

The Hon’ble the Advocati^-Gteneral observed that the explanation given 
by tho hon’blo mover of tho Bill seemed unimpeachable. If the increased 
pressure would cost a groat deal to the Municipality, ho did not think they 
should be compelled to do more than they were doing now, poi’ticularly as 
tlie expedient pointed out by the same lion’blc member could bo readily carried 
out at a (joniparativoly sriiall expense; and as Government building.s, owing to 
tho number r)f persons wlio assembled in them, consumed more water than 
houses occupied by ])rivate individuals, he thought what the hoii’blo member 
])roposcd soiunod reasonable. If tlio Government were to liavc tlie option of 
deducting a portion of the water-rate on account of the non-supply of water to 
a portion of tho building, then any j)rivate occupier who was in the same 
position woidd be entitled to claim the same concession, and it 'would be clear 
that all those (‘xccptional provisions entailed expense and trouble. lie thought 
pressure to a height of oO feet was sufficient for all practical purposes. 

Tho IIon’ble Bauoo Doouoa Churn Law did not think that there should 
bo any exceptional legi.^latioii on account of buildings which required water to 
bo supplied to thtnu at a greater height than ofl feet, 

I'he IIoN’iiLE Mr. Dampier understood it to be said that Government 
buildings, on account of thcjir being so vast, and having so many pairs of stairs, 
did not get the water they rciquinMl on the higher stories, and. that it ivas not 
fair that they should ])ay tho full water-rate. lie did not think the argument 
was sound, ^rin^so buildings got precilscly the same advantages of water-supply 
as any other building; they got a supply of water delivered at a height of lifty 
feet; and for the stories above tliat height they had only to carry the water up 
tho reniaiiidcr of tlie distance by hand; and as it was much easier to take water 
up one ]>air of stairs than five pairs, they got a quid pro quo oven on the water 
used on the highei* storic's. 

Tlie TIon’hle Mr. Schalch obs(‘rved that tho mam objection proceeded 
from the fact of tlie assossinoiit on Government buildings being too high, and 
now tliat an ajipeal was given to an independent tribunal, viz., the Small Cause 
Court, that objection might not apply so strongly. 

Tlio Hon’jjle ]5ajjoo Krtstodas Pal said, the water-supply of Calcutta was 
not a voluntary system; it was liasoil upon a compulsory system of taxation, 
and if any distinction wore made between the Government and private indi¬ 
viduals, iK'cause tlieix* were (UTtain Government buildings whi(*h required water 
at doulde tho height sanctioned by the existing law, tlio legislature would bo 
making an invidious distiiietioii between the Governincnt and the public at 
large. It w'as well known that water could not at present be supplied to the 
highest rooms of some t>f the houses in tho town, and the Justices had no power 
to grunt a remission of any portion of the water-rate to the oiicupiers of such 
houses. There was gr(*,at complaint on tliis score, and provision was accord¬ 
ingly being made in th(' jiresent Bill to regulate tlic hours at which tho pressure 
should l)(.‘ put on. It was observable that those who built houses with stories 
higher than 00 feet did so with tljeir eyes open, because, under the water-supply 
scheme, pressure ciould u<jt bo given to a greater bi‘ight than 00 foot, and when 
the Government luul done so, it ought not now to grumble. To kecip up tho 
pressure at a 100 feet would bo to double the capacity of tho pipes and the 
engine-power, which would entail grout expenditure. At tho same time to 
grant a remission of tlic watcT-ratii because water was not supplied to particular 
room# or to particular })ortions of a house, would bo opening a wide door to 
favoritism. lie would thertifure oppose any amomhnent on the subject. 

The IIon’rle the Advouate-Genjuial observed that the apparent principle 
upon which water was siijiplied and paid for was not that a pcrsmi paid for tho 
quantity of water lu' consumed; for there were numerous instances where 

1 )crsons got water without paying for it, such as those whose liouses were not' 
iable to the rate, or those who got water by taking it from the streets, 

. His Honor the President wislicd to know whether those hon^blo members 
.whp were opposed to any remission of wator-rato on account of Government 
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]>uildiiiigs would be of tho same op inion if the rule wore made applicable to 
private as well as to public buildings. 

The Hd^^BLE Baboo Kristodas Pal said he was not prepared to recommend 
Any change in the law, because it would lead to great confusion and cause 
serious loss of revenue to tho Municipality. As he had already observed, the 
Water-rate had been imposed on a different principle, altogether. If the 
principle were that each person should bo taxed according to the quantity of 
Water consumed, then the Government would have a right to a remission of the 
water-rate on account of particular portions of buildings not being supplied 
with water; but as the principle of the water-supply sr’heme was different, and 
the object was to raise a siifKci(‘nt amount of revenue from all classes of ratc^ 
payors without distinction, witli a view to supply water throughout the town, 
lie thought tho present law was both just and eqnita))h\ 

Ills Honor the President remarked that no one over proposed to make 
a different rule for Govemmeni as the proprietor of houses, to that which 
applied to private individuals. But as the case was r('pr('sc‘nted to him, ho 
understood that the only buildings that would comj uncli r that cat(‘gory were 
some of tho Government buildings; in fact that they w<'re tlie only buildings in 
the town with anything like that altitude. He merely wishe<l to broach the 
subject in Council, and had no motion to propose. 

The section was then agreed to. 

Tho postponed Section 110 declared the quantity of water to which 
a householder was entitled for domestic use, and the rate at which additional 
supplies must be paid for. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg said tho consideration of this section stood over 
because it was thought by some hon^ble members that it miglit press hardly 
upon the poorer classes. He might mention that the sc’ction wiis not framed 
with the view to restrict the supply to the poorer and loss w(*althy classes of the 
town, but to prevent tho improvident waste of watc^r in tho higher classes of 
bouses in Chowringhoe, ana also in the northeni division of tho town. He had 
sincG consulted Mr. Bradford Leslie and the hon’bh'. member on tho loft (Baboo 
KristodasaPal), and they agreed that instead of allowing 1,000 gallons, we should 
allow 1,500 gallons for every rupee of tax paid, and instead of charging one rupee 
for every 1,000 gallons, we should charge one rupee for 1,500 gallons. And, 
further, to protect the poorer classes it was proposed to enact that tlio provisions 
of this section should not have effect or be put in forces in n^spect of any hous^ 
rated at less than Rs. 1,300 a year. Such houst's, under the section as pro¬ 
posed to bo altered, would be allowed a monthly supply of 7,500 gallons, or 
250 gallons per day. Supposing there were sixtiion piu'sons in the hous(‘, that 
would allow to each a supply of fifteen gallons per day. If a person c*li(>se to 
consume a larger quantity of water than fifteen gallons a chij, Mu. Hoijg thought 
it just and equiiablo that sucJi person should bo charged for sueli additional 
supply. Ho did not believe that the section would be put in force to 
any extent: it would merely provide a penal clause in case of a person not 
exercising due control in regard to tho expenditure of water in his house, 
lie would therefore move tho substitution of 1,500 gallons for 1,000, and the 
addition of the following proviso:— 

Provided that the provisions of tliis section shall not bo put in force in respect of 
houses as-essed at less than its. 1,200 per annum.’' 

The IIoN^BLE Baboo Kristodas Pat. said lie was quite willing to' accept 
the compromise proposed by the hon’ble mover. He admittiid tliat it was 
very desirable to check wanton waste of water, but ns lie bad pointed out at tho 
last sitting of the Council, there were other provisions in tluj Bill wjiich 
provided a sufficient chock in that respect. Tho size of tho ferule in small 
bouses was in itself a good and wholesome check, and the penal provisions 
of the Bill would also operate towards that end. Ihit tho section as it stood 
originally contemplated tho wholesale restriction of the supply of water, with¬ 
out any distinction between rich and poor, or tho,sc who wantonly wasted water 
and those who used it economically. The section as now proposc<f to be amended 
left out a large class of persons from its operation, namely all persons who 
occupied houses the assessed value of which was less than Its. 100 a month. 
That exemption would reach a very great portion of tlie poorer and middle 
classes, ana so far it was a great point gained. As regards the quantity of water 
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to be sold for a rupee, it was now proposed to bo raised to 1,500 gallons. He 
would have preferred if it had been raised to 2,000 gallons; but as the hon’ble 
member was not willing to concede that point, he would not press ft, but leave 
it to the sense of tlie Council to decide. The hon’ble member had said 
that it was not the intention to put this provision in force generally. But 
Baboo Kkistodas Pal would not f)ut much faith in discretionary government of 
this kind. The hon’hle member as the present head of the municipality might 
not wish to enforce this section; but wlio knew what his successor might do ? 
Tlie aniendment would, however, to some extent act as a safeguard. 

The IIon’bli!: Mr. Hogg’s amendments were then agreed to, and the section 
as amended was passed. 

Se(!tion 112 enacted that all latrines supplied with water should be provided 
with eisterns. 

The. IIon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved the omission of this section. 
The section recpiired that cisterns should be put up in all latrines and wat(u* 
clos(ifs. He did not think the Council ought to anticipate the Justices in 
a matter of this kind. This matter had never been brought before the Justices, 
nor was he aware that any report had been called for from their Engineer. He 
therefore doubted whetlior tlie Council was in a position to provide by legisla¬ 
tion .for such a question. Practically, the system, as far as he had learned by 
enquiry, had not workc'd satisfactorily, purtieularly in native houses. The 
cistern was tilled by a v<^ry small tube tlirougb which tlio water entered so very 
slowly that it look about half an hour to fill it, and as each man passed out 
the cistern was emptied and it took another half an hour to fill it up. In this way 
the system caust'cl great inconvenienc^o. If the hoii’hle mover dicl not wish that 
latrines in iiativcj housi's should he connected witli the new sewers, he was per¬ 
fectly right in projiosing this section. But he was sure that that was not 
liis object, and was tlierefore of opinion that the provision under consider¬ 
ation ought not to find a place in the Bill. It ought to he left to the discretion 
of tlie Justices to make sueli arraiigcnicnts os they might think fit and con¬ 
venient, and if it w^ore found practicable to adopt the cisteni system, they 
might do so. But he did not think the Council was in a position to legislate 
in the matter. 

"J^he Non’ble Mr. Hogg said tlie system of allowing latrines and closets to 
be connected with the drainage w^orks involved as a necessity that they should 
be supplied at all times, both in the day and niglit, with a full supply of water. 
That necessity could not he st'cured unless the cistern was provided and water 
constantly kept there. That became more necessary now that the Justices 
were not to be compelled to keep up watt;r by pressure at night. If, therefore, 
cisterns wore not provided from 9 o’clock at night to 6 in the morning, there 
would be no water in tlio latrines; consequently they would be either very 
offensive or they would not bo used. That was one substantial objection be 
had to the motion before tlie Council. On sanitary grounds, Mr. Bradford 
Leslie w'as strongly of opinion that the water-supply should not be in any way 
directly connected wnth mtiines, and he alluded to a case in New York in whicn* 
water had become taint(»d by being so connected. That was another reason 
why it was proposed that the water should be discharged into a cistern, and 
from thence into the closet. 'I’hc lion’ble member had said that the effect of 
the section would he to prevent latrines in the northern portion of the town 
being connected with the drainage w'orkb. To that Mr. Hogg would reply that 
it was far better that they should not bo connected than that the latrines should 
be directly connected with the water-supply. 

The iIon’ble Baboo JuGGAiUNUNij Mookeiwee observed that Chapter XVI 
of the Bill empotvered the Justices to frame bye-laws on such matters of detail 
as that to which this section applied. lie thought that this matter should be 
left to be dealt witli by the Justices by a bye-law. 

Tho IIon’ble Mr. IIogg remarked that it was a question of sanitation, and 
therefore of vital importance, and should be laid down in tlie law and not 
bo left to the discretion of the Justices. 

The JIon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said tho hon’blo mover had observed * 
that this provision was absolutely necessary for sanitation. Baboo Kristodas % 

had already pointed out that tho cistern took about half an hour to fill, and 
. ^ponio emptied as each man passed out. The cistern could only be supplied 
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with water by high pressure; and now that the high pressure was confinod to 
three hours a day, the cisterns would be without water during 21 hours, and 
the new drainage system, so far as the connection and cleansing of latrines went, 
would practically come to a dead-look. 

The Hon’sle Mr. Hoog explained that the cistern ought to have a capacity 
of at least 20 gallons; we had refused to allow latrines to be connected with the 
drainage which were not provided with proper cisterns. It was most danger¬ 
ous to do so. 

The Hon’bi.e Mr. Sohai^ch said that the section contained a very necessary 

S revision for general sanitation, and ho thought the system should ho intro- 
uced. With regard to the objection that the cistern coufd only bo filled during 
the hours of high pressure, he tliought that as the latrines were situated on the 
ground floor, the constant pressure of ten feet iluring the day would be sufficient 
to fill the cisterns. He should bo sorry to se(^ th(^ s<M‘.fioii omitted. 

Tho Hon’ble the Advocate-(tenerat. said the difficulty seemed to be in 
regard to latrines in which there might be no cistern. As he understood the 
provision, there must be a cistern before a latrine could bo connected with 
the drainage. The dimensions of tlio cistern wore not given in the Ac.t, and 
must bo regulated by the Jiistic.os, and places which wore too small to hold 
a projior cistern woul<l not be connected. It a))])('ared to him that the Ooimoil 
should adopt every necessary precaution in ordcjr to stjcure the pc?rfect working 
of the system. 

After some further conversation tho motion was negatived, and the section 
was passed as it stood. 

Sections 113 and 114 were agreed to. 

Section 115 gave power to enter premises in order to inspect water-pipes 
and fittings. 

On the motion of thelloN’BLE Baboo Krlstodas Pal, tho following proviso 
was added to the section ; — 

“Provided that nothing heminbefore oontained shall authorize an entry into anv 
room appropriated for tlie zenana or rosidonco of women, wliioh, by the custom of tho country. 
is considered private, unless a notice, in writing, of not loss than four hours bo given.” 

Section 11<> gave power to turn off water where the pipes or fittings were 
out of repair. 

On the motion of the IIon’ble Baboo Dooroa Churn Law an amendment 
was agreed to, requiring 24 hours’ notice in writing before turning off the water. 
Sections 117 to 120 were agreed to. 

Section 121 required that persons executing any work for laying on water 
must hold a license from tho Justices, and provided tliat any licensed plumber 
infringing any ruh's or regulations under wliicli he held his luioiisc*, should be 
liable to have his license cancelled, and to pay a fine not exceeding Rs. 20. 

Tho Hon’ble Baboo Kuistodas Pal moved an amendment to the effect that 
the license should only bo cancelled after a third conviction. Tho object of 
the amondent was to 'reconcile this section with Section 125. Section 125 pro¬ 
vided a penalty of the same kind, hut under that si'ctioii the offender was only 
liable to forfeit his license after a tliird conviction. It would be hard, therefore, 
that under Section 121 tho license should be cancelled on the first conviction. 

The IIon’ble the Advocate-General explained that the two things were 
different; the one was for disobedience of orders, and the other merely for bad 
work. 

The Hon’RLE Mr. IIooo observed that Section 125 was not for tho protec¬ 
tion of the Justices, but of the public, who were put to much inconvenience on 
account of the careless work done. 

Tho motion was negatived, and the section passed as it stood. 

Sections 122, 123, and 124 were agreed to. 

Section 125 provided a penalty of Rs. 20 and forfeiture of license 
after a third conviction for bad work done by a licensed plumber. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Krtstodas Pal said he had been anticipated on this 
point in tho discussion on Section 121. Ho thought the occujuer, employing 
a licensed plumber, who supplied bad materials and gave bad work, should bo 
protected, and ho therefore moved the insertion of the following words ‘‘ and 
shall forfeit all claim against his employer for such works done or such fittings 
supplied.” 
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The Hon’ble Me. Hoog thought that that question ou^ht to bo left to the 
decision of a civil court; it was hardly a provision for special legislative enact¬ 
ment. 

The Hon’ble the Advocate-Geneiul observed that it was often a question 
of opinion as to what constituted bad materials or bad workmanship; that would 
be a question for tlie decision of a Court of Justice; the pinmter might in 
such a case recover under a quantum meruit. 

The Hon’ulk Mr. Dampirr would call attention to the effect of Sections 123 
and 125. Under the former section, the Engineer of the Justices might refuse 
to conne(;t a house with the water-supply if the fittings which had been put 
on were not executed to his satisfaction. Then, although the house so fitted 
was not connected with the water-works, and so the bad work could not affect 
the Justices, yet the Justices might interfere and cause the plumber to be 
fined. Mr. Dampier did not objec.t to the cancellation of a license after 
a third conviction. But if the Justices refused to connect the house with the 
ivatcr-supply because the fittings were bad, why should the plumber be ren* 
dcrod liable to a fine in their interest. How did tho matter concoi'n them until 
a connection was allowed ? 

Tho IIon’ble Mr. IIogo explained that the provisions of Section 125 were 
entirely for the protection of the owners and occiiphirs of houses. The Justices 
were asked to connect with their mains a house in which fittings had been put on. 
The Engineer certified that the work was badly done and declined to connect 
the works, and the owner was put to great inconvenience therefrom. He had to 
pay a large sum for the fittings, and Jie was unable to connect them on account 
of bad work. Then, by this section, the Justices were empowered to step in 
and to save trouble to tho occupier by having tho plumber fined. There 
did not seem to Mr. Hogg to bo any inconsistency between the two sections 
or ai^ error in the drafting. 

The Hon’blk the Advocate-Generat. said tlic chief objection to the amend¬ 
ment seemed to bo that ilio conviction of the plumber, and the adjudication of 
his claim against his employer, wore made to d(pend upon the certificate of the 
Engineer. It transfen’cd the right of judgment from the court to the Engineer 
of tho Justices, Sujiposo tho Justices got a conviction on the certificate of the 
Engineer, and tlio plumbiT afterwards satisfied a civil court that the mate¬ 
rials and work were sufficiently good ? 

After some further conversation the amcndinciit was by leave withdrawn, 
and tho section was amended so as to leave tlie determination of the quality 
of tho materials and workmanship supplied to the convicting officer. 

Sections 126 to 1»‘12 were agreed to. 

Section provided that occupier on whoso requisition works for the 
supply of water were introduec'd in a house, should bear the expense of keeping 
such works in substantial repair. 

Tho Hon’ble Baboo Dookga Churn IjAW moved the omission of theworda 


on whose rccpiisition works for the supply of water shall have been intro¬ 
duced in any house.” Ho tluniglit tlioso words were hardly necessary, and 
were calculated to defeat tlio object of the section. If it was obligatGry on the 
owner to introduce water works in his house for the convenience of ihe^ 


occupier, the occupier, whether the works were introduced at his requisition 
or not, ought to bear tlic expense of keeping them in repair. 

Tho Hon’ble the Ai)vocate-Up:neral would support the amendment. 
Tho words, as they stood, would only make the occupier, on whoso requisition 
tho works were executed, liable to pay for the repairs. He thought that every 
occupier should be bound to keep the water-works in repair. 


Tho Hon’ble Mu. Hoqo said it might haj^pon that very soon after an occu¬ 
pier wont into a house he might find the whole of tho water-works out of repair, ■ 
and might bo called upon to put the whole of them into thorough repair. To 
do that would necessitate the breaking up of a large portion of the wBlIs of 
the house, and^ it would bo very hard upon the occupier to undergo such great 
expense. Besides, tho owner received from the occupier interest at the rate of 
12 per^ cent, for tho money ho expended in tho construction of thw) waters 
worL^ if done on the requisition of tho occupier; and in cases where the works 
were in existence at tho time of tho entry of the occupier, something would bo 
added to the rent of tho house on the ground that water had been laid on. 
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The Hon’ble Mr. Schalch observed that when the works were executed 
on the requisition of the occupier, they would be new, and would require 
little or no expenditure to keep them in repair during the tenancy of that 
occupier. In sucli a case there would be no hardship in requiring the occupier 
to keep the water-works in repair. But in otlier cases, when a tenant took a 
house which had water laid on, the fittings might have been put on ten years 
before; he would have to pay additional rent for water being laid on, and might 
afterwards find all the pipes corroded; and it would be very hard for him to 
have to repair them when he had no opportunity of examining them, and could 
not have known the condition in which they wore. The water-works, after 
once they were laid on, became a part of the house, and tho cost of repairing 
them should bo borne hy tho landlord. 

The IIon’ule Mb. IIogg explained that the intention of the section was 
that when works were put in at the requisition of tho occupier he should repair 
them; in other cases it should be a matter of contract between tho parties. 

The Hon’bljs Mu. Dampieu thought tho section should proviae distinctly 
who should bear the expense of repairing the water-works. Leases were 
ordinarily executed with an agreement on the part of tho owner to keep the 
house wind and water-tight. 8uch leases -would not touch tlie question of 
keeping the water-works in repair. And if an occupier found the water- 
fittings out of repair, his state would be worse than if pij)(\s had never been 
laid at all bringing water to the house; for in that case lu* might insist under 
the Act on the owner putting up fittings to supply the house with water ; whereas 
he would have no moans of making the owner repair the fittings if out of 
order. Mr. Dampier thought that unless there was a contract to the contrary, the 
owner should be bound to keep tho water-works in repair. 

On tlie motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Dampier tho section was then amended 
so as to stand thus:— 

“ Except in the oaso of a speoia) agrooment to the contrary, tho owner of any house or 
land Bhall bear the expense of keeping all works connected with the supply of water to such 
house or land in substantial repair. Provided that nothing in this section shall affect the 
liabilities cf parties under leases executed or made previous to tbo passing of the Act.” 

Sections 134 to 137 wore agreed to. 

Sections 138 to 143 provided for the preparation and passing of the police 
budget. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved that sections 138 to 143 be 
omitted from the Bill. He said that these sections relatc‘d to the police budget. 
The Select Committee, in considering these sections, had placed before 
them the views of the Government, as represented hy^ tho hon’ble member in 
charge of the Bill. They were informed that the Government was not now 
* disposed to continue to the Justices the power of controlling the police in any 
way, and as far as the consideration of the police budget was concerned, the 
Justices therefore, although it was not stated in so many words, would be 
reduced to the position of message bearers.” It would be in this wise: tlie 
Commissioner of Police would send up tho budget to the Justices, and the 
Aistices would hand it up to Government; the Justices should raise tho police- 
rate, and Government wf)uld disburscj the money. This was practi(jally the scope 
and object of the liill as amended by a majority of tlie Select Committee. 
He did not know how far the position assumed by tho hon’ble member in 
charge of the Bill had been influenced by Government, but he submitted that 
that position reflected upon the Justices as a body, and he was not aware that 
any cause had been given to Government for such a courses It was in 1867 
that the police-rate was first imposed by the Government upon the people of 
Calcutta. Previous to that, the whole of tho police charges had been borne by 
Government, who controlled the police and mot its expenses. In 1865, Baboo 
Kristodas Pal believed, when Sir Charles Trevelyan was Finance Minisfer, the 
Government of India decided that towns in the country should be called upon 
to bear the greater portion of the police charges, and that in the case of 
Calcutta it was resolved that the Municipality should bear three-fourths and 
the Government one-fourth. That resolution of tho Government of India was 
embodied in Act XI of 1867. With a view to give the rate-payers a voice in 
the police administration of the towm, the Justices were vested with tho pow(^ 
of considering and passing the police budget. From 1867 up to that time this 
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system had been in operation, and Baboo Kbtstodas Pal would appeal to the 
hon’ble member in charge of the Bill to say whether at any time there had 
been any undue interference by the Justices with the action of the Commis¬ 
sioner of Police or the Government in the administration of the police. It was 
meet, ho thought, tliat tlie Justices, as representatives of the rate-payers, should 
have a voice in the administration of the funds which were raised by them. 
That being the case, he did not see any good or valid reason why the power 
wliich liad been exercisi'd theretofore by the Justices without detriment to 
the police, should now be withdrawn. It was urged in Select Committee that 
there might arise some (‘ontingencies which might render the relations between 
the Justicc^s and the Governnnuii anomalous, something in the womb of future 
which <ioul(l not now be antiiupated. But if the Government was anxious, as 
he bi'lieved it W'as, to extend a measure of self-government, it was a curious 
way of expn\ssing its anxiety by withdrawing a power which the Justices had 
long possessed and which they had never abused. He was sorry to see that his 
colleague Hon^ble Mr. Brookes) was not there that day to express the views 
of the European community; but from what he said in the Select Committee, 
Baboo Kuistodas Pai. believed that the views which Mr. Brookes expressed 
were shared by the non-oflicial community generally. It would be painful to 
liiin, as well as to the other non-bificial members of the Council, if tlie question 
was made an issue between the Government and them; but Baboo Kkistodas 
Pal hoped that the Government would on further con.sidcration admit the 
importance of the subject, and nyt take any hasty action in the matter. But, 
as he had said, the Justices had done nothing to forfeit the confidence which 
the present law nqiosed in them; on the contrary, the Justices, while criticising 
the police budget, and making suggestions now and then, had uniformly passed 
it in its integrity. He thought it was assuming too much to say that the power 
was likely to be abused, and that therefore it ought to bo withdrawn. lie 
might point out that since the maintenance of the police had devolved on the 
town, there had been a tendency to increased police expenditure; but he 
believ(Ki the hon’ble mover would admit that the .Justices had in no way 
meddled. They were well aware that polic.e arrangements ought *tiot to 
rashly interfered with, and that one man should, if practicable, rule over the 
jiolico, and that that man ought to bo the Commissioner of Police ; and with 
that view, if they had any important suggestions to make in respect of police 
administraiioli, they ought to go through their Chairman who was Commis¬ 
sioner of Police, and they had done so. Having regard to these facts, and 
believing that it was much better that the Justices should bo altogether 
relieved of all connection with the police than that they should have placed 
lioforc them a m(*re sliadow without the substance, he would jiropose that these 
sections be onjitted, and that the old sections of the existing Act be restored. 

The IIon’ble JHu. IIooo said he could not accept the amendment. The 
object of Sections l.'kS to of the Bill was, in fact, to give effect to the law as 
it stood. The Calcutta police was (ioiistltuted under Act IV of 1866 of this 
Council, and by that A(it was entirely under the control and orders of the 
Cfovornment. Iltj thought it would be conceded by the Council that the poliJI 
of tho metropolis of India could not bo placed under any other control 
than that of the Government of Bengal; and for the Justices to desire 
to have any A'oico in the direct administration of the affairs of tho police, 
was to wish for more than could bo conceded to them. When the 
expenditure of the police was imj)osod on the Municipality, it was provided that 
the Commissioner of Police should submit to the Justices a budget of expendi- 
tm-e under Act XI of 1807; and by Section 5 of that Act it was left to the 
discretion of tho .Justices to pass or to reject or to modify and to submit the 
budget as passed or modified by them to tho Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal. 
It woilld be clear to tho ('oimcil that that section was entirely antagonistic 
to the principle upon wliitih the police was constituted as laia down under 
Act IV of 1866; so much so that the late Advocate-General (^Mr, Cowie) waa 
of opinion that Section .5 of Act XI of 1867 was practically inoperative, as it ’ 
set aside the principle of Act IV of 1866. It was true that the Justices up to 
this time had never endeavoured to interfere in the administration of the pouce, 
and had always accepted, with perhaps slight modifications, the budget the 
Cdtemissioner of Police had submitted. But it was ob^dous that misunderstandings 
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might possibly arise, and the Justices might claim to exercise the discre¬ 
tion which was apparently vested in them. In order. to do away with 
the possibility of any such misunderstanding, it was proposed by tlie Hill 
that the Commissioner of Police should lay before the Justices year by 
year an estimate of expenditure on account of police, and that it should 
bo the duty of the Justices to forward the budget to Govcrninont with any 
remarks which the Justices might think fit to ofter. That gave to the Justices 
full opportunity for an expression of tluur opinion and remonstrance against 
any additional expenditure proposed by the Cominissioiuir of Police; but loft 
to the local Government to decide on the strength and cost of the police. 
That, he thought, was the proper principle that should be adopted by the 
legislature. It was })rocisely the same {)rocedure as that which existed at 
Hombay and Madras. The Madras Act IX of 1807, Section 9, provided that 
after the date of the Act the Municipal Commissioners should jiay into the Bank 
every month such sum as the local Gov(*niment might direct for the maintenance of 
the police. If they turned to the Hombay Act, tliey femnd that under Sc(5tion 80 of 
Act HI of 1872, the Bombay Municipality were requiied similarly under the 
orders of the Government to })ay into the Bank .)£ l^ombay sucli sum as the 
Government chose to direct. Tlie.se were two analagous cases, and lie di<l not 
see why the Justices should claim greater power than the municipalities of 
Madras and Bombay. For these reasons he trusted the Coun(;il would adopt tlie 
provisions of the Bill as they stood. 

The Hon’bletue Actinc^ Advocate-Generai. said it appeared to him that no 
great liardship was imposed on the Justices by an alteration of the existing 
law. As far as he could make out, tlu^y had no control over the police. That 
was entirely under the Commissioner of Police, subject to the orders oE tlw^ 
local Governnumt. The only matter with whicli the Municipality had to deal 
was the imposition and collection of the police-rate. It was provided that 
the amount of the estimate passed should, after deducting thenrfrom siudi 
amount as might from time to time be allowed by tlie (jovernuumt, from the 
general revenues, towards the maintenance of the ])oli(ro force, be paid to the 
Lieutenant-Governor by the Justices out of tlie annual jiroceeds of the jiolice 
rate. So that tlio Justices had to supply that amount out of the police rate, 
and not out of the general revenues of the Municijiality. Then, could it be 
said that the mere olfcct of collecting tlie inoni'y ought to gi|rc ilu'm that 
controlling influence which the presimt law allowed tluMuy Under th<i present 
law, the Municipality had the right of rejecting the budget altogether. In the 
event of the budget being rejected, it. could not go uj) to Govermnmit at all. 
It appeared to him that they ought not to have the power of rejecting the 
budget altogether; they ought not to liave tlu^ power of rejecting a budget on 
a subject on whi(!h they could have no proper information nor any sullici<*nt 
knowledge, and he thought that the argument which sought to enforc,e tlu* 
principle of the present law was somewhat specious. The polic.e rate was colh'ctt»d 
for the maintenance of tlu? police and ludd in trust, and h(^ really did not see 
t^t the Justices should have any control over tlie obje<;t for which they wen* 
collected unless they had some voice over the objects to wliicli that fund was 
devoted. He thought that in this ease there was no hardship imposed, and 
that the amendment in tlie Bill was in the right direction. It prevented 
a possible collision which might take place hetweoii the Government and the 
Municipality. It had been said, with great irutli, that no instance could be 
shown in which the police budget had been rcjectc'd by the Justices. Tliat 
circumstance proved clearly that the power of rejection was one which w'as 
not reemired, inasmiicli as it had never been used; and further, that it was 
not likely to bo used, except in some extraordinary cases. What w'ould bo tluj 
effect, suppose the power was used ? It would, in the event of the rcj(‘ctioii 
of the budget on the ground of excessive expenditure, be an an im ad version on 
tho conduct of the Commissioner of Police and the Government for having 
submitted such a polic,e budget! Such a state of things w as not desirable, and 
was never contemplated; and ho thought that proper criti( i.sm by tlie Justices 
would be duly considered. As far as he could see, looking at the matter 
from a disinterested point of view,—for he had no sympathy one way or the 
other,—^he thought the Justices had no right to complain if the arbitrary power 
of rejection was taken away. They could be heard now as loudly as before, 
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and they might collect the police-rate, though they had no control over the 
e:ipeuditure of that rate. He would oppose the amendment on this ground, 
that beyond collecting the rate the Justices had no ccmtrol; and the more effect 
of collecting the rate did not entitle them to have a control in rejecting the 
budget. 

The IIon’ble Baboo Kristooas Pal wished to say a few words in reply. 
Wliile appreciating the feelings which had prompted the hon’blo and learned 
Advocate-General to address the Council, he regretted that he could not agree 
witli him. But ho seemed to have lost sight of the fact that when the police- 
rate was first imposed upon the town by Government, it was, if ho (Baboo 
Kuistodas Pal remembered it aright, distinctly declared that a share should 
be given to the people in the administration of the police; that, in fact, 
the people should be invited to take a part in that administration. That 
having been the object of the new police administration, tlio principle was 
recognized in the Act of 1807. That principle had been in operation for the 
last eight years, and it was admitted that it worked fairly. It was now 
proposed to go back and make the .Justices only tax-collectors. He would ask 
whether such a position—ho meant the position assumed under the new[ 
sections—was consistent with tlie previous declarations of Govommeiit and 
its present professions for ilu^ extension of local self-government. Then the 
hon’blo and learned member had pointed out that th<? fact that the .Justices had 
not oxere/ised the power of interference witli the budget showed tliat there was 
no necessity for it. Might it not be said that the knowledge of thes circumstance 
that the budget of the Commissioner of Police would be sifted by the Justices 
might have influenced that ollic.er to frame it in such a way as to disarm 
criticism, and that the present law had liad that good moral effect upon him ? 
Then it had been said that the witlidrawal of the j)ower would cause no hard¬ 
ship to the .1 usticos. But undeservedly it would imply a want of confidence in 
the Justices. The hon^blc mover had pointed out that under Act IV of 1866 the 
police was entirely under the direct control of Government. lie admitted it. 
^^ction 8 provid(^d that the strength at which the police of (Calcutta sliould be 
maintained should be fixed by the local Government, subject to the sanction of the 
(xovernment of India; so that its ultimate control was vested in the Governor- 
General of India in Council, and not, as the hon’ble member had stated, in the 
Bengal Govc^ament. The final control b('ing vested in the Government of India, 
it was suggested in Select (Jomrnittce that, with a view to provide against such 
cumtingciiicjos as had been apprehended, it might be (mjoined that in case of 
any difference of opinion between the Justices and the Government of Bengal 
with reltTenco to any item of ])olice ex])enditure, the decision of the Govern¬ 
ment of India should be declared conclusive. But that amendment was not 
accepted by the hon’blo member in cJiarge of the Bill. Baboo Kuistodas Pal 
was still willing to propose such an amendment if th«'. Council would accept it. 
He did not wish that there should be no supervision of Government over the 
police, or that the decision of ihe Justices should be final in case of any 
difference of opinion between the Commissioner of Police and the Justic^ 
or the local Government. Ho would follow the theory of the law laid down m 
Act IV of 1806, that the ultimate control of the police bo vested in the 
Government of India; that the final decision should rest in all matters witli 
that Government; and if the Council would accept such an amendment, he 
would be prepared to move it. 

Ills Honor tite President said—I may say at once that I for one cannot 
in any respect accept the amendment which thij hon’ble member has proposed. 
It would be wholly out of the question to place the Government of Bengal and 
the Justices in (Jalcutta as now constituted two parallel bodies who may have a 
difference of opinion, which difference should be submitted to the Government 
of India for decision. 

As regards tlio general question, I desire to disclaim on the part of the 
Government of B(?ngal any intention whatever to take away from the Justices 
any substantial portion of the power wliich they now enjoy. The fact is, as 
stated by the hou'hle member in charge of the Bill, that the power of fixing the 
strength of the police has been by the section already (j[uoted (Section 8 of 
Act IV of 1866) retained by the Government of Bengal, subject, of course, to the 
sanction of the Government of India. The Council are aware that in all matters 
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of finance arid strength of establishments, there rests in the Government of 
India, in the Financial Department, the ultimate power of control. In all 
matters of finance such control is necessary in order that the finances may 
bo kept together. That is as well the case in regard to the provincial 
services. There is no sort of expenditure, from the largest to the smallest, 
which is not liable to the ultimate control of the Government of India. In 
that respect 1 do not perceive that the expenditure on account of the Calcutta 
police in any way differs from any other expenditure, and in any way confers 
any higher power on the Government of Bengal, As I understand tlio question, 
it is, as stated by tlie hon’ble member in charge of the Bill, that thorcj is 
just a possible conflict between the provisions of Act IV of 1866 and the 
provisions of Act XI of 1867. The fact is that the terms of Section 6 of 
Act XI of 1867 are quite unscientifically drawn. 1 say it with all deference to 
the legal gentlemen who drafted the Act of 1867. From a drafting point 
of view it may moan more or less, according to the interpretation which indivi¬ 
duals may put uyxm it; but it is extremely doubtbil whether Boclion 5 of the 
Act really interftTos with Section 8 of Act IV of 1»S66. Act IV of 1866 gives 
the Government the power of fixing the strength of the police force. The 
Act of 1867 gives powoi; to the Justices to pass or to reject or to modify the 
budget. The preparation of a budget is a more financial process relating to an 
establishment otherwise fixed, and would ordinarily be little more than fixing 
the details of expenditure, 'riiere might be discussion on a budget as to 
whether for such and such a given strength it is necessary to provide such and 
such a sura; for instance a sum which was entered us five and a lialf laklis 
of rupees should be fixed at five lakhs or vice, %)er%A and so on. In sucli a dis¬ 
cussion many important finamual points would arise without liowever touching 
the fundamental point, namely the strength of the establishment. The jirocess 
of preparing a budg<».t would not ordinarily mean more than that. But 
looking to the ambiguity of the expression used in the Act, it is possible 
that some particular jierson, oven some h^gal authority, may put a different 
construction ujion that provision, and may say that the power of passing 
or rejecting the budget really means the power of interfering with the 
strength of the establishment. I believe, however, that that is not the correct 
ordinary financial acceptation of the term passing a budget.” But I feel sure 
that the legislature of that day, if they understood that the accepting or modify¬ 
ing of a budget meant a substantial alteration of the power given by the Act 
of 1866, would never liavc passed such a provision. 1 believe that what I 
have stated is tlio ordinary financial acceptation of the term passing or modify¬ 
ing a budget, which is a perfectly practical arrangement. That, I am con¬ 
vinced, is the real meaning of the legislature. I cannot conceive that the 
legislature had any other intention whatever. But looking to the importance 
of the matter and the jiossibility of a different, and perhaps embarrassing 
interpretation being put on this section, I cordially concur with what has 
fallen from the hon’blo member in charge of tile Bill and the learned 
Advocate-General, that the present opportunity should bo taken to put a good 
interpretation on these two apparently conflicting enactments, and to enact 
an arrangement which should be workable and practical. For although I 
entirely accept what the ITon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal has said as to the 
desire of the local Government to accord a reasonable amount of sclf-govorn- 
mont to the Municipality, yet, with all deference to him, I must say at onco 
that, however great concessions wo may make in that direction, wo cannot 
make the concession go to the extent of giving over to the Justices the power 
of regulating the strength and constitution of the police in the metropolis of 
Bengal. Tliat is a very important power, and, under certain circumstances, 
may be of vital importance; and however great may bo our confidence in the 
power of the Justices to regulate their municipal affairs, we cannot go so far as 
to give over to them such a very large amount of power as to fix and 
determine the strength of the force which is to keep the metropolis in order. 
I will therefore hope that the Council will see fit to pass the sections as they 
stand.” 

The motion was then put and negatived, and Sections 138 to 143 of the 
Bill wore agreed to. 

Sections 144 to 151 wore agreed to. 
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Section 152 provided a penalty of Rs. 100 for neglecting to give inform¬ 
ation of births or deaths. 

The IIon’ble Raboo Dooroa Cuurn Law moved the substitution of Rs. 20 
for Rs. 100. The penalty imposed was, in his opinion, too heavy. Considering 
the largo number of ignorant classes that would have to be dealt with under 
this section, it would be a great hardship if any Magistrate took it into 
his head to levy the full penalty under the section, and he therefore thought 
that the maximum penalty should not exceed Rs. 20. 

I'lie Hon’ble Mr. Hogg observed that in the case of a poor person a fine 
of Rs. 100 would no doubt be very heavy. But in the case of a person who 
absolutely declined to conform to the provisions of the law,. he certainly 
thought the maximum penalty would not be too heavy. 

'riio IIon’ble thr Advocate-General said he should support the amend¬ 
ment. lie was for limiting discretion, in every case, as much as possible. 
Iversons who wore likely to be offenders under this section would not belong 
to the wealthy classes. The object should be to secure generally the objects 
of the section, and ho thought a fine of Rs. 20 was sufficient. 

The motion was carried, and the section as amended was agreed to. 

Sections 153 to 108 were agreed to. 

Section 109 provided that the gross proceeds of the lighting-rate should 
bo applied to the purposes of lighting, ‘‘ but the Justices may expend, out of 
the Municipal Fund, such fuyther suras as may from time to time be requisite 
for the purchase, setting up, clearing, and maintenance of lamps, lamp-posts, 
pipes, and other necessary apparatus.” 

Ilio ITon’ble Baboo ICristodas Pal moved the omission of the words quoted. 
He had stated at the last sitting that the produce of the increased assessments 
had been so large that the Lighting-rate Fund was now self-supporting, and the 
Council ought therefore to take the opportunity afforded by this Bill to omit 
the power given to the Justices to make contributions from the General Fund 
to tlio Lighting-rate Fund. If the illumination of the town depended upon the 
Lighting-rate Fund, then there would be economy practised in its administra¬ 
tion ; otlierwise there might be extravagance. 

The IIon’ble Mu. Hogg said it was suggested in tlicBill, as introduced, that 
the lighting-rate should be fixed at 2^ per cent. The hon’blo member objected 
to increase the rate, ]>ut thought that this power to make contributions from the 
General Pund should be given. But now, having obtained in Committee the 
altt*ration of the 2^ per cent, to 2 per cent., he proposed to omit the power to 
make contributions from the General Fund. His hon’ble friend should remem¬ 
ber that the whole of the town was not at present lighted as it should be. True 
it was that all the chief public streets in the European portion of the town were 
liglited with gas, and although the chief streets in the native portion of the 
town were also so lighted, there were many lanes in that quarter which required 
better lighting. Under the Bill as it now stood, the tlustices would only be 
entitled to levy a rate of 2 per cent. But as that would not be enough to 
provide for exceptional expenditure it was proposed that charges on account 
of lamps, lamp-posts, and the like, might be paid by a grant from the Municipal 
Fund. He believed that the majority of the Justices were unwilling to exercise 
this power, but he thought the Council would do wisely in enabling the Justices 
to do so if they thought it advisable. 

The Hon^ble Baboo Kristodas Pal said the hon’ble mover was correct in 
saying that he (Baboo Kristodas Pal) had objected to the increase of the 
lighting-rate and consented to power bein^ given to the Justices to make con¬ 
tributions from the General Fund, if necessity arose. But circumstances 
had since changed. There had been a large accession to the Lighting-rate 
Fund. Formerly one per cent, of lighting-rate produced one lakh of rupees, 
whereas it now yielded Rs. 1,18,000, so tliat the Justices would have an addi¬ 
tional revenue of Rs. 36,000 from the two per cent rate. That was the reason 
why he thought it was not now necessary to give the Justices power to make 
contributions to the Lighting-rate Puna from the general revenues of the 
municipality. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg observed that the proceeds of the lighting-rate just 
covcjtid the current expenditure on account of lighting. The Justices had for 
a series of years annuiuly sanctioned a grant of Rs. 20,000 to the General Fund, 
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and that was without any exceptional expenditure for providing lamps, lamp- 
posts,^ &c.; 80 that if tliey desired to extend gas-lighting throughout the town, 
especially the northern portion of the town, the power to make contributions 
for such extensions should be given. 

The motion was by leave withdrawn, and the section passed as it stood. 

Sections 170 to 179 were agreed to. 

Section 180 specified the conditions under which the Justices miglit declare 
private streets to be deemed public. 

On the motion of the Hon^hle Baboo Kristodas Pal, the consent of three- 
fourths of the owners of houses in such streets was rendered necessary before the 
Justices could declare any such street to be public. 

Sections 181 and 182 were agreed to. 

Section 18*8 provided that the doors and ground-floor windows of houses 
were not to open outwards upon any street. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved an amendment, with tlie object 
of confining the operation of the section to doors and windows “ hung or placed 
subsequent to the 1st June 18G3,” the date of tae commencement of Act VI 
of 1868, the existing municipal law. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Hogg said the section was drafted precisely as tho exist¬ 
ing law stood. The object was to compel tlie owners of houses, in which 
doors and windows opened on the street, to hang them so as to open inwards. 
Tho opening of such doors and windows outwards was unobjectionable before 
tlie foot-paths were constructed, as they opened over tlie drain, and did not 
obstruct traffic. But now it would not only obstruct tho traffic; on the foot¬ 
path, but become absolutely dangerous to tae passers-by. In the interests of 
the public, he considered it absolutely necessary that the section should stand 
as it was. 

The motion was by leave withdrawn, and tho section passed as it stood. 

Sections 184 and 185 were agreed to. 

Section 180 provid(?d for the removal of existing projections from houses, 
and the^conditions under wliich compensation should be made in such cases. 

Tlie Hon’ble the Advocate-General drew attention to tho portign of this 
section, wliich provided that if tho projection was lawfully made, tlie Justices 
should make reasonable compensation to any person who sufl'ered damage by 
the removal, and if any dispute should arise touching tho amount of such 
compensation, the same should bo settled in the; manner provided for tho settle¬ 
ment of disputes, damages, and expenses. Su]»poso the dispute were whether 
the pre^jection was lawful or unlawful; suppose tho right of comjiensation was 
denied, lliero was no provision for tho decision of tlio question whether tho 
projection was lawful or unlavHful, but only as to tho amount of compensation. 

The IIon’ble Mr. Hogg thought that undc^r the socition tho question of 
a projection being lawful or unlawful would depend iqion tho date upon which 
the proiection was erected: the section only applied to proieciions erected before 
1st June 1863. 

After some further conversation tho section was amended, on the motion 
of the IIon’ble Mr. Dampier, providing that the right to compensation as well as 
the amount of compensation should be the subject of settlement in the manner 
provided in the Bill. 

Sections 187 to 209 were agreed to. 

Section 210 provided that no latrine should bo constructed within fifty feet 
of a tank. 

The Hon’ble Baboo Kristodas Pal moved tho addition to the section of 
the following proviso:— 

“Provided that tho Juetioes shall not withhold assent, if any lalrino, urinal, cesspool, 
house drain, or ohtcr receptacle ho construisted witli masonry.” 

He said that this section, if allowed to pass without modification, was 
calculated to prove a source of great practical inconvenience to tho native com- 
miuiity. It would lead to tho demolition of all latrines in native houses situated 
in tho vicinity of tanks. The object of tlic provision, he understood, was to 

I irevent the jicrcolation of hccal matter into tanks by reason of the vicinity of 
atrincs, urinals, and drains. But ho contended that if they wore constructed 
of masonry, there would bo no danger of sucli percolation, and ho hoped 
therefore tno Council would consent to tho amendment he proposed. 
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The Hon’blb Mr. IIogo said he did not think it Would be wise to adopt 
the amendment. As a fact, the matter would not be less offensive if it came 
from a pacca than from a kutcha latrine or drain. Having regard to the health 
of the town generally, he thought it would not be advisable to allow latrines to 
bo constructed close to tanks used for the purpose of drinking or other domestic 
purposes. 

His Honor the President asked whether it was not possible for percola¬ 
tion to go on through masonry, by means of some chink or other? From 
experience in various parts of India, he believed there was nothing more 
dangerous than to have anything like a latrine in the vicinity of tanks or wells. 
That one thing was probably more frequently the cause of outbreaks of cholera 
than anything else. It was quite possible for percolation to go on oven 
through masonry; water would find its way almost through anything. Though 
he <|uiie concurred in the inconvenience described by the hon1[)lc member who 
moved the amendment, ho entreated the native members of the Council to be 
extremely particular in legislating in regard to latrines in the proximity of tanks. 
The inconvenience spoken of was better than the risk of infection. Even where 
tanks in the vicinity of latrines were used only for washing and bathing 
pur}) 08 e 8 , he knew of eases of terrible disease breaking out, probably caused 
by that very thing; and if the provision of the section was good for kutcha 
latrines atid drains, ho thought it was almost equally necessary for pucca 
drains. Water would ooze through almost anything. 

The motion was negatived, and the section passed as it stood. 

Section 211 was agreed to. 

The Council was then adjourned to Saturday, the 27th instant. 
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SUPPRESSION OP DAOOITY IN BENGAL. 


Circular No. 61, dated 30th November 1S75. 

From—R. L. Manoi.es, Esq., Officiating Secretary to the Government of Bengal, 

To—All CommissioucTS. 

I AM directed to invito youi’ particul'ir al tent ion to tlic remarks recorded 
by the Lieutenant-Governor in paracfraphs 22 and 28 of hia Kesolution 
on the Annual Keport of the Police Dep irtment for the year 1871, and to 
request that you will impress upon every Di^^triet Mai:;;istra(e, and upon every 
District Superintendent of Police in your division, tli.d tin? Liculoniint-Governor 
is determined that the continued prevalence of Uni ciiiiio of dacuity will not 
be tolerated in these proviiKjea, and that active ami c'noi*>:etie means shall be 
taken for its suppression. During* the past year 1(35 dacoitics were committed 
in Bengal, as against J350 in 187^3, and the Jdeulennnt-tJovc'rnor observes that, 
as compared with 1870, there has been an incrv>asc of this crime during each 
successive year. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor is willing to admit that in some instances 
this crime is committed by pructisc'd criminals, who, travelling from distant 
districts by rail or river, commit depredations in districts where no previous oppor¬ 
tunities of prevention could have bicn taken, lie is, ho^^cvel^ of opinion, and 
in this ho finds that his views are similar to those entertaiiird hy his predecessor, 
that at the present day daeoitics arc chhdly the work of local b id characters, 
whose movements it is well wiihin the power of tlio local authorities to Avatch 
and control. The Lieutenant-Governor is also preiian'd to admit that daeoitics 
attended with marked attrocitios are not so frt'qmmt now as formerly, and that 
many which now occur are of a comparatively petty description. His Honor, 
however, considers lliat it is none the h‘ss di'^crodiiablc to the administration, 
and to the existing and expensive organization of the police force, with selected 
European olllccrs"placed in special ciiargo in each district, that such crimes 
should occur so frequently; and in drawing attention to the above remarks, and 
those recorded by tno Lieutenant-Governor in his Kesolution on the Police 
Report as to the crime being for the most part provimtihlo, 1 am to say that 
if in future the (wirue eonlinucs to be of fn'quciit occurrence in any district, 
His Honor is resolved to luddtho District Mugi-^trate ao 1 t^ie Di^urict Superin¬ 
tendent responsible in the mutter, and to place Ibem on Ineir dclenco. 

8. As to the moans to be adopted in any district lor the repression of tlio 
crime, Sir lliebard Temple is willing to h’avo much to Ibo discretion of tho 
local authorities, who cannot be relieved of their rcsponsiliilities in the matter. 
He would suggest, how^cver, that much useful informatinn migiit be extracted 
by patient and judieions enquiries from convieied daeoiU undergoing their 
sentences in jail, and His Iloiior will be prepared to give', favorable consideration 
to tho case of any prisoner who may be induced to give such information as has 
led to tho tracing and breaking up of any existing gangs of dacoits. Allot lu^r 
method, which has been follow^od with advantage in certain districts, is the 
payment for such information a.s actualy leads to results in the capture of gangs; 
and tho Lieutenant-Governor, relying upon tlio discretion of Commissioners to 
secure tho proper application of the money, wdll, on their representations, bo 
willing to place funds to a limited c.xteut at their disposalffur sccicl service 
of this description. 

4. But above all, and as tlio most important matter, the Lieut onautr 
Governor must insist upon tho movements of persona known to be of had 
character, or whoso habits are suspected, being svstcmalieallywaf<ihcd, and upon 
the officers of one district giving timely information to those of.neighbouring 
districts in case such poisons are found to have left their homes. If tlie 
prescribed register of convicts released on expiry of simteiice, and of persona 
of notorious bad livelihood, has been properly kept up at each police station, 
every person, in each district, whoso movements require to be Avatched should 
be well known to the officers in chargo of police stations, and tho responsi¬ 
bilities of these officers and of inspectors of di^idons under tho rules relating 
to tiho keopino- of this register should bo strictly enforced. The services of 
the rural polled also should bo much more utilized in these matters than is 
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apparently at present the case; and as the Lieutenant-Governor is prepared, on 
the application of the local authorities, to extend to any regulation district the 
provisions of Act VI (B.C.) of 1870, no difficulty should now be experienced in 
the payment of chowkoedars, and in securing loyal service on their part. 

6. In the non-regulation districts, and in some of the regulation districts, 
valuable assistance may also be obtained from ghatwals and other rural police 
of this description, wlio, when justly dealt with, and secured in possession of 
their lands, have not unfrcquently been found of much use. 

6. In conclusion, I am to say that the Tieutenant-Governor will await 
a report at the end of this cold weather on the special measures which have 
been adopted in your division for the repression of dacoity and of their result.

I JiAYR the honor to submit, for tho information and approval of Govern¬ 
ment, copy of a letter No. 128 of 9th November 1875, from the Magistrate of 
Balasore, giving cover to an offer from llai Shamanund De, Bahadoor, to 
found two scholarships of Rs. 100 each, tenable in the now Orissa College 
under establishment at Cuttack. 

2. It is tho desire of Uai Shamanund De, Bahadoor, that these scholar¬ 
ships bo named “ tlie Prince of Wales’ Scholarships,” in memory of His Royal 
nighness* visit to India. 

3. I feel assured that tho llai Bahadoor’s loyalty and liberality will meet 
with the approval of Government, and I request that intimation of tho found¬ 
ation of those scholarships may be published in tho Gazette. 

4. I have suggested the additiou of a clause after Rule 8 to the effect 
that, if there be no students of Balasore zillah school qualified to hold tho 
scholarships, they may bo awarded to ahy native student of any other zillah 
school in Orissa who may stand next on tho divisional list below any other 
scholar to whom a Government scholarship may bo awarded.

I UAVB tho honor to report that Rai Shamanand De, Bahadoor, has offered to dndow two 
scholnrahips, each with a stipend of Rs. 100 per annum, to bo competed for by the students 
of the zillah school of this district at the Entranco Examination. The donor proposes to 
deposit for that purpose Governmeut securities for the sum of Rs. 5,000, bearing inuiest at 
4 per cent. 
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2. The following rules and conditions for the allotment of the scholarships have been 
sugg^ested by me, and have been agreed to by the donor. 

1.—One scholarship, with a stipend of Rs. 100 per annum, will be annually offered for 
competition at the University Entrance Examination. 

II.—The annual scholarship will not be assigned to any candidate who shall not have 
studied fur the previous two years, at least, in the Halasore zillah school; and 
to qualify for a scholarship at any University Entrance Examination, it is 
necessary that the candidate shall pass at such examination. 

III. —Subject to the provisions contained in Rule II, the annual scholarship will bo 

assigned to iho candidate who shall rank in order of merit next afior any other 
candidate who may be awaided a Government scholarship. 

IV. —The examination shall be the same as that for Government junior scholarships, and, 

except as hereinbefore provided, the rules now or hereafter in force, with 
respect to the terms and conditions on which Government scholarships may be 
obtained and held, shall apply with equal force to these scholarships. 

V.—If any annual scholarship shall remain unassigned, or shall lapse from any cause, tho 
unexpended stipend shall be deposited in the Government savings bank to tbe 
credit of the endowment fund; and when such surplus shall amount to the 
sum of Rs. 200, two scholarships, instead ol one, may be oilered for competi¬ 
tion, due notice to that effect having been gived leforehand. 

3. The donor respectfully desires permission to name these scholarships The ** Prince of 
Wales' Scholarships," in honor of Ills Royal Highness' vit>it to the couiiiry. 

4. I have the honor to request that you will move Government to accept the Rai 
Bahadoor's offer, and to give it such publicity as will stimulate others to show similar public 
spirit. As soon as Government shall have notified its acceptance of the offer, the Govern¬ 
ment securities will be puichased. 

5. The district certainly seems to require some encouragement to its higher class 
education, such as that now offered. The ever recurring iinpossibiliry of procuring compe¬ 
tently educated young men to fill vacant appointments in Government service sliows that in 
this respect Balasore is still far behind Bengal districts, wh4?re higher class education is eagerly 
pursued as a means of livelihood. I need scarcely remark how opportunely these scholarships 
will act as feeders to the Cuttack College, towaids the ettablisliment of which Uai Shumanund 
De, Bahadoor, has offered a donation of Us. 1,000.

First —Tliat a port-due, at a rate not exceeding four annas per ton, shall be charged on 
every sca-going vessel of the burden of 20 tons and upwards which shall enter Foorec port. 

Second —That the port-due chargeable on dhonis .and country-vessels employed in the 
coasting trade shall be at a rate not exceeding one half the rate of other vessels. 

Third —That in the case of sca-going vessels the due shall be leviable whenever a vessel 
enters the port, and that in the case of dhonis and country-vessels employed in the coasting 
trade, the due shall he chargeable once in sixty days. 

Fourth —Tliat no port-dues shall be charged on vessels compelled by stress of weather 
to re-enter the port. 

Fifth —^l^hat the present rate of port-due shall he fixed at two annas per ton for sea¬ 
going vessels of the burden of 20 tons and upwards, and at three uiinas per 100 mauuds for 
dhonis and country-vessels employed in the coasting tiadc.

The 2Srd November 1875.—The Lieutenant-Governor ia pleased to publish for general 
information the following revised rules to regulate the Native Civil Service Examination to 
be held in 1876^ and future examinations, in supersession of those published at page 1293 of 
the Calcutta Gazette of 6th October 1876 :— 

NATIVE CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATIONS AND CIVIL SERVICE CLASSES. 

[llulai to come into force nftor the examination of 1876.] 

INTRODUCTORY. 

Now that there have been held four annual examinations for the Native Civil Service 
and that a fifth examination is to take place in February 1870, the Lieutenant-Governor 
wishes to place the Native Civil Service examinations on a permanent footing. 

2. All appointments in the Subordinate Executive Service, and all posts of Rs. 50 
monthly salary and upwards in the sub-divisional establishments, both in Regulation and 
Non-Regulation Provinces, will ordinarily bo reserved for persons who aro passed at the 
Native Civil Service examination under the conditions specified in the subsequent paragraph 
7 of these rules. Candidates for the gazetted appointments in the Police and Opium Depart¬ 
ments will not be admitted to the examination save under x special certificate, which can 
only be granted under the orders of the Lieutenant-Govepior. Tdsts of candidates passed 
under the subsequent paragraph 7 of these rules will be published in the Gazette, 


ELIGIBILITY AND PRELIMINARIES TO THE EXAMINATION. 


3. All candidates eligible for appointments under rules 5 and 6 (below), who satisfy 

, ... the preliminary requirements, will be admitted to the Native 

Admi^ibla to eiamuuuion. examination. 


4. The preliminary requirements which all candidates must satisfy arc described below 
and must be attested by certificates (a), (4), and (c), which must bear dates not later than 
three months previous to the date fixed for the examination. 


(a )—Certificate of Character. 

A certificate will be required from every candidate of his character, respectability, and 
general moral fitness, such certificate being signed by two gentlemen of his own nationality, 
resident in the district of which he is a native, or where he usually resides, and also signed 
by the Judge or Magistrate of such district. The certificate of the two first-named is 
to indicate that the gentlemen who have signed it arc qualified by their position and 
character to give such a certificate, and that the Judge or Magistrate himself knows nothing 
to the prejudice of the candidate. In the case of the town of Calcutta, instead of the- 
signature of the Judge or Magistrate, the certificate should hear that of any Judge of the 
High Court, or the Commissioner of Police, or the Commissioner of the Presidency 
Division. 

(A )—Certificate of Sound JleaUh. 

Each candidate will be required to produce a certificate from the Government medical 
officer of the district of which the candidate is a native, or where he may for the time being 
reside, stating that the candidate is generally a man of sound health, that he has expressed 
his willingness to serve in any district of the Lower Provinces, and that he (the medical 
officer) believes him to be capable of doing so, so far as can be judged antecedently. 

(c )—Certificate of ability to Ride or Walk. 

Every candidate for the higher appointments will also be re(]nired to prove that he can 
ride, and for this purpose he may apply to the Magistrate of the district, who will either 
satisfy himself on the point, or select some other person he tliinks competent for that purpose. 
The examiner must satisfy-himself from his own personal observation that the candidate can 
ride not less than 12 miles at a rapid pace, and is in this respect competent for all practical 
purposes of district work ; and if such examiner be not the Magistrate himself, the certificate 
mvit be countersigned by the Magistrate. 

Every candidate for an appointment of less than Us. 100 will be required to pru\c 
cither that he can ride as above, or that he can walk twelve miles within hours without 
difficulty or prostration, to bo certified in the same manner as the riding. 

5. The following persons will be eligible for the examination for the Native Civil 
. . Service in all appointments: — 

Poriona eligib o or appoiu men». (fl)— PcjTsons wlio havc Served Government for six years, 

and have held, for not less than two years, a responsible permanent appointment, above 
tbitt of copyist, with a salary not less than Rs. 50 in one of the civil departments of the Govern¬ 
ment service, and can produce a sufficient certificate of ability, good conduct, and fitness for 
promotion from their official superiors. 

(6)—Persons who havc taken an University degree in Arts, Law, Medicine, or 
* Engineering. 

(c)—Persons who may be specially declared eligible for all appointments by a certificate 
under the hand of a Secretary to Government. 
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6. The fullowing^ persons will be eligible for the examination for the Native Civil 

Service in appointments of less than Rs. 100 per mensem 
• nppointment* of —Persons who have served Government with credit 

and eiFiciency for not less than three yearsj whose thorough 
facility in the use of the vernacular is certified, and who pass a preUminary examination in 
English. 

—Persons who have passed the First Arts’ Examination. 

((;) ...Persons who may have been specially declared eligible for appointments of the 
lower grade by a certificate under the hand of a Secretary to Government. 

7. The number of places which will be oficred for competition in appointments of the 
higher and lower class respectively will be annually notified in the Gazette tnree months before 
the date of the examination. Appointments in the higher class arc those of Es. 100 and 
upwards, atid in the lower class, those of less than Es. 100. The places in each of the two 
classes will be awarded to the candidates according to priority in the examination: provided 
that none be passed for the higher class unless he obtains at least two^thirds, or for .the 
lower class unless he obtains at least one half of the total number of obtainable marks upon 
the whole examination. Candidates must declare whether they desire to compete for the 
higher or the lower class; and a candidate for a place in the higher class will not be eligible 
at that examination for a place in tlie lower class. To the persons thus passed at the 
competitive examination a general expectation will be afforded of employment within a 
reasonable time in the class of appointments for which each has passed, though no guarantee 
can bo given of any particular appointment, or an appointment in a particular grade in that 
class within a given time. For instance, a person who wins a place in the higher class of 
appointments will be appointed sooner or later to at least a sub-deputy ship on Es. 100 a 
month. But it docs not at all follow that he will be appointed a Deputy Magistrate and 
Collector; he may or may not be so appointed; that will depend on the pleasure of 
Oovernment.

UKVOLVINO LIfilIT NEAR ACIIICEN HEAD. 

The following information has been published by the Ilydrographcr to the British 
Admiralty ;— 

With reference to Notice to Mariners, No. 115, dated 12th August 1875, on the 
intended establishment of a light on the north point of Pulo Rrasse, near Achcen head, 
at the north-west end of Sumatra island 

The Netherlands Government has given further Notice that the light is now exhibited. 

The light is a revolving white light, attaining its grfatc.st brilliancy every minute^ and so 
continuing nine seconds. It is visible between the bearings of E. jj N. (through south and 
west) and N. W. i W., elevated 525 feet above the level of high water, and in clear weather 
should be seen from a distance of 30 miles. 

Within the distance of 12 miles a faint light appears between that of the greatest 
brilliaucy. 

The illuminating apparatus is of the first order. 

The. tower, 120 feet high, is painted white to a height of 98 feet, and above that height, 
red. Position, lat. 5*^ 44' 20" N.; long. OS'" 9' 10" E. 
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AUXILIARY LTOIIT TO ABOVE. 

Also, that within a few months it is intended to exhibit fixed red lipjht of the fourth 
order from the above light tower on Pulo Brasse, at a height of 20 feet above the ground. 
This light will be visible through an are of 90 degrees, its central part passing over the 
north-west islet. The light is intended to warn vessels of their approach to this outlying 
islet. In clear weather it should be seen from a distance of 12 miles.

SUPPLEMENT C. 

Tlic following rules regulate tlic grant of leave of absence and acting allowances to Law 
Officers:— 

1. In these rules, unless there be somctliiiig repugnant in the subject or context, the 
term Law Officer includes an Advoeate-lieneral, a Standing Counsel, an Administrator 
General, an Official Trustee, an Official Assignee, a Receiver of a High Court, an Officer 
of a High Court who holds an appointment which, by law, can be held only by a Earri.ster- 
at-law or a Member of the Faculty of Advocates in Scotland, an Assistant Secretary in the 
Legislative Department to a Local Goveinnient, a Remembrancer, or Assistant Remem¬ 
brancer of Ijegal Affairs, a Government Advocate, a Clerk of the Crown, a Government 
Solicitor, a Government Pleader, and a Government Prosecutor. 

2 . The leave of alisciice and acting allowances of a Law Officer who is a Member of 
the Covenanted (>Mvil Service arc regulated by the provisions of the Civil Leave and Acting 
Allowanec Codes. 

3. The leave of absence and acting allowances of a Law Officer who is not a member 
of the Covenanted Cuil Service, or a Government Pleader, or Government Prosecutor, but 
whose pay is fixed, and his wbo^^ time retained for the service of Government, are regulated 
by the provisions of the (bvil Leave and Acting Allowance Codes, as if he were a member of 
the ('ovenauted Civil Service. 

4. A Government Pleader or Government Prosecutor i.s entitled to such leave of 
absence and allowances when on leave, and to such noting allowances, as the authority who 
appoints him may think fit to grant; provided that no expense be caused to tliii Government. 

5. The leave of absence and acting allowances of a Law Oliiecr who is not a member 
of the Covenanted ( ivil Service or a Government Pleader or a Government Prosecutor, 
whose pay is fixed, but whose whole time is not retained for the service of Government, are 
regulated by the following rules 

I.—" Active service ” includes, besides time spent on duty, leave of al>8ence taken 
under Rule III, and subsidiary leavi' of absence taken under Rule VIII. 

JI —An application for leave of absence must be submitted, through the Officer who 

passes his pay, to the authority to which the Officer is directly subordinate. 

III. —Leave of absence during the vaccation of the High or Cliief Court within whose 

junsdictiuu the Officer serves, may be granted without deduction of pay. 

IV. — Leave may be granted on medical certificate for a peri )d not cxri’tding one year; 

and leave so granted may, on medical certificate, be extended to twenty months 

V. —Leave of absence on iucdi(;al certificate may not be granted again until after three 

years* active service. 

VI. —Leave of absence on private affairs for a period not exceeding six months, may be 

gi anted once only to an Officer who has rendered six years' active service. 

VII. —After four years'active service, furlough, without pay, but with retention of 

appointment, may be granted for u period not exceeding one year. 

VIII. —In very urgent cases subsidiary leave of absence may be granted under section 

18 of the Civil Leave Code; provided that no expense bo caused to tho Govern¬ 
ment by the grant of ^uch leave. 
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IX. —Excepting the case of subsidiary leave, no kind of leave may be granted in continua¬ 

tion of any other kind of leave ; but any leave may be, retrospectively, changed 
for any other kind or amount of leave which might at first have been granted 

X. —If an Officer who has obtained leave of absence makes over charge of his office 

before noon, his leave begins on, and includes, the day on which he makes over 
charge; otherwise, it begins on and includes the following day. 

XI. —If an Officer resumes charge of his office after noon, his leave of absence ends on. 

and includes, the day on which he nsunies charge ; otherwise, it ends on and 
includes the day before he resumes charge. 

XII. —An Officer, while on leave under Rules IV, V, or VI, is entitled to half pay : Pro¬ 

vided that his maximum leave allowance is, if paid in India, Rs. 883i a month. 
And, if paid at the Horae Treasury of the ClovernmeMt of India, a quarter. 

XIII. —An Officiating Officer is entitled to the pay of the appointment less the fraction of 

it drawn by the ab&eiitec in addition to the same fraction, of the pay of his own 
substautiie office, if any. In ealeulating this fraction the maximum leave 
allowance of .t2.50 a quarter payable from the Home Treasury of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, is held to be equal to Rs. 2,.500.

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RESOLUTION ON THE ADMINISTRATION REPORT OP THE JAILS 
OF BENGAL FOR THE YEAR 1874. 


JUDICIAL. 

Calcutta, the 7th December 1875. 

Read— 

The Admixiifitratitm Report of the Jails of Bengal for the year 1874. 

Read again— 

Tho Report for the previous your, with the orders of Government passed thereoii. 

The report on tho administration of the jails of Bengal for the past year 
has been drawn up by Major Howie, who did not assume office till after the 
close of tho year under review. During tho short period, however, that he has held 
cliargcof tho department, he has gained eonsidoraldo insight into its working, 
and he has subnfitted a good and interesting report on the results of the past 
year’s administration. Due attention has also been paid by him to the orders 
recently issued, enjoining condensation in tho preparation of reports. 

2. In comioction with tho appointment of a juflicifil officer of experience 
to fill the important post of Inspector-General, the late Lieutenant-Governor 
pointed out tho advantage of bringing a new class of experience and a new 
class of mind to bear upon the administration of tho Bcaigal prisons. The 
importance of insisting upon a due regard being had to their function as plaeesf 
for punishment was especially dwelt upon. Sir Richard Temple cordially 
admits that the result of tho experiment has fully justified tho selection made by 
his predecessor. The zeal and ability which Mr. Heeley has brought to bear 
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upon his work are deserving of big’ll commendation, and the progress made 
in the administration of the dopartmmit during his tenure of office luis been 
encouraging. A good spirit has been maintained in all connected with the 
management of 'jails, disputed points of princijdo have been determined, 
details have been settled, and every arrangement made for giving effect to 
the administrative improvements which were initiated during recent years. 
Unfortunately, in the early part of the current year, Mr. Hceley was constrained 
to go to England to recruit his health. 

The Lieutenant-Goviinior observes that this credit may be freely accorded 
to Mr. Heelcy without any disparagement of the great credit due to his 
distinguished predecessor, I)r. Mouat, for many improvements by him effected 
in the condition of the jirisons and tlu^ prisoners. 

3. In selecting an officer to hold Mr. 11 eeley’s appointment while on leave, 
the Lieutenant-Governor was desirous of securing the services of an officer who 
would energetically carry out the many reforms which had boon inaugurated, and 
who would sustain the impetus which had been communicated to every branch 
of the administration of tlio department. In judging from Major Bowie’s 
antecedents that he would render loyal service in giving effect to the views of 
Government, Sir Richard Temple has not been mistaki'n. Major Bowie has 
already given amjde earnest that he will maintain in his present appointment 
the high reputation he had previously gained in the police; and the Liimtenant- 
Governor has much pleasure in re,cordiug his satisfaction at the zealous and 
efficient manner in which Major Bowie has conducted his duties since taking 
charge of the department. 

4. In summing up the results of the administration of the year, Ma jr)r Bowie 
justly claims for Mr. Hceley much cTcdit for what has been accomplished in 
the face of much diflicuity:— “ Nuuhtous substantial improvements and important 
reforms have been carried out; jail buildings have betjn vastly improved; two 
largo central jails have been nearly completed; full effijct has been given 
to the rules for the classification of jirisoncrs in most jails ; thi^ mark system 
has been proved beyond cavil to bo a successful and lieneficial measure; the 
segregation of under-trial prisoners has bi^en carried out to an extent it never 
before attaiiic'd; tln^ moans of improving penal labour have been largely 
increased, and discipline has been greatly im})roved.” In all this there is much 
room for satisfaction; and in acknowledging what has been done, the Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor entertains the hope that the mt?asurc of succ.ess which has 
already been attained in all those matters will stimulate all com^erned to raise 
still higher the standard of jail administration in Btmgal. And the Jdeutenant- 
Govemor must add that instances of irregularity and laxity still occasionally 
occur (some of them, too, being of long standing and existence) which show 
that work remains to be accomplished. 

5. Chapter JI, Numbers of Prisoners ,—In reviewing the Police Report, the 
Lieutenant-Governor had occasion to notice the large increase of crime, especially 
of offences against property, which is shown to liave occurred during tlie past 
and previous years. The extent to which this increase has afflicted the jail 
returns is shown by the following table, in compiling which jails in districts 
transferred to Assam have been omitted fiom consideration:—

The above figures show a gradually increasing number of prisoners under 
confinement at the close of each succeeding year. A still greater increase is 
observable in the average number of prisoners under confinement during each 
year ; the figures being 21,701 in 1874, aguinst 19,057 during 1873. In effect 
it has now become necessary to providij jail accommodation for some 2,000 
prisoners in excess of the average number under confinement in rcccmt years, 
and, as a result, a large annual outlay will for some time to come have to bo 
iiiauiT;;d iu extending those centiul jails which arc already in a fair way to 
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complotion, in constructing others, such as those at Buxar and Fureodpore, which 
have already been sanctioned, and in reconstructing on improved principles 
and with enlarged accommodation the district jails, such as those at Gya, 
Chumparun, and Tirhoot, which have been already condemned as unsuited to 
their purpose. 

6. Of the 82,207 persons shown above to have been admitted into the jails 
in the past year, 40,902 were under-trial and 1,561 wore civil prisoners. 'Jlie 
number of convicts then admitted to undergo their sentence was 89,744, against 
35,480 in 1873, and 30,301 oir an average of four years, from 1809 to 1872. 
Those figures place in a striking light the incretise in crime which, as noticed 
above, lias been observed to have occurred of late years, and more especially 
during the past year. In a detailed statement which Major Bowie has incor¬ 
porated with his report, he shows in which districts chiefly the results of 
the past year exhibit a variation from those of the previous year. Except 
Dacca and Chota Nagpore, he remarks, every division shows an increase in 
criminality as compared with 1873; and taking the average from 1869 to 
1872 as the standard, the increase has been general fhrougliout these provinces. 
As also remarki'd by him, the increase is specially marked in tin) Bhagulpore, 
Rajshahye, Cooch Ileliar, and Patna divisions. In all tlu^se divisions, in whicdi 
the eflects of want and scarcity have been chiefly felt, the incrtMise has 
ranged from 42 to 73 per (jent. The causes to which this increase of crime 
is generally riderable have been considered in coiinccdion with tlie police report. 

7. Th('. total number of females convicted during the year was 2,263, 
against 1,660, in 1873, sliowing an increase of 603 persons. The number of 

I hivcnile offenders sent to jail has been slightly less than in the previous year, 
icing 535 against 548 in 1873. The question of establishing a separate reform¬ 
atory for criminals of this class has lately been considered by the Ijegislaturc, 
and there is a prospect of an early determination being come to in the matter. 
The faiit that no less than 7 girls and 64 boys under 12 years of ago were 
st'iitcnced to imprisonrrKmt during the year, in addition to 536 sentenced to 
flogging, is sugge.stive of molanclioly considerations, and would seem to corro¬ 
borate the remarks made by Mr. Heeley in his report for 1873, that there is 
reason to apprehend that a practice is increasing of deliberately training young 
children to a life of crime. 

8 The number of Europeans convicted during the year corresponds 
almost precisely with the number imprisoned in the previous year. Of a total 
number of 279, 242 were British subjects. As in previous years, these convi(!- 
tions chiefly occur in Calcutta under the Merchant Sliipping Act. The table 
which the UlTiciating Inspector-General has drawn up, showing tlio number of 
persons convicted among the several castes of natives, and the proportion 
which such numbers bear to the total number of jiersons belonging to 
each caste, is very interesting. The Domes and Dosadhs of the Patna 
and Bhagulpore divisions continue to be conspicuous for their thieving 
propensities. Of the Ahirs, a caste which is mucli more widely extondiid through¬ 
out the province, no loss than 8 per 1,000 were sent to jail. Large as this 
proportion is, however, it is exceeded by that noticeable among certain sects of 
Mussulmans, the Sheikhs and Sunnis, of whom 1 per cent, were convicted during 
the year. 

The necessity for carefully ascertaining the antecedents of prisoners 
writh a view to the imposition of adequate sentences in the case of old offenilcrs, 
is a matter which of late years has been much pressed upon the attention of all 
police and magisterial officers. Thq Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe 
that the repeated o^*dcrs which have been issued on the subject appear to have 
borne some fruit from the fact that previous convictions had been asciu’tained 
and noted in the case of 2,757 prisoners during the year, against l,f)9.> in 1873 
and 1,377 in 1872. Still in certain districts, and notably in Purneali, Fureed- 
pore, Mymensingh, Dinagopore, and Jessore, all districts whor(» serious erime 
IS frequent, the very small proportion said to have been bonic by re-(*onvii‘ti'd 
prisoners to those admitted gives some ^ound to fear that even yt‘t tlie rules 
arc not sufficiently attended to. Sir Richard Temple accordingly desires that 
the Magistrates of these districts will give closer attention to the subject. 

Of the 40,902 under-trial prisoners stated above to have been admitted 
during the year, 22,342 prisoners are shown to have been convictc‘d and 
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sentenced during the year, and 18,005 to have been rcleaffed. The proportion 
of convictions to persons kept under trial was thus 54*6 per cent., against 61*9 
per cent, in the previous year. The average period of the detention of 
prisoners wlien under trial appears to have been 12*8 days. The fact that 
prisoners coiiiniitted to the sessions are usually confined in district jails would 
tend to increase this average in the jails as compared with lock-ups; and it 
acKJordingly af)poars that while in the former the average period of detention 
was 14-78, in the latter it was only 11-44. The figures given regarding the 
Kungporo district jail are far from satisfactory, and should have been explained. 
They show that of 2,119 prisoners who were under trial there during the 
year, 1,978 were released, and only 481 convicted, while the average period 
of detention of each convict was only 10*16 days. The Inspector-Grenoral is 
re^iuestod to bring this matter to the notice of tho Magistrate, and to obtain an 
cx})lanation from him of the cause to which these results were duo. In Purneah 
also the average, number of prisoners under trial was very large; but here the 
result would seem to be mainly due to delay in the decision of the prisoners* 
castes, tlic average period for which each prisoner was detained having beeA 
2()*08 days, (^onsiaoring tho extended operations taken against criminals in this 
district, this detention was perhaps unavoidable. No excuse, however, suggests 
itself for the long detention of prisoners in the following jails and lock-ups:—

Tho Magistrates of the districts in which these jails and lock-ups are 
respectively situated should satisfy themselves as to the regularity of tlie proceed¬ 
ings of their subordinates. 

8. The orders regarding the disposal of prisoners confined in lock-ups after 
conviction are not open to inisc()iic(*ption, and the Lieutenant-Governor there¬ 
fore ob.serves with dissatisfaction that they appear to have been ignored in 
certain districts. There would seem to be no reason why, when the majority 
of officers are able to despatch their convicts to the district jail within little 
more than a week of their sentence, in other cases there should be a delay of 
more than a fortnight. The Inspector-General is requested to inquire into the 
matter further, and to report to Government anything which may require its 
orders, with a view to the strict observance of the rules in future. 

9. From the statement submitted to show the working of the Whipping 
Act, it appiuirs tliat the number of persons Hogged in the execution of judicial 
seiitt^ncos was 6,502, against 3,880 in the previous year. Of the whole number 
1,171 were youths under 20 years of age. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to 
observe that closer conipliance is now paid to the orders which have been issued, 
directing tlu3 attention of all Magistrates to the salutary provisions of the law 
in tliis particular. 

10. ^aniiary ,—The number of deaths in tho jails of Bengal during the 
year was 1,151, against 934 in the previous year. Tho deatli-rate was thus 5*59 
per cent., against 4*84 in 1873 and 5*40 in 1872. While there was this change 
for tho worse in the jails, however, as compared with tho previous year, there 
was a slight improvement in tho lock-ups, in which the rate of mortality was 
2*16 per cent, against 2*97 in tho previous year. Taking both jails aara 
lock-ups together, the number of deaths was 1*175 and the death-rate 5*41. This 
gieat mortality is much to be deplored, and the more so m the efforts 
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whicli have been made of late years to improve the sanitation of the jails has 
been attended with so little success. It is true that the mortality docs not 
amount to from 9 to 13 per cent., as it used to do in the years prior to 1864, 
but it is disappointing to find that notwithstanding the close attention which 
has been given to the subject, the constant proportion of deaths has continued 
to remain at from 40 to 50 per thousand. The matter is one \Vhich has had 
the earnest consideration of Government, and all that can be done to mitigate 
the evil is fully atteiMcd to. Still there remains the fact that in seven important 
jails there was in the past year a mortality of 10 per cent, and upwards of the 
average number of prisoners confined in them. 

11. In the Julpigoree jail, with an average population of 147*77 inmates, 
there were 40 deatlis, the rate of mortality being thus-"27*02 per cent, against 
5*55 per cent, in tlw'. previous year, and 4*^ 02 per cent, in 1872. Little expla¬ 
nation can be afforded of this great mortality. The site of the jail is said to 
be fairly good, the water excellent, and tiu? accommodation for prisoners ample. 
Every care has been bestowed upon the sick, and every precaution pc^ssiblo has 
been taken against disease. Still G6*21 per cent, of the avenigo nuinlxT of convicts 
were attacked with dysentery and diarrluna, and 16*15 per cent, died of these 
diseases, while 24 per cent, suffered from remittent or intermittent fever, from 
the effect of whiem 3*22 per cent. died. From these facts and the results of 
enquiries held, the Inspector-General would appear to liold that the marked 
unhealthness of this jail was owung to some widespread climatic causes rather 
than to any purely local influence. I'hc Inspector-General must, how^ever, 
endeavour to ascertain the real cause of the marked unhealthincss of this jail. 
In the Rungpore Jail, with an average population of 510 inmates, 1)0 prisoners 
died, giving a mortality of 17*68 per cent. Of the deaths, 31 w('re due to 
diarrhoea and dysentery, and 10 to cholera. In this jail the admissions into 
hospital for treatment of these diseases amounted to no less than 47 per (*.cnt. of 
the average number present, while the admissions for i\to treatment of intermit¬ 
tent and remittent fevers amounted to upwards of 50 per cent. No explanation 
has been given of this excessive^ mortality except that the district is notoriously 
unhealthy, but the Lieutenant-Governor observes that the death-rate in this jail 
during 1872 and 1873 did not exceed 3*59 and 7*73 per cent, respectively. He 
would therefore wish for a special n'port on the oxcejitionally heavy mortality 
t)f the past year. 

12. In the Rehar jails of Gya, Ih’rhoot, and (Inimparuin, the mortality 
was 17*13, 10*00, and 15*20 per cent, respectively. Dysentery ap]H»ars to have 
been the most fatal disease. Out of a total of 08 deaths in the Gya jail, 00 w’cre 
due to dysonterv. Out of a total of 61 deaths in the 3'irhoot Jail, 38 w'ere due 
to dysentery. In the Chumparun jail mued(*.aths wore from <!hol(Ta, six from 
dysentery and thirteen from diarrha'a. All these jails have been already 
condemned. New jails in the Gya and Tirhoot districts will be (*()nimenc.ed 
during the current season, and meanwhile steps have been taken, on the 
report of the committee appointed to enquire into the condition of these jails, 
to procure pure water for the use of the prisoners, and to remedy as far as ]>os- 
siblo the defects of imperfect drainage and ventilation. 

13. In the Mymensing jail the death-rate was nearly double that of the 
previous year, being 12*86 against 5*80 per cent. The Sanitarv Commissioner’s 
report shows thfit there was an increase in mortality in the district gtuierally, 
and that the year was a very urihealtliy one. It also appears that out of 829 
admissions into the'jail, 374 were n'corded in the admission register as Ixuiig 
in bad liealth., In this jail also dysentery was the most fatal disease. The 
heavy mortality in the Hooghly Jail, viz., 11*13 per cent,, is chiefly duo to 
cholera, which appeared in a virulent form towards the close of tlie year and 
carried off 28 persons. 

14. It is noteworthy that though there was overcrowding in several of 
the jails during the year, there was no such overcrowding in any of th(» jails 
whicli prt)ved the most unhealthy. With the exception of the Tirhoot, Gya, 
and Rungpore jails, in which special arrangonu'iits were made by tlu' (Toc,tlon 
of temporary sheds to relieve the overcrowding in the l>arra(tks, the daily 
average strength was below the capacity in the fourteen jails in which the 
mortality was heaviest, *. e., 6 per cent, and upwards. 
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15. Anionp^ the jails where a marked improvement in the death-rate is 
observable, as compared with the previous year, are the Shahabad, Patna, 
Bhagulpore central and district, Singbliooni, and Malda jails. There was also 
a continued ahseiico of mortality aiiionp^ the European prisoners at Hazaree- 
baugh and the Pr(\siflen(*v. 'Ino (MmtiinnMl Iiciilthiness of the convict camp at 
Dehri is encoura^^ino-, as indicatiiif^ a moans of reducing mortality in cases 
whore permanent jails are found to be unhealthy. The great drawback to 
extramural labor is, however, as has been fretpientlj^ pointed out, the 
difficulty of maintaining jail discipline effectively, and camps can consequently 
be had recourse to only in eases where sm^h work can bo provided as shall 
admit of tlu^ adoj)lion of proper precautions for the purpovse. 

During ^^he curremt yc^ar prisoners will be encamped in large numbers at 
Buxar and Mozutt'erpore for the purpose of constructing the- new jails at those 
places. 

16. Chipt r IV. — Jail UiiihJhig^ —The total amount spent on jail build¬ 
ings by ilie Public Works Dcqjartment during the year was Us. Jl,7 7,896, against 
Rs. 6,88,866 in 1876. Adilhig the ebarges immrred by the Jail Department 
itself in repairing temporary I)uildings the amount spent was Us. 6,96,545, 
against Rs. 4,07,1)16 in 1876. TJie rc'strictions on expenditure necessitated 
by the famine pnjventcMl any now works of importamHi being undt'rtaken. 
Rs. l,19,li^0 wtTO, however, spent in pressing towards completion tlio new 
central jails at llazaroc'bagh, Alidnapore, and Bhagulporc. At Berhanipore a 
new jail was jirovided by the conversion, at a small cost, of the European 
hospital into a prison ; at Chittagong and J<\ssoro a coiisidorablo sum was 
expended in etfgcting iinprovouients, and ospi'cially in providing upper storeys 
to certain wards. For the rest the (biel* expenditure as regards original works 
was incurred in providing ha jut wards attaehcMl to certain jails, and in building 
lock-ups at certain sub-divisions. The liioutenant-Covimior observes the 
unfavourabhi opinion exinvssedby ALijor Bowhj witli resp(uit to the plan recently 
adojited of providing separate hajiit wards at the hcjad-(juart(n’s of districts near 
the Magistrate’s entclierry. The provision of secure lock-ups at tlie various 
sub-divisions w'liicli liave still to lio provided for is a matter to’which 
Sir Richard TcMiiple attachcjs miab iinjiortanco. From late reports it lias been 
ascertained that in coiiMM[lienee of the want of suitable buildings great laxity 
has prevailed in eerhiin sub-divisions with respect to the eriforc?<?mcnt of penal 
labour, and it is very desirable that all oiicasions for such and other irregulari¬ 
ties should be removed. But bj'^ si'cnnj lock-ups tlie Lieutenani-Govcu'nor does 
not mean masonry .struetures, wliicli would involve an excessive expense, 
but strong wooden structures inadti from ih(5 cheap material with which the 
country abounds. Tlie various important works (such as the (^onstmetion of a 
new district jail at MyimMishiglii wliidi have been sanctioned, but not imder- 
iakon, osving to lli(» A\'ant of funds, will be taken up as soon as possible, and 
the Lieuteuant-dovernor will set asid(^ during the curnmt year such sums for 
the construction of new jails and tlie iinprovcnneiit of existing buildings as 
iiuanclal considerations and tlio rcf|uiremeiits of otiicr departmeiils will permit. 
Considering the liigh rate of mortality wdiieh has pr(*vailed of lati^ years ill the 
north(?rn districts of Bengal, the (picstion of how far the existing jail buildings in 
those districts are suitable and sullicieut, Is one wliich demands the careful and 
early attention of the Inspector-CemTal. The qu(*srion of the jdau to be udojiti'd 
in future in building district jails lias b(;en again recently under tlie consideration 
of Government with a vio^v to e]fc(*t, it possible, some saving in the exjiondititjre 
entailed by an adhorcaiee to tin* standard plans sanctioned at Mr. Heeley’s 
instance. Sir Jiichard Temple anticipates that it will be found possible, 
without departing in any material jioint from the principles involved in 
Mr. Heeley’s proposals, to decide upon a plan of construction which will be loss 
(;ostly tlian the present standard plan ; and it tliis should prove to be the case, the 
Lieutenant-Gov<M‘nor trusts that it will be jiossible within a ri*asoiiable time to 
]>rovido effectually for the consfnictiou of the buildings which Major liowte 
mentions as being so iiiiieh required in several districts. 

17. Chaftkk V. Gmnhaud IJacapcs. —The Lieutenant-GoviOTor is glad to 
«>bserve that the question of im]n*oving the system of guarding jails lias the attend 
tiou^of the Inspector-General, who proposes to consider the subj(»ct fully in 
cdimtiunieation with the Inspector-General of Police. Improvement in this 
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direction is no doubt feasible, and any recommendations which Major llowic 
has to make on the subject will be awaited. The partial substitution of 
warder for police guards has, the Lieutenant-Governor observes, been carried 
out in seven district jails and in 28 lock-ups at a net increase of expense 
of some Rs. 250 per mensem. The new system, it is stated, has boon so 
short a time in mrcc that its results cannot yet be fairly judged of. In 
the next report it^is hoped that the conclusions which have been arrived 
at in the matter will bo laid before Govenunent. As regards this question, 
Major Bowie states that one of the weakest points in tlie system is the difficulty 
there will always be in keeping up a proper supervision and control over the 
warder establishment; but on this point the ljioutcnant-Govornor agre<3s fully 
with the remarks already recorded by Mr, llcelcy, that the Superintendent of 
a jail can inspectUs well as the Sujierintondcnt of Police, and tlic Jailor as well 
as an Inspector of Police. The total number of escapes reported during the year 
was 142, against 129 in 1878 and 178 in 1872. The recaptures effected in 
each year riispectively were 120, 125, and 122. ^ The large jiroportion of 
under-trial prisoners who escaped from lock-ups during the year wouid seem 
to point to the existence of sonic defec.t in the system of guarding adoiited, and 
to demand attention. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that credit 
is attributable to the police for the large number of recaptures made by them, 

18. ChapterVl, Internal iJiscipline ~h\ his report for 1878, Mr. Hccley 
brought very prominentlv to notice the claims of the jailors of the several 
grades to increased rates of pay. Sir Richard 4 innple, while admitting tlie force 
of his arguments, said that in view of the financial difficulties in the way all he 
could promise was that the matter should be borne in iniiid. ]\Iajor Bowie again 
in the present report pressi's the matter on the attention of Government, and 
separately he has made certain sjjocific proposals on the subject. I he.se are 
under coniSderation. The liieutcnant-Governor regrets, however, that lie 
cannot yet hold out any immediate prospec.t of a general iniTeasc of salaries. 
In every direction matters (ioniiected with lail management in these provinces 
force themselves upon the attention as requiring improvement, and in every ca.se 
these iinprovcincnts can only bo offecteil at a great increase in cost. 1 ho 
provision of new buildings, of impnived a])]diaiu*es for enforcing penal labour, 
the supply of efficient subordinate establishments to seciini the inaintenaiicc of 
discipline, and the efficient watch and ward of tlie jails, arc all of tlieni matters 
whicu appear to the Lieutenant-Governor to demand the primary eoiisideration 
of Govcrvment, and should be first provided for as far as funds will pennit. 
The proposals made by Major Bowie to revert to the system of granting 
commission to jailors cannot be entertained, luit the proposals to place the 
jailors on a classified list, will bo separately considtUHnl. 

19. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to learn that due attention continues 

to bo given in most jails to the new rules for the classification of prisoners. 
Some departure from these has been sanctioned in the case of the Behar jails, 
where overcrowding was complained of. Sir Richard Temple is aware that 
till the requirements of the several districts in these provinces in the way of 
improved buildings have been fully met, some difliimliy may be exjierieiici'd in 
giving full ('tt'cct to the rules. Still he relies on jail superiiiteiidimts to^ do all 
that circumstaiH*.es will admit of in this direction, and on the Inspector GimiTul 
to SCO tliat tins is done. In most districts the dangcT which Major Bowie 
points to of massing together the A class prisoners can be much dimiiiisht'd by 
their transfer to central jails, and the Lieutenant-Governor observes that advan¬ 
tage is taken of these for the purpose. In dLstricts wliorti thij jails ar(i iiK^cciiro 
and remote from central jails, it may lie impintaiit that immediate aitioii 
should be taken to provide for the security of tlu^ A wards. '18ie Iiisjieelor- 
Goneral should therefore consider this matter with reft'rcnco to each ibstric^t 
separately, and should maki*. budget provision for the works which he considers 
urgently neccssaiy hi this eonnection. 11 

20. The success of the mark system, which has boon very favourably 
reported on by most jail siiperintendents, is very gratifying. Major liowie 
states that as a powerful agent in the moral improvenjent of convicts, as giving 
a strong incentive to steady work and good beluiviour, as affording a valuable aid, 
in the maintenance of discipline, as offoring a ready and efficacious means of mild 
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punishment for minor offences, the system is inyaluahle. Bearing in mind 
the great effect which it thus has on the well-being of the prisoners entrusted 
to their charge, Sir Richard Temple feels assured that Jail Superintendents 
will cheerfully continue to perform the extra work which the system necessarily 
entails upon tliem personally. That prisoners who, for the purposes connected 
with jail administration, are transferred to lock-ups, should be aoprived of the 
privilege of obtaining marks is, the Lieutenant-Governor thinks, a blemish in 
the system, whicJi should be removed, and he will be glad to receive a proposal 
for the purpose. It must, however, be a distinct condition attached to the 
concession, that the rules so often insisted upon, for providing suitable employ¬ 
ment for convicts in lock-ups, shall be strictly complied with. 

21. Tlie effect of the relaxation of the rules regarding the employment 
of convict warders, whicli has been sanctioned experimentally for a year, should 
bo carefully watched and reported on in due course. The Lieutenant-Governor 
trusts that the necessity of preserving D class prisoTUTs from contamination by 
conversation with prisoners of other classes, will be steadily homo in mind in 
the selection of warders to control them. 

22. The increasing stringency with which prison discipline is now 
enforced has resulted in a largo increase in offences, against jail rules. In the 
past year the total nimibor recorded was 31,475 against 25,912 in 1873. Under 
the head of “ Criminal Offences” there was also some increase, the figures for 
the past year being 032 against 552 in 1873. The Lieutonant-Govoraor is glad 
to observe, however, that notwitlistanding those facts, there has been a decrease 
in the number of instances in which it was found necessary to resort to the 
use of the lash. Oorp(»ral punishment was inflicted in 4,143 cases only 
against 4,738 cases in the pnwious year. There was on the other hand, 
a largo increase in the number of cases in which the punishment of solitary 
confinement, and of confinement with reduced diet, wore inflicted. 0n previous 
occasions the arbitrary manner in whicli it would appear from the returns that 
punishments have bt'cn inflicted in the several jails, has been the subject of 
unfavourable comment. 1’hc Li(iutenant-Governor observes that the same results 
are apparent from tlic returns now submitted. While in the important jails of 
the Dacca division, and in most of those in the Rajshaliye division, punishments 
were infre(pieiit in proportion to the miinbcrof j)rlsoncrs in confinement, in tho 
Jossore and llogra jails the coiilrary is the ease. As during 1873, the punish¬ 
ment of flogging was largely n'sovted to in the Presidency, Aliporc, ticssore, 
Meetapore, and llooglily jails, but the laeutcnjant-Governor is glad b) observe 
that, with the exception of tlie Pnjsidency jail, there has been a large decrease 
in tho numbiT of such punishments in all the above-mentioned jails, and espe¬ 
cially in the AliportJ and.Ljssore jails, wliere the iiumbor has decreased from 1,203 
and 733 to 554 and 203 nispectively. No explanation, liowever, has been given 
<)f the large increase of corporal ])iinishmetjts inflicted in the Dinagcporc and 
Monghyr jails, the number being 222 and 134, as against 00 and 74 respectively 
in 1873. It is stated in explanation of the increase which is again observable 
ill the number of p(‘rsons flogged in the Presidency jail, tliat tho conduct of 
the prisoners has been bad, and that tlu're was a combination among them to 
do short work. Strong measurer may be necessary to meet a case of this'kind, 
but the Superiliteiident must remember tliat in judging of the siu^cess of his 
adhiinistration, the extent to wliich lie has succeeded in securing good results 
wthout recourse to excessive punish merits will always bo a material consider¬ 
ation ; and the LitMitenant-Governor must again remind all officers in charge of 
jails that tlie eHicieiit Supcrhitendout is he who succeeds without severe 
punish inonts. 

23. The remarks made by Major Bowie with respect to the drilling of 
prisoners have the Lieutenant-Governor’s entire conciirrenco. Nothing in the 
way of training masses of prisoners to act together in an organized manner 
can be autliorized, but everything requisite to the enforcoment of silence and 
ordiTly beliavioiir should have the attention of Jail Superintendents. Sir 
Ricluinl 'l\Mnplo fully believ(\s tluit by the exercise of tact and patience on 
tlmir part much might he done to preserve order without resorting to punish^ 
m<Hiis for disorderly behaviour, which, as tho Inspector-General points out, 
i»re unduly numerous. 
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24. The question of employing prisoners in special manufactures with 
the aid of machinery on a large scale has been referred for the orders of the 
Government of India, and meanwhile such local arrangements for the employ¬ 
ment of the prisoners as are possible have been sanctioned. The erection of 
treadmills in several of the larger jails has boon attended with considerable 
difficulty, but in view of the extra assistance which has been granted for the 
purpose, the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that by this time all necessary arrange- 
ments have been completed. 

25. Chapter V, Financial .—The following table contrasts tho receipts 
and expenditure of the Jail Department under tlie several heads during the past 
two years:—

20. p]xclu<ling public works, tho above table shows tliat the average gross 
cost of a prisoner in Hcngal during tho past ycur was Its. 57-11, or Us. 2-9 more 
tlian ip 1873. From the explanations given of the variations in tlie average mUi 
of charge in the several jails, tho Lieutenant-Governor gathers that the result 
would have been even more unfavourable had the grain sttu’ed in the previous 
year, but consumed in the past year, been taken into account. As the scarcity 
which prevailed during the past year tended to a considerable rise in prices, the 
largest increase in expenditure, as was to be expected, is observable under tho 
head of “ rations.” Tlie increase in tho charge on account of cstablisliment and 
cemtingoncies is not so readily explained, but is probably due in a great measure 
to the increase in tho number of convicts in confinement. While the gross 
increase in expenditure on jails, excluding manufactures, amounted to Rs. 1,30,430, 
the diminution in the receipts on account of manufactures resulted in a net 
increase of charge of Rs. 2,10,858. In the above calculation cash rc^coipts as well 
as the value of articles consumed for public purposes, and for which no cash pay¬ 
ments were made, have been included under the head of receipts from manufac¬ 
tures. Were the latter item excluded, tho results would appear even more 
unfavourable; the cash receipts from the sale of manufactures in 1874 having 
been only Rs. 6,76,697, against Rs. 7,85,204 in 1873. Deducting the cash received 
from the treasury in each of these years, tho balance or cash profit was 
Rsv 1,37,900 in 1874, as against Rs. 2,69,900 during 1873. 

27. The liieutcnant-Govcnior has considered Major Bowie’s remarks in 
regard to tho diflterenco of practice with reference b) tho calculation of profits 
which has been introduced by tho adoption of tho now form XIII. The differ¬ 
ence, it appears to His Honor, is one which may slightly affect tlui returns oi any 
particular year, but he thinks that in a series of years tho new form will give the 
more correct results, and he would therefore adhere to the form as laid down. 

28. Taking the figures for all jails as given in this table, the following 
results are observable:—

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Calculated in the manner fQrmorly adopted W Mr.^ Hoelev, the profits would 
be Rs. 3,48,700, or some Rs. 31,000 loss. ^ Wliichever method of calculation be 
adopted, however, the fact remains the same,—that at the close of 1874 the 
value of the manufactured goods in store, unsold, was Rs. 3,07,600, against 
Rs. 1,33,200 in 1873, and somewhat less than one lakh in 1872. The cause 
to which this accumulation of goods is attributable is not full^ explained. 
The Lieutenant-Governor aj)prchonds, however, that it is in no small 
measure due, as stated by Maj(jr Bowie, to depression in the jute trade, 
the accumulations in Aliporc and Hooghly alone exceeding Rs. 2,00,000 in value. 

29. As usual, the greater portion of the profits stated above were due to 
the earnings of the Aliporc Jail, the profits of whi(jh are put down at 
Rs. 2,87,957, or taking only the actual cash profits at Rs. 1,24,900. The 
corresponding figures for the previous year were Rs. 2,54,900 and Rs. 2,36,900 
respectively. Exclinling Aliporc, the profits of all the otJier jails in Bengal 
amounted only to Rs. 90,803, or, taking cash profits only, to Rs. 13,050. 

30. Ill the returns as now prepared, the change has been introduced of 
calculating the ratio of profits on the number of effective prisoners instead of 
on the number of prisoners engaged in manufactures, and there is consequently 
some difficulty in comparing the results obtained in the several jails in the past 
with those ootained in the previous year. Taking the jails which paid best in 
1874,the results would seem to have been as follows:—

The Lohardugga, Backergunge, and Pubna 
jails, however, whi(jh did very badly in that year, are conspicuous for the 
improved results obtained in 1874. In the Presidency Jail for natives there 
has been a marked decline in the amount of profit realized. It is indeed the 
reproach of tliis jail that notwithstanding the many advantages which it 
possesses, the prisoners are not yet able to earn sufficient for tlieir own main¬ 
tenance. 


31. In the dlstric.t jails of Rungpore, Tipperah, Jessore, Bcerbhoom, and 
Darjeeling, tlie expenditure on manufactures exceeded the returns from sale. 

In each case the exj)lanations given are unsatisfactory. Irrespective of the 
financial questions winch should not bi; lost sight of while proper measures are 
adopted for enforcing penal labour, it is to be observed that the absence of 
profits is an indication also o.f the. absence of steady Imrd work and good 
discipline. In this view, the pres(*nt condition of the above-mentioned jails 
must be carefully enquired into by the Inspector-General, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor will cxj)ect hotter results during the current year. Careful cnquiiy in 
regard to these jails is the more necessary, as it is to be observed that the results 
in the Beerbhoom ifnd Jessore jails were fairly good in 1873, and that the 
Rungpfirc jail earned a comparatively largo profit during the year 1871-72. 

32. jMie amount of outstanding bills duo to jails, viz. Rs. 48,945, is very 
large, and immediate steps should bo taken for their realization. The large 
outstandings against the Rajshahyc, Rungpore, Jessore, Burdwan, Tipperah, and 
Hankoora jails more especially require the attention of the Inspector-General. 
The system on which credits are permitted should be fully enquired into, and 
Superintendents should be given to understand that credit can only be permitted % 
on their personal resjionsibility. 

33. In considering the figures given above as representing the profits made 
by the several jails, it must be borne in mind that the cost of the prisoners^ 
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labour is not charged against manufactures. Wore this to bo done, in no case 
but the exceptional one of the Alipore jail would there result any profit at all. 
The earnings of the prisoners can therefore only bo regarded as going so far in 
reduction of the cost of their maintenance. In the future, bv the introduction 
of manufactures to be carried on in a large scale by the aid of machinery in the 
central jails, the Lieutcnant-Gorernor hopes that a very appreciable portion of 
the expense of the maintenance of the prisoners will bo recovered. At present, 
however, and for some time to come, there is little prospect of manufactures 
proving remunerative in the proper sense of the term, and the chief consideration 
now to be kept in view is that they should not bo carried on at a positive loss. 

34. To recapitulate briefly the matters which have been noted above, the 

chief points in the administration of prisons in Bengal during the past as 
compared with the previous year wliich force themselves upon attention are 
the increase of in the number of persons who passed through the jails, and 

of 1,744 in tho average number of prisoners under confinement; the increase of 
211 deaths, and of *67 percent, in the average death-rate among thorn; tho 
continued unhealthiness of some of tho Behar jails, and of the worst among 
the jails of Northern Bengal; the extension of the system of employing warder 
guards in jails and lock-ups; the stricter enforcement of tho classification of 
prisoners and of jail rules generally, accompanied by a considerable increase in jail 
offences and in petty punishments; the increase of Rs. 2,10,858 in tho cost of tho 
department as a whole; and tho increase of Rs. 44,500 in tho profitable outturn 
of prisoners’ labor, Cfintrasted with tho increase of Rs. 1,74,400 in the value of 
manufactured articles undisposed of at the close of the year. In extenuation 
of anything which may bo doomed to bo unfavorable in the above results, the 
fact is to be considered that the year was one of scarcity; that in many districts 
tho year was not one favoramo to health; that the prices of food ranged 
very high ; that these causes produced their ill-effects on tho prisoners before 
admission to jail; that the depressed state of the gunny market injuriously 
affected tho principal fonn of jail industry; and that tho year being one of 
great financial pressure, numerous improvements which were contemplated had 
to bo«deferred. Hearing all these circumstances in mind, tho Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor thinks that tho results of the administration of the year cannot, on the 
whole, be deemed to be unfavorable, and that the history of the year contains 
no small element of hope for tho future. 

35. In conclusion. Sir Richard Temple has to acknowledge the services of 

the setoral Super- 

„ intendents of Jails 
and of the subor¬ 
dinate officers who 
have been favor¬ 
ably mentioned. Mr. 
lleelcy has selected 
as worthy of special 
commendation the 
officers whose names 

. are mentioned in 

tho margin, and the Lieutenant-Cjovernor desires that an expression of his 
approval of the manner in which they have discharged their several duties may 
be conveyed to them. The acknowledgments of Government have already b(Mm 
expressed above in regard to the manner in which Mr. Heeley has presided 
over the department. To Major Bowie the Lieutenant-Governor tenders his 
thanks for the able and interesting report which ho has compiled.

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RESOLUTION ON THE APPOINTMENT OF A TEMPORARY MANAG- 
ING COMMITTEE FOR THE ZOOLOGICAL GARDEN, 

SiNCK the Lieutenant-Govemor’8 Minuto of the 24th September last, 
regarding tlie establishment of a Zoological Garden at Calcutta, the site selected, 
viz. the ground on both sides of the road leading from Zcorat Bridge to 
Belvedere, has been cleared, and a connnenceincnt has been made, in 
the western portion of tlie land, towards the laying out of the gardens, the 
alignment of the roads and paths, and the preparation of structures for the 
reception of the animals. The nucleus of a collection of animals is ready to hand 
in Mr. Schwendler’s fine contribution, and other specimens have been given 
and promised. The affair has, in fact, been so far devdibped that it has 
beex^me desirable to appoint a committee of management to settle questions of 
administrative detail. 

2. Considering the proximity of the Garden to his official residence, and 
the greater opportunities of supervision tlicrcby afforded to him ; considering 
also the importaiKie of hdly developing such an institution with all the rapidity 
wliicli limited time and resources will admit: it has appeared to IIi.s Honor 
advisable to keep the Garden for the present under his immediate charge, and 
to select the names of a few gentlemen to serve on the Committee, who will be 
best able by tlieir position and special qualifications to attain the above objects, 
in tlie public interests. ITo lias tluirefore, with their consent, nominatea the 
following gentlemen to constitute the Honorary Managing Committee of the 
Zoological Garden:—

C. E. Buckland, Es(p, c.s.. Private Secreta^ to the Lieutenant-Governor. 
The last-named gentleman to bo also Honorary Secretary. 

It may be necessary from time to time to alter the nmnbers and powers of 
this oxecutivejbody, until experience shows the best course to adopt. The present 
one must therefore be considered as a temporary anangement, liable to be 
changed. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor is prepared to entrust to the above-named 
gentlemen all the duties usually devolving on the administrative body of a 
public institution, such as, in this case, the settlement of the rates of admission 
fees, the number and cost of the establishment required, the food of the animals, 
the acceptance of contributions, the regulations for the preservation of order, 
the internal economy and extension of the gardens, the purchase, exchange, or 
disposal of stock, the collection of subscriptions and donations, to settle the 
privileges of donors and subscribers, &c., &c.; and it will be incumbent on the 
committee to publish either in the Gazette^ or by advertisement, all rules and 
notices of which it may concern the public to receive information. 

4. It will also be witliin the province of the committee, in their corporate 
capacity, to apply to tlie departments of the local Government for such assist¬ 
ance as it may bo able to afford, namely for grants of money or materials; 
and it is hereby generally notified that the Managing Committee of the Zoolo¬ 
gical Garden is a constituted body under Govcniment, tbe existence of which 
is officially recognised. On the other hand, the committee will be required to 
render an annual statenioiit of their accounts, to funiish any reports they may 
be called upon to submit, and to bo generally subject to the oraers of the local 
Government. 

5. It has been estimated tliat the minimum cost of the establishment 
immediately required for the gardens will bo about Rs. 140 a month, and that ^ 
the food of the animals will bring up the immediate charges to about Rs. 200 
per month. This sum will be increased as each additional animal is obtained, 
and must eventually be considerably larger. It does not include the salary 
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of the Director, whom it is intended to bring out from Europe as soon as 
possible. The lieutcnant-Govcmor has sanctioned the above charges as a 
commencement, debitable to provincial revenues. 

6. Some handsome donations have been already received, and others have 
been promised, which will be duly published. The Lieutenant-Governor is 
of opinion that the local Government having provided the site, have a claim to 
hope for the support of the public in an undertaking in which the whole 
population is interested. Gentlemen who desire to afPord assistance should 
now communicate with the Secretary of the Committee, who will gladly 
acknowledge and notify all subscriptions and donations.

Barometric Pressure ,—The presRures in column 2 of the above table for all stations below 500 
feet are reduced from those ^iven in column 3 of the table on the previous pa^e, by addini; the 
weight of a column of air of the temperatures given in column 17. For stations above 500 feet 
elevation the reduction is raslde by Dippe’s tables, as given in Guyot's Meteoroloffical and Physical 
Tables.^' The temperatures at the sca-level are taken from column 3 of the above table. 

Temperature .—The temperatures in column 3 are reduced from those in column 17 on the preceding 
page, by adding Fahr, for every 450 feet. 

Wind Resultant .—The resultant wind direction and its comparative predominance arc calculated 
from the whole number (U wind observations recorded during the month. The relative predominance 
in the direction of tlie resultant is given as a percentage of the whole number of observations. The 
uirection is computed in the usual way by Lambert’s formula. 

Serenity .column gives the average proportion of unclouded sky, a cloudless sky being 
indicated by 10, and one completely overcast by 0. 

The above being all comparable, afford the data for constructing a meteorological chart for the 
month, which shall show the isobanc and isothermal lines and the resultant wind directions, which 
last may be represented by arrows of varying length, proportioned to the prevalence of the wind. 
To these may be added the rainfall from the previous tables.

4. Any three rate-payers may nominate n candidate, and may inform the Municipal Vice 
Chairman of his candidature not l.alcr than the tiOth February. Tho candidate shall at tho 
same time certify to tho Vice-tdniinnan his consent to such nomination. Tho Vice-Chairman 
shall notify such candidature lb tho rn.Tnnor provided for in Rule 14; such notification «5hall 
state tho name, residence, and qualifioalion of the candidate. 

6. If any ra^-payer object to the <‘ligil)ility of any can .idate, he or she may, on some 
date not later than the Ist March, notify such objection in writing to the Vicc-Ch.airman, who 
eh-all hear and finally decide any question of eligibility. On tho 10th March the final list of 
candidates shall be notified in the manner provided for in Rule 14*. 

6 The Municipal Cominis.^ioners shall appoint three of their number to form, with the 
Vice-Chairman, a sub-committeo for the purpose of conducting tho elections; the Vice-Chairman 
shall be Chairman of the sub-committeo. 

The 6ub*oommittee shall decide on what day, not later than the 25th March, and at what 
places in the town, the poll shall be held ; and they shall notify such decision in the manner 
provided for in Rule 14. • 

7. As soon as possible after the close of tlio calendar year, immediately preceding tliat in 
which the election is to be held, the Vice-Chairman shall prepare a list of all the persons who ^ 
paid any rate on houses or lands in each ward for such year. A copy of the list shall bo exposed w 
to view at the Municipal Office, and a copy of so much of it as relates to ouch ward in some 
ooiiApicuous place in the ward to which such portion relates. Every rate-payor shall he entitled to 

a in the election of Municipal Commissioners for the ward, who shall have paid up the taxes 
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due from him for the preceding year. In the case of joint proprietors^ the vote shall rest with 
the proprietor whose name is entered as the rate-payer in the municipal registers. 

8. Each rate-payer shall have as many votes as there are Commissioners to be elected in 
each ward, in which he or she may have rateable property, provided that no rate-payer shall 
register more than one vote for any one candidate. 

9. Votes shall be reoi»rded by such polling clerks as may be appointed by the Chairman. 
There shall be at least one polling cleik for each polling place, who shall obey such orders as 
may be given from time to time by the Vice-Chairman. Each rate-payer, who desires to record 
bis vote, shall attend at the polling place; and shall state his name and residence, the polling 
clerk shall verify from the list of voters of the quarter whether the intending voter is entitled 
to a vote for that quarter; and if he is so entitled, he shall record his vote against the rate¬ 
payer's name in the list of electois for the ward. 

10. The election sub-committee shall appoint one of their own number, or some respect¬ 

able person, to preside A each polling booth for the purpose of recording any objection raised 
to any vote tendered; such objection to be decided by the sub-committee at the subsequent 
scrutiny. Each candidate may authorize one representative to watch proceedings at the 
polling booth. • 

11. The poll shall be open for at least six hours between sunrise and sunset; such hours 
need not be consecutive, but must be notitied by the sub-committee in the notification provided 
for in Rule 6. When the poll is closed, the registers of the polling clerks shall be scrutinised 
by the election sub-committee, whose decision unon any doubtinl point shall bo final. The 
candidates who may stand highest on the poll of their quarter shall be declared to be duly 
elected.

An Act for amending the Foreign Jurhdici>an Acte. 

[13tti August 1875.] 

Be it enacted by the Queen^s Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and ('ommons in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows :— 

1. Where by Order of the Queen in Council in pursuance of the Foreign Jurisdic¬ 
tion Acts, any court, judge, magistrate, or officer acting or exercising jurisdiction within or 
in relation to any country or place out of Her Majesty's dominions, is authorised to order 
the removal or deportation of any person from that country or place, such removal or 
deportation, and any detention for the purposes thereof, according to the provision.s of the 
Order in Council, sshall be as lawful as if the order of the court, judge, magistrate, or 
officer were to have effect wholly within that country or ])lacc. 

2. This Act shall be construed as one with the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1843, and

ORDINANCE No. XI of 1876. 

An Ordinance for prohibiting the sale of Arms 
and Ammunition. 

[IIM November 1875.] 

Wm. P. DRUMMOND JERVOIS, 

Governor and Commander»in~ChieJ^. 

Whereas it is expedient to provide powers for 
the prevention of the sale in this Colony of Arms 
and Ammunition except under certain restrictions; 

It is hereby enacted by the Governor of the 
Straits Settlements, with the advice and consent 
of the Legislative Council thereof, as follows 
1, It shall be lawful for the Governor in Coun¬ 
cil by Proclamation to prohibit, for such period as 
shall be mentioned in such Proclamation, the pur¬ 
chase or sale of Arms and Ammunition. Provided 


nevertheless that it shall be lawful for such Oflioer 
as may be appointed by the Governor for that 

{ mrpose in each of the Settlements to grant 
icenses for the purchase and sale of any Arms 
and Ammunition, but such license shall not author¬ 
ize any person to purchase or soil any other arti¬ 
cle or thing than is specified in such license. 

2. Every Proclamation under this Ordinance 
shall be published in the Government Gazette of 
the Colony, and from and after such publication 
any person acting in contravention of the terms 
of the Proclamation, or of any license issued under 
this Ordinance, shall, on conviction before a 
Magistrate, be punisheil with imprisonment for a 
term which may extend to two years, or with fine 
which may extend to Five thousand dollars, or 
with both, and all articles as to which an}' oiFcnco 
may have been committed within the meaning of 
this Ordinance, shall be seized and forfeited. 

3. The word Arms'^ shall mean and include 
fire-arms, bayonets, swords, daggers, krisses, 
spears, and all other similar weapons of oifeiicc; and 
the word '' Ammunition ** shall include percussion 
cups, as well as gunpowder, and all other materials 
used for the purpose of discharging fire-arms. 

4. This Ordinance shall continue iu force for 
one year from the date of its puhlieaiiou in the 
Gazette. 

5. This Ordinance may be cited as The Sale 
of Arms Ordinance, 1875.^^

Discretioa os to decree- oucc is discretionary, iind 
iug Hpeciftc performance, the Court is not Ibuiid to 
grant such relief, merely because it is lawful to 
do so j but the discretion of the Court is not 
arbitrary but somid and reasonable, guided by 
judicial principleB and capable of correction by a 
Court of appeal. 
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The following arc cases in which the Court, may 
properly exercise a discretion not to decree specific 
performance:— 

T. Wliere, though it is clear that an agreement 
has been made and broken, the Court cannot find, 
with reasonable certainty, what arc the terms of 
the agreement of which specific performance is 
sought.

(^.) A trustee threatens .a hieach of trust. His co-tru'tf- 
ces, if an^', should, ami the bouclicial oAvuers nuy, obtain 
an injunction to prevent the breach. 

{(.) The directors of a public company .ire about to pay 
a dividend out of capital or borrowed inoiieA. Any of the 
shareholders may obtain an injunction to restnain tliem. 

(tf.) The direetois of a fire and life-inMiniiife eoiupaiiy 
are about io eng.age in inanne insurauccs. Any of the 
shareholders may obtain an iiijunction to lestraiii them. 

(t».) A, un executor, through miseondnet or insolvency, is 
bringing the jiroperly of the deceased into danger. The 
Court may grant an injunction to restrain him from getting 
in the assets. 

( 10 .)^ A, a tradesman, hohls out B os his ])artncr against 
the Avish and without the authority of B. B m.ay obtain 
an injunction to restrain A from so doing.

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SIATEMENT OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


The ol>j(.'ct, of Hill, whidi is intundcd as a supplomciit lo the Code tif Civil Proce¬ 
dure, as revised and publlslied ia March 1875, is to dcfiuc and amend the law relating to 
spociHc and j)ruv»)Jitivt* relief. 

2. Under the he.ad of^ specilic relief, it deals with suits for— 

{a) the possession of speeifie property, moveable or immoveable, 

(b) the specific performance of a^'roements, 

(c) tlie rectification of instruments, 

(<^) the rescission of contracts, 

{e) the cancellation of instruments, 

(/') d(*claratory decrees, and 

(g) the enforcement of public duties. 

3. Under the head of preventive relief, it treats of perpetual injunotions. 

4. The chapter relating* to the rccsovery <»f possession of specific property embodies the 
Eng^lish rules as to detinue, and Ibc useful provision of theludian Act, XIV of 1859, section 15, 
an to the rig:lit of jicrsoiis informally disj)ossessi‘d of land to recover possession by a summary 
suit. Words have been introduced to show cxjiressly tliat this provision does not apply to lands 
claimed to belou{»; to Government. This exemption in effect resulted from section 17 of Act 
XIV of 1859. 

5. The matter of the chapter relating: to sjiecific pei*formance is distributed under the fol- 
lowingf beads:— 

(fl) Agp'cements which may be specifically enforced : 

{b) Aj^reeinentiS which cannot be spccilically enforced : 

(c) For whom agreements may be spccdically enforced : 

(d) Of the discretion of the (hmrt: 

(<?) For whom ag'jvemeiits may not be speoilically enforced : 

(J) For whom agreements may not he specifically enforced, except with a variation : 
(g) Against whom agreements may be specitically enforced : ** 

{k) Against whom agreements may not hi* s])C(tifically enforced: 

(») The effect of dismissing a suit for specific [H'rformance. 

It attempts to codify tlie English law on this subject with the following modii1^ation6 :— 

0. Subject to the negative rules afterwards set forth in this chapter, the Hill empowers the 
Courts to decree specific pcrl'orrnancc of aiiv aocccincnt when the parties have expressly agreed 
m writing that s])ccilic performance thereof may he reejuired by cither of them, or that damages 
shall not he considered adcipiatc relief. 'I’iiis novid jirovision, taken from Iho New York Civil 
Code, is one of the moans by which the Hill pro posi's to extend a useful j in Isdiction, one, it 
may l>c remarked, pcculiajjjiy adapted to India, where the alternative remedy foi a breach of con¬ 
tract, that, namely, of damages, is, owing to the poverty of ilic bulk of the population and 
the difficulty of executing inoney-dccrei's, often so utterly nugatory. 

7. In England it has more tlian once heiMi ruled that the Court of Chancevy will not com¬ 
pel the performance of a coiitinuoiis duty exlonding over many years. The Hdl renders this 
doctrine more precise by d(*clariug that an agrecnieiii, the performance of which necessarily 
involves the performance of conlinuoiis duties o\or a longer period than five years fnim its 
dale, shall not be speeifii ally enforced. W hether this is the best limit of time, will be a point 
for consideration before the Hill is ]>HSbe<.l. 

8. With regard to speeifio performance of eontracts to execute buildings or to cultivate 
lands, the Bill is intended to express tlie present law. 

9. The rules as to when a contract for tlio sale of a married ^voman^s estate will be speci¬ 
fically enforced are in England excessively complicated. The Bill makes no distinction in 
her case, and thus recognizes the principle embodied in the Indian Succession Act, section 4, 
and Act 111 of 1874. 

10. In,England a voluntary settlement of personal chattels is binding on the settlor 
and cannot be defeated by a subsequent sale. But it is otherwise in the case of freeholds, 
copyholds and leaseholds, and specific performance of a subsec^uent agreement to sell land may 
be enforced ogainst the voluntary settlor and the parties claiming under the settlement. The 
Bill does not recognize this distinction (which is due to an artificial oonatruotiun of 27 Eliz., 
c. 4), and treats land, in this resiiect, os if it were moveable property. 

11. The absence in India of any enactments resembling the Statute of Frauds, seciioneA^ 3^ 4 
and 17, renders it unnecessary to embody in the Bill the intricate rules of the Court of ChAcery 
as W when a parol agreen^eut relating to land will, and when it wiU notj be specifically enforced. 
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12. It seems impossible to elicit a eousistmit doctrine from the Etig^Ush docisioiii- as to the 
rights of a purchaser or lessee to sp(xdtic performance with abatement or comi^ensaLiou when 
the title of the person agreeing to sell or lease is defective. The Bill lays down that only 
in one case can such relief be granted, namely, whore the part of the agrceraeiit which mu'<t be 
left uni)erformed bears only a small proportion to the whole in value and admits of coin[)cn- 
sation in money. This will relieve the Courts from the exercise of a duty which, in many 
cases, must be more a matter of guesswork than of judicial dUerction. 

13. The right to enforce a contract spticifically may, in England, be lost by delay in re8<»rl.- 
ing to the Court, and a large mass of cases exists relating to this doctrine. The Bill cotit<ains 
no rules on the .subject, for in India the provision of the Limitation Act iIX of 1871), sche¬ 
dule II, No. 113, that suits for spccilic performance must be brought within three years from 
the day on which the plaintiff has notice that perforniancMj is refustsl, render.^ the (loctriiie of 
laches inapplicable to this kind of litigation. See 2 Mud. High Court Hop. 114, 270. 

14. It seems to be erroneously supposed by some of the Mofussil Judges that, when a con- 
tr:iet is proved, the grant q£ a decree for its specific j)L‘rformaneo is a matter of course. Care 
lias been taken in this chapter to show distinctly that the grant of such decrees is purely 
within the sound discretion of the Court. 

15. As in this country all remedies on an agreement can be granted by one and the same 
Ccurt, it is conceived that only one suit should lie on oecount of its nou-])orformiince. It 
has on this account betni ])rovided in section 28 that if a suit for specific performance is dis¬ 
missed, no oilier suit shall be brought on the same agreement. 

16. Chapt(?r III, as to the rectification of instruments, chapter IV, as to the rescission of 
contracts and chapter V, as t-o the cancellation of instruments, rcijuiro no si)ecial notice. 'They 
are taken, with a few verbal changes, from the New York Civil Co(h», and represent siib- 
stauiially the law on these subjects iidministered by English Courts of E<[nity. 

17. Chapter VI, as to declaratory decrees, i.s intended to take the place of Act VIII 
of 1859, section 15, and differs from the liluglish law on the subjtjct principally in authorising 
the Court to make declarations of future rights, provided only that such rights are vest-ed. 
In t.he alrseiico of such a jurisdiction, it would seem to be necessary to authorise suits to 
])erpetuate testimony, and ilierti are obvious reasoni^ why such suits should not be allowed 
iu India. 

IS., Chapter VJJ deals with the siihjeet of mondamu/t^ and applies only to the PrAidency 
High (/'oiirt.s. Cans ha.s been t jk< ii to exempt from oiders under this chapter the Secretary of 
Statejn ronncil, the (iovenimcnt of India, and the Local (iovernments, 

19. In Part III aie contained some general rules as to when perpetual injunctions will, 
and when they ^vill not, he granted. The chief modifications of the present law which the Bill 
proi>osos to make are as follows ;— 

20. By the Hill, the Courts \re cxpres4y given i)owor to grant injunctions t<^ do sub¬ 
stantive acts, when such injunctions are necessary to prevent the breach of an obligation. In 
England, the same thing is ])arti.ir r ctTcctcd by the indirect method of making orders, called 
mondator}'^ injunctions, to refrain Innn leaving a thing uiuloiio. 

21. Under the Bill, an injunction to restrain a partner may be obt.aiii(‘d without seeking 

a dissolution of the partncishiji, even when the partn(ir»hip is determiuahle at will. In 
Ihiglaiid the rule on this subjcM't i.- t'lill uIl^•ettlcd. • 

22. In England a inarrietl oxi'cutrix will, as a rule, be restrained from getting in the 
assets if her husband be out of th'* jurisdiotion, or a lunatic. The reason is that the husband, 
and be alone, is lialile for a (le\ ctiivit committed by his wife. The Indian Succession Act, 
sections 4 and 275, ai>]>o:ir.sto relic\v liusbaiuLs of tJiis liability, and the Bill accordingly contains 
no provision on the subject, 

23. It is hardly noce^wary to observe that, in a country where law and ecpiiiy are adminis¬ 
tered by the same Courts, tlieMihjoet of .stayiugleg.il proceedings need not he dealt with at ranch 
length. The provisions of the Jhli icliting tt) the, matter are con tain ml iu section 56, clause (cj^ 
illustration (m)f and iu section 5?, cLuises (a) and which relate to injunctions necessary to 
prevent a multiplicity of mitt.. 

2t. It may, in conclusion, bt r« Tiiarlc('d tlisit most of the many illustrations contained in 
the Bill are taken from the Euglis-Ii liquity Jiejioiis.

Tho total capital outlay on irrifc-ation works in 13ong.il'to the end of 1874-75 amouutod 
to Rb. 3,05,10,108, of which Ks. 40,07,142 wore oxponood during the year.

6. The Tidal Canal is a navigation work and derives no inoome from irrigation. It is 
the only canal which has as yet paid any interest upon capital. The surplus for the year was 
at the rate of 1*02 per cent, upon the outlay. 

7. The charges for interest upon the capital invested in revenue-paying canals amounted 
for the year to lls. 10,13,912, and to the end of the year to Rs. 45^40,783. 

8. The excess of working expenses over income was for the year Ks. 1,42,392, and to 
the end of the year Its. 7,97,789. 

9. The oombined charges for interest and deficit on working were for the year 
Its. 11,66,304, to the end of the year Rs. 63,38,672. 

10. The total accumulated debt on account of interest and excess of expenses over 
income on all the irrigation works in the province was for the year Its 16,86,767, and to 
the end of the year Its. 68,02,615. 

11. The cost of maintenance and repairs, though still in most oases in excess of the 
income of the canals, is moderate, and shows but a very small percentage upon the capital 
outlay. 

12. The cost of revenue management was excessive in Orissa, owing to the small demand 
for water. In Midnapore it was as low as 16'4 per cent, upon the collections of water-rates 
only. 

13. The total area irrigated was 91,777 acres, against 48,920 acres in the previous year. 

14. In Orissa the year was one of excessive rainfall, 80 inches having been registered. 
The demand for water was nevertheless in excess of former years, the areas irrigated having 
been in—

(y) the receiving of deposits and keeping cash- 
accounts on such terms as may be agreed on ; 

(A) the selling of all property, whether move- 
able or immoveable, which may in any way come 
into the possession of the Bank in satisfaction or 
part satisfaction of debts and claims or otherwise ; 

(0 the transacting of pecuniary agency business 
on commission ; 

(j) the acting as agent on commission in the 
transaction of the following kinds of business

Government or other securities, or 
shares in any Railway, Bank, Joint

STATEMENT OF OBJSICTS AND REASONS. 

The Government of India is a shareholder in the Banks of Ben<^l and Madras, and 
it appoints certain of the directors, and may vote by proxy at the meetings of the proprietors. 

The Government has, however, determined to sell if s shares and to surrender its powers 
of appointing directors and voting. As those powers are conferred by Acts of Indian 
legislatures, and as some of the arrangements connected with the sale are beyond the 
powers of the directors, the present Bill is necessary. 

Tlie opportunity has betm taken to repeal the present law on the subject, to consolidate 
the Acts relating to the Banks of Bengal and Madras, and to incorporate the New Bank of 
Bombay, Limited. 

At the same time the Bill proposes to make certain changes, of which the following are 
the principal 

(a). The capital of the Bank of Bengal will bo reduced from Rs. 22,000,000 to 
Rs. 20,000,000, and that of the Bank of Madras from Rs. 5,625,000 to Rs. 5,062,600. 

(i). The capital of those two Banks, which is now divided into shares of Rs. 1,000 each 
will be divided into shares of only Rs. 500 each. 

(r). The kinds of business which the Banks may transact are increased in number, 
lliey are empowered to lend upjn the security of debentures of Indian municipalities, 
on goods the documents of title to which are assigned to the Banks as security, and 
on negotiable securities which, under the provisions of the proposed Act, may be^ dis- 
counUri. They may also lend to the Governor General in Council without any specific 
security. On the other hand, they are expressly forbidden to make loans for a longer 
period than three months; to make unsecured loans to the same person or firm for more 
than six Idkhs of rupees; to discount anjjr negotiable security, pa,yable where it is presented 
for discount, which does not carry on it the several responsibilities of at least two persons 
or firms unconnected in general partnership; or h) discount negotiable securities having a longer 
jK'riod to run than "three months, except in the case of the Bank of Madras, which may dis¬ 
count such securities payable in Ceylon and ninning for four months. 

The Banks, us constituted by the proposed Act, will still be empowered to act as hankers for 
the Government of India; and though the Government will cease to have any direct pecuniaiy 
concern in the Bunks, the interests of the public are so largely involved in their careful 
management, that it has been thought right to provide (a) that the capital of the Bunks 
shall not be increased or diminished without the previous sanction of the Governor Genera] 
in Council; (A) that the Governor General in Council in the cq^c of each of the three Banks 
the Local Government in the case of the Banks of Madras and Bombay, shall be entitled 
to require information -touching the affairs of the Bank and the publication of statements 
of assets aiid liabilities; and (jc) that the previous approval of the Government of Indie/^all 
be required to validate bye-laws.

1. There eliall he IS Municipal Commissioners for Kishnaghur, of whom 15 shall be 

elected by the rafe-payrrs, and three appointed by Government. ^ 

2. Any man of full ago, who is a resident within municipal limits, who is himself a rate¬ 
payer, wlio can read and write, and who has never been convicted of a non-bailable offence, 
may be proposed for election. 

3. The municipal jurisdiction of Kishnaghur shall be divided into six wards, which are 
bounded as below, and which shall return numbers as follow* 


Linnfs of the six Wards of the Kishnaghur Town, 

Division No. 1—Ts hounded on the north by the Jcllinghce; west by the Municipal 
limits; south hy the Nuddea road up to the Pal Pookur, and a line tlicnco to the southern end

t. Any three ratepayers may i!ominal» a candidate, and may inform the Mniiicipal Vice- 
Chairman of liis candidature not later than the 20th Jfehriiarv. Tho candidate shall at the 
same time certify to tho Vice-Chairman his consent to such nomination. The Vice-Chairman 
shall notify snoh candidature in the manner provided for in Rule 14; such notification shall 
State the name, residence, and qualification of the candidate. 

5. If any rate-payer object to the eligibility of any can didate, be or she may % eomo 
date not later than the 1st Alarch, notify such objection in writing to the Vice-Chairmmi who 
shall hear and finally decide any quefc.Uou of eligibility. On the'Hlth March the final list of 
candidates shall be notified in the manner provided for in Rule 14. 
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6 The Municipal Comriiissioners shall appoint three of their number to form, with the 
Vice-Chairman, a snb-committee for the purpose of conducting the elections; the Vice-Chairman 
shall bo Chairman of the sub-committee. 

The pub-comrnitlec shall decide on what day. notl.'iter than the 25th March, and at what 
places in the town, the poll shall be held ; and they shall notify such decision in the manner 
provided for in Rule 14% 

7. As soon as possible after the close of the calendar year, immcdiatolv preceding that in 
which the election is to bo held, the Vice-Chairman shall prepare a list of all the persons who 
paid any rate on houses or lands in each ward for such year. A copy of the list shall be exposed 
to view at the Municipal Oflice, and a copy of so much of it as relates to each ward in some 
conspicuous place in the w'ard to which such portion relates. Every rate-payer shall he entitled to 
a vote in the election of Municipal Commissioners for the ward, who shall have paid up the taxes 
due from him for the prceedinw year. In the case of joint }>roprjetors, the vote shall rest with 
the proprietor whose name is entered as the rate-payer in the municipal registers. 

8. Each rate-payer sliall havens many votes as there are Commissioners to be elected in 
each ward, in which ho or she may have rateable property, piovided that no rate-payer shall 
register more than one vote for anyone candidate. 

9. Votes shall be recorded by such polling clerks as may be appointed by the Chairman. 
There shall he at least one polling cleik for each polling place, who shall obey such orders ns 
may be given from time to time by the Vice-Chairman. Eabh rate-payer, who desires to record 
his vote, shall attend at the polling place; and shall state his name and residence, the polhn«g 
clerk shall veiify from the list,of voters of the quarter whether the intending voter is entitled 
to a vote for that quarter; and if he is so entitled, ho shall record his vote against the r.ate- 
payer’s name in the list of electors for the ward. 

10. The clecti«)n sub-committce shall appoint one of their own numhor, or some respect¬ 
able p«Mson, to preside at each polling booth for the purpose of recording any objection raised 
to any vote tendered ; sneh objection to be decided by the sub-comrnittee at the subsequent 
scrutiny. Each candidate may authorize one representative to watch proceedings at the 
polling booth. 

11. The poll shall be open for at least six hours between sunrise and sunset; such hours 
need not be consecutive, hut must bo notified by the sub-coramitteo in tho notification provided 
for in Kiile fi. Wlicii the poll is closed, the registers of the polling clerks slKall be scrutinised 
by ibfi election sub-coinmittco, whoso decision upon any doubtful point shall be final. The 
candidates who m.ay stand highest on the poll of their quarter shall bo declared to be duly 
elected. 

12. The result of the poll shall be notified in the manner provided for in Rule 14, and 
shall be reported to (lovcrnment for publication in the Gazette. The candidates declared to 
be duly elected shall hold office from the 1st April next, succeeding tho day of their election. 

13. The cost <tf ere»-tiug temporary sheds, of paving polling clerks, or taking any 
other nece-^sary action under these rules, shall be paid by the Commissioners out of the 
Municipal Fund.

2. Ills Excellency in Council is not .satisfied that the rules at present in force provide 
adequate security for the stamp revenue in the case of labels .affixed to certified copies of 
papers which arc frequently only imperfectly obliterated by the court issuing these 
documents. 

3» In supersession, therefore, of existing orders on the subject, the Governor-General 
in (''ouncil is pleased to direct that the court or olllee issuing copies, certificates, or other 
similar documents liable to stamp iluty shall, before issue, cancel the labels affixed to them 
by punching out a portion of the label in such a manner as to remove neither the figure head, 
nor that part of the label upon which its value is expressed.

T have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 333, of the l4th Julv, 
enclosing a Resolution of the Government of India of the same date, on the subject of the 
transportation of term convicts during the ensuing season, and drawing my attention to the 
last paragraph of the Resolution regarding tlie transportation of female term convicts, and 
inviting a full expression of opinion thereon. 

2. In reply I beg to .state that fhe reasons which wer(5 given in favor of the transpor¬ 
tation of male term convicts can in no way apply to femeles, and 1 .am of opinion that term 
transportation in their case is by no means desirable. The demand for intramural work in 
the settlcEuent i.s small, and the employment of females on suitable eatramurul labor is not 
possible. The accommodation for females is also limited, and male term convicts are nut 
permitted to marry. 

3. Under these circumstances, I consider that the transportation of female term con¬ 
victs to Port Blair should be prohibited.

Military Bands will play a Grand March as the procession moves forward, and the two 
Guards of Honor, one furnished by Her Majesty^s Ship Serapis and Her Majesty's Ship 
Osborne, and the other by British Infantry, who will be drawn up on either side of the 
Entrance to the Chapter Tent, will present arms as His Royal Highness the Princb op 
Wales and His Excellency the Grand Master pass. 

As His Royal Highness the Pkince of Wales at!iccnds the dais, the Band will cease 
playing the Grand March, and will immediately play the National Anthem. All persons 
present in the tent will rise. 

At the conclusion of the National Anthem, the Chapter will be opened. The

forced contribution, or other similar or correspond¬ 
ing charge. In like manner, the Consuls, Vice- 
Consuls, and Consular Agents residing at the 
Tunisian ports under the orders of the said Agent 
and Consul-General, shall he at liberty to choose, 
that is to say, the Consuls, each one interpreter, 
one broker, two guards, and three serva'nts; the 
Vice-('onsula and Consular Agents, each one 
interpreter, one broker and one guard, and two 
servants, cot being in the military service, who 
shall likewise he exempt from the conscription, 
from the payment of any poll-tax forced contri¬ 
bution, or other similar or corresponding charge. 
No prohibition nor tax shall be put upon the 
provisions, furniture, or any other articles which 
may come to the said Agent and Consul-General, 
Consuls, or Vice-Consuls, for their own wse and 
for the use of their families, upon their delivering 
to the Officer of the Customs a note under their 
hand sperifying the number of articles which' 
they shall require to be passed on that ground, 
but thi.s privilege shall only he accorded to Con¬ 
sular Officers who are not engaged in trade. If 
the service of their Sovereign should require their 
attendance in their own country, no impediment 
shall he offered to their departure, and no 
hindrance shall he offered either to themselves or 
their servants, or in regard to their property, hut 
they shall be at liberty to go and come, respected 
and honoured. If they should depute another 
pftrs<m to act for thorn in tlioir ahsoricc, they shall

Brilish merchants or 
their agents and hrokci's shall ho permitted to 
purchatjC at all places within the Regency, 
whethi'r for the purposes of internal trade or ofex- 
jwniiiiion, all articles, without any exception 
whatsoever, being the proclnee or manufacture of 
the said Regency; and the purchaser shall he 
free to remove his goods, when purchased, from 
one place to another, without any attempt being 
made on the part of the Local Governors to inter¬ 
fere with them. 

ARTICLE V. 

In accordance with the friciidship which has at 
all times existed between the two Governments, 
His Highness the Bey engages to protect British 
subjects who may come to his country either for 
the jinqioscs of trade or for travelling. They 
sliall be free to travel or to rt-side in any ])art of 
the Regency without hindrance or molestation; 
and they shall bo treated with respcH, love, and 
honour. They sliall be exempt from forced mili¬ 
tary service, whctlier by land or by sea; from 
forced loans, and finm every extraordinary contri¬ 
bution. Their dwellings and warehouses destined 
for the purpo.ses of residence and commerce, as 
well as their property, both real and personal, of 
every kind, shall be respected, and, in p,irticular, 
all the 6ti])u1aiions of the Convention concluded 
between Her Majesty’s Government and His 
Highnes** the Bey on the 10th of October 18*63, 
relative to the permission granted to British sub¬ 
jects to hold real property in the Regency of 
Tunis, arc hereby confirmed. 1|pid British sub¬ 
jects, vessels, commerce, and navigation shall 
enjoy, without any restriction or diminution, all 
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the privileges, favours, and immunities which arc 
now or may hereafter be graiiiod to the subjects, 
vessels, commerce, and navigation cf any other 
nation whatever. 

Her Britannic Majesty, on her part, engages to 
insure to Tunisian subjects, vessels, oommcTCC, 
and navigation within he.r Dominions, the enjoy¬ 
ment ot the same protection and j>rivileges which 
are cr may be enjoyed by the subjects, vessels, 
commerce, and navigation of the most favoured 
nation. 

ARllCLKVl. 

The perfect seeuiity which His Highness the 
Bey accords to the British merchants and hiib- 
jeets w'ho may reside in the Regency exteruls 
likewise to the five ekerciso of the rites of their 
religion. They shall be free \o creel cliurebes, 
upon the application of the British Agent and 
('onsiiUCeiicral to Ills Highness the Bey, who 
will grant the iiei-essaiy permission. The British 
CJemetery of Saint (ieorge, and other burial 
places, now or hereafter to be eslabliriied, sliall 
be protected and respected as heretofore. 

. AllTlCLR VJI. 

II is Ilighnc'ss the Bey engage's (hat. h<* will in it 
])rohibit Mie ini])ortation intei the Ri'gency of any 
article*, the [iroeluce and raamifae-ture of the dei- 
miiiious and possessieins eif Her Britannic Majesty, 
froyi whatever ]»lace arriving, and that the duties, 
to bei levied U])on such .irtie*le\s of produce* or 
manufae'rnrc so iinp-ortcd shall iii no case exceed 
0110 fixed rate of eight per cent, ail valorem^ to 
be cahailatcd upon the value’ of such mereliaii- 
dise at the place; of landing, or a specific duty, 
fixed by ce>nunon consent, eepavaleiit thereto. 

Siicli articles, after laying eight per cent, 
import Mnty, feball not lie subject to any oilier 
internal charge or iinpe)st whatsoever, whether 
the IniyeT be a Tunisian eir a feireignor. And if 
sue:li articles should not bo sold for consumption 
in the* Regene*y, but should be re-cxporteel within 
the space of one year, the Ailininist ration of the 
(histoms shall lie bound, provided the bales or 
packages have not been ujiened, to restore, at the 
time of their n;.(‘\j)ortation, the duty levied to 
the merchant, who shall be reijuired lirst to 
furiiisb proofs Unit, the goods so exported have 
paid the said import duty. 

After the expiration of one } ear the merchant 
shall lie free to re-export his foreign goods with- 
(»iit claiming the drawback, and the Custom-house 
shall not levy uimii them any duty whatsoever on 
re-exportation. 

Should a British merchant or his agent desire 
to convey, by sea or by land, from one port or 
place to another port or place in the Regency of 
Tunis, goods upon which the ad valorem duty 
above metil.ioiicd has been already jiaid, such gooifs 
shall he subjeet to no further duty, either on 
their embarkation or disembarkation, provided they 
be accompanied by a eertitieate from the Tunisian 
Administrator of Cu&tiOms that the duty has 
been paid. 

And it is moreover agreed that no other or 
higher duties shall be imposed on the importation 
of any article, the produce or manufacture of one 
of the Contracting Parties, into the country of the 
other, which shall not equally extend to the like 
articles, being the produce or manufacture of any 
other country. 

ARTICLli Vlll. 

Vessels navigating under the British Hag and 
vessels navigating under the Tunisian Hag shall 


he free to carry on the coasting trade in the 
States and Dominions of the Conti acting Parties. 
They shall enjoy the same rights and immunities 
as arc enjoyed by national vessels, and they si.all 
be free either to laud a poition of thcii* car^’ois, 
or to embark goods, foreign or native, to complfte 
their cargoes, in each other’s poris, without, 
being obliged in each ease to procure any spci .d 
license from the Local Authorities, or to pay an v 
charges and dues that are not paid by national 
vc8sei.s. 

The stipulations of this Article shall however, 
os regards the Colonial coaiiting trade, bo deemed 
to extend only to the coasting trade of such of 
the (’olonial possessions oT Her Britannic Majest v 
as, under tlie provisions of the Act relating 
thereto, may have openod their coasting tiado to 
foreig’i vessels. 

ARTICLE IX. 

His Highness lh»^ Be} fonnall)' engages to 
abolish all moiMj^olics of agiieiiltiiial produce or 
of any other article whatsoev er, save and except 
tobacco and salt, and save and except the fishciies, 
and the tannery of hido.s of oxen, camels, and 
horses. 

British subjects, however, or their agents, buy¬ 
ing or selling •<alt and tobaecr in virtue of licenses 
or permits for consumption in the Regency of 
Tunis, shall be subject to the same regulations 
as the most favoured Tunisian subjects trading 
in the two articles aforesaid; ami furthermore, 
they shall be free L) compete ibr, obtain, and 
exercise the right of tishery, subject to tUe^ local 
lawB and regulations. 

ARTICLE X. 

If British merchants or tli(*ir agents in the 
Regency ot Tiini.'? should purcliaso any article of 
Tiiuhsiuii produce or manuCacture tor internal 
consumption, the said niei*eliaiits or their agents 
shall not pay, on the purchase and sale of such 
articles, any higher duties or charges than are 
paid, under similar circumstances, by the most. 
faMiured class of Tuiimiaiis or foreigners engaged 
in tile internnl trade of the Regency wf Tunis. 
In like manner ’runisiaii mcn'liaiits or their agi'iits 
in the British dominions shall not jiay on the 
purchase and sale of British ]u*odu<*e or inaiiufae- 
tures, for internal consumption in the said domi¬ 
nions, higher duties or charges than are paid by 
British subjects or the most favimred foreigners 
engaged in the internal trade of the said domi¬ 
nions, upon similar articles of produce or manu¬ 
facture. 

ARTIt'LE XL 

If a British merchant or his agent shall pur¬ 
chase for exportation any article of Tunisian 
produce or mamifucture, either at tin* j>laee where 
such article is produced or in its transit fiom 
that place to another, upon which article of pro¬ 
duce or iiiauutacturo the ititernal taxes known 
by the names of “ Ushr,'' “ Kaiiooii/' and IMah- 
.soulat,'' ami others, have lieeii already levied, 
such article of produce or manuiuetiirc shall he 
subject at tlie port of sliipnicut to the payment 
of the export duty only, and the notarial fees and 
charges for measurement established by law. 

ARTICLE Xir. 

In case of any dispute arising between the 
Custom-bouHii anil the merebant regarding the 
value to bo put upon any ineiebandize or goods 
imported by him into the Regency of ^runis, the 
merchant shall he free to pay the duty iu kind, in 
the most cijuituble manner. 
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Slioul<l, liowuvor, the merchant be unable or 
unwilliii.s? to make ii&o of the above faculty, the 
(Justoin-houKe shall have the right lo purchase 
sucli inercluiiHlizc or goods at the price at which 
tlic incrahuiit has valued them, with an augmen¬ 
tation of 5 percent. 

Hut should the foregoing two inodes fail to | 
solve the ddlieulty, Ills Ilighncss the Bey and Her 
Majesty's Agent and Consul-General shall each 
name an aihitrator, being a merchant, and, in 
cave of a divergence of opinion, the two arbitrators 
shall name an umpire, also a merchant, whose 
(loeision shall bo final. 

AUTICbE XIII. 

With a view to the encouragement of agi’ieul- 
tmi*, His Highness the Bey fuilhcrraorc engages 
to permit the importation, free of import duty and 
of ev«*ry other internal charge, of agricultural 
implements and maehinciy, as well as of cattle 
:nid animals for the improvement of the native 
breeds, wh<*ne\er such agricultural implements, 
machinery, eattle, and animals are proved to be 
for private use and not for purposes of trade, in 
wliieh latter case they shall be subject to the 
payment of an import duty not exeecding 8 per 
<Tnl. 

AUTIOLE XIV. 

In case the importation of foreign wheat, 
bailcv, ami Indian corn should he rendere(l ncees- 
sarv 111 eonscipieiiee of the failure of the crops, in 
eonvi‘(|ueii( e of famine or other causes, which God 
forl>id, such foreign wheal, barley, and Indian 
eoin.^hall be ii< heretofore exempt from the J^ay- 
immt of any import duty, and shall be subject 
tnily to the ]):ivmeiit of 20 karoobs (7.Id.) piT 
Uiin;^. 

With the except ion of t lie .above three articles, 
all oilier foreign provisions, such a.^ rice, lentils, 
beans and otlier pulse known by the appellation 
of Hashahesh’' (dried vegetables) shall pay an 
import duty not exceeding eight per cent., but the 
importer or his ngeii^jj shall be free to sell such 
provisions in letail or iu*aiiy othey manner with¬ 
out the pjiyinenl of any other charge whatsoever. 

ARTirjLE XV 

It is undor.stooii between the Contracting Partie.s 
that the Tunisian Government reseives lo itself 
the faculty and right of issuing a general prohi¬ 
bition against the im])ortalioii into the Regency 
of gunpowder, unless Her IM.ijcsly's Agent and 
('Oiisul-G-eneral shall tliink fit to apply for a sfieeiiil 
license, which license shall, in that case, be granted 
proviilcd no valid objection thereto can be alleged. 

Gunpowder, when allowed to be imported, shall 
be Mibjoet. to a duty not exceeding eight per cent., 
and .shall be liable to the following regulations:— 

1. Jt shall not be sold by subjoete of Her 
Britniiuic Majesty in (piantitics exceeding the 
tpiantities prescribed by the local regulations. 

2. When a cargo, or a large quantity of gun- 
])owd(*r arrives in a Tunisian port on board a 
British vessel, such vessel slmll be anchored at a 
pavtieiilar R])ot, to be designated by the local 
authorities, and the gunpowder shall then be con¬ 
veyed, under the inspection of such authorities, 
to de])6ts or fitting places, designated by the 
Government, to which the parlies interested shall 
have access under due regulations. 

Gunpowder imported in eontraveiiiion of the 
prohibitidn, or iii the abseii«3C of the license afore¬ 
mentioned, shall be liable to confiscation, save 
and except small quantities of gunpowder for sport¬ 


ing reserved for private use, which shall not be 
subject to the regulations of the present Article. 

Cannon, arms of war, or military storas, a.s well 
as anchors, masts, and chain cables, sliall be im¬ 
ported free of duty, provided they are landed at 
the opened and recognized ])orts; provided, also, 
that previous to the landing of cannon the per¬ 
mission of the Government is obtained. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

The people of the Contracting Parties shall have 
the right to establish in each other's country com¬ 
mercial, industrial, and banking companies, co¬ 
operative, or mutual or shareholding associations, 
or any other association, whether between and 
amongst themselves, or between thorn and Tuni¬ 
sian subjects or«>suhject8 of any other Power: 
provided the objeH of such eoin]>nnies and asso¬ 
ciations be lawful, and subject always to the laws 
of the country in wdiich they shall be established. 

It is, however, understood, tliat no joint stock 
companies limited, whose capital is made up of 
nominal shares to bearer, and no anonymous 
association shall be established in their respective 
territories without the autborizatiou of the local 
Government. 

ARTICLE XVU. 

British subjects and Tunisian subjeds .shall be 
free to exercise in each other's country any aii, 
profession, or industry; to establish inani!.fac- 
torie.s, and factories, and to introduce steam 
maelrinery or machinery moved by any other ‘ 
power without being subjected to any other for¬ 
mality or to the payment of higher or other taxes 
and imposts than those prescribed by the laws or 
municipal regulations, or which arc paid by 
natives. 

It is understood that the manufactories and 
their appurtenances, being immovable property, 
shall be subject to the provisions of the Conven¬ 
tion of the 10th October, 1SC3, relative to the 
permission granted to British subjects to hold 
real property in the Ri'geney of Tunis. 

ARTICLE XVITI. 

No harbour, jiilotagi*, liglit-hoiisc, or quarantine 
duos, nr other local diie.s, shall he levied upon 
British vessels, winch are not imposed upon 
Tunisian vessels or ujion llie vessels of the most 
favoured nation. 

If a British ve.s.sel shall enter a Tunisian port 
from stress of w'cather and tlejiart, it shall not be 
subject to the payment of the aforesaid dues, but 
shall pay only the fee to the pilot, should a pilot 
be Required. Shonid such vessel, however, vi.sit 
a runi.»iau jmrt for the purpose of procuring 
water aud oi purehasing provisions, it shall pay 
only a portion, not exceeding half, of the harbour, 
pilotage, light-liou.se, and qiiarautiue or other 
local dues payable at the said \)orU 

^ In like manner Tunisian vessels which shall 
visit any of tlie ports of Her Majesty's dominions 
shall pay only the harbour, quarantine, and other 
dues which arc levied upon British vessels. 

ARTICLE XIX. 

1 he captains of merchaut'Vcsscls having goods 
on board destined for the Rageiicy of Tunis shall, 
on their arrival at the port where such goods are 
to ^ landed, deposit in the Custom-house of 
such port a true copy of their manifest* 

ARTICLE XX. % 

If a British subject be detected in smuggling 
mto the Regency any description of goods or 
should bo detected in emWking any goods, the 
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produce ol* Tunis, for which be can exhibit no 
Custom-liouse permit, such ^oods shall be confis¬ 
cated by the Tunisian Treasury, but a report or 
prochs-rerba! of the alleged coiitiaband must, as 
soon as the said <yooda are seized by tlie authori¬ 
ties, }>e drawn up and eominunieatcd to the 
BriMsh Consular Authoritios, and no goods ran be 
confiscated as contraband unless the fraud with 
regard to them shall bo duly and legally proved 

It is stipulated that vessels navigating under 
the British flag shall submit to the regulations of 
the port; that such vessels, speronaras, boats, 
and the like craft shall not serve as dep6ts for 
inerehaudise; and that whenever their detention 
in the Tunihian ports shall exceed eight calendar 
months, they shall, when recjuired * to do so, give 
satisfactory explanations to the British Consular 
Authority and to the Local Authorities iu regard 
to the motive of their detention in such ports. 

•Should such explanations be deemed unsatisfac¬ 
tory, the Custom-house may, with the consent of 
Her Majesty's Agent ami Consul-Ceneral, place a 
guard oil board for the prevention of fraud, the 
expenses for such guard beiug at the charge of 
the vessel. 

AimCLK XXI. 

Should British subjects desire to embark in, or 
discharge goods from, any vessel, Ihoy can cm- 
j»loy ibe Tunisian Custom-house boats, paying 
the usual charges for the use of .such boats. 

* They are free, however, to diseliarge (heir mer¬ 
chandise without using the Custoni-lmusc boats, 
in which ease they will apprize the Administration 
of the Customs of it in wrif.ing, taking care to 
mention, on the arrival of each steamer or vessel 
having goods on board to their consignment, 
that they will ho present themselve'a, fir be repre¬ 
sented by their agentto at the discharge 

of said goods. In ease of their ahsence, how¬ 
ever, the Cnstoui-bouse will proceed to discharge 
their good.s, icndering itself responsible as liere- 
tofore, unless in a ease of‘Moree inajenie.'' No 
sort, of claim can be preferred by the consignee 
against the Cubtom-bousc on the plea that it had 
not the right to discharge his goods, seeing that 
the disebarge is made with the sanction of the 
master of the vessel, and not with that of the 
Custom-liouse. 

I'lvcry (jonsignee who diseliargcs bis goods after 
making the demand m writing, will provide him¬ 
self with a CiirtoIII-house officer, who will accom¬ 
pany him to the vessel and return with him to 
the Custom-house. 'J’hc fee to the Custom-house 
officer shall be paid by the mereliaiit. 

ARTICLE XXII. 

\Vhencvcr the Tunisian Government shall 
temporarily prohibit the exportation of wheat, 
barley, cattle, or any other artiele of native j>ro- 
duce such iirohihitioii shall not come into opera¬ 
tion until three months after official notification 
shall have been given, and shall apply only to 
the specific article or articles mentioned m the 
Decree enacting the prohibition. 

ARTICLE XXIII. 

No British Bubjeet, nor any person under 
British protection, shall, in the Regency of Tunis, 
be made liable to pay a debt due from another 
person of his nation unless he shall have made 
himself responsible or guarantee for the debtor 
by a valid document. Neither shall any British 
Bubjeci be compelled to sell any thing to, or to 
buy anything from, a Tunisian wihout his own 


free will. The seller shall be obliged to deliver 
up to the purchaser only that portion of the 
goods which he voluntarily sold to him, and the 
purchaser shall have no claim or right upon the 
remaining portion of such goods or merchandize. 

In like manner, no Tunisian subject iu the 
Dominions of the Queen of Groat Britain shall be 
made liable to pay a debt due from another 
person of his nation to a British subject, unless 
he shall have made himself responsible or guaran¬ 
tee lor the debtor by a valid document. 

ARTICLE XXIV. 

In all criminal cases and complaints where the 
prosecutor and ytrisoncr arg. British subjects, and 
in all civil difrereuecs, disputes, or litigation which 
may occur between British subjects exclusively, 
the Agent and Consul-General, Consul, or other 
British authority, shall be sole judge or arbiter. 
No one shall interfere, but they shall be amenable 
to the British Consular Courts only. 

All civil ditiereuccs, disputes, or litigations 
between British subjects and the subjects of any 
foreign jountry other than (Jrcat Britain, shall be 
•leeided solely in the Tribunals of the foreign 
Consuls, according to the usages heretofore 
established, or whicli mav hereafler be arranged 
between such Consuls, without the interference of 
the 'J’unisian Courts or Government, 

AUTIOLE XXV. 

Disputes and dilfcrcnecs arising between a 
British and a Tunisian subject, whether the 
British subject is plaintiff' or defendant, of a 
(iommircial and civil nature {criminal and correc¬ 
tional excepted), sliall be settled by His Highness 
the Bey, or bis delegate, in the presence and with 
the concurrence of the British Consul-General or 
Consul. 

It ii likewise agreed that, should any new 
ju’ocedijre dilFering from the above be adopted 
and applied at y>resenl, or in future, in the treat¬ 
ment of any other nation, the British subjects, 
without exception, shall be entitled to the enjoy¬ 
ment thereof, whenever Her Majesty's Govern¬ 
ment shall request it. 

Jt is, however, understood that if Mixed 
Courts should be at any time established in Tunis 
wuth the assent and approval of Her Majesty's 
Government, iu that ca-so all civil and commercial 
suits and disputes arising between British and 
'runibiaii subjects sball be beard .and determined 
by such Mixed Courts and Tribunals, according 
to the rules and procedure that may be agreed 
upon between the Contracting Parties. 

ARTICLE XXVI. 

The cognizance of crimes committed by British . 
subjects in the Tunisian torriloiy, as well as all 
contraventions of the police, and other regulations, 
shall devolve upon the Consul-General or Consul; 
and the punishment tiicrcof shall be applied by 
the said Consul-General or Consul, iu concurrence 
with His Highness the J$ey. In case the criminaf 
or offender should escape from the Consular, or 
other prison, the Consul-General or Consul shall 
not be held responsible in any manner what¬ 
soever. 

ARTICLE XXVII. 

No quittance or receipt presented by a British 
subject to a Court, purporting to be a discharge 
of a debt which bo has contracted towards a 
Tunisian subject, shall be held us a legal and a 
valid discharge, unless he can show that such 
quittance or receipt is under the handwriting^^ 
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Heal, or sij^^aturc of the Tiiriisian subject or duly 
CTOouted by native iioluries, ami attobted by the 
Cadi or the Governor of the place. And in like 
manner no quiltanee or receipt presented h} a 
TnniHian subject puriHirliiif^ to ])e a discharj^e ot 
a debt which he lias contracted towards a British 
subject, shall he held as a le^al and valid dischnri^e 
of liis debt, unless he can show that bueh quittance 
or discharge is under the handwritin*;, siuiiatnrc, 
or mark of the British subject, duly attested by 
the Consul, or unless the di^ehar£re is drawn up 
by two notaries and attested by the British Consul. 

ARTI(!LE XXVm 

Should any TunisiaJi subject be found guilty 
before the Tunisian Courts of j)roonring: false 
evidence to the injiiry or prejudice of a Biiiish 
hubject, ho shall he severely punished by the 
Tunisian Goveninient. In like manner, the 
competent British ('onsular authorities shall 
severely punish, aceording* to English law', any 
British snhjeei who may be convicted of the same 
olfenco against a Tunisian suhjeet. 

AKTICLE XXIX. 

If, at any time, Jlcr Afajesly's Agent and 
Consiil-Oenoral, Consul, Xice-ConBul, or ("onsiilar 
Agent, should require the assistance of soldiers, 
guards, arine<l boats, or other ai<l for the purpose 
of arresting or transporting any British subject, 
the 'runisiun authorities shall immediately comply 
with the demand, on payment, of the usual foes 
given on snob occasions by Tunisian subjects. 

ARTICLE XXX. 

If a ship belonging to the Queen o%Great 
Britain, or to any of her subjects, should h(* 
wrecked or stranded on any ])ari of the coast of 
the Regency of Tunis, the Tunisian authorilies 
within whose jurisdiction tin* accident may occur 
shall, in ncconlauce wdth the rules of friendslnp, 
respect her and assist her in all lier wants. Th(*y 
shall allow and enable the master to take such 
steps as he may think necessary or desirable, and 
shall take immediate steps for the protection of 
lier crew and of her cargo, iiHd of any goods, 
papers, or other articles which may be saved 
(nun her at the time of the wreck or afterwards; 
and, moreover, they shall lose no time in informing 
the nearest British authority of the accident. 
They shall deliver over to him, without exeeption 
or loss, all the eargfi, goods, papers, and ai’tich‘s 
which have been saved and preserved from the 
wreck, and they shall likewise furnish the master 
and the erew of the wrecked ship with suih 
victuals and j»rovisioiis as they may iv(|uirc, for 
which they shall receive payment. For their 
friendly aid and services in protecting, .saving, 
preserving, and restoring to the British Consular 
authorities the goods and contents saved through 
their exertions from the wrecked vessel, or any 
portion thereof, they shall be enttiled to such an 
amount of salvage a.s Her Majesty's Agent aiid 
Consul-General and the Chief Tunisian authority 
on the spot shall judge a fair compensation for 
their services. The master and crew shall be at 
liberty to, prowjed to any place they 'please, and 
at any time they may think proper, without any 
hind ranee. 

In like manner, the ships of His Highness the 
Bey, or of Tnni.sian subjects, shall be assisted 
and protect<*d in the dominions of the Queen of 
threat Britain as Ihoiigh the} w'ere British ships, 
and shall be subject only to the same lawful 
charges of salvage to wbicli British ships, under 
similar circumstances, are liable. 


ARTICLE XXXT. 

Should, however (which God forbid), the crew 
or any portion of the crew of a wrecked or 
stranded Britith vessel be murdered by the 
natives, or its cargo, or any part of its cargo or 
contents, he stolen by them, the Tunisian Govern¬ 
ment hinds itself to take the most prompt*and 
energetic measures for seizing the marauders or 
robbers, in onler to proceed to their severe punish¬ 
ment. It, moreover, engages to make the most, 
diligent seareh for the recovery and restitution of 
the stolen property; and whatever compensation 
for the damage done to individuals or to their 
effects, under similar eircuinstances, is gmnted, or 
may hereafter he granted to the subjects of Ibc 
most favoured ViJition, or the equivalent of it, shall 
he also aecorded to the subjects of the Queen of 
Great Britain. 

ARTK’LE XXXIT. 

It iB agreed and eoveiiaiiled tliat if any of the» 
erew of II<*r Majestj^’s ships of war or of British 
nn*rehani-vessels, of whatever nationality they 
may be, liorne on tho jiapers of said ships, 
shall deseit within any port in the Hcgcmy of 
'funi*^, Uie authorities of such port or territory 
shall l»e bound to give every a.ssistanee in Ibcir 
]i()\ver for the apprehension of siieli deserters, on 
the appli<‘ation of the British authority. In like* 
manner, if any of the erew of the sbi])S pf 11 is 
Iligliness the Bej^ or of Tunisian merchant- 
vessels, not being slaves, shall desert in any of% 
the ports or harhouis, within the dominions of 
Her AIaje.sty the Qnceii of Great Britain, the autho¬ 
rities of snrh ports or harbour shall give every 
assistance 111 their powiT for the apprehension of 
such deserters on the application of the C^immaiid- 
ing Offieer, (’ajitain or any other Tunisian autho¬ 
rity, and no person whiitsoevi*r shall proti'ct or 
liarbour such deserters. 

ARTICLE XXXIIl. 

Tlie shijis of w'fir belonging to Her Majesty 
the Queen, and the ships belonging to His High¬ 
ness the Bey, shall have free liberty to use the 
ports of each country for wa'^hiiig, i*lcansing, and 
repairing any of their defeels, and to buy for their 
use any sort of provisions, alive or dead, or any 
other necessaries, at the inarki*t priec, without 
paying eustom to any oflicer. 

And it is moreover agreed that, whenever any 
of He) Majesty’s ships of w'ar shall arrive in tlie 
Bay of Tunis, and shall fire a salute of twenty- 
one gun.s, the Castle of the Golettu, or the Tuni¬ 
sian sliips of war, shall return the same numher 
of guns as the Royal sufntc to Her Majesty's 
coloiii’s, a<*eording to aiieieiit usage. 

ARTK^LE XXXIV. 

The Government of the Queen of the Uiflted 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, in con- 
bidcraliou of the sincere frieiulship that has at 
all times existed between Her Majesty and Hj.s 
Iligliiicbs the Boy, agrees that Tunisian ships 
and cargoes shall bo received at the ports and 
harbours of the Briti.sU dominions upon the same 
footing as British vessels and cargoes. 

ARTICLE XXXV. 

British vessels arriving in any of the Tunisian 
ports for the purpose of trade or by reason of 
stress of weather, or to repair damages, shall not 
be eompelleU to discharge their cargoes or any 
portion of their cargoes, and they®shall not be 
made to change 1 heir destination or to receive 
any passcngei*s on board unless it be with their 
own free will, but they shall be respected, and 
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they shall be allowed to depart without any 
hindrance. Should they be compelled to land 
their cargoes, or a poriion thereof, in order to 
effect repairs, they shall also be permitted to ro- 
embark such goods free* of any duty or charge 
whatsoever. 

^Tunisian vessels shall receive the like friendly 
treatment in ports and harbours of the British 
dominions. 

ARTICLE XXXVI. 

If an^ British subject should die in any place 
or territory appertaining to Ilis Highness the 
Bey, no Governor or other Tunisian officer shall, 
on any pretence whatsoever, take possession or 
dispose of, or interfere with, the goods and pro¬ 
perty of the deceased, but such uoods and property, 
of whatever description, may be taken possession 
of by his heirs, or by the Britisli Consular autho¬ 
rity, without any hindrance or impediment whatso- 
ever on the part of sucli Governor or Tunisian offi¬ 
cer. 

If, however, a British subject should die at a 
place where there is no British Consul, or whilst 
travelling, in such a case the Tunisian authorities 
of the place where he died shall be bound to pre¬ 
serve and protect bis goods and effects: they 
shall make, with the assistance of notaries, a 
faithful inventory of thorn, which inventory they 
shall lose no time in sending t.o the nearest Gover¬ 
nor of a place where an l^iiiglisli Consul resides. 

Should the dcccascvl British subject leave behind 
him debts due from him to a mitive, the Consul- 
General or his deputy shall assist the creditor in 
the recovery of his claim upon the estate of the 
deceased; and, likewise, if the deceased should 
leave behind debts duo to him from Tunisians, the 
Govcriif)’^ or those who have such power, shall 
Compel the debtors to pay what is due by them to 
the Consul-General or his deputy for the benefit 
of the estate of the deceased. 

ARTICLE XXXVIT. 

The British Government and Ilis Highness the 
Bey, moved by sentiments of humanity and having 
regard to the free institutions wliirdi, under Provi¬ 
dence, their respective countries happily enjoy, 
mutually engage to do all in their power for the 
suppression of slavery. Whilst, on the one part, 
• the British Government engage not to relax their 
efforts with friendly powers for the prevention of 
the barbarous traffic in human beings, and for the 
emancipation of slaves, His Highness the Bey 
especially engages, on the other, to cause the 
Declaration of Moh|irera, 126:i (23rd January 
1846), abolishing for ever slavery in the Regency, 
to be obeyed and respected, and to use his utmost 
efforts to discover and punish all persons within 
bis Regency. who contravene or act contrary 
thereto. 

AfeTicLE xxxvrir. 

The British Government and His llighncBs the 
Bey engage to do all in ilioir power for the sup¬ 
pression of piracy; and His Highness especially 
engages to use his utmost efforts to discover and 
punish all persons on his coasts or within his ter¬ 
ritory who may be guilty of that crime, and to aid 
the British Government in so doing. 

ARTICLE XXXIX. 

Privateering is now and for ever abolished; 
His Highness the Bey being desirous to maintain 
invoilable the neutrality of the Regency of Tunis, 
it has been established and agreed that in case 


I ot war or hostilities, ho shall not permit the enemies 
of Her Majest;^ the Queen of Great Britain to fit 
out privateers in the ports of the Regency, or to 
nil from them to prey upon the ships and oom- 
meroe of her subjects; and it is moreover estab¬ 
lished that His Highness shall not permit or 
tolerate in the Regency of Tunis the sale of any 
prize whatsover which shall have belonged or may 
Delong to the belligeivnts. 

The Queen of Great Britain will cause to bo 
observed the same rules of neutrality towards 
Tunisian ships and subjects in all the seaports of 
Her Maje6t}^B dominions. 

ARTICLE XL. ^ 

In order that the two Contracting Parties may 
have the opportunity of hereafter treating and 
agreeing upon such other arraiigeinents as may 
tend still further to the improvement of their 
mutual intercourse, and to the advancement of the 
interest of their respective people, it is agreed 
that at any time after the expiration of seven 
years from the date of the present Convention of 
Commerce and Navigation, cither of the High 
Contracting Parlies shall have the right to call 
upon the other to enter upon a revision of the 
same; but until such revision shall have been 
accomplished by common consent, and a new 
Convention shall have been coneltided and put 
into operation, the present Convention sliall con¬ 
tinue and remain in full force and cU'ect. 

ARTICLE XLI 

if any doubt .should arise wit-h regard to the 
interpretation or the application of any of the 
stipulations of the present Convention, it is agiecd 
that in Tunis the interpretation the most favour¬ 
able to British subjects shall be given, and in Her 
Majesty^s dominions that most favourable to 
'Tunisians. It is not pretended by any of the 
foreging Articles to stipulate for more than the 
plain and fair construction of the terms employed, 
nor to preclude in any manner the Tunisian Govern¬ 
ment irom the exercise of its rights of internal 
Administration where the exercise of those rights 
does not evidently infringe upon the privileges 
accorded by the present Conveutioa to British 
subjects or British commerce. 

ARTICLE XLII. 

The stipulations of the present Convention shall 
come into immediate operation and shall he sub¬ 
stituted for the stipulations of all preceding Treaties 
between Great Britain and Tiini.s with the excep¬ 
tion of the Convention of the lOth of October 1863, 
already referred to in Article XVII preceding, 
whieh is renewed and confirmed. 

This Convention has been written in Iriplieato, 
eonsisting in forty-two Arti(;les, besides the in- 
trodiicl.i(Ui, and contained in the preceding forty- 
tlireo Images, to ho signed by both parties, and to 
be executed in the manner exjilained and clearly 
set forth in its several provisions, having for 
object the duration, contirmation, and roaintcnnuce 
of amity between them.
